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enforcement  of  the  civil  service  law  in  this  city  under 
the  present  administration  over  that  under  the  last 
administration.  Such  criticism  as  it  has  felt  bound 
to  make  in  the  past,  and  will  make  in  this  report, 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Committee  has  been 
unwilling* to  accept  the  unsympathetic  and  lax  en- 
forcement of  the  law  under  the  last  administration 
as  a  standard  by  which  to  judge,  but  has  taken 
instead  what  it  thought  might  reasonably  be  ex- 
pected of  an  administration  pledged  to  civil  service 
reform  and  what  it  has  seen  actually  accomplished 
under  the  Strong  administration  and  in  the  Federal 
service. 

In  carrying  on  its  work  the  Committee  has 
pursued  the  same  policy  as  in  former  years. 
Through  its  standing  committees  and  through  the 
Secretary's  office  it  has  closely  followed  the  admin- 
istration of  the  laws  in  the  Federal  offices  in  New 
York,  in  the  State  and  in  the  City  service.  It  has 
instituted  important  investigations  and,  from  time 
to  time,  given  the  results  to  the  public.  It  has  care- 
fully watched  the  course  of  legislation  at  Albany. 
Through  its  Law  Committee  it  has  conducted  test 
cases  involving  the  integrity  of  the  service.  It  has 
received  complaints  and  brought  them  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  proper  authorities.  It  has  suggested 
improvements  and  at  all  times  has  stood  ready  to 
aid  in  a  constructive  w&y  in  the  enforcement  of  the 
laws. 

THE   FEDERAL   SERVICE. 

The  advances  made  in  the  Federal  service  during 
the  year  1902  were  reviewed  in  the  report  of  the 
National  League  at  its  annual  meeting  last  Decem- 
ber. The  report  of  this  Committee  will  deal  with 
•changes  eflfected  since  that  time,  as  well  as  with  the 
enforcement  of  the  law  in  the  Federal  offices  in  New 
York  during  the  past  year. 

Congress  adjourned   without   passing   any   act 


that  materially  aflFected  the  merit  system,  although 
the  House  of  Representatives,  in  the  last  days  of  the 
session,  took  up  and  passed  a  vicious  veteran  prefer- 
ence bill.  On  the  other  hand,  both  Houses  approved, 
practically  without  debate,  the  clause  in  the  ap- 
propriation bill  providing  for  the  much  needed  in- 
crease in  the  appropriation  for  the  Civil  Service 
Commission.  The  failure  to  provide  a  civil  service 
system  for  the  District  of  Columbia  or  to  pass  any 
legislation  for  the  reform  of  the  consular  service 
was  not,  under  the  circumstances,  unexp^ted. 

The'  resignation  of  Commissioner  Garfield  in 
February,  to  take  the  position  of  Commissioner  of 
Corporations  in  the  newly  created  Department  of 
Commerce,  was  felt  to  be  a  serious  loss,  not  only 
by  his  colleagues,  but  by  all  who  were  familiar  with 
his  work  as  civil  service  commissioner.  No  defin- 
ite appointment  has  as  yet  been  made  to  fill  the 
vacancy  and  the  Association  ventures  to  hope  that 
the  selection  will  be  made  with  the  same  fidelity  to 
the  interests  of  civil  service  reform  in  the  Federal 
service  that  was  observed  by  President  Roosevelt  in 
his  choice  of  Commissioners  Foulke  and  Garfield. 

Progress  during  the  past  four  months  has  been 
marked  by  the  preparation  by  the  Commission  of  a 
careful  revision  of  the  Federal  rules.  This  has  re- 
sulted in  greater  brevity  and  clearness  and  in  slight 
extensions  of  the  competitive  service.  The  most 
important  of  these  extensions  has  been  the  restora- 
tion of  shipping  commissioners — ^withdrawn  by 
President  McKinley's  order  of  May  29,  1899— to  the 
competitive  class.  The  revised  rules  were  signed  by 
the  President  on  March  20th  and  went  into  effect 
April  15th. 

On  March  26th  the  President  also  signed  an 
order  providing  for  the  extension  of  the  regulations 
governing  the  appointment  of  laborers  "as  rapidly 
as  may  be  found  practicable"  to  Federal  ofiices 
outside  of  Washington.    The  Civil  Service  Commis- 
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sion  has  had  this  subject  under  consideration  for 
many  months  and  was  ready  to  proceed  at  once 
with  the  introduction  of  the  system  of  labor  regis- 
tration in  the  Cities  of  Boston,  New  York,  Phila^ 
delphia,  Chicago,  St.  Louis  and  San  Francisco. 
Objection  has,  however,  been  made  by  Collector 
Stranahan  and,  it  is  understood,  also  by  Surveyor 
Clarkson,  to  the  application  of  this  system  to  the 
New  York  Custom  House.  We  sincerely  hope  that 
these  objections  will  be  withdrawn— or  will  be  over- 
ruled— as  we  can  but  feel  that  the  exception  of  the 
New  York  Custom  House,  with  over  five  hundred 
laborers,  would  be  utterly  unjustifiable. 

In  its  last  annual  report  the  Committee  criticised 
the  appointment  of  James  S.  Clarkson,  notorious  as 
a  spoilsman,  as  Surveyor  of  the  Port  of  New  York. 
Events  during  the  past  year  have  served  to  show  the 
justness  of  this  criticism.  Mr.  Clarkson  has  been 
reported  by  the  press  as  a  frequent  absentee  from 
his  office,  engaged  in  political  work  in  other  parts  of 
the  country;  his  department  has  once  been  the 
subject  of  investigation  by  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission, while  in  the  only  two  important  appoint- 
ments he  has  made — ^those  of  Deputy  Surveyors — he 
has  requested,  and  through  his  insistence  has  re- 
ceived — ^in  one  case  by  the  order  of  President  Roose- 
velt— ^permission  to  ignore  the  rules  governing  pro- 
motions in  the  New  York  Custom  House. 

The  reports  that  have  recently  appeared  in  the 
press  in  regard  to  the  investigation  of  the  Post 
Office  Department  indicate  a  laxity  in  enforcing  the 
rules  in  regard  to  the  emplo3ntnent  of  laborers  in 
classified  positions  to  which  the  civil  service  re- 
formers have  repeatedly  called  attention.  The  in- 
vestigation has  not  proceeded  far  enough  as  yet  to 
justify  the  expression  of  an  opinion  in  regard  to 
other  alleged  violations  of  the  civil  service  law.  It 
will  also  be  well  to  suspend  judgment  until  the  re- 
sults of  further  investigation  are  known,  on  the  sen- 


sational  reports  that  have  appeared  in  regard  to  the 
existence  of  a  promotion  syndicate  iri  the  New  York 
Post  OflBce.  The  Committee,  however,  is  convinced 
that  such  scandals  could  not  have  arisen  if  the 
civil  service  law  had  been  followed  and  proper  regu- 
lations governing  promotions  had  been  introduced. 
It  strongly  recommends  to  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission their  introduction  at  this  time. 


NEW    YORK   STATE. 


Realizing  the  importance  to  the  integrity  of  the 
merit  system  in  this  State  of  the  attitude  of  the  Gov- 
ernor toward  the  civil  service  law,  letters  were  ad- 
dressed last  autumn  to  the  Republican  and  Demo- 
cratic candidates.  In  each  case  satisfactory  replies, 
announcing  their  intention  to  enforce  the  law,  were 
received.  At  the  time  of  the  campaign,  also,  a 
circular  letter  was  sent  to  the  heads  of  depart- 
ments and  to .  the  press  generally,  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  provisions  of  the  civil  service  law  in 
regard  to  political  assessments.  Governor  Odell, 
the  successful  candidate,  while  open  to  criticism 
in  his  attitude  toward  the  merit  system  for  sign- 
ing certain  bills  referred  to  in  our  last  report  and 
for  using  his  influence,  from  time  to  time,  to  se- 
cure the  approval  by  the  State  Commission  of 
exemptions  from  competitive  examination,  has, 
nevertheless,  in  other  respects,  upheld  the  civil  service 
law,  and  it  has  been  felt  that  he  could  be  relied  upon 
to  prevent  the  bills  threatening  to  destroy  the  sys- 
tem from  becoming  laws. 

The  membership  of  the  State  Commission,  except 
foi:  the  recent  resignation  of  President  Collier,  has 
remained  the  same  as  during  the  previous  year,  and 
there  has  consequently  been  but  little  change  in 
policy.  The  Commission  has  received  the  sugges- 
tions of  the  Association  with  unfailing  courtesy,  and 
has  at  all  times  granted  requests  for  hearings  on 
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proposed  changes  in  the  rules  and  classification.  It 
has  materially  aided  the  Association  in  its  work  of 
watching  the  enforcement  of  the  law,  by  sending  in 
advance  of  each  meeting  a  list  of  the  matters  to 
come  before  them  in  which  the  Association  was  sup- 
posed to  be  interested. 

William  Miller  Collier,  who  has  just  resigned  from 
the  Commission  to  take  the  position  of  Deputy 
Attorney-General  attached  to  the  Department  oi 
Commerce,  in  Washington,  was  appointed  by  Gover- 
nor  Roosevelt  in  1899,  and  succeeded  Colonel  Silas 
W.  Burt  as  President  in  1901.  His  sympathy  with 
the  civil  service  reform  movement  and  his  experience 
in  ofiice — which  he  turned  to  good  account  in  his 
book  on  the  Civil  Service  Law — made  him  a  valuable 
member  of  the  Commission.  In  making  an  appoint- 
ment to  fill  the  vacancy,  Governor  Odell,  who  has 
publicly  expressed  himself  as  a  believer  in  the  civil 
service  law,  will,  we  hope,  recognize  the  advisability 
of  appointing  someone  who  is  in  favor  of  its  strict 
enforcement  in  the  spirit  of  the  Constitution. 

Criticism  of  the  State  Commission's  work  at- 
taches particularly  to  the  number  and  character  of 
exemptions  from  competitive  examination  granted 
both  in  the  State  service  and  in  the  various  munici- 
palities. Situated  as  the  Commission  is  at  Albany, 
strong  political  pressure  is  often  brought  to  bear 
upon  it,  and,  in  several  instances,  the  exemptions 
granted  on  the  ground  of  the  impracticability  of 
competition  have  been  sought,  and  used,  for  the 
purpose  of  making  political  appointments. 

An  important  ruling  has  been  obtained  from  the 
Commission  which  should  have  the  eflfect  of  mate- 
rially reducing  the  number  of  exemptions.  At  a 
meeting  held  in  New  York  City  Mr.  Hardon,  repre- 
senting the  Association,  contended  that,  as  the  Con- 
stitution required  that  a  position  should  be  classified 
as  competitive  where  competition  is  practicable,  the 
burden  of  proof  is  upon  the  person  requestihg  the 
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exemption,  and  a  prima  facie  case  for  the  imprac- 
ticability of  competitive  examination  must  be  made 
out  before  those  in  opposition  to  the  exemption  are 
called  upon.    This  contention  was  upheld. 

MEASURES   IN   THE   STATE    LEGISI.ATURK. 

The  work  of  the  Association  in  connection  with 
the  session  of  the  legislature  which  closed  on  April 
23  has  been  exacting,  owing  to  the  large  number 
of  bills  affecting  the  merit  system  which  were  in- 
troduced and  advanced.  Copies  of  all  bills  were 
received  and  examined  at  the  office  and  all  those 
requiring  action  were  passed  upon  by  the  Law 
Committee.  As  a  rule  these  bills  were  harmful  in 
character  and  were  opposed  by  the  Association  by 
filing  briefs  with  the  appropriate  committees  or  by 
personal  appearances  at  hearings. 

Exceptions  to  this  rule  were  the  bills  introduced 
at  the  request  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission 
to  carry  out  the  recommendations  contained  in  its 
last  annual  report.  One  of  these  was  aimed  to 
prevent  collateral  attacks  through  the  courts  upon 
the  classification  adopted  by  the  Commission;  an- 
other provided  that  reasons  must  be  assigned  and 
an  opportunity  to  make  explanation  granted  in 
cases  of  removal  of  competitive  and  non-competitive 
employees;  a  third  was  intended  to  correct  certain 
ambiguities  of  language  in  the  law  and  to  give  the 
Commission  power,  under  strict  limitations,  to  per- 
mit appointments  to  competitive  positions  without 
examination  where  it  was  proposed  to  appoint  a 
person  who  was  engaged  in  private  business  for 
occasional  service.  A  fourth  proposed  to  extend 
to  municipal  commissions  power  to  make  investiga- 
tions and  to  administer  oaths.  Several  conferences 
were  held  with  the  State  Commission  in  regard  ta 
these  bills  with  the  result  that  they  were  slightly 
amended.  They  were  advanced  to  third  reading  in 
the  Assembly,  but  failed  to  pass. 
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The  other  bills  watched  by  the  Association  may 
be  divided  into  five  classes:  (1)  bills  to  amend  the 
civil  service  law;  (2)  bills  to  amend  the  City  Char- 
ter; (3)  bills  to  provide  for  rehearings  and  rein- 
statements in  the  service;  (4)  bills  providing  for 
payment  for  services  rendered  in  violation  of  the 
civil  service  law;  (5)  miscellaneous  bills. 

Of  the  measures  in  the  first  class,  all  but  two 
failed  to  pass  the  Assembly.  A  bill  providing  that 
crime  committed  before  the  age  of  sixteen  shotdd  not 
be  a  bar  to  civil  employment  was  vetoed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, before  whom  is  still  pending  a  bill — ^which  is 
believed  to  be  clearly  unconstitutional — providing 
for  a  preference  in  appointment  for  veteran  volunteer 
firemen. 

From  the  standpoint  of  civil  service  reform,  the 
most  important  of  the  bills  amending  the  Charter 
which  succeeded  in  passing  the  legislature  were  those 
introduced  by  Mr.  McCarthy  and  Mr.  Sullivan. 
The  McCarthy  bill  provided  that  any  person  who 
had  resigned  or  had  been  dismissed  from  the  police 
force  might  be  reappointed  **upon  the  concurring 
vote  of  all  members  comprising  the  Board,**  which 
would  appear  to  give  the  power  to  the  single  com- 
missioner who  has  succeeded  the  Board,  to  reinstate 
all  persons  discharged  under  a  previous  administra- 
tion. The  Sullivan  bill  permitted  ihe  appointment 
without  examination  of  volunteer  firemen  in  Queens 
and  Richmond  upon  the  establishment  of  the  paid 
fire  department  in  those  boroughs.  The  Mayor 
has  refused  to  accept  either  of  these  bills. 

Special  bills  providing  for  rehearings  and  rein- 
statements, and  for  the  payment  of  persons  for 
services  rendered  in  violation  of  the  civil  service 
law  were  passed  in  large  numbers.  Very  few,  how- 
ever, have  secured  the  Mayor*s  approval. 

Of  the  miscellaneous  measures,  the  Remsen  bill 
providing  for  the  establishment  of  a  pension  fund  for 
civil  employees  is  particularly  worthy  of  mention. 
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This  bill  was  passed  by  the  Assembly,  but  was  not 
advanced  in  the  Senate. 

NEW    YORK   CITY. 

The  only  change  in  the  composition  of  the  Munic- 
ipal Civil  Service  Commission  during  the  past  year 
has  been  due  to  the  resignation  of  Commissioner 
Vanderbilt,  owing  to  illness.  The  Mayor  has  an- 
nounced no  appointment  to  fill  the  vacancy  and  the 
Commission  has  been  proceeding  for  some  months 
with  only  six  members.  Mr.  George  McAneny  sent 
in  his  resignation  as  Secretary  last  May  and  has 
been  succeeded  in  that  position  by  Mr.  S.  William 
Briscoe,  formerly  Secretary  under  the  Strong  board. 

As  the  Executive  Committee  has  at  various 
times  during  the  past  twelve  months  found  it  neces- 
sary to  criticise  publicly  the  course  of  the  Municipal 
Commission,  it  is  fitting  that  in  this  repojt  it  should 
lay  before  the  members  of  the  Association  the  rea- 
sons for  such  criticism  and  a  brief  account  of  its 
action. 

In  its  last  report  the  Committee  called  attention 
to  the  failure  of  the  Commission,  owing  to  the  press 
of  administrative  work,  to  institute  investigations 
into  the  condition  of  the  service;  to  the  protest 
which  had  been  made  against  the  number  and  char- 
acter of  exemptions  from  competitive  examination 
which  had  been  granted  and  to  the  vexatious  de- 
lays in  furnishing  eligible  lists  to  meet  the  pressing 
needs  of  the  departments,  caused,  in  part,  by  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  practice  of  employing  persons  as 
examiners  at  ten  dollars  per  session  of  seven  hours, 
who  were  engaged  in  private  business  and  did  their 
examining  work  away  from  the  office  of  the  Com- 
mission. The  situation  was  considered  so  serious 
that  a  committee  had  appeared  before  the  Mayor 
to  lay  the  facts  before  him.  At  the  time  the  report 
was  made,  however,  it  was  understood  that  the 
Commission  was  to  be  reorganized  with  a  salaried 
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executive  head  and  was  to  be  reduced  to  three. 
From  these  changes  va  great  improvement  was  ex- 
pected. The  Mayor,  however,  decided  to  retain  the 
same  Commission  of  seven,  with  Colonel  Willis  L. 
Ogden  continued  as  President  at  a  salary  of  $6,000. 

The  reclassification  and  regrading  of  the  city 
service  by  the  Commission  was  an  important  step 
in  advance,  in  that  it  reduced  the  number  of  titles  of 
competitive  positions,  provided  a  uniform  classifica- 
tion of  salaries  for  all  departments  and  offered  an 
opportunity — which,  unfortunately,  has  not  been 
improved — for  instituting  a  thorough  system  of  pro- 
motion by  examination.  At  the  same  time,  the 
large  increase  in  the  number  of  positions  excepted 
from  examination,  which  went  with  this  plan  of 
reclassification,  led  to  a  vigorous  protest  from  the 
Association.  This  protest,  upon  the  approval  of  the 
greater  part  of  these  exemptions  by  the  State  Com- 
mission, was  embodied  in  resolutions  which  were 
given  to  the  press  in  June.  Exception  was  taken  in 
particular  to  the  twenty  additional  exempt  places  in 
the  oflSce  of  the  Commissioners  of  Accounts  and  to 
the  thirty-six  new  exemptions  under  the  Comptroller, 
which  brought  the  total  number  of  excepted  places 
in  the  Finance  Department  to  one  hundred  and  forty- 
two.  It  is  beyond  question  that  these  new  exemp- 
tions have  been  used,  in  certain  instances,  to  make 
political  appointments. 

In  order  that  the  Commission  might  be  made 
familiar  with  the  reasons  for  opposing  exemptions,  as 
weU  as  that  the  Association  might  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  enter  its  protest — ^where  it  desired  to  pro- 
test— ^against  them  in  the  first  instance,  a  request 
was  made  that  the  Commission  should  grant  hear- 
ings on  proposed  changes  in  classification.  This  the 
Commission  was  unwilling  at  the  time  to  do.  The 
Mayor  desired,  however,  that  the  City  should 
have  the  opportunity  to  consider  the  protest  of 
the   Association,   rather  than   that   such   protests 
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should  be  made  in  the  first  instance  before  the 
State  Commission  at  Albany,  and  courteously  per- 
mitted a  representative  to  appear  before  him  be- 
fore taking  action  on  proposed  changes.  In  June, 
at  the  Mayor^s  request,  the  Commission  instituted 
the  practice  of  granting  public  hearings  on  changes 
in  classification,  and  this  Committee  cannot  but  feel 
that  to  this  practice  is  due  in  part  the  striking 
diminution  in  the  number  of  exemptions  granted. 
In  October,  a  further  request  was  preferred  that 
public  hearings  should  be  granted  as  to  changes  in 
the  rules.  The  request  was  denied.  As  the  Com- 
mission has  not  acted  on  the  subsequent  request  of 
the  Mayor  to  the  same  effect,  his  Honor  has  again 
adopted  the  plan  of  allowing  a  representative  of  the 
Association  to  appear  before  him. 

At  its  October  meeting,  the  Executive  Committee 
appointed  a  special  committee  of  eight  to  investigate 
the  administration  of  the  civil  service  in  this  city. 
Upon  the  report  of  the  special  committee  in  No- 
vember, the  Executive  Committee  authorized  the 
sending  of  an  open  letter  to  Mayor  Low.  This  letter 
was  published  on  December  1,  and  received  such 
widespread  attention  that  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion may  be  supposed  to  be  familiar  with  its  con- 
tents. The  Commission  made  reply  in  a  letter  to 
the  Mayor  dated  December  12,  which  was  also 
given  to  the  press.  The  correspondence  closed  with 
an  answer  to  the  Commission's  letter,  dated  Decem- 
ber 24. 

In  January,  the  Citizens'  Union  issued  a  state- 
ment, in  which  it  urged  an  inquiry  whether  a  Civil 
Service  Commission  of  three  paid  members  who  would 
devote  all  their  time  to  the  work  would  not  place 
the  department  upon  a  plane  of  greater  efficiency. 
The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association  at  its 
January  meeting,  adopted  and  sent  to  the  Mayor  a 
resolution  of  similar  import,  in  which  it  recom- 
mended that  the  Commission  should  be  reorganized 
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and  in  the  interest  of  efficiency  and  expedition  a 
new  Commission  of  three  should  be  appointed.  The 
Mayor  has,  however,  not  considered  it  advisable  to 
make  any  change. 

The  Committee  is  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that, 
in  certain  directions,  the  work  of  the  Commission 
has  shown  a  marked  improvement  since  the  publi- 
cation of  the  Association's  letter  in  December  and 
distinctly  on  the  lines  indicated  in  that  letter.  Com- 
plaints are  no  longer  heard  in  regard  to  delay  in 
furnishing  eligible  lists  and  it  is  believed  that  serious 
delays  no  longer  exist.  The  system  of  employing 
per  session  examiners  to  mark  ordinary  examina- 
tion papers  has  been  largely  done  away  with.  In 
January  examinations  were  held  for  civil  service  ex- 
aminers and  for  assistant  chief  examiner.  The  ex- 
aminations were  widely  advertised  and  the  papers 
were  marked  by  experts.  Adequate  lists  appeared  on 
March  27,  but  no  new  appointments  have  been 
made.  The  nuriiber  of  appeals  for  re-rating  of  papers 
which  have  been  granted  has  been  greatly  reduced. 
Since  January  1  there  have  been  495  such  appeals, 
of  which  428  were  denied  and  67  granted.  The  num- 
ber granted  in  these  four  months  is,  however,  still  in 
excess  of  the  number  granted  by  the  Federal  Com- 
mission during  eleven  months  of  1902,  in  which 
48,362  sets  of  papers  were  rated.  Confirmation  of 
the  correctness  of  the  statement  in  the  Committee's 
open  letter,  that  the  Commission  by  its  action  had 
"invited  a  flood  of  appeals,''  is  to  be  found  in  the 
fact  that  233  appeals  were  made  in  regard  to  one 
examination.  Only  eight  of  these  were  granted, 
however,  and  the  Commission's  present  course  in 
regard  to  appeals  will  undoubtedly  lead  to  a  large 
reduction  in  the  number  of  appeals  made,  as  well 
as  to  an  increased  confidence  in  the  integrity  of  the 
examinations. 

On  the  other  hand,  little  of  a  constructive  char- 
acter, along  the  lines  mapped  out  by  the  Commission 
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in  its  answer  to  the  letter  of  the  Association,  has 
actually  been  accomplished,  although  it  is  under- 
stood that  a  sub-committee  has  in  hand  the  pro- 
posed revision  of  the  rules.  The  power  of  investiga- 
tion conferred  by  the  revised  Charter,  which  it  was 
thought  a  commission  of  seven  could  exercise  to 
great  advantage,  has  been,  in  practice,  Kttle  used. 
Efficiency  records  for  use  in  promotion  examinations 
and  the  new  plan  for  numbering  examination  papers 
so  as  to  prevent  possible  disclosure  of  the  candi- 
date's identity — ^both  matters  referred  to  in  the 
Commission's  answer  as  under  consideration — have 
not  been  introduced.  Promotions  by  competition, 
outside  of  the  uniformed  forces,  are  still  in  a  most 
unsatisfactory  condition.  The  plan  of  instituting 
a  salaried  executive  President  has  not  worked  out  to 
so  great  advantage  as  was  intended,  the  Commis- 
sion apparently  not  having  seen  fit  to  confide  to  its 
President  alone  any  extensive  powers. 

On  the  whole,  however,  the  correspondence  be- 
tween the  Association  and  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission appears  to  have  been  fruitful  of  good  results. 

THE    WORK    OF   THE    LAW    COMMITTEE. 

The  litigation  conducted  by  the  Law  Committee 
has  been  of  an  exceedingly  important  character. 
Mr.  Samuel  H.  Ordway  and  Mr.  Edward  M.  Shepard, 
have  conducted  the  case  of  Greene  vs.  Knox,  a  tax- 
payer's action  instituted  to  set  aside  the  promotion 
of  nineteen  police  captains  under  the  last  administra- 
tion, made  as  the  result  of  an  examination  which  the 
State  Commission,  upon  investigation,  pronounced 
to  be  illegal.  This  case  has  never  come  to  trial 
on  its  merits,  as  the  demurrer  of  the  defense  was  sus- 
tained by  the  Appellate  Division,  which  decided  that 
the  remedy  must  be  sought  through  quo  warranto 
proceedings.  An  appeal  has  been  taken  from  this 
decision  which  will  come  before  the  Court  of  Appeals 
in  a  short  time.     The  Corporation  Counsel  of  the 
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city  obtained  permission  of  Attorney  General  Davies 
to  bring  quo  warranto  proceedings,  but  as  the  pres- 
-ent  Attorney-General  has  shown  considerable  hesi- 
tation in  approving  the  action,  the  matter  appears 
to  have  been  dropped.  The  Law  Committee  has 
strongly  urged  action  by  the  city  as  the  party 
most  vitally  interested  in  protecting  the  interests  of 
the  Police  Department. 

Even  more  important  have  been  the  cases  brought 
by  heads  of  departments  and  employees  of  the 
Sheriff's,  Register's  and  County  Clerk's  offices  in 
in  New  York  and  Kings  Counties  to  compel  the 
State  Commission,  by  mandamus,  to  place  in  the 
-exempt  class  certain  offices  which  the  Commission 
has  classified  as  competitive.  A  decision  favorable 
to  the  relators  in  these  cases  might  involve  the 
validity  of  the  entire  classification  of  these  offices 
in  all  counties.  In  its  earlier  stages  this  Utigation 
was  conducted  on  behalf  of  the  Attorney-General  by 
Mr.  Charles  E.  Hughes  and  Mr.  Joseph  P.  Cotton 
Jr.,  of  the  Association.  Mr.  Ansley  Wilcox,  of  Buf- 
falo, was  asked  to  represent  the  Association  before 
the  Court  of  Appeals,  and,  through  the  courtesy 
of  Attorney-General  Cunneen  was  permitted  to  sub- 
mit an  extended  oral  argument.  This  case  has  just 
been  argued  and  a  decision  cannot  be  expected  for 
some  weeks,  at  least. 

Aside  from  litigation,  the  Law  Committee  has 
passed  on  bills  pending  in  the  Legislature,  and  has 
opposed  the  granting  of  exemptions  before  the  State 
Commission.  It  wishes  to  express  its  obligation 
to  the  Women's  Auxiliary  for  the  financial  support 
it  has  given  to  the  Association's  legal  work. 

THE    FINANCE   COMMITTEE. 

The  Finance  Committee  calls  attention  to  the 
improved  state  of  the  finances  of  the  Association, 
as  shown  by  the  Treasurer's  report,  and  to  the  abso- 
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lute  freedom  from  debt.  The  quota  of  the  Associa- 
tion to  the  National  League  has  been  raised  by 
means  of  a  circular  letter  sent  to  all  the  members. 
The  receipts  from  all  sources  during  the  past  year 
— above  the  subscriptions  to  the  League — have 
amounted  to  $7,617.55,  atid  the  disbursements  to 
$7,169.11. 

COMMITTEE   ON   PUBLICATION. 

There  has  been  no  call  for  meetings  of  the  Pub- 
lication Committee,  as  the  regular  course  has  been 
followed  in  publishing  and  distributing  material 
bearing  on  the  merit  system  and  its^  enforcement. 
Members  of  the  Committee  have  contributed  to  the 
editorial  columns  of  Good  Government,  which  is 
sent  to  all  members  of  the  Association  and  which 
devotes  considerable  space  to  local  matters. 

COMMITTEE   ON    CORRESPONDENCE, 

At  a  recent  meeting,  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence decided  to  establish  correspondence  committees 
in  cities  of  the  State  which  have  civil  service  commis- 
sions, but  in  which  no  association  exists  for  watch- 
ing the  enforcement  of  the  law.  To  carry  out  this 
plan  persons  in  these  cities  who  are  known  to  be 
interested  in  civil  service  reform  will  be  urged  to 
join  the  Association  and  to  report  to  it  at  regular 
intervals.  "■ 

COMMITTEE   ON    EXAMINATIONS. 

The  Committee  on  Examinations  has  investigated 
complaints  in  regard  to  the  character  of  the  exami- 
nation papers  used  in  the  city  service  and  has  closely 
followed  the  course  of  the  Commission  in  granting 
re-ratings.  It  has  also  made  a  number  of  practical 
suggestions  looking  toward  the  reorganization  of 
the  examining  board  and  for  facilitating  its  work. 
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COMMITTEE  ON   MEMBERSHIP. 


The  Membership  Committee  reports  the  number 
of  members  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  be  757.  In 
order  to  provide  the  Association  with  a  source  of 
regular  income  sufficient  to  its  needs,  the  Committee 
feels  that  the  regular  membership  should  be  in- 
creased to  at  least  1,000  and  the  sustaining  mem- 
bership to  100.  To  bring  this  about,  it  has  secured 
the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the  by-laws  in- 
creasing the  number  of  members  of  this  Committee 
to  fifteen. 

The  Executive  Committee  wishes  to  acknowledge 
its  obligation  to  the  members  who  have  given  their 
services  in  the  Htigation  in  which  the  Association 
has  been  engaged.  It  desires  also  to  express  its 
appreciation  of  the  valuable  work  for  the  advance- 
ment of  the  merit  system  performed  by  the  Women's 
Auxiliary  to  the  Civil  Service  Reform  Association, 
and  to  thank  them,  at  the  same  time,  for  the  assist- 
ance they  have  rendered  to  the  Association's  work.

OF

(OF  NEW  YORK.) 


CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I. 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  The  Civil  Service 
Reform  Association. 

Article  U. 

The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  establish  a  system 
of  appointment,  promotion,  and  removal  in  the  Civil  Service,, 
founded  upon  the  principle  that  public  office  is  a  public  trust, 
admission  to  which  should  depend  upon  proven  fitness.  To 
this  end  the  Association  will  demand  that  appointments  to 
subordinate  executive  offices,  with  such  exceptions  as  may  be 
expedient,  not  inconsistent  with  the  principle  already  men- 
tioned, shall  be  made  from  persons  whose  fitness  has  been  as- 
certained by  competitive  examinations  open  to  all  applicants 
properly  qualified,  and  that  removals  shall  be  made  for  legiti- 
mate cause  only,  such  as  dishonesty,  negligence,  or  ineffi- 
ciency, but  not  for  political  opinion  or  refusal  to  render 
party  service;  and  the  Association  will  advocate  all  other  ap- 
propriate measures  for  securing  integrity,  intelligence,  effi- 
ciency, good  order,  and  due  discipline  in  the  Civil  Service. 

Article  III. 

The  Association  will  hold  meetings,  raise  funds,  publish 
and  circulate  appropriate  information,  correspond  and  co- 
operate with  associations  organized  elsewhere  for  the  objects 
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set  forth  in  this  Constitution,  and  support  all  executive  and 
legislative  action  which  promote  its  purposes. 

Article  IV. 

The  conditions  of  membership  shall  be  wholly  independ- 
ent of  party  preference.  Questions  shall  not  be  discussed  in 
the  debate  or  in  the  publications  of  the  Association  upon 
party  grounds.  Neither  the  name  nor  influence  of  the  Asso- 
ciation shall  be  used  on  behalf  of  any  party,  or  for  procuring 
office  or  promotion  for  any  person.  But  nothing  in  this  ar- 
ticle shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  Association  from  op- 
posing any  candidate  when  in  its  opinion,  or  in  that  of 
three-fourths  of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
such  course  is  demanded  by  the  objects  of  the  Association. 

Article  V. 

There  shall  be  a  President,  to  be  elected  by  the  Associa- 
tion at  the  annual  meeting,  who  shall  perform  the  usual  and 
prescribed  duties  of  that  office.  He  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a 
member  of  all  committees,  with  a  casting  vote  only,  and  he 
may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  when- 
ever he  thinks  it  necessary,  and,  with  the  assent  of  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee,  special  meetings  of  the  As- 
sociation. 

There  shall  be  ten  Vice-Presidents,  to  be  annually  elected 
by  the  Association. 

There  shall  be  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  who  shall  per- 
form the  usual  and  prescribed  duties  of  such  officers.  They 
shall  be  respectively  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  may  be  removed  by  them.  The  Treasurer  shall  be,  ex- 
officio,  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  of  twenty  five 
members,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Association.  Subject 
to  these  articles,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  manage  the 
affairs  of  the  Association,  direct  and  dispose  of  its  funds,  and 
from  time  to  time  make  and  modify  by-laws  for  the  Association 
and  for  its  own  action.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  keep 
a  record  of  its  proceedings,  and  shall  make  a  report  to  the 
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Association  at  the  annual  meeting.  No  appropriation  of 
money  by  the  Executive  Committee  beyond  the  amount  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  at  the  time  shall  bind  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Association,  excepting  those  metnbers  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  who  shall  vote  for  it.  Vacancies  in  the 
Executive  Committee  may  be  filled  by  the  President  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term.  Other  vacancies  may  be  filled  by 
the  Executive  Committee. 

All  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  members  of  the 
several  Standing  Committees  shall  be,  ex-officio,  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Article  VI. 

Each  officer  of  the  Association  shall  continue  to  hold 
office  until  his  successor  has  been  selected  and  is  ready  to 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  office. 

Article  VI 1. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  on 
the  second  Wednesday  of  May,  at  which  officers  shall  be 
elected  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  other  appropriate  business 
maybe  transacted;  except  in  the  year  1898,  when  the  an- 
nual meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  Jan- 
uary. 

Article  VIII. 

Any  person  may  be  proposed  in  writing  for  membership 
by  any  member  of  the  Association,  and  shall  be  admitted 
upon  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Members  fail- 
ing to  pay  their  dues  may  be  dropped  from  the  roll  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Article  IX. 

The  annual  dues  ot  each  member  shall  be  $5» 
payable  on  the  1st  of  May,  and  each  member  shall  re- 
ceive the  annual  report  and  all  other  publications  of 
the  Association.  Sustaining  members,  on  payment 
of  twenty-five  dollars  annually,  and  Lite  members, 
exempt  from  annual  dues  on  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  may  be  elected  by  the  ^Executive  Committee 
at  any  regular  meeting  thereof. 
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Article  X. 

All  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  except  those  relating 
to  the  rights  of  members,  and  the  term  of  officers,  may  be 
suspended  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  either  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  or  at  a  special  meeting  duly  called.  Due  no- 
tice shall  be  given  before  any  such  annual  or  special  meeting 
that  the  approval  of  the  Association  will,  thereat,  be  asked  for 
such  action  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  notice  shall 
clearly  state  the  effect  of  such  suspension  or  amendment  in 
the  text  of  the  Constitution.  Any  member  of  the  Association 
may  propose  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  which  may  be 
approved  under  the  same  conditions. 
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BY-LAWS. 

FOR    THE    GOVERNMENT    OF   THE   ASSOCIATION   AND 

ITS  COMMITTEES. 


§  I.  The  Annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held 
at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  Executive  Committee  shall  de- 
signate. The  election  of  officers  shall  be  by  ballot,  but  any 
member  not  present  may  declare  his  vote  by  letter  to  the  Sec- 
retary and  it  shall  be  counted. 

§  2.  The  meetings  of  each  committee,  unless  otherwise 
especially  provided  for,  shall  be  at  half-past  eight  P.  M.,  at 
which  time  the  chairman  shall  direct  the  call  of  the  names  of 
its  members  and  the  Secretary  shall  record  the  names  of 
those  present  and  others  as  they  appear. 

§  3.  The  order  of  business,  before  each  committee  shall  be : 

1.  The  reading  and  correction  of  the  records  of  the  last 

meeting. 

And,  thereafter,  miless  otherwise  ordered,  as  follows : 

2.  Any  statement  due  from  the  Treasurer. 

3.  Unfinished  business  from  the  last  meeting. 

4.  Report  from  the  Secretary's  office. 

5.  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

6.  Reports  of  special  committees. 

7.  Proposals  of  new  members  and  their  election. 

8.  Miscellaneous  business. 

§  4.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  every  month  except 
July  and  August,  but  if  that  day  be  a  holiday,  then  on  the 
third  Wednesday.  Ten  members  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

§  5.  Neither  in  the  meetings  of  the  Association  nor  of  any 
committee  shall  any  member  speak  more  than  once  on  any 
motion  nor  more  than  ten  minutes  at  one  time,  without 
unanimous  consent,  nor  shall  any  person,  or  his  actions,  be 
characterized  on  party  grounds. 
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§  6.  Special  meetipgs  of  any  committee  may  be  called  by 
its  chairman  or  by  any  three  members,  and  due  notice  thereof 
shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary. 

§  7.  All  notices  to  a  member  shall  be  sent  to  his  address- 
filed  with  the  Secretary. 

§  8.  On  the  demand  of  one-fifth  of  the  members  present, 
at  any  meeting  of  the  Association  or  of  a  committee,  the  ayes- 
and  nays  shall  be  called  and  recorded  on  any  motion. 

§  9.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  chair  unless- 
their  selection  shall  be  otherwise  provided  for. 

§  10.  At  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  make  a  statement 
of  the  amount  of  money  in  the  treasury  and  of  the  place  of 
its  deposit,  and,  at  the  annual  meeting,  he  shall  state  the 
source  of  all  moneys  received  and  the  use  made  of  the  same 
during  the  past  year. 

§  II.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings- 
of  the  Association  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  per- 
form the  other  duties  assigned  him. 

§  12.  Without  the  consent  of  three-fourths  of  the  members- 
present,  no  vote  which  will  declare  or  fill  a  vacancy  or  elect  a 
member  of  the  Association  shall  be  deemed  carried,  at  the 
same  meeting  in  which  it  was  first  moved. 

§  13.  It  shall  require  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members- 
of  the  Executive  Committee  present  to  pass  any  vote  under 
which  more  than  $100  will  be  appropriated  or  the  Associa- 
tion be  pledged  for  more  than  that  amount,  and  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  alone  shall  have  authority  to  create  any 
charge  upon  the  funds  of  the  Association.  But  neither  said 
committee  nor  any  officer  or  officers  of  the  Association  shall- 
be  authorized  to  create  a  personal  liability  against  any  mem- 
bers but  themselves. 

§  14.  There  shall  be  the  following  Standing.  Committees^ 
of  seven  members  each,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by 
the  Executive  Committee: 

(i)  A  Law  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  consider 
all  legislation  affecting  the  civil  service,  to  promote  such  as 
may  be  approved,  and  to  oppose  such  as  may  be  disapproved 
by  the  Executive  Committee,  and  to  prepare  and  recommend 
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■such  amendments  to  the  law  as  in  their  opinion  will  advance 
the  purposes  of  the  Association.  The  Law  Committee  shall 
have  power  to  represent  the  Association  in  any  legal  proceed- 
ings which  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  or  enforce 
the  laws  affecting  the  State  or  Municipal  civil  service. 

(2)  A  Finance  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  de- 
vise and  carry  into  effect,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  suitable  measures  for  raising  funds, 
and  to  supervise  and  report  upon  the  income  and  expendi- 
tures of  the  Association.  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  in 
advance  of  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  appoint 
an  Auditmg  Committee  from  among  its  members,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  examine  all  vouchers  and  audit  the  accounts  of 
the  Treasurer,  and  to  report  thereon  at  the  annual  meeting. 

(3)  A  Publication  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
prepare  and  recommend  matters  suitable  for  publication  by 
the  Association,  and  to  take  charge  of  the  printing  and  dis- 
tribution of  whatever  may  be  ordered  printed. 

(4)  A  Committee  on  Correspondence,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  promote  the  objects  of  the  Association  through  corre- 
spondence and  co-operation  with  other  organizations. 

(5)  A  Commitee  on  Examinations,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  consider  and  recommend  suitable  methods  of  examination 
for  admission  to  and  promotion  in  the  public  service,  and  to 
investigate  and  report  on  the  conduct  of  such  examinations. 

There  shall  also  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Membership 
of  fifteen  members,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  devise  and  carry 
into  effect  measures  for  increasing  the  membership  of  the 
Association. 

Each  Standing  Committee  shall  be  competent  to  fix  the 
number  of  its  own  quorum ;  but  such  quorum  shall  in  no  case 
be  less  than  three. 

§  15.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended,  or  new  By-Laws 
added,  by  a  four-fifths  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee ;  or  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  provided  a  statement  of 
the  proposed  change  had  been  entered  on  the  minutes  at  the 
last  meeting. 

§  16.  Amendments  proposed  under  the  last  clause  of  the 
tenth  section  of  the  constitution  shall  be  first  submitted  to  the 
Executive  Committee.

Know  All  Men  by  These  Tresents  :  That  we.  the  under- 
signed, being  persons  of  full  age  and  all  citizens  of  the  United  States,  a 
majority  of  whom  are  also  citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  being 
now  Directors  of  an  incorporated  association  known  as  the  New  York 
Civil  Service  Reform  Association,  and  organized  for  the  purposes  here- 
inafter mentioned  ;  being  desirious  of  incorporation  for  the  same  pur- 
poses under  the  Membership  Corpoiations  Law  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  do  hereby,  pursuant  to  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the 
said  Association,  present  and  voting  at  a  regularly  called  meeting  thereof, 
and  pursuant  to  authority  given  by  the  said  unanimous  vote  at  the  said 
meeting,  of  which  meeting  notice  of  the  intention  so  to  incorporate  was 
given  personally  or  by  mail  to  each  member  of  such  Association  whose 
residence  or  Post  Office  address  was  known,  at  least  thirty  days  before 
said  meeting,  and  at  which  meeting  the  corporate  name  stated  in  para- 
graph First  was  by  unanimous  vote  adopted,  do  hereby  certify  as 
follows : 

First. — The  name  or  title  by  which  the  Association  in  which  we 
desire  to  form  ourselves  as  aforesaid  shall  be  known  in  law,  shall  be  the 
Civil  Service  Reform  Association. 

Second. — The  territory  in  which  its  operations  are  to  be  principally 
conducted  shall  be  the  City  of  New  York. 

Third. — The  city  in  which  its  principal  office  is  to  be  located  is 
the  City  of  New  York. 

Fourth. — The  objects  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  further  the 
establishment  of  a  system  of  appointment,  promotion  and  removal  in 
the  Civil  Service,  founded  upon  the  principle  that  public  office  is  a  public 
trust,  admission  to  and  retention  in  which  should  depend  upon  proven 
fitness  ;  and  to  take  such  action  as  may  terd  to  secure  the  honest  and 
efficient  execution  of  laws  and  rules  relating  to  the  civil  service,  and  to 
the  proper  administration  thereof. 

Fifth. — The  number  of  its  directors  shall  be  twenty-eight.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF   THE 

Executive  Committee  of  the  New  York  Civil 
Service  Reform  Association. 


The  Executive  Committee,  in  submitting  its  report 
for  the  past  year — the  twenty- seventh  year  of  the  Asso- 
ciation's existence — desires  to  call  attention  to  the  ad- 
vance which  the  cause  of  civil  service  reform  has  re- 
cently made  throughout  the  country.  This  is  shown 
not  only  by  the  marked  increase  in  interest  in  the  subject 
in  all  directions,  but  also  by  concrete  results.  The  year 
has  seen  the  adoption  of  a  charter  providing  for  the  in- 
troduction of  the  merit  system  in  Denver,  Colorado; 
there  is  sure  promise  for  municipal  civil  service  reform 
in  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  within  the  next  few  months, 
and  substantial  hopes  for  the  adoption  of  State  laws  in 
both  Illinois  and  Colorado  at  the  next  session  of  their 
respective  legislatures.  It  must  be  regarded  as  a  very 
encouraging  sign  that  many  organizations  other  than 
those  formed  solely  for  the  purpose  of  advancing  the 
merit  system,  have  included  civil  service  reform  among 
the  measures  which  they  are  most  actively  advocating. 

In  the  Federal  service  there  has  been  continued 
without  material  change  the  forward  policy  adopted  by 
President  Roosevelt  and  his  first  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion. In  the  State  of  New  York  there  has  been  no 
change  in  the  State  government  and  consequently  no 
marked  changes  in  the  administration  of  the  civil  service 
law.     The  incoming  of  the  new  administration  in  New 


York  City  on  January  first  brought  about  a  complete 
change  in  the  personnel  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission.  The  city  administration  has  not  been 
considered  favorable  to  the  merit  system ;  but  it  re- 
mains a  fact  that  sweeping  changes  in  the  service  have 
jnot  been  attempted  and  that  such  efforts  as  have  been 
'made,  through  the  new  Commission,  to  secure  further 
patronage  through  additions  to  the  exempt  class  have 
ibeen  defeated,  in  most  cases,  by  the  State  Commission 
at  Albany. 

The  vacancies  in  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Association  caused  by  the  death  of  William  Brookfield, 
the  declination  of  Theodore  L.  Miller,  and  the  resigna- 
tion of  Henry  W.  Taft  have  been  filled  through  appoint- 
ment by  the  President  of  Nelson  S.  Spencer,  Homer 
Folks  and  Roscoe  C.  E.  Brown. 

THE   FEDERAL   SERVICE. 

CHANGES   IN   THE   UNITED    STATES   COMMISSION. 

At  the  time  of  the  last  annual  meeting  there  was  one 
vacancy  existing  in  the  United  States  Commission,  due 
to  the  resignation  of  James  R.  Garfield.  Shortly  after- 
ward, William  Dudley  Foulke  resigned  on  account  of  ill 
health.  It  was  with  great  regret  that  the  Committee 
heard  of  the  resignation  of  these  two  commissioners,  for 
under  Messrs  Procter,  Foulke  and  Garfield  the  Com- 
mission had  reached  its  highest  point  of  efficiency. 
During  the  summer  the  vacancies  were  filled  by  the 
appointment  of  Alford  W.  Cooley  of  New  York  and 
Henry  F.  Greene  of  Minnesota.  Both  men  were  well 
known  as  sincere  advocates  of  civil  service  reform.  The 
Association  has  reason  to  feel  particularly  gratified  at 
the  appointment  of  Mr.  Cooley,  who  has  for  years  been 
one  of  its  members,  at  one  time  serving  as  its  counsel. 


and  who,  since  his  appointment,  has  shown  great  en- 
thusiasm for  the  work  as  well  as  fitness  for  the  office. 

The  sudden  death  of  John  R.  Procter,  last  Decem- 
ber, just  after  completing  ten  years  of  continuous  ser- 
vice on  the  Commission — the  greater  part  of  that  time 
as  its  President — came  as  a  shock  to  his  friends,  a 
large  number  of  whom  were  counted  among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Association.  Mr.  Procter's  unfailing  tact 
and  humor  had  accomplished  a  great  deal  in  aid  of  the 
Commission's  work  with  the  departments  and  with  Con- 
gress. His  experience  was  almost  invaluable.  His 
death  has  deprived  the  Commission  of  an  able,  earnest 
and  experienced  administrator  and  the  cause  of  civil 
service  reform  of  one  of  its  most  effective  advocates.  At 
its  January  meeting  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the 
Executive  Committee  and  publicly  printed  expressing 
appreciation  of  his  worth  and  services. 

The  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Procter  was 
filled  by  the  appointment  of  General  John  C,  Black  of 
Illinois,  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army,  who 
has  also  been  made  President  of  the  Commission.  Gen- 
eral Black  is  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  somewhat  en- 
feebled by  his  wounds.  He  served  as  Pension  Commis- 
sioner under  President  Cleveland  in  his  first  term,  and 
at  that  time  gave  little  evidence  of  sympathy  with  the 
civil  service  law.  His  selection  came  of  necessity  as  a 
peculiar  disappointment  to  the  friends  of  civil  service 
reform. 

THE   WORK   OF   THE   COMMISSION. 

There  are  no  extensions  of  the  Federal  classified  ser- 
vice to  record  and  practically  nothing  has  been  done  to 
further  the  establishment  of  labor  employment  boards 
in  cities  in  accordance  with  the  President's  order  of 
March  26,  1903.  Before  undertaking  other  lines  of 
work,  the  Commission  wishes  to  see  well  established 
and  in  good  running  order  the  plan  for  the  establish- 
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ment  of  fixed  examination  districts  throughout  the 
country,  with  a  central  board  of  examiners  in  each 
district.  This  centralization  will  simplify  the  Com- 
mission's work  and  permit  the  exercise  of  better  super- 
vision and  control  over  examinations  held  outside  of 
Washington.  Gratifying  progress  has  already  been 
made  in  the  introduction  of  this  system. 

THE   POSTAL   SCANDALS. 

It  was  originally  attempted  by  enemies  of  the  merit 
system  to  charge  to  that  system  the  frauds  in  the  Post 
Office  Department  which  have  been  agitating  the  coun- 
try for  over  a  year;  but  the  results  of  investigations 
have,on  the  contrary,  proved  the  strongest  possible  argu- 
ment for  the  extension  of  civil  service  reform.  Out  of 
all  the  officials  indicted  in  connection  with  these  frauds 
not  one  came  in  through  the  regular  channel  of  com- 
petitive examination.  The  number  of  those  connected 
with  the  frauds  in  any  way,  up  to  the  present  time,  who 
have  been  dismissed  or  otherwise  punished,  and  who 
were  regularly  appointed  through  examination  has  been 
insignificantly  small.  This  is  the  most  complete  answer 
possible  to  the  charge  that  the  competive  system  cannot 
test  the  moral  qualifications  of  applicants.  The  merit 
plan  has  obviously  resulted  in  producing  a  higher  class 
of  officials,  as  its  advocates  promised  it  would. 

THE   SUSPENSION  OF  THE   RULES. 

Much  criticism  has  been  directed  at  the  President  as 
the  result  of  a  letter  from  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
to  Congress,  giving  the  cases  of  suspension  of  the  civil 
service  rules  since  1885.  From  this  letter  it  appears 
that  President  Roosevelt  has  suspended  certain  rules  sixty 
times  to  allow  the  appointment,  certification,  transfer, 
extension  of  temporary  appointment  or  the  acceptance 
of  an  application  of  particular  individuals.     It  has  been 


pointed  out  that  President  McKinley  made  three  such 
suspensions  only. 

The  comparison  is  meaningless  and  much  of  the 
criticism  has  been  based  on  an  entire  misconception  of 
the  nature  of  the  particular  method  of  suspension  in 
question.  President  McKinley,  as  is  well  known,  took 
some  eight  thousand  places  out  of  the  competitive 
list.  President  Roosevelt  has  increased  the  scope  of 
competition  materially,  and  has  made  very  few 
fixed  additions  to  the  excepted  list.  The  Civil 
Service  Commission  has  considered  it  better  policy 
where,  it  has  been  urged  that,  for  one  reason  or  another, 
a  certain  vacancy  should  not  be  filled  by  competition, 
to  promulgate  a  special  rule  permitting  the  appointment 
in  that  single  instance  without  examination,  but  leaving 
the  position  itself  in  the  competitive  class  and  subject 
in  future  cases  in  all  respects  to  the  competitive  rule. 

Opinions  may  well  differ  as  to  the  wisdom  of  this 
policy.  In  general  it  would  seem  that  where  the  same 
reasons  for  filling  a  position  without  examination  will 
apply  with  each  recurring  vacancy,  the  position  might 
better  be  permanently  excepted,  and  that  where  there 
are  valid  reasons  applying  only  at  a  particular  time,  a 
special  exception  might  be  made.  But  in  order  to 
avoid  misunderstanding  by  the  public,  or  the  feeling 
that  the  rules  are  being  tampered  with  to  favor  the  ap- 
pointment or  advancement  of  individuals,  we  would 
very  strongly  urge  that  in  each  case  of  a  special  excep- 
tion, the  reasons  upon  which  it  is  granted  should  be 
given  the  utmost  publicity  at  the  time  it  is  made. 

To  form  a  correct  judgment  of  these  sixty  cases  of 
special  exceptions  made  by  1  resident  Roosevelt  it  would 
be  necessary  to  know  all  the  reasons  governing  each 
case.  Under  the  circumstances,  therefore,  we  can  do 
little  more  than  express  surprise  at  the  length  of  the 
list  and  call  attention  to  certain  features.     It  is  clear, 
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for  instance,  that  the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Labor  is  not  deserving  of  all  the  praise  it  has  received 
for  not  having  asked  for  a  single  exception,  for,  while 
this  may  be  technically  true,  the  list  shows  that  it  has 
been  permitted,  under  special  exceptions,  to  make  eleven 
appointments  without  compliance  with  the  rules  requir- 
ing competition.  It  is  known  that  the  Commission  has 
itself  recommended  several  of  these  special  exceptions  to 
the  President,  and  in  a  number  of  instances  this  has  been 
done  to  provide  for  cases  which  have  appealed  to  their 
sympathies,  although  the  vacancies  could  undoubtedly 
have  been  filled  in  the  regular  manner  from  the  eligible 
lists.  The  appointment  of  Joseph  Murray  without  ex- 
amination to  the  competitive  position  of  Assistant 
Commissioner  of  Immigration  at  the  Port  of  New  York 
under  a  special  exception,  was  the  subject  of  criticism 
by  the  Executive  Committee  in  its  report  for  1902.  Of 
the  practice  in  general  of  making  special  exceptions  to 
permit  the  appointment  of  individuals  already  selected 
it  may  at  least  be  said  that  it  creates  a  dangerous  pre- 
cedent. 

THE   FEDERAL   OFFICES   IN   NEW   YORK. 

But  few  complaints  have  been  brought  to  the  Asso- 
ciation's notice  against  the  administration  of  the  Fed- 
eral law  in  New  York  City.  There  is  a  wide-spread 
belief  that  abuses  have  existed  in  the  New  York  post 
office  under  the  administration  of  Postmaster  Van  Cott, 
and  this  belief  appears  to  have  been  confirmed  in  some 
degree  by  the  report  recently  made  to  the  President 
as  the  result  of  investigations  of  the  office.  Until 
the  report  itself  is  published  in  full  we  must  with- 
hold judgment  as  to  the  extent  of  the  abuses  exist- 
ing. If  the  uncontradicted  statements  as  to  its  findings 
which  have  appeared  in  the  newspapers  are  to  be 
believed,  the  report  reflects  severely  on  the  con- 
duct  of   Richard  Van  Cott,    the    son    of    the    post- 
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master,  and  the  President  has  decided  on  his  summary* 
dismissal.  Richard  Van  Cott  was  appointed  to  the  com- 
petitive position  of  superintendent  of  delivery  without 
examination  on  January  24,  1900,  under  a  rule  permit- 
ting such  appointments  without  examination  only  im 
case  '*  the  appointing  officer  ....  shall  certify  that  int 
his  opinion  the  position  to  be  filled  requires  such  pecu- 
liar qualifications  in  respect  to  knowledge  and  ability, 
or  such  scientific  or  special  attainments  wholly  or  in 
part  professional  or  technical,  as  are  not  ordinarily  re- 
quired in  the  executive  service  of  the  United  States, 
and  for  the  reasons  set  forth  the  best  interest  of  the 
public  service  requires  that  an  examination  should  be 
waived  in  whole  or  in  part"  The  utter  absurdity  of 
applying  this  rule  to  the  case  of  Van  Cott  was  pointed 
out  and  protested  against  at  the  time  the  appointment 
was  made. 

A  complaint  was  made  to  the  Commission  in  Wash- 
ington in  regard  to  the  number  of  persons  employed 
temporarily  in  the  New  York  Custom  House,  many  of 
whom  after  their  term  had  expired  were  re-employed 
under  other  titles  and  again  upon  temporary  certifi- 
cates. A  change  in  the  method  of  certification  for 
temporary  employment  will,  it  is  believed,  put  a  stop 
to  this  practice  and  safeguard  the  rights  of  appoint- 
nient  of  the  man  on  the  eligible  list. 


CONGRESS. 


Beyond  the  fact  that  the  House  of  Representatives 
repeated  at  this  session  its  exhibition  of  spite  against 
the  civil  service  law,  by  cutting  out  the  appropriation  for 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  in  Committee  of  the  Whole 
— where  the  ayes  and  nays  are  not  recorded — by  a 
vote  of  78  to  65,  and  restoring  it  the  next  day  in  the 
open  House  by  a  vote  of  172  to  88,  there  is  little  to 
record  in  connection  with  the  session   of  Congress  just 
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ended.  The  House  Committee  on  Reform  in  the  Civil 
Service  made  an  extended  investigation  into  the  opera- 
tions of  the  law  and'  reported  toward  the  end  of  the 
session  a  bill  in  favor  of  a  fixed  retiring  age  for  all  em- 
ployees. This  was  presented,  however,  too  late  in  the 
jsession  to  receive  much  attention. 

New   YORK   STATE. 

THE   STATE   CIVIL   SERVICE   COMMISSION. 

The  vacancy  in  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission 
caused  by  the  resignation  of  its  President,  William 
Miller  Collier,  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Charles 
F.  Milliken  of  Canandaigua,  a  newspaper  editor  and  a 
prominent  republican.  Commissioner  Cuthbert  W. 
Pound  of  Ithaca,  was  elected  President  and  has  filled 
the  office  with  marked  ability.  In  its  last  report  the 
Commission  called  attention  to  the  poor  manner  in  which 
the  civil  service  law  is  working  in  many  of  the  smaller 
cities  of  the  State,  owing  to  the  ignorance  or  prejudice 
of  the  local  commissioners,  the  small  number  of  com- 
petitors and  the  lack  of  an  aroused  public  opinion  in 
support  of  the  law.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Association  has  had  under  consideration  suggestions 
for  the  remedying  of  these  conditions. 

The  State  Commission  has  continued  its  practice  of 
allowing  a  hearing  to  representatives  of  the  Association 
whenever  requested,  thus  giving  it  an  opportunity 
of  presenting  its  views  in  regard  to  proposed  changes 
in  the  New  York  City  rules  and  classification,  as 
well  as  in  those  of  the  State.  From  time  to  time 
the  Association  has  protested  against  further  ex- 
tension of  the  schedule  of  exempt  positions  in  the 
State  service.  The  Executive  Committee  is  strongly 
of  the  conviction  that  before  the  civil  service  law  can 
work  with   entire   satisfaction  in  the  State  service,  the 
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exempt  list  must  be  materially  reduced,  and  urges  upon 
the  State  Commission,  in  the  interest  of  better  service 
and  greater  public  confidence,  the  adoption  of  a  more 
conservative  policy  in  the  granting  of  requests  for  the 
exemption  of  individual  positions. 

MEASURES   IN  THE   STATE   LEGISLATURE. 

The  legislature,  which  completed  its  session  on 
April  15,  had  before  it  a  large  number  of  bills  affecting 
in  one  way  or  another  the  merit  system  in  the  State 
and  cities.  An  agent  was  employed  by  the  Executive 
Committee  to  send  to  the  office  of  the  Association 
copies  of  all  bills  introduced  and  to  make  regular  reports 
on  the  status  of  bills.  As  the  bills  were  received  they 
were  scrutinized  and  sorted  into  classes.  Briefs  were 
filed  with  the  appropriate  committees  on  all  measures 
which  the  Law  Committee  determined  should  be  either 
favored  or  opposed.  If  the  bills  were  of  sufficient  im- 
portance to  warrant  it  hearings  were  requested. 

One  bill  only  was  introduced  expressly  on  behalf  of 
the  Association.  This  provided  that  corporation  in- 
spectors in  New  York  City  should  be  appointed  in 
accordance  with  the  civil  service  law.  There  was  a 
marked  reluctance  shown  by  members  of  the  legislature 
to  further  in  any  way  the  passage  of  this  bill,  cutting 
off  as  it  would  the  petty  patronage  of  these  positions, 
controlled  chiefly  by  the  borough  president.  Although 
its  passage  was  urged  at  hearings  before  the  Cities' 
Committees  of  both  Houses,  it  was  not  reported  by  either. 

Of  the  bills  opposed  by  the  Association  but  a  small 
number  were  passed  by  both  Houses,  and  none  of  im- 
portance have  become  laws.  A  representative  of  the 
Association  appeared  at  almost  all  hearings  on  civil 
service  bills  before  the  mayor,  and  Mayor  McClellan 
should  be  given  great  credit  for  not  having  approved 
a  single  bill  which  was  opposed  by  the  Association  as 
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calculated  to  injure  seriously  the  merit  system.  Par- 
ticularly commendable  were  his  vetoes  of  the  Remsen 
Retirement  Bill  and  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments 
reinstatement  bills.  The  retirement,  or  civil  pension 
bill,  was  opposed  by  the  Association  after  a  carelul 
investigation  of  its  provisions  by  a  special  committee, 
on  the  grounds  that  the  provision  it  made  for  a  re- 
tiring fund  was  wholly  inadequate  and  unscientific 
and  that  there  would  be  no  justification  for  laying  any 
charge  of  this  nature  upon  the  city.  The  passage  of 
the  bill  was  advocated  by  the  Association  of  Civil 
Employees,  which  numbers  some  five  thousand  in 
its  membership.  The  reinstatement  bills  were  an 
ill-advised  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  Legislature  to  get 
rid  of  the  annoyance  to  it  of  passing  on  bills  providing 
for  the  retrial  and  reinstatement  of  individuals  dismiss- 
ed from  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  by  giving 
the  power  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
and  the  heads  of  the  respective  departments  to  act  on 
all  such  requests.  If  these  bills  had  become  laws  it 
would  have  made  it  possible  for  a  new  administration 
to  reinstate  any  or  all  of  those  dismissed,  for  whatever 
reason,  from  these  two  departments  under  a  previous 
administration. 

NEW   YORK   CITY. 

THE   NEW    RULES. 

By  far  the  most  important  action  of  the  Low  Civil 
Service  Board  in  its  last  six  months  in  office  was  the 
introduction  of  an  entirely  new  and  greatly  improved 
set  of  rules.  The  rules  as  they  stood  had  been  badly 
in  need  of  amendment  and  a  revision  had  been  promised 
by  the  Commission  as  far  back  as  December  1902.  At 
the  invitation  of  the  Commission,  Mr.  George  McAneny, 
the  former  secretary  of  the  Association,  acted  with  the 
revision    committee    in    the   preparation    of  its    draft. 
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After  the  adoption  of  this,  with  amendments,  by  the 
Commission,  in  the  fall  of  1903,  but  little  time  was  al- 
lowed for  public  discussion,  as  it  was  desired  by  the 
Commission  that  the  revised  rules  should  be  approved 
by  the  mayor  prior  to  the  city  election.  The  revision 
was  made  the  subject  of  very  careful  consideration  by 
a  special  committee  of  the  Association,  appointed  for 
the  purpose.  The  special  committee,  while  approving 
the  proposed  rules  as  a  whole,  and  recognizing  their 
marked  improvement  over  the  old  code,  took  exception 
to  certain  important  features,  and  as  sufficient  time  had 
not  been  allowed  it  to  present  its  case  before  the  Com- 
mission, requested  a  hearing  from  Mayor  Low.  The 
hearing  was  granted  and  full  opportunity  given  the 
committee  to  present  its  suggestions,  both  orally  and  in 
writing,  but  the  mayor  took  the  view  that  any  amend- 
ment requiring  further  delay  so  close  to  election  would 
prejudice  the  chances  of  the  revision  as  a  whole.  He 
therefore  approved  the  rules  as  submitted  to  him. 
When  the  revision  came  before  the  State  Board  it  was 
considered  better  policy  by  the  Executive  Committee 
that  the  Association  should  withdraw  its  suggestions  as 
to  details  and  urge  the  passage  of  the  rules  as  they 
stood.  Objections  were  presented  by  State  Civil  Ser- 
vice Commissioner  Kraft,  but  they  were,  almost  without 
exception,  frivolous  in  character  and  were  overruled. 
The  new  rules  accordingly  went  in  force  on  December  4. 
It  can  be  stated  positively  that  there  was  no  inten- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  Low  Commission  in  establishing 
these  rules  to  hamper  a  new  administration  of  different 
party.  The  work  was  decided  on  and  the  first  draft 
made  many  months  in  advance  of  the  election.  It  is, 
however,  unfortunate  that  the  rules  were  not  prepared 
in  time  to  permit  of  their  being  operated  for  an  ex- 
tended period,  instead  of  less  than  one  month,  by  the 
Commission  that  drafted  and  introduced  them. 
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WORK   DURING   THE  CAMPAIGN. 


During  the  campaign,  letters  were  addressed  to  the 
candidates  of  both  parties  for  city  offices,  for  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  and  for  the  Assembly,  asking  each  to  state 
his  position  in  regard  to  the  maintenance  and  enforce- 
ment of  the  civil  service  law.  In  most  of  the  replies 
received  the  candidates  expressed  themselves  in  favor  of 
the  merit  system  ;  in  fact  very  few  declared  against  the 
law,  but  there  were  many  cases  of  failure  to  reply.  The 
usual  request  was  also  made  of  heads  of  departments — 
and,  it  is  believed,  in  most  cases  complied  with — that 
copies  of  the  provisions  of  the  law  prohibiting  political 
assessments,  should  be  called  to  the  attention  of  all 
employees. 

EXEMPTIONS  FROM  COMPETITION  UNDER  THE  LOW  ADMINISTRATION. 

During  the  Low  administration,  the  number  of  posi- 
tions exempted  from  examination  was  not,  as  the 
Association  had  hoped  would  be  the  case,  diminished, 
but,  on  the  contrary,  was  increased.  Notwithstanding 
the  repeated  request  of  the  Association  for  a  revision  of 
the  exempt  schedule,  no  attempt  at  systematic  revision 
or  reduction  was  made.  A  number  of  hearings  were 
granted  the  Association  on  the  question  of  restoring 
the  clerical  positions  under  the  Board  of  Elections  to 
the  competitive  class,  but,  so  far  as  known,  no  action 
was  taken. 

THE   NEW   MUNICIPAL   COMMISSION. 

Mayor  McClellan,  on  assuming  authority,  appointed 
an  entirely  new  commission  of  six,  four  democrats  and 
two  republicans.  Not  one  of  the  appointees  had  ever 
been  known  as  an  advocate  of  the  merit  system,  nor, 
aside  from  John  H.  McCooey,  who  was  appointed 
President,  at  a  salary  of  $6000,  had  any  of  them  pos- 
sessed   any  special  knowledge  of  its   workings.     Mr. 
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McCooey  has  not  been  supposed  to  have  any  sympathy 
with  the  law,  but  he  has  a  very  thorough  working 
knowledge  of  the  system,  gained  by  his  long  service  as 
assistant  secretary — to  which  position  he  was  appointed 
as  a  representative  of  the  Brooklyn  democratic  organi- 
sation in  1898 — and  by  previous  experience  as  a 
member  of  the  local  board  of  federal  examiners  and 
assistant  postmaster,  in  the  Brooklyn  post  office. 
He  is  a  democratic,  district  leader,  and  was  ap- 
pointed President  of  the  commission  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  Senator  Patrick  H.  McCarren,  at  the 
time  the  unquestioned  democratic  leader  in  Brook- 
lyn. Almost  the  first  action  of  the  commission  was  to 
secure  the  resignation  of  S.  William  Briscoe,  who  had 
efficiently  and  continuously  served  both  the  Municipal 
ind  State  Commissions  in  various  capacities  for  many 
years,  having  been  appointed  first  as  labor  clerk  and 
then  as  secretary,  under  Mayor  Strong's  administration. 
In  his  place  as  secretary,  Henry  Berlinger,  a  Tammany 
democrat  without  previous  experience  in  the  Commis- 
sion's work,  was  appointed. 

CHANGES   IN   THE   CITY    SERVICE. 

In  spite  of  the  large  number  of  offices  and  positions 
exempted  from  competition,  it  must  be  said  that  the 
number  of  changes  occurring  in  the  service  generally 
since  the  advent  of  the  new  administration  has,  compar- 
atively speaking,  not  been  large.  Nor  has  any  attempt 
been  made  to  subvert  the  competitive  system.  The 
Commission  has  approved  numerous  requests  for  ex- 
emptions from  competition  and  has  asked  for  certain 
changes  in  the  rules,  but  where  these  were  of  a  nature 
calculated  to  injure  the  service  they  have,  in  most  cases, 
been  successfully  opposed  by  the  Association  before  the 
State  Commission  at  Albany. 
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THE   DEPUTY   TAX   COMMISSIONERS. 

The  most  important  matter  which  has  arisen  since 
the  first  of  the  year  was  the  attempt  to  secure  the  ex- 
emption from  competitive  examination  of  the  entire 
body  of  deputy  tax  commissioners,  who  are  charged 
with  the  assessment  of  both  real  and  personal  property 
in  the  first  instance.  In  the  fight  to  prevent  the  treat- 
ment of  these  offices  as  political  spoils  the  Association 
had  the  aid  of  the  Merchants'  Association,  the  Manu- 
facturers* Association,  the  Board  of  Trade  and  Trans- 
portation, the  Brooklyn  League,  the  City  Club  and  the 
Citizens*  Union.  Hearings  were  obtained  before  the 
Municipal  Commission,  the  Mayor  and  the  State  Com- 
mission. The  resolution  of  the  Municipal  Commission 
exempting  the  sixty  deputies  was  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
but  was  disapproved  by  the  State  Commission.  Mr. 
Charles  E.  Hughes  appeared  for  the  Association.  For 
his  able  presentation  of  the  case  before  both  the  Mayor 
and  the  State  Commission  the  Association  is  greatly 
indebted  to  him. 


APPEALS   FOR   RE-RATING. 

The  abuse  in  the  matter  of  appeals  for  re-rating  of 
examination  papers,  referred  to  in  the  last  report  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  still  continues.  No  substantial 
change  in  the  method  of  handling  appeals  was  made  in 
the  new  rules,  which  was  one  of  the  points  in  which  the 
Association  desired  their  amendment.  The  number 
granted,  as  compared  with  other  commissions,  is  exces- 
sive and  tends  to  undermine  public  confidence  in  the  in- 
tegrity of  the  system,  and  experience  has  abundantly 
confirmed  the  original  statement  of  the  Association, 
that  the  Commission's  course  invites  appeals  from  the 
judgment  of  its  examiners. 
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LITIGATION. 

The  Law  Committee  has  had  charge  of  no  new  liti- 
gation during  the  past  year.  Two  important  decisions 
were  rendered  in  May  and  June,  1903,  in  the  cases  of 
Greene  v.  Knox,  which  was  instituted  by  the  Associ- 
ation, and  People  ex.  rel.  Sims  et  al.  v.  Collier,  the 
latter  commonly  known  as  the  County  cases.  Both  of 
these  actions  were  described  in  the  Committee*s  last  re- 
port. In  the  Greene  case  the  Association  was  defeated, 
the  Court  of  Appeals  holding  that  a  tax  payer's  action 
could  not  be  used  to  review  a  title  to  office,  the  proper 
remedy  being  by  quo  warranto.  In  the  County  cases 
the  result  was  a  substantial  victory,  although  the  court 
merely  decided  that  mandamus  to  compel  the  Commis- 
sioners to  classify  positions  in  a  certain  way  was  not  the 
proper  procedure,  but  did  not  enter  at  all  upon  the 
question  of  the  proper  classification  of  the  positions 
involved. 

FINANCES. 

The  receipts  from  all  sources  during  the  past  year 
amounted  to  $7,254.50,  shghtly  less  than  in  the  previous 
year,  and  the  disbursements  to  $7,546.93,  somewhat 
more  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  Association  ends 
the  year  entirely  free  from  debt.  In  order  to  carry  out 
the  plan  for  the  extension  of  the  work  to  the  smaller 
cities  of  the  State,  a  substantial  addition  to  the  funds 
will  be  required  during  the  coming  year. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The  membership  of  the  Association,  owing  to  the 
work  of  the  Committee  on  Membership,  has  increased 
during  the  year  from  757  to  803.  There  are  16  life 
members,  71  sustaining  members  and  716  regular  mem- 
bers. As  recommended  last  year,  efforts  should  be 
made  to  bring  the  regular  membership  up  to  1000  and 
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the  sustaining  membership  to  lOO  in  order  to  provide 
the  Association  with  a  regular  income  more  nearly  ade- 
quate to  its  needs. 

In  closing  this  report  the  Executive  Committee  de- 
sires to  express  its  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  Wo- 
men's Auxiliary  and  of  the  assistance  they  have 
rendered  the  Association.  It  also  wishes  to  thank  the 
members  of  its  standing  and  special  committees  for  the 
important  work  they  have  each  performed.

OF

ASSOCIATION 


CONSTITUTION. 

Article  T. 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  The  Civil  Service 
Reform  Association. 

Article  II. 

The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  establish  a  system 
of  appoirttment,  promotion,  and  removal  in  the  Civil  Service, 
founded  upon  the  principle  that  public  office  is  a  public  trust, 
admission  to  which  should  depend  upon  proven  fitness.  To 
this  end  the  Association  will  demand  that  appointments  to 
subordinate  executive  offices,  with  such  exceptions  as  may  be 
expedient,  not  inconsistent  with  the  principle  already  men- 
tioned, shall  be  made  from  persons  whose  fitness  has  been  as- 
certained by  competitive  examination^  open  to  all  applicants 
properly  qualified,  and  that  removals  shall  be  made  for  legiti- 
mate cause  only,  such  as  dishonesty,  negligence,  or  ineffi- 
ciency, but  not  for  political  opinion  or  refusal  to  render 
party  service ;  and  the  Association  will  advocate  all  other  ap- 
propriate measures  for  securing  integrity,  intelligence,  effi- 
ciency, good  order,  and  due  discipline  in  the  Civil  Service. 

Article  III. 

The  Association  will  hold  meetings,  raise  funds,  publish 
and  circulate  appropriate  information,  correspond  and  co- 
operate with  associations  organized  elsewhere  for  the  objects 
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set  forth  in  this  Constitution,  and  support  all  executive  and 
legislative  action  which  promote  its  purposes. 

Article  IV. 

The  conditions  of  membership  shall  be  wholly  independ- 
ent of  party  preference.  Questions  shall  not  be  discussed  in 
the  debate  or  in  the  publications  of  the  Association  upon 
party  grounds.  Neither  the  name  nor  influence  of  the  Asso- 
ciation shall  be  used  on  behalf  of  any  party,  or  for  procuring 
office  or  promotion  for  any  person.  But  nothing  in  this  ar- 
ticle shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  Association  from  op- 
posing any  candidate  when  in  its  opinion,  or  in  that  of 
three-fourths  of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
such  course  is  demanded  by  the  objects  of  the  Association. 

Article  V. 

There  shall  be  a  President,  to  be  elected  by  the  Associa- 
tion at  the  annual  meeting,  who  shall  perform  the  usual  and 
prescribed  duties  of  that  office.  He  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a 
member  of  all  committees,  with  a  casting  vote  only,  and  he 
may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  when- 
ever he  thinks  it  necessary,  and,  with  the  assent  of  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee,  special  meetings  of  the  As- 
sociation. 

There  shall  be  ten  Vice-Presidents,  to  be  annually  elected 
by  the  Association. 

There  shall  be  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  who  shall  per- 
form the  usual  and  prescribed  duties  of  such  officers.  They 
shall  be  respectively  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  may  be  removed  by  them.  The  Treasurer  shall  be,  ex- 
officio,  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  of  twenty-five 
members,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Association.  Subject 
to  these  articles,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  manage  the 
affairs  of  the  Association,  direct  and  dispose  of  its  funds,  and 
from  time  to  time  make  and  modify  by-laws  for  the  Association 
and  for  its  own  action.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  keep 
a  record  of  its  proceedings,  and  shall   make  a  report  to  the 
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Association  at  the  annual  meeting.  No  appropriation  of 
money  by  the  Executive  Committee  beyond  the  amount  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  at  the  time  shall  bind  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Association,  excepting  those  members  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  who  shall  vote  for  it.  Vacancies  in  the 
Executive  Committee  may  be  filled  by  the  President  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term.  Other  vacancies  may  be  filled  by 
the  Executive  Committee. 

All  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  members  of  the 
several  Standing  Committees  shall  be,  ex-officio,  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Article  VI. 

Each  officer  of  the  Association  shall  continue  to  hold 
office  until  his  successor  has  been  selected  and  is  ready  to 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  office. 

Article  VII. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  on 
the  second  Wednesday  of  May,  at  which  officers  shall  be 
elected  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  other  appropriate  business 
maybe  transacted;  except  in  the  year  1898,  when  the  an- 
nual meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  Jan- 
uary. 

Article  VIII. 

Any  person  may  be  proposed  in  writing  for  membership 
by  any  member  of  the  Association,  and  shall  be  admitted 
upon  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Members  fail- 
ing to  pay  their  dues  may  be  dropped  from  the  roll  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Article  IX. 

The  annual  dues  of  «ach  member  shall  be  $5, 
payable  on  the  1st  of  May,  and  each  member  shall  re- 
ceive the  annual  report  and  all  other  publications  of 
the  Association.  Sustaining^  members,  on  payment 
of  twenty-live  dollars  annually,  and  Life  members, 
exempt  from  annual  dues  on  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  may  be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee 
at  any  regular  meeting  thereof. 
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Article  X. 

All  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  except  those  relating 
to  the  rights  of  members,  and  the  term  of  officers,  may  be 
suspended  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  either  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  or  at  a  special  meeting  duly  called.  Due  no- 
tice shall  be  given  before  any  such  annual  or  special  meeting 
that  the  approval  of  the  Association  will,  thereat,  be  asked  for 
such  action  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  notice  shall 
clearly  state  the  eflfect  of  such  suspension  or  amendment  in 
the  text  of  the  Constitution.  Any  member  of  the  Association 
may  propose  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  which  may  be 
approved  under  the  same  conditions. 
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BY-LAWS. 

FOR    THE    GOVERNMENT    OF   THE   ASSOCIATION    AND 

ITS  COMMITTEES. 


§  I.  The  Annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held 
at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  Executive  Committee  shall  de- 
signate.    The  election  of  officers  shall  be  by.  ballot,  but  any         / 
member  not  present  may  declare  his  vote  by  letter  to  the  Sec- 
retary and  it  shall  be  counted. 

§  2.  The  meetings  of  each  committee,  unless  otherwise 
especially  provided  for,  shall  be  at  half-past  eight  P.  M.,  at 
which  time  the  chairman  shall  direct  the  call  of  the  names  of 
its  members  and  the  Secretary  shall  record  the  names  of 
those  present  and  others  as  they  appear. 

§  3.  The  order  of  business,  before  each  committee  shall  be : 

1.  The  reading  and  correction  of  the  records  of  the  last 

meeting. 

And,  thereafter,  miless  otherwise  ordered,  as  follows : 

2.  Any  statement  due  from  the  Treasurer. 

3.  Unfinished  business  from  the  last  meeting. 

4.  Report  from  the  Secretary's  office. 

5.  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

6.  Reports  of  special  committees. 

7.  Proposals  of  new  members  and  their  election. 

8.  Miscellaneous  business.  s 

§  4.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  every  month  except 
July  and  August,  but  if  that  day  be  a  holiday,  then  on  the 
third  Wednesday.  Ten  members  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

§  5.  Neither  in  the  meetings  of  the  Association  nor  of  any 
committee  shall  any  member  speak  more  than  once  on  any 
motion  nor  more  than  ten  minutes  at  one  time,  without 
unanimous  consent,  nor  shall  any  person,  or  his  actions,  be 
characterized  on  party  grounds. 
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§  6.  Special  meetings  of  ahy  committee  may  be  called  by 
its  chairman  or  by  any  three  members,  and  due  notice  thereof 
shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary. 

§  7.  All  notices  to  a  member  shall  be  sent  to  his  address, 
filed  with  the  Secretary. 

§  8.  On  the  demand  of  one-fifth  of  the  members  present, 
at  .any  meeting  of  the  Association  or  of  a  committee,  the  ayes 
and  nays  shall  be  called  and  recorded  on  any  motion. 

§  9.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  chair  unless 
their  selection  shall  be  otherwise  provided  for. 

§  10.  At  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  make  a  statement 
of  the  amount  of  money  in  the  treasury  and  of  the  place  of 
its  deposit,  and,  at  the  annual  meeting,  he  shall  state  the 
source  of  all  moneys  received  and  the  use  made  of  the  same 
during  the  past  year. 

§  II.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Association  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  per- 
form the  other  duties  assigned  him. 

§  12.  Without  the  consent  of  three-fourths  of  the  members- 
present,  no  vote  which  will  declare  or  fill  a  vacancy  or  elect  a 
member  of  the  Association  shall  be  deemed  carried,  at  the 
same  meeting  in  which  it  was  first  moved. 

§  13.  It  shall  require  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee  present  to  pass  any  vote  under 
which  more  than  $100  will  be  appropriated  or  the  Associa- 
tion be  pledged  for  more  than  that  amount,  and  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  alone  shall  have  authority  to  create  any 
charge  upon  the  funds  of  the  Association.  But  neither  said 
committee  nor  any  officer  or  officers  of  the  Association  shall 
be  authorized  to  create  a  personal  liability  against  any  mem- 
bers but  themselves. 

§  14.  There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  Committees, 
of  seven  members  each,  which  shall  be  selected  annuajly  by 
the  Executive  Committee: 

(i)  A  Law  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  consider 
all  legislation  affecting  the  civil  service,  to  promote  such  as 
may  be  approved,  and  to  oppose  such  as  may  be  disapproved 
by  the  Executive  Committee,  and  to  prepare  and  recommend 
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such  amendments  to  the  law  as  in  their  opinion  will  advance 
the  purposes  of  the  Association.  The  Law  Committee  shall 
have  power  to  represent  the  Association  in  any  legal  proceed- 
ings which  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  or  enforce 
the  laws  affecting  the  State  or  Municipal  civil  service. 

(2)  A  Finance  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  de- 
vise and  carry  into  effect,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  suitable  measures  for  raising  funds, 
and  to  supervise  and  report  upon  the  income  and  expendi- 
tures of  the  Association.  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  in 
advance  of  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  appoint 
an  Auditing  Committee  from  among  its  members,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  examine  all  vouchers  and  audit  the  accounts  of 
the  Treasurer,  and  to  report  thereon  at  the  annual  meeting. 

(3)  A  Publication  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
prepare  and  recommend  matters  suitable  for  publication  by 
the  Association,  and  to  take  charge  of  the  printing  and  dis- 
tribution of  whatever  may  be  ordered  printed. 

(4)  A  Committee  on  Correspondence,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  promote  the  objects  of  the  Association  through  corre- 
spondence and  co-operation  with  other  organizations. 

(5)  A  Commitee  on  Examinations,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  consider  and  recommend  suitable  methods  of  examination 
for  admission  to  and  promotion  in  the  public  service,  and  to 
investigate  and  report  on  the  conduct  of  such  examinations. 

There  shall  also  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Membership 
of  fifteen  members,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  devise  and  carry 
into  effect  measures  for  increasing  the  membership  of  the 
Association. 

Each  Standing  Committee  shall  be  competent  to  fix  the 
number  of  its  own  quorum ;  but  such  quorum  shall  in  no  case 
be  less  than  three. 

§  15.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended,  or  new  By-Laws 
added,  by  a  four-fifths  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee;  or  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  provided  a  statement  of 
the  proposed  change  had  been  entered  on  the  minutes  at  the 
last  meeting. 

§  16.  Amendments  proposed  under  the  last  clause  of  the 
tenth  section  of  the  constitution  shall  be  first  submitted  to  the 
Executive  Committee.

ARTICLES  OF  INCORPORATION 

OF 

THE  NEW  YORK  CIVIL  SERVICE  REFORM 


[Filed  May  ii,  1900.] 


Know  All  Men  by  These  Presents  :  That  wc,  the  under- 
signed,  being  persons  of  full  age  and  all  citizens  of  the  United  States,  a 
majority  of  whom  are  also  citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  being 
now  Directors  of  an  unincorporated  association  known  as  the  New  York 
Civil  Service  Reform  Association,  and  organized  for  the  pur])oses  here- 
inafter  mentioned  ;  being  desirious  of  incorporation  for  the  same  pur- 
poses under  the  Membership  Corporations  Law  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  do  hereby,  pursuant  to  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the 
said  Association,  present  and  voting  at  a  regularly  celled  meeting  thereof, 
and  pursuant  to  authority  given  by  the  said  unanimous  vote  at  the  said 
meeting,  of  which  meeting  notice  of  the  intention  so  to  incorporate  was 
given  personally  or  by  mail  to  each  member  of  such  Association  whose 
residence  or  Post  Office  address  was  known,  at  least  thirty  days  before 
said  meeting,  and  at  which  meeting  the  corporate  name  stated*  in  para- 
graph First  was  by  unanimous  vote  adopted,  do  hereby  certify  as 
follows : 

First. — The  name  or  title  by  which  the  Association  in  which  we 
desire  to  form  ourselves  as  aforesaid  shall  be  known  in  law,  shall  be  the 
Civil  Service  Reform  Association. 

Second. — The  territory  in  which  its  operations  are  to  be  principally 
conducted  shall  be  the  City  of  New  York. 

Third. — The  city  in  which  its  principal  office  is  to  be  located  is 
the  City  of  New  York. 

Fourth. — The  objects  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  further  the 
establishment  of  a  system  of  appointment,  promotion  and  removal  in 
the  Civil  Service,  founded  upon  the  principle  that  public  office  is  a  public 
trust,  admission  to  and  retention  in  which  should  depend  upon  proven 
fitness  ;  and  to  take  such  action  as  may  tend  to  secure  the  honest  and 
efficient  execution  of  laws  and  rules  relating  to  the  civil  service,  and  to 
the  proper  administration  thereof. 

Fifth. — The  number  of  its  directors  shall  be  twenty-eight. 
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Sixth. — The  names  of  the  persons  to  be  its  directors  until  its  first 
annual  meeting  are  as  follows  :

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

Executive  Committee  of  the  Civil    Service 

Reform  Association. 


The  twenty-eighth  year  of  the  Association  has  cov- 
ered events  of  peculiar  interest.  In  the  Federal 
service,  the  competitive  classification  has  been  extended 
by  President  Roosevelt  to  additional  branches  until 
a  very  limited  number  of  positions  subject  to  classi- 
fication, outside  the  seventy  thousand  fourth  class  post- 
masterships,  remain  unclassified.  The  system  of  labor 
registration  has  been  extended  to  the  Federal  offices 
in  four  of  the  largest  cities,  and  both  in  Washing- 
ton and  in  these  cities  has  been  placed  directly  under 
the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission. Throughout  the  country,  interest  in  civil  service 
reform  is  more  marked  than  ever  before.  Even  where 
defeat  has  followed  the  efforts  to  secure  State  or  city 
laws,  as  in  Colorado  and  Kansas  City,  we  are  assured 
that  there  will  be  no  lessening  of  effort  when  the  oppor- 
tunity for  again  presenting  the  question  occurs.  In 
Wisconsin,  a  bill  to  cover  the  State  service,  supported 
by  the  strong  recommendations  of  Governor  LaFoUette, 
has  passed  one  house  of  the  Legislature.  Illinois  is  ex- 
pected this  year  to  pass  a  law  applying  the  merit  system 
to  the  State  charitable  institutions.  In  New  Jersey,  a 
law  has  already  been  enacted  applying  the  examination 
system  to  the  police  and  fire  departments  of  Newark 
and  Jersey  City. 

The  New  York  State  Commission,  by  instituting  a 
system  of  thorough  and  periodical  investigations  of  the 


work  of  municipal  commisssions,  has  increased  the  re- 
spect for  the  civil  service  law  and  impressed  on  local 
authorities  the  necessity  for  its  enforcement.  Its  action 
in  removing  from  office  the  Troy  Commissioners  will 
have  a  particularly-  salutary  effect.  In  the  same  way, 
the  prompt  action  of  Mayor  McClellan  in  removing  from 
office  a  Park  Commissioner  and  an  inefficient  Board  of 
Civil  Service  Commissioners  for  violation  of  the  civil 
service  rules,  was  an  effective  reminder  to  those  who 
believed  that  under  a  Tammany  administration  the  rules 
existed  only  to  be  broken.  It  is,  however,  to  be  re- 
gretted that  the  moral  effect  of  this  action  has  to  a  great 
degree  been  dissipated  by  the  failure  of  the  present 
commission  to  grasp  the  situation  and  to  adopt  adminis- 
trative measures  to  cope  with  abuses  which  are  known  to 
exist.  Its  attitude  of  laissez  faire,  its  condoning  of 
lesser  infractions,  have  led  the  patronage  brokers,  after 
a  brief  pause,  to  resume  operations  on  the  same  scale  as 
before.  The  Committee  is  so  firmly  convinced  that  the 
law  and  rules  are  being  evaded  by  the  heads  of  some 
departments,  without  real  hindrance  from  the  Muni- 
cipal Commission,  that  it  has  felt  it  necessary,  with  con- 
siderable reluctance,  to  ask  the  State  Commission  to  ex- 
tend its  investigations  to  New  York  City. 

With  a  sense  of  the  great  loss  the  Association  has 
sustained,  we  note  here  the  deaths  during  the  past  year 
of  James  C.  Carter  and  Samuel  P.  Avery.  Mr.  Carter 
had  been  a  Vice-President  for  many  years,  and  Mr. 
Avery  had  served  long  and  faithfully  as  a  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee  The  Committee  has  placed 
upon  its  records  and  published  resolutions  expressing 
its  appreciation  of  their  long  and  valued  services. 

THE  FEDERAL  SERVICE. 

It  is  not  our  purpose  to  do  more  in  this  report  than 
briefly  to  refer  to  the  important  changes  in  the  Federal 
service  since  the  meeting  of  the  National  League  in 
December  last.  By  a  series  of  orders  the  President  has 
placed  in  the  competitive  service  the  Forest  Reserve 


Corps,  numbering  538  ;  the  Finance  Clerks  in  the  post 
offices,  numbering  about  360,  and,  in  addition,  a  num- 
ber of  positions  of  Inspectors  and  Special  Agents  in  the 
Interior  Department,  and  of  persons  employed  in  the 
Immigration  service  in  foreign  territory  contiguous  to  the 
United  States.  The  system  of  labor  registration  was 
put  in  operation  in  the  Federal  offices  in  New  York  on 
February  15th.  This  should  effectually  end  the  practice 
of  placing  these  positions  at  the  disposition  of  political 
leaders  and  should  lead  to  a  practical  improvement  in 
in  the  service. 

The  Committee  has  received  few  complaints  in  re- 
gard to  the  Federal  offices  in  New  York  during  the  year. 
Some  attempts  were  made  in  the  course  of  the  campaign 
to  levy  political  assessments,  with  what  success  we  are 
unable  to  say;  but  under  the  present  administration  a 
competitive  employee  at  least  may  safely  afford  to  dis- 
regard these  requests,  and  undoubtedly  many  do.  We 
take  this  opportuity  to  thank  Collector  Stranahan  for 
his  co-operation  in  defeating  one  of  these  attempts 
brought  directly  to  his  atttention. 

THE  STATE  SERVICE. 

CHANGES   IN   THE   STATE   CIVIL   SERVICE   COMMISSION. 

At  the  end  of  1904,  Cuthbert  W.  Pound  resigned 
from  the  State  Commission  to  become  legal  adviser  to 
Governor  Higgins.  The  Committee  cannot  pass  this  by 
without  an  expression  of  appreciation  of  the  important 
services  rendered  by  Mr.  Pound  as  an  active  and  con- 
scientious member  of  the  board  and  later  as  its  able 
presiding  officer.  His  thorough  knowledge  of  the  civil 
service  law,  coupled  with  a  sincere  belief  in  the  sound- 
ness of  the  principle  upon  which  it  is  based,  gave  to  his 
service  as  commissioner  a  peculiar  value. 

The  vacancy  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of 
Roscoe  C.  E.  Brown,  of  New  York  City.  ^Ir.  Brown 
has  been  for  a  number  of  years  a  member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Association,  taking  a  deep  and 
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ing,  removed  the  entire  board  from  office  and  appointed 
as  their  successors  a  commission  of  three,  two  Democrats 
and  one  Republican.  This  action  was  not  only  fully 
justified,  bat,  indeed,  called  for  by  the  circumstances. 
There  was  no  abuse  of  power,  no  attempt  made  to  gain 
a  partisan  advantage.  The  wise,  thorough  and  conserv- 
ative policy  of  the  State  Commission  in  this  case  won 
general  approbation  and  established  a  most  important 
precedent. 

INVESTIGATION   OF   THE   NEW   YORK   COUNTY   CLERK'S   OFFICE. 

Another  important  investigation  was  undertaken  up- 
on the  complaint  of  the  Association  in  regard  to  viola- 
tions of  law  by  Thomas  L.  Hamilton,  County  Clerk  of 
New  York  County.  It  was  alleged  that  he  had  made 
use  of  the  many  exempt  and  non-competitive  positions  in 
his  office  for  political  purposes  and  had  distributed  them 
among  the  Republican  district  leaders.  Further,  that 
the  assent  of  the  >tate  Commission  to  certain  transfers 
had  been  obtained,  but  that  afterwards  the  transfers 
had  not  been  carried  out  in  good  faith.  The  complaint 
originated  in  the  case  of  one  man  who  had  been  very  un- 
justly treated,  and  who,  as  a  result  of  this  investigation, 
has  been  restored  to  his  original  position.  Further  action 
has  been  postponed  to  a  later  meeting. 

NEED   FOR   A   REVISION   OF   THE   EXEMPT   SCHEDULE. 

The  evidence  laid  before  the  State  Commission  in 
the  case  just  referred  to  showed  very  clearly  the  abuses 
which  exist  in  connection  with  exempt  positions.  In  its 
last  report  the  Committee  urged  a  material  reduction  of 
the  exempt  list  in  the  State  service  and  we  now  renew 
this  recommendation,  in  the  belief  that  it  is  a  matter  of 
great  importance,  and  should  have  the  early  consider- 
ation of  the  Commission 

We  express  our  appreciation  of  the  uniform  curtesy 
shown  by  the  State  Commission  in  granting  hearings 
upon  all  matters  in  which  the  Association  is  interested 
and  in  furthering  the  investigations  which  the  Associ- 
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ation  has  desired  to  make  through  the  records  in  its 
office. 

MEASURES  IN  THE  STATE  LEGISLATURE. 

The  Association  has  watched  the  course  of  all  bills 
in  the  legislature  affecting  directly  or  indirectly  the 
merit  system.  Every  bill  introduced  was  carefully 
scrutinized  and  all  those  of  importance  were  considered 
by  the  Law  Committee.  Through  an  arrangement  with 
the  Legislative  Bureau  of  the  City  Club  we  received  re- 
ports of  the  changes  in  status  of  the  bills  on  our  list  a 
day  after  the  changes  were  made.  Briefs  were  filed 
with  the  appropriate  committees,  and,  when  necessary, 
hearing  were  requested.  In  all  152  bills  were  watched, 
of  which  98  were  opposed. 

A  large  number  of  these  bills  provided  for  the  pay- 
ment of  salary  to  persons  retained  in  the  City  service  in 
1899  and  1900  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  civil 
service  law.  Still  another  large  class  of  bills  provided 
that  the  Police  and  Fire  Commissioners  might,  after  a 
re- hearing  of  the  charges,  reinstate  policemen  and  fire- 
men who  had  been  dismissed  after  trial  and  had  been 
out  of  the  service  for  a  number  of  years.  Far  more 
important  were  the  bills  amending  the  civil  service  law, 
and  those  providing  pensions  for  civil  employees. 

Of  the  bills  to  amend  the  civil  service  law,  only  two 
secured  passage  by  the  legislature.  One  of  these  pro- 
vided for  the  restoration  of  the  salaries  of  veterans, 
which  were  reduced  under  the  so-called  * 'sweep  bills'* 
passed  during  the  first  year  of  Mayor  Low's  adminis- 
tration. The  bill  was  particularly  objectionable  in  that 
it  attempted  to  accomplish  this  object  by  an  amendment 
to  the  general  civil  service  law.  The  other  was  an  at- 
tempt to  make  it  mandatory  for  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission to  admit  to  examination  persons  who  had  been 
guilty  of  crime  before  the  age  of  fourteen,  where  now  it  is 
discretionary  with  the  Commission. 

The  most  important  measure  opposed  by  the  Associ- 
ation was  the  Yale  Bill,  providing  for  the  pensioning  of 
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ATTITUDE   OF  THE   MAYOR   TOWARD   THE   CIVIL   SERVICE   LAW. 

The  Association  publicly  commended  the  action  of 
the  Mayor  in  removing  an  inefficient  Commission  and  in 
appointing  a  new  Commission  with  a  reduced  member- 
ship. It  pledged  its  cordial  co-operation  at  all  times 
and  in  all  efforts  tending  toward  the  enforcement  of  the 
civil  service  statute  and  rules.  It  felt  that  it  had  fur- 
ther ground  for  encouragement  and  congratulation  when 
Mayor  McClellan,  in  his  annual  message,  called  atten- 
tion to  the  importance  of  the  work  of  the  Commission, 
spoke  of  the  merit  system  as  having  been  *  *  accepted  as 
a  permanent  part  of  our  public  policy,"  and  character, 
ized  the  principle  of  competition  as  essentially  demo- 
cratic. The  appointment  as  President  of  the  Commis- 
sion of  a  man  without  experience  in  the  working  of  the 
law,  and  who  had  not  been  known  as  interested  in  its 
purposes,  was  the  more  regretted;  but  the  Association 
hopes  that  Mr.  Baker  will  overcome  this  handicap  and 
that  his  administration  will  show  a  decided  advance  in 
efficiency. 

APPROPRIATION   OF   SALARIES   FOR   THE   COMMISSIONERS. 

One  of  the  first  matters  agitated  by  the  Commission 
appointed  in  October  was  the  question  of  the  salaries  of 
the  commissioners.  Until  May,  1902,  all  of  the  com- 
missioners had  served  without  compensation.  At  that 
time  a  salary  of  $6,000  was  attached  to  the  office  of 
President,  with  the  understanding  that  he  should  take 
executive  control  of  the  office.  The  contention  of  the 
new  Commission,  that  the  two  associate  members  should 
receive  some  compensation  for  services  rendered,  ap- 
pealed to  many  members  of  the  Executive  Committee 
as  a  fair  proposition.  When  it  was  stated,  however, 
that  it  was  planned  to  give  all  three  commissioners 
salaries  of  $6,000  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
communicate  to  the  Mayor  and  to  President  Coler, 
that  it  was  the  sense  of  this  Committee  that  to 
make  the  civil  service  commissionerships  highly  salar-' 
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ied  offices  would  be  dangerous  to  the  merit  system,  in 
that  it  would  tend  to  bring  it  into  disrepute  with  the 
public.  Nevertheless  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Ap- 
portionment, against  the  protest  of  Comptroller  Grout, 
fixed  the  salaries  of  the  two  Commissioners,  other  than 
the  President,  at  $5,000  each  and  this  action  received 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor. 

THE   GENERAL   CONDITION    OF   THE   CITY    SERVICE. 

The  many  complaints  received  at  the  Association's 
office,  which,  on  examination,  proved  to  be  well 
founded,  and  the  results  of  the  investigations  which  the 
Committee  conducted  into  different  branches  of  the  city 
service,  have  led  us  to  believe  that  the  civil  service  law 
and  rules  are  being  violated  by  heads  of  departments  to 
a  very  considerable  degree,  and  that  the  present  condi- 
tion of  the  service  is  far  from  satisfactory.  The  Com- 
mittee has  believed,  therefore,  as  we  have  stated  above, 
that  the  good  of  the  service  would  be  promoted  it 
the  State  Commission  might  hold  its  next  investigation, 
under  its  general  powers,  here.  It  has  asked  that  such 
an  investigation  be  undertaken  and  this  request  has  been 
granted.  Among  the  specific  matters  presented  to  the 
State  Commission  were  the  charges  against  the  Secretary 
of  the  Municipal  Commission  of  misconduct  in  office;  the 
general  misuse  of  exempt  positions  to  further  partisan 
ends,  as  shown  by  the  careful  examination  made 
by  a  special  committee  of  appointments  to  exempt 
positions  in  the  Finance  Department;  the  employment 
without  examination  of  examiners  at  ten  dollars  per 
day  to  mark  ordinary  examination  papers;  the  large 
number  of  temporary  appointments  made  without 
competitive  examination;  the  frequent  and  continued 
violations  of  the  labor  rules  and  the  use  of  labor  posi- 
tions for  partisan  purposes;  the  failure  to  keep  efficiency 
records  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  rules, 
and,  in  addition,  a  number  of  individual  cases  arising  in 
the  competitive  class.

WORK  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

The  Standing  Committees  on  Law,  Examinations 
and  Membership  have  held  frequent  meetings  during 
the  past  year.  No  litigation  has  been  undertaken  by  the 
Association,  but  the  Law  Committee  has  followed 
with  interest  the  suits  which  are  now  pending,  which 
are  expected  to  test  the  question  whether  a  classification 
duly  established  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  can 
be  reviewed  by  means  of  a  writ  of  certiorari.  The 
Committee  on  Examinations  has  conducted  a  series  of 
investigations  into  the  administration  of  the  law,  the  re- 
sults of  which  have  been  embodied  in  the  presentment 
to  the  State  Commission.  The  Committee  on  Corres- 
pondence is  now  engaged  in  organizing  correspondence 
committees  throughout  the  State. 

The  receipts  of  the  Treasury  from  all  sources  during 
the  past  year  amounted  to  $6,588,  an  increase  of 
$196.50  over  the  previous  year,  and  the  disbursements 
to  $6,095.79.  The  membership  has  increased  from  803 
to  821.  Of  these,  17  are  life  members,  79  sustaining 
members  and  725  regular  members. 

The  Executive  Committee  wishes,  in  closing,  to  bear 
testimony  to  the  importance  of  the  work,  particularly 
along  educational  lines,  accomplished  by  the  Women's 
Auxiliary,  and  cordially  thanks  them  for  the  valuable 
assistance  they  have  rendered  to  the  Association.

legislative  action  which  promote  its  purposes. 

Article  IV. 

The  conditions  of  membership  shall  be  wholly  independ- 
ent of  party  preference.  Questions  shall  not  be  discussed  in 
the  debate  or  in  the  publications  of  the  Association  upon 
party  grounds.  Neither  the  name  nor  influence  of  the  Asso- 
ciation shall  be  used  on  behalf  of  any  party,  or  for  procuring 
office  or  promotion  for  any  person.  But  nothing  in  this  ar- 
ticle shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  Association  from  op- 
posing any  candidate  when  in  its  opinion,  or  in  that  of 
three-fourths  of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
such  course  is  demanded  by  the  objects  of  the  Association. 

Article  V. 

There  shall  be  a  President,  to  be  elected  by  the.  Associa- 
tion at  the  annual  meeting,  who  shall  perform  the  usual  and 
prescribed  duties  of  that  office.  He  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a 
member  of  all  committees,  with  a  casting  vote  only,  and  he 
may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  when- 
ever he  thinks  it  necessary,  and,  with  the  assent  of  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee,  special  meetings  of  the  As- 
sociation. 

There  shall  be  ten  Vice-Presidents,  to  be  annually  elected 
by  the  Association. 

There  shall  be  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  who  shall  per- 
form the  usual  and  prescribed  duties  of  such  officers.  They 
shall  be  respectively  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  may  be  removed  by  them.  The  Treasurer  shall  be,  ex- 
officio,  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  of  twenty-five 
members,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Association.  Subject 
to  these  articles,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  manage  the 
affairs  of  the  Association,  direct  and  dispose  of  its  funds,  and 
from  time  to  time  make  and  modify  by-laws  for  the  Association 
and  for  its  own  action.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  keep 
a  record  of  its  proceedings,  and  shall  make  a  report  to  the 
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Association  at  the  annual  meeting.  No  appropriation  of 
money  by  the  Executive  Committee  beyond  the  amount  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  at  the  time  shall  bind  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Association,  excepting  those  members  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  who  shall  vote  for  it.  Vacancies  in  the 
Executive  Committee  may  be  filled  by  the  President  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term.  Other  vacancies  may  be  filled  by 
the  Executive  Committee. 

All  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  members  of  the 
several  Standing  Committees  shall  be,  ex-officio,  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Article  VI. 

Each  officer  of  the  Association  shall  continue  to  hold 
office  until  his  successor  has  been  selected  and  is  ready  to 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  office. 

Article  VII. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  on 
the  second  Wednesday  of  May,  at  which  officers  shall  be 
elected  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  other  appropriate  business 
maybe  transacted;  except  in  the  year  1898,  when  the  an- 
nual meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  Jan- 
uary. 

Article  VIII. 

Any  person  may  be  proposed  in  writing  for  membership 
by  any  member  of  the  Association,  and  shall  be  admitted 
upon  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Members  fail- 
ing to  pay  their  dues  may  be  dropped  from  the  roll  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Article  IX. 

The  annual  dues  of  each  member  shall  be  $5, 
payable  on  the  1st  of  may,  and  each  member  shall  re- 
eeive  the  annual  report  and  all  other  publications  of 
the  AssociatioD.  Sustaining  members,  on  payment 
of  twenty-five  dollars  annually,  and  LAfe  members, 
exempt  firom  annual  dues  ou  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars^  may  be  elected  by  the  Ezecutive  Committee 
at  any  regrnlAr  meeting  thereof. 
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Article  X. 

All  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  except  those  relating 
to  the  rights  of  members,  and  the  term  of  officers,  may  be 
suspended  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  either  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  or  at  a  special  meeting  duly  called.  Due  no- 
tice shall  be  given  before  any  such  annual  or  special  meeting 
that  the  approval  of  the  Association  will,  thereat,  be  asked  for 
such  action  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  notice  shall 
clearly  state  the  effect  of  such  suspension  or  amendment  in 
the  text  of  the  Constitution.  Any  member  of  the  Association 
may  propose  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  which  may  be 
approved  under  the  same  conditions. 
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BY-LAWS. 

FOR    THE    GOVERNMENT    OF    THE    ASSOCIATION    AND 

ITS  COMMITTEES. 


§  I.  The  Annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held 
at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  Executive  Committee  shall  de- 
signate. The  election  of  officers  shall  be  by  ballot,  but  any 
member  not  present  may  declare  his  vote  by  letter  to  the  Sec- 
retary and  it  shall  be  counted. 

§  2.  The  meetings  of  each  committee,  unless  otherwise 
especially  provided  for,  shall  be  at  half-past  eight  P.  M.,  at 
which  time  the  chairman  shall  direct  the  call  of  the  names  of 
its  members  and  the  Secretary  shall  record  the  names'  of 
those  present  and  others  as  they  appear. 

§  3.  The  order  of  business,  before  each  committee  shall  be : 

1.  The  reading  and  correction  of  the  records  of  the  last 

meeting. 
And,  thereafter,  miless  otherwise  ordered,  as  follows : 

2.  Any  statement  due  from  the  Treasurer. 

3.  Unfinished  business  from  the  last  meeting. 

4.  Report  from  the  Secretary's  office. 

5.  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

6.  Reports  of  special  committees. 

7.  Proposals  of  new  members  and  their  election. 

8.  Miscellaneous  business. 

§  4..  Regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  every  month  except 
July  and  August,  but  if  that  day  be  a  holiday,  then  on  the 
third  Wednesday.  Ten  members  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

§  5.  Neither  in  the  meetings  of  the  Association  nor  of  any 
committee  shall  any  member  speak  more  than  once  on  any 
motion  nor  more  than  ten  minutes  at  one  time,  without 
unanimous  consent,  nor  shall  any  person,  or  his  actions,  be 
characterized  on  party  grounds. 

§  6.  Special  meetings  of  any  committee  may  be  called  by 
its  chairman  or  by  any  three  members,  and  due  notice  thereof 
shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary. 
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§  7-  AH  notices  to  a  member  shall  be  sent  to  his  address 
filed  with  the  Secretary. 

§  8.  On  the  demand  of  one- fifth  of  the  members  present, 
at  any  meeting  of  the  Association  or  of  a  committee,  the  ayes 
and  nays  shall  be  called  and  recorded  on  any  motion. 

§  9.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  chair  unless 
their  selection  shall  be  otherwise  provided  for. 

§  10.  At  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  make  a  statement 
of  the  amount  of  money  in  the  treasury  and  of  the  place  of 
its  deposit,  and,  at  the  annual  meeting,  he  shall  state  the 
source  of  all  moneys  received  and  the  use  made  of  the  same 
during  the  past  year. 

§  II.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Association  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  per- 
form the  other  duties  assigned  him. 

§  12.  Without  the  consent  of  three-fourths  of  the  members 
present,  no  vote  which  will  declare  or  fill  a  vacancy  or  elect  a 
member  of  the  Association  shall  be  deemed  carried,  at  the 
same  meeting  in  which  it  was  first  moved. 

§  13.  It  shall  require  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee  present  to  pass  any  vote  under 
which  more  than  $100  will  be  appropriated  or  the  Associa- 
tion be  pledged  for  more  than  that  amount,  and  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  alone  shall  have  authoiity  to  create  any 
charge  upon  the  funds  of  the  Association.  But  neither  said 
committee  nor  any  officer  or  officers  of  the  Association  shall 
be  authorized  to  create  a  personal  liability  against  any  mem- 
bers but  themselves. 

§  14.  There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  Committees, 
of  seven  members  each,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by 
the  Executive  Committee: 

(i)  A  Finance  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  de- 
vise and  carry  into  effect,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  suitable  measures  for  raising  funds, 
and  to  supervise  and  report  upon  the  income  and  expendi- 
tures of  the  Associaton.  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  in 
advance  of  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  appoint 
an  Auditing  Committee  from  among  its  members,  whose  duty 
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it  shall  be  to  examine  all  vouchers  and  audit  the  accounts  of 
the  Treasurer,  and  to  report  thereon  at  the  annual  meeting. 

(2)  A  Publication  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
prepare  and  recommend  matters  suitable  for  publication  by 
the  Association,  and  to  take  charge  of  the  printing  and  dis- 
tribution of  whatever  may  be  ordered  printed. 

(3)  A  Committee  on  Correspondence,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  promote  the  objects  of  the  Association  through  corre- 
spondence and  co-operation  with  other  organizations. 

(4)  A  Committee  on  Administration,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  administration  of  the  civil 
service  law  and  rules  and  to  consider  and  recommend  suit- 
able methods  of  examination  for  admission  to  and  promotion 
in  the  public  service,  and  suitable  procedure  tending  to  make 
the  system  more  efficient. 

There  shall  also  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Law  of  nine 
members,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the  Executive 
Committee.  Its  duty  shall  be  to  consider  all  legislation 
affecting  the  civil  service,  to  promote  such  as  may  be  ap- 
proved, and  to  oppose  such  as  may  be  disapproved  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  to  prepare  and  recommend  such 
amendments  to  the  law  as  in  their  opinion  will  advance  the 
purposes  of  the  Association.  The  Law  Committee  shall 
have  power  to  represent  the  Association  in  any  legal  proceed- 
ings which  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  or  enforce 
the  laws  affecting  the  State  or  Municipal  civil  service. 

There  shall  also  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Membership 
of  fifteen  members,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  devise  and  carry 
into  effect  measures  for  increasing  the  membership  of  the 
Association. 

Each  Standing  Committee  shall  be  competent  to  fix  the 
number  of  its  own  quorum ;  but  such  quorum  shall  in  no  case 
be  less  than  three. 

§  15.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended,  or  new  By-Laws 
added,  by  a  four-fifths  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee;  or  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  provided  a  statement  of 
the  proposed  change  had  been  entered  on  the  minutes  at  the 
last  meeting. 

§  16.  Amendments  proposed  under  the  last  clause  of  the 
tenth  section  of  the  constitution  shall  be  first  submitted  to  the 
Executive  Committee.

Know  All  Men  by  These  Presents  :  That  we,  the  under- 
signed, being  persons  of  full  age  and  all  citizens  of  the  United  States,  a 
majority  of  whom  are  also  citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  being 
now  Directors  of  an  unincorporated  association  known  as  the  New  York 
Civil  Service  Reform  Association,  and  organized  for  the  purposes  here- 
inafter mentioned  ;  being  desirious  of  incorporation  for  the  same  pur- 
poses under  the  Membership  Corporations  Law  ,of  the  State  of  New 
York,  do  hereby,  pursuant  to  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the 
said  Association,  present  and  voting  at  a  regularly  called  meeting  thereof, 
and  pursuant  to  authority  given  by  the  said  unanimous  vote  at  the  said 
meeting,  of  which  meeting  notice  of  the  intention  so  to  incorporate  was 
given  personally  or  by  mail  to  each  member  of  such  Association  whose 
residence  or  Post  Office  address  was  known,  at  least  thirty  days  before 
said  meeting,  and  at  which  meeting  the  corporate  name  stated  in  para- 
graph First  was  by  unanimous  vote  adopted,  do  hereby  certify  as 
follows : 

First. — The  name  or  title  by  which  the  Association  in  which  we 
desire  to  form  ourselves  as  aforesaid  shall  be  known  in  law,  shall  be  the 
Civil  Service  Reform  Association. 

Second. — The  territory  in  which  its  operations  are  to  be  principally 
conducted  shall  be  the  City  of  New  York. 

Third. — The  city  in  which  its  principal  office  is  to  be  located  is 
the  City  of  New  York. 

Fourth. — The  objects  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  further  the 
establishment  of  a  system  of  appointment,  promotion  and  removal  in 
the  civil  service,  founded  upon  the  principle  that  public  office  is  a  public 
trust,  admission  to  and  retention  in  which  should  depend  upon  proven 
fitness  ;  and  to  take  such  action  as  may  tend  to  secure  the  honest  and 
efficient  execution  of  laws  and  rules  relating  to  the  civil  service,  and  to 
the  proper  administration  thereof. 

Fifth. — The  number  of  its  directors  shall  be  twenty-eight.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

Executive   Committee  of  the  Civil   Service 

Reform  Association. 


The  year  just  passed — the  twenty-ninth  of  the  Asso- 
ciation's existence — has  been  a  year  of  continued  prog- 
ress for  civil  service  reform  both  in  the  country  at  large 
and  locally  in  New  York  State  and  City.  In  the  last  few 
years,  in  fact  since  Theodore  Roosevelt  became  Presi- 
dent, and  unquestionably  to  a  large  extent  *on  account  of 
his  well  known  attitude  toward  this  cause,  there  has  been 
a  marked  revival  of  interest  and  activity,  shown  strik- 
ingly in  the  introduction  of  civil  service  reform  laws  for 
states  and  cities.  The  two  bills  mentioned  in  our  last 
report,  one  applying  to  the  state  service  of  W^isconsin, 
and  the  other  to  the  state  charitable  institutions  of  Illi- 
nois, both  became  laws  which  are  now  being  intelligently 
and  efficiently  enforced  by  commissioners  thoroughly  in 
sympathy  with  their  purpose.  This  year  the  special  ses- 
sion of  the  Pennsylvania  legislature,  after  refusing  to 
pass  the  state  civil  service  law  called  for  by  the  Govern- 
or's message,  at  the  urgent  request  of  Mayor  Weaver, 
strongly  seconded  by  the  efforts  of  the  Pennsylvania  Civil 
Service  Reform  Association,  has  passed  an  act  applying 
to  Philadelphia  under  which  an  excellent  commission  has 
been  appointed.  The  introduction  of  state  civil  service 
bills  in  Ohio  and  New  Jersey,  as  well  as  in  Pennsylvania, 
while  they  failed  of  passage  this  year,  is  further  evidence 
of  the  increased  interest  in  the  movement. 

The  New  York  State  Commission  has  conducted  a 
number  of  important  investigations  which  have  resulted 


in  materially  strengthening  the  service  locally.  In  addi- 
tion, it  has  taken  a  more  conservative  stand  in  the  mat- 
ter of  granting  exemptions  from  competitive  examina- 
tion, has  restored  to  the  competitive  class  a  number  of 
positions  in  the  county  service,  and,  pursuant  to  Governor 
Higgins'  recommendation,  has  brought  four  additional 
counties  within  the  classified  service.  In  spite  of  the 
Governor's  ambiguous  policy  in  retaining  in  office  for 
nine  months  Harry  H.  Bender,  the  Fiscal  Supervisor  of 
State  Charities,  accused  of  levying  political  assessments 
in  violation  of  the  civil  service  law  and  permitting  him, 
without  hindrance,  to  evade  investigation  by  the  State 
Civil  Service  Commission  through  a  court  proceeding, 
brought  on  technical  grounds  to  test  the  Commission's 
powers,  we  believe  that,  in  the  end,  this  case  will  be  fully 
aired  and  that  the  Governor  may  be  counted  on  to  take 
final  action  which  will  go  far  toward  putting  an  end  to 
the  despicable  practice  of  extorting  money  from  em- 
ployees for  political  purposes,  under  an  implied  threat  of 
depriving  them  of  their  means  of  Hvelihood. 

The  administration  of  the  New  York  City  service  be- 
gan to  show  an  improvement  after  the  completion  of  the 
investigation  by  the  State  Commission,  which  has  become 
marked  since  the  re-election  of  >  Mayor  McClellan.  In 
view  of  our  former  criticism  of  the  Municipal  Commis- 
sion, we  are  particularly  glad  to  bear  testimony  to  this 
improvement  and  promise  them  our  assistance  in  con- 
tinuing it. 

The  Association  has  gained  in  numbers  during  the 
year  and  has  added  to  its  influence  by  the  formation  of 
correspondence  committees  in  various  cities  of  the  state. 
These  committees  will  prove  of  great  assistance  in  watch- 
ing the  enforcement  of  the  law  and  in  preventing  the 
passage  of  hostile  legislation. 

Through  the  death,  on  October  12th,  of  Elial  F.  Hall, 
the  Association  has  lost  one  of  its  original  members  and 
strongest  friends.  Although  recently  Mr.  Hall  had  been 
compelled  by  ill  health  to  live  elsewhere,  he  never  lost 


touch  with,  or  interest  in,  the  work  in  which  the  Associa- 
tion was  engaged  and  has  been  a  generous  contributor  to- 
ward its  support.  By  his  will  he  has  left  a  bequest  to  the 
Association  of  sixteen  shares  of  stock  in  the  Title  Guaran- 
tee and  Trust  Company  of  New  York,  which,  by  resolu- 
tion of  the  committee,  will  be  set  apart  as  a  special  fund 
to  be  known  as  the  Elial  F.  Hall  fund. 

The  two  most  important  matters  in  which  the  Asso- 
ciation has  been  engaged  during  the  year  have  been  the 
investigations  by  the  State  Commission  of  the  New  York 
City  service  and  of  the  collection  of  political  contributions 
in  the  office  of  the  Fiscal  Supervisor  of  State  Charities  in 
Albany,  both  undertaken  at  the  instance  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

INVESTIGATION   OF   THE   NEW   YORK  CITY    SERVICE. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  the  Executive  Committee 
reported  that  at  the  Association's  request,  the  State  Com- 
mission had  decided  upon  an  investigation  of  the  city 
service.  The  investigation  began  with  the  examination 
of  witnesses  on  May  i8  and  19.  The  Association's  Com- 
mittee on  Administration  tendered  to  the  State  Commis- 
sion the  services  of  Mr.  Philip  J.  McCook  as  counsel.  For 
the  time  and  labor  which  he  gave  to  this  work  the  Asso- 
ciation is  much  indebted  to  him.  On  May  19,  the  Com- 
mission adjourned  to  June  2.2.^  when  the  examination  of 
witnesses  was  concluded.  In  the  interim,  its  Secretary  and 
Chief  Examiner  conducted  a  comprehensive  examination 
of  the  records. 

The  inquiry  followed  closely  the  line  of  the  Associa- 
tion's presentment,  although  the  Commission  did  not  feel 
able  to  take  up  and  examine  into  certain  of  its  specifica- 
tions. Two  reports  were  made  public  by  the  State  Com- 
mission after  its  meeting  on  September  28.  Commis- 
sioner Kraft,  in  his  minority  report,  could  find  no  fault 
with  any  of  the  acts  of  the  Municipal  Commission. 

The  majority  report  is  a  painstaking  review  of  the 
evidence.     The   charges   against  the   former   secretary, 
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Henry  Berlinger,  are  carefully  analyzed  and  his  conduct 
in  a  number  of  instances — ^particularly  in  regard  to  his 
political  activity — is  characterized  as  improper  and  as  re- 
flecting on  his  fitness  to  fill  the  position  of  secretary.  The 
report  suggests  that  the  Municipal  Commission  "inquire 
into  the  fitness  of  its  secretary  and  other  subordinates 
and  into  the  efficiency  of  the  organization  of  the  examin- 
ing department  with  a  view  to  replacing  incapable  or  un- 
worthy public  servants  and  of  introducing  improved 
methods." 

The  employment  without  examination  of  so-called 
"expert  examiners"  to  do  work  which  could  be  as  well 
done  by  appointees  from  the  eligible  lists,  the  selection 
of  monitors  to  serve  at  examinations  by  favor  rather  than 
in  accordance  with  the  rules,  the  arbitrary  re-rating  of 
examination  papers  after  the  name  of  the  candidate  has 
become  known,  are  all  strongly  censured  and  the  Munic- 
ipal Commission  cautioned  that  further  disregard  of  the 
rules  in  these  respects  "would  warrant  the  inference  that 
opportunity  is  designedly  given  for  the  exercise  of  polit- 
ical or  personal  favoritism  and  would  deserve  the  sever- 
est condemnation."  The  delay  in  holding  and  rating  ex- 
aminations after  temporary  appointments  in  the  absence 
of  lists  had  been  authorized,  is  held  to  be  inexcusable  and 
the  examinations  held  for  provisional  appointments  are 
criticised.  The  Municipal  Commission  is  called  upon  to 
correct  abuses  in  the  granting  of  transfers  and  in  the  ap- 
pointment of  laborers  under  special  titles  unauthorized  by 
the  law  or  rules  and  attention  is  called  to  the  unfairness 
in  permitting  men  to  register  as  foremen  simply  to  get 
employment  as  laborers  ahead  of  applicants  higher  up  on 
the  lists.  The  records  of  efficiency,  as  kept  in  the  Munic- 
ipal Commission  itself  and  as  filed  by  most  of  the  de- 
partments, are  pronounced  farcical.  The  report  con- 
cludes with  a  recognition  of  the  difficulties  confronting 
the  Municipal  Commission  and  appreciation  of  their  ef- 
forts to  correct  abuses  for  which  their  predecessors  were 
responsible. 


The  results  of  this  investigation  have  been  much  more 
far-reaching  and  important  for  the  city  service  than  has 
been  popularly  supposed.  On  January  i,  Secretary  Ber- 
linger,  who  had  been  kept  in  his  position  by  strong  polit- 
ical influence,  but  of  whose  shortcomings  as  secretary  the 
Commission  had  been  fully  convinced,  was  removed  and 
a  competent  man  appointed  in  his  place.  Under  prac- 
tically every  head  dealt  with  in  the  report  improvements 
have  been  made.  These  can  better  be  dealt  with  when 
we  come  to  treat  of  the  city  service  as  a  whole. 

THE   BENDER   POLITICAL   ASSESSMENT   CASE. 

The  Civil  Service  Law,  Section  24,  contains  a  number 
of  provisions  to  protect  civil  employees  against  the  ex- 
tortion of  political  contributions.  One  of  the  great  re- 
sults which  the  law  has  accomplished  in  the  Federal  Ser- 
vice and  in  some  States  and  cities  where  it  is  in  force, 
has  been  the  abatement  of  this  practice.  However  effect- 
ive a  check  the  civil  service  law  may  have  been  elsewhere, 
in  New  York  State  and  City  it  seems  rather  to  have  led 
to  the  adoption  of  more  surreptitious  methods  of  col- 
lection. 

In  years  past,  the  newspapers  have  reported  the  col- 
lection of  a  fixed  percentage  on  salaries  from  employees 
in  the  state  service  in  Albany  for  the  coffers  of  the  dom- 
inant party.  Our  investigations  lead  us  to  believe  that 
these  reports  have  undoubtedly  been  true.  The  em- 
ployees of  some  departments  have  been  exempt  from  this 
annual  tax,  but  they  have  been  the  exceptions.  The  as- 
sessments have  varied  from  13^2  per  cent,  for  municipal 
campaigns  to  3  per  cent,  for  state  campaigns.  Despite 
the  boldness  with  which  this  practice  was  carried  on,  and 
the  indignation  of  the  employees  concerning  it,  until  re- 
cently, none  has  been  willing  to  come  forward  and  give 
evidence,  on  account  of  the  general,  and  well  founcled, 
belief  in  the  power  of  the  political  leaders  to  punish  them 
for  so  doing. 

The  most  prominent  officeholder  connected  with  this 
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business  has  been  Harry  H.  Bender,  the  present  Fiscal 
Supervisor  of  State  Charities.  For  years  he  held  the 
position  of  treasurer  of  the  Albany  City  and  County  Re- 
publican Committees,  which  he  has  only  recently  resigned, 
and  secured  an  unenviable  reputation  for  his  success  in 
collecting  campaign  funds.  He  formerly  held  the  office 
of  State  Superintendent  of  Buildings  and  during  his  in- 
cumbency the  employees  of  the  Capitol  building  were 
regularly  assessed.  Governor  Odell  transferred  him  to 
his  present  office  in  June,  1902.  Assessments  were  col- 
lected from  the  employees  in  his  new  office  in  the  Fall 
of  1902  and  1904. 

In  both  years  the  bookkeeper  in  the  department,  Ed- 
win A.  Doty,  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  refused  to  con- 
tribute. In  the  Spring  of  1905,  he  was  suspended  by 
Bender  on  charges.  Doty  was  convinced  that  this  wa§  a 
punishment  for  failure  to  contribute.  The  Grand  Army 
became  interested,  the  newspapers  took  up  the  case  and 
the  Association  was  appealed  to.  On  the  day  before  the 
date  set  for  the  trial  the  charges  were  withdrawn  and 
Doty  was  transferred  to  another  department. 

Mr.  Doty  felt  that  he  had  been  wronged  and  was  not 
willing  to  drop  the  matter  with  his  transfer.  He  gave 
the  secretary  of  the  Association  a  full  account  of  the 
manner  in  which  the  assessment  had  been  collected  in  the 
Fiscal  Supervisor's  office,  and  supported  his  statement  by 
an  affidavit.  Both  Bender  and  the  secretary,  Herbert  F. 
Prescott,  Bender's  personal  appointee,  were  implicated. 

The  affidavit  was  formally  presented  to  the  State 
Commission  accompanied  by  a  request  for  an  investiga- 
tion. On  July  14,  most  of  the  employees  of  the  Fiscal 
Supervisor's  office  were  examined  under  oath.  The  re- 
quest for  payment  of  the  assessment,  made  by  Prescott, 
was  clearly  brought  out.  Many  of  the  witnesses  pro- 
duced checks  and  receipts.  The  payment  of  three  per 
cent,  had  been  general,  except  in  the  case  of  Doty  and  one 
page,  under  the  voting  age.  Even  women  and  Demo- 
crats had  been  called  upon  to  contribute.    The  testimony 
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was  sent  to  Messrs.  .Bender  and  Prescott  with  a  request 
that  they  should  state  when  they  would  be  ready  to  ap- 
pear. On  the  ground  that  some  of  their  witnesses  were 
absent  from  the  city  on  vacation,  they  requested  a  post- 
ponement until  September,  which  was  granted.  The 
Commission  met  to  continue  the  investigation  on  Septem- 
ber 14.  Neither  Bender  nor  Prescott  appeared,  but  were 
represented  by  coimsel,  who  objected  to  further  proceed- 
ings, claiming  that  the  Commission  had  not  the  power 
to  conduct  such  an  investigation.  The  point  was  referred 
to  the  Attorney  General,  the  legal  adviser  of  both  the 
Fiscal  Supervisor  and  the  State  Commission,  who  gave 
an  opinion  on  September  28,  upholding  the  power  of  the 
State  Commission.  Upon  the  Commission's  attempting  to 
proceed,  coimsel  for  Bender  and  Prescott  served  the 
Commissioners,  the  Secretary  of  the  Association  and  Mr. 
Doty  with  writs  of  prohibition. 

By  agreement  of  counsel  the  writs  were  quashed  and 
an  appeal  taken  to  the  Appellate  Division.  At  this  stage, 
in  view  of  the  obvious  attempt  to  avoid  answering  the 
charges  and  the  implied  confession  that  went  with  it, 
the  Association  appealed  to  the  Governor  to  take  up  the 
case.  It  was  pointed  out  to  him  in  a  letter  dated  Novem- 
ber II,  1905,  that  the  suit  Mr.  Bender  had  brought  in  no 
wise  affected  the  question  of  whether  or  not  he  had  been 
guilty  of  violating  the  civil  service  law,  that  by  this  means 
he  was  enabled  to  avoid  answering  serious  charges,  sup- 
ported by  sworn  evidence,  that  the  Governor  had  the 
power  both  of  appointment  and  removal,  and  that  no 
one  could  question  his  power  to  investigate  the  alleged 
misconduct  of  his  subordinate.  To  this  letter  no  reply 
was  given  beyond  a  formal  acknowledgement  of  its 
receipt. 

In  January,  the  Appellate  Division  handed  down  a 
decision  upholding  the  power  of  the  State  Commission  to 
make  the  investigation.  Mr.  Bender  then  appealed  to  the 
Court  of  Appeals.  Another  request  to  the  Governor  to 
interfere  was  made  by  the  Association  on  March  5.    This 
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brought  a  reply  from  his  counsel,  Hon.  Cuthbert  W. 
Pound,  in  which  he  stated  that  the  Governor  had  no 
doubt  of  the  outcome  of  the  case  in  court,  and  as  the 
charges  involved  a  violation  of  the  civil  service  law  he 
thought  it  better  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  should 
investigate.  No  justification  was  offered  for  the  continu- 
ance in  office  of  Mr.  Bender  for  eight  months  without 
being  required,  during  the  period,  to  answer  charges  of 
violating  the  law. 

On  April  24  the  Court  of  Appeals  finally  handed  down 
a  decision  affirming  the  decision  of  the  Appellate  Division, 
with  costs.  The  State  Commission  will  meet  in  a  few 
days  and  will  be  asked  to  set  an  early  date  for  continuing 
the  investigation. 

The  conduct  of  this  case  for  the  Association  has  been 
in  the  hands  of  Hon.  Nelson  S.  Spencer,  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  who  has  appeared  at  hearings  before  the 
Commission  and  has  taken  a  large  share  in  the  argument 
before  the  Appellate  Division  and  the  Court  of  Appeals. 
The  Committee  believes  the  matter  could  not  have  been 
in  better  hands.  For  this  service,  gratuitously  given,  and 
involving  a  very  considerable  sacrifice  of  time,  Mr.  Spen- 
cer deserves  the  thanks  of  the  Association. 

THE    FEDERAL   SERVICE. 

Since  the  meeting  of  the  National  Civil  Service  Re- 
form League,  last  December,  nothing  of  special  note  has 
taken  place  in  the  Federal  Service.  The  United  States 
Civil  Service  Commission  has  called  a  meeting  in  Wash- 
ington for  May  15  and  16,  to  which  all  commissions 
throughout  the  country  have  been  invited  to  send  repre- 
sentatives, to  discuss  methods  of  administration  and  ex- 
amination. This  is  the  first  meeting  of  the  kind  ever 
called,  and  should  be  productive  of  beneficial  results. 

The  Consular  Reform  Bill  has  met  its  usual  fate  at 
the  hands  of  Congress.  All  the  civil  service  reform  fea- 
tures of  the  bill  have  been  struck  cut.  Some  improvement 
in  the  service  may  be  expected  to  result  from  the  enact- 
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ment  of  the  provisions  of  the  bill,  requiring  that  fees  shall, 
in  future,  be  covered  into  the  United  States  Treasury, 
and  calling  for  the  appointment  of  inspectors  of  con- 
sulates. 

Early  in  the  yesar  the  President  let  it  be  known  that  he 
intended  to  reappoint  Collector  Stranahan  and  Surveyor 
Clarkson.  The  former  has  shown  himself  friendly  to  the 
civil  service  law  and  the  latter,  in  spite  of  his  outspoken 
enmity  in  the  past,  has  made  no  recent  attempts,  so  far 
as  we  are  aware,  to  evade  it.  As  the  result  of  an  investi- 
gation by  Civil  Service  Commissioner  Cooley  of  com- 
plaints in  regard  to  political  discrimination  between 
candidates  for  promotion  in  the  Naval  Office,  Robert  A. 
Sharkey,  who  during  his  incumbency  retained  his  position 
as  a  district  leader,  was  denied  reappointment,  and  F.  J. 
H.  Kracke,  of  Brooklyn,  was  appointed  in  his  stead. 

THE   STATE   SERVICE. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the 
State  Commission  during  the  year,  and  the  Committee 
is  glad  to  report  the  continuance  of  those  cordial  relations 
which  have  made  it  possible  for  the  Commission  and 
the  Association  to  work  in  harmony  for  the  betterment 
of  the  service  throughout  the  state.  The  service  has 
unquestionably  been  strengthened,  and  careful  attention 
is  being  given  to  the  all-important  matter  of  making  the 
examinations  thoroughly  practical  tests.  The  greatest 
drawback  to  successful  administration  is  still  the  very 
large  number  of  exempt  positions,  a  matter  which  we 
hope  the  present  Commission  will  see  its  way  clear  to 
take  up  and  correct. 

The  most  important  matters  which  have  arisen  in  the 
State  service  during  the  year,  the  classification  of  the 
four  additional  counties  of  Albany,  Monroe,  Onondaga 
and  Westchester,  completing  the  classification  of  all  the 
larger  counties  of  the  State,  the  restoration  of  a  number 
of  county  positions  to  the  competitive  class,  the  continu- 
ance of  the  policy  of  investigating  the  administration  of 
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the  law  in  cities,  the  investigation  of  the  New  York  City 
service,  and  the  investigation  of  the  violation  of  the 
political  assessment  provisions  of  the  law  in  Albany  have 
already  been  referred  to. 

MEASURES  IN   THE   STATE   LEGISLATURE. 

During  the  session  of  the  Legislature  which  closed 
May  3,  a  targe  number  of  bills  affecting  the  merit  sys- 
tem were  introduced.  As  in  former  years,  copies  of  all 
the  bills  were  received  and  examined  at  the  office  of  the 
Association,  and  all  those  which  appeared  to  require 
action  were  referred  to  the  Law  Committee.  Besides  the 
familiar  classes  of  bills  providing  for  the  reinstatement 
of  policemen  and  firemen  who  had  been  discharged  after 
trial  in  previous  years,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  salary 
claims  of  persons  appointed  or  retained  in  the  service  in 
violation  of  the  law,  there  were  22  bills  to  amend  the 
civil  service  law  and  a  number  of  joint  resolutions  to 
amend  or  repeal  the  civil  service  section  of  the  Constitu- 
tion. Twenty  bills  were  introduced  providing  amend- 
ments to  the  New  York  City  charter,  calculated  to  weak- 
en the  operation  of  the  merit  system.  In  all,  169  bills  were 
placed  on  special  file  and  their  progress  regularly  reported 
by  our  Albany  representative. 

The  approval  or  opposition  of  the  Association  has 
been  expressed  through  memoranda  filed  with  the  com- 
mittees to  which  the  bills  were  referred.  Whenever  it 
was  thought  advisable,  hearings  were  requested.  Of  the 
91  bills  thus  opposed,  seventeen  have  passed  the  Legisla- 
ture, but  none  has  yet  become  law.  Opposition  will  be 
continued  before  the  Mayor  in  the  case  of  city  bills  and 
before  the  Governor. 

The  most  important  attacks  on  the  system  this  year 
were  the  attempts  to  secure  further  privileges  for  veterans 
and  volunteer  firemen  in  appointrpent  and  removal.  Such 
preferences  as  now  exist  are  a  hindrance  to  good  adminis- 
tration, and  further  extension  would  be  a  very  serious 
blunder.    It  is,  therefore,  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report 
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that  none  of  these  measures  passed  the  Legislature.  Of 
the  bills  to  amend  the  civil  service  law  only  two  have 
reached  the  Gk)vemor ;  one  permitting  the  city  legislatures 
to  pay  pensions  to  civil  employees  who  are  veterans  of 
the  civil  war,  who  have  reached  the  age  of  65  and  who 
have  served  for  at  least  fifteen  years,  the  other  making  it 
mandatory  to  admit  to  examination  persons  who  have 
been  guilty  of  crime  before  the  age  of  fourteen  instead 
of  leaving  it  to  the  discretion  of  the  Commission. 

Two  bills  were  introduced  on  behalf  of  the  Associa- 
tion. A  bill  to  require  the  appointment  through  competi- 
tive examination  of  corporation  inspectors  in  New  York 
City  met  the  opposition  of  the  spoilsmen  in  both  parties, 
and  failed  to  pass  the  Assembly,  in  which  it  was  intro- 
duced. Through  the  other  bill,  the  Association,  acting 
with  the  City  Club,  sought  to  do  away  with  the  restriction 
on  the  removal  from  the  service  of  persons  who  had 
served  as  members  of  a  volunteer  fire  department.  Dur- 
ing the  summer  of  1905,  more  than  a  thousand  New  York 
City  employees  registered  themselves  as  members  of  vol- 
unteer fire  companies  about  to  be  disbanded  in  the  Bor- 
oughs of  Queens  and  Richmond,  in  order  to  secure  these 
privileges  in  the  matter  of  removal.  The  best  way  to 
meet  this  obvious  fraud  appeared  to  be  by  an  amendment 
to  the  civil  service  law,  but  this,  although  it  passed  the 
Assembly,  failed  of  passage  by  the  Senate. 

NEW   YORK   CITY. 

THE    RE-ELECTION    OF    MAYOR    MC  CLELLAN. 

In  the  city  campaign  which  took  place  last  Fall  the 
administration  of  the  civil  service  played  a  small  part. 
Some  reference  was  made  in  campaign  speeches  to  the 
abuses  in  the  city  service  uncovered  by  the  investigation 
by  the  State  Commission,  but  in  general  the  condition  of 
the  civil  service  was  lost  sight  of  in  the  face  of  more 
prominent  issues. 

The  usual  notice  of  the  provisions  of  the  civil  service 
law  in  regard  to  political  assessments  was  sent  to  all  heads 
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of  departments  with  a  request  that  they  should  be  posted 
in  advance  of  the  campaign.  The  effectiveness  of  this 
action  is,  however,  very  doubtful,  as  the  contributions 
from  employees  are  collected  with  impunity  through  the 
medium  of  the  political  clubs. 

Mayor  McClellan,  on  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office  for  the  four  year  term,  made  no  public  announce- 
ment of  a  change  of  policy  in  the  administration  of  the 
civil  service  law.  The  personnel  of  the  Commission  re- 
mained the  same.  The  Commission  has,  however,  owing 
to  changed  political  conditions,  apparently  been  freed 
from  the  pressure  which  had  so  seriously  hampered  it  in 
the  enforcement  of  the  law  during  the  previous  year,  and 
has  started  out  on  a  new  course,  in  which  it  feels  it  has 
the  support  of  the  Mayor. 

The  seemingly  simple  request  of  the  Mayor,  that  he 
should  be  consulted  by  the  heads  of  departments  in  regard 
to  the  choice  of  deputies,  has  been  given  a  sinister  signifi- 
cance by  some  of  the  appointments  which  he  is  credited 
with  dictating.  It  has  been  charged  by  some  of  his  critics 
that  he  is  attempting  to  build  up  a  new  machine,  and  that 
he  is  using  the  patronage  of  the  subordinate  exempt  posi- 
tions to  this  end.  It  is  certain,  at  least,  that  appointments 
to  and  removals  from  these  positions  have  been  dictated 
by  political  considerations,  regardless  of  constitutional 
requirements.  We  cite  particularly  the  appointment,  at 
the  behest  of  the  Mayor,  of  Michael  C.  Padden,  one  of 
the  political  workers  of  the  Sullivan  faction,  to  the  im- 
portant position  of  Water  Register  in  charge  of  the 
collection  of  water  rates,  displacing  an  employee  whose 
services  were  satisfactory  to  the  commissioner.  Equally 
open  to  criticism  was  the  appointment  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission,  apparently  under  pressure,  of  John  F.  Skel- 
ly,  as  Assistant  Secretary.  Mr.  Skelly  had  just  been 
forced  out  of  the  position  of  Deputy  Commissioner  of 
the  Tenement  House  Department  by  Commissioner  But- 
ler, and  was  in  no  wise  well  fitted  for  the  position  under 
the  Civil  Service  Commission.    We  suggest  to  the  Com- 
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mission  the  advisability  of  classifying  this  position  as 
competitive  and  filling  it  by  the  promotion  of  an  experi- 
enced employee. 

The  Mayor  has  not  been  the  only  offender  in  this 
misuse  of  exempt  positions.  Among  the  appointments 
made  by  Comptroller  Metz  to  help  the  McCarren  faction, 
we  call  particular  attention  to  the  designation  as  Deputy 
Comptroller  of  John  H.  McCooey,  the  former  President 
of  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  who  was  removed  by 
Mayor  McClellan  on  charges  of  dereliction  of  duty. 

THE  WORK   OF  THE  MUNICIPAL  COMMISSION. 

Since  the  investigation  by  the  State  Commission,  and 
more  particularly  since  January  first,  the  Municipal  Com- 
mission has  undertaken  many  important  reforms.  In  its 
own  office,  Mr.  Frank  A.  Spencer,  who  for  years  has 
been  in  charge  of  the  Labor  Bureau,  has  been  made  Secre- 
tary, and  divisions  have  been  established  under  responsi- 
ble chiefs  who  are  charged  with  reporting  the  efficiency 
of  all  employees  under  them.  The  non-competitive  ex- 
aminations for  temporary  employment  have  been  strength- 
ened and  the  employment  without  examination  of  expert 
examiners  to  do  regular  work,  together  with  the  assign- 
ment of  work  to  monitors  through  favoritism,  have  been, 
to  a  considerable  extent,  done  away  with. 

The  Commission  has  ruled  that  it  will  not  entertain 
requests  for  the  classification  of  positions  until  such  posi- 
tions have  been  created  and  appropriated  for  by  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  and  the  Board 
of  Aldermen.  Promotion  examinations  will  in  future 
be  held  only  twice  a  year,  in  the  months  of  May 
and  December,  and  departments  have  been  notified  that 
these  examinations  are  conditioned  on  the  filing  of  proper 
efficiency  records.  The  Chief  Examiner,  in  his  report, 
has  recommended  that  graduated  fees  should  be  charged 
for  examinations,  a  change  which  would  go  far  toward 
making  the  work  of  the  Commission  self-supporting,  but 
which  cannot  be  carried  out  without  new   legislation. 
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Most  important  of  all,  the  general  practice  of  rerating 
examination  papers  after  the  name  of  the  candidate  had 
become  known,  which  thfe  Municipal  Commission,  in  its 
last  report,  properly  characterizes  as  "the  greatest  abuse 
that  had  crept  into  the  administration  of  the  civil  service 
law  in  this  city,"  has  been  reduced  to  a  minimum  and 
strictly  regulated. 

THE  LABOR   SERVICE. 

We  do  not  regard  the  changes  made  in  the  labor 
regulations  as  in  any  degree  adequate  to  remedy  the 
abuses  known  to  exist  and  feel  that  the  Municipal  Com- 
mission would  have  done  well  to  have  undertaken  the  in- 
vestigation of  the  labor  service  which  the  State  Commis- 
sion recommended.  The  discharge  of  laborers  improperly 
appointed,  as  the  result  of  such  investigation,  and  an 
order  to  the  departments  to  assign  laborers  to  work  ap- 
propriate to  the  titles  under  which  they  were  appointed, 
would  give  notice  that  this  part  of  the  law  is  to  be 
strictly  enforced.  The  transfer  of  all  positions  of  fore- 
man of  laborers  to  the  competitive  class,  which  the  Asso- 
ciation has  repeatedly  recommended,  would  end  the  fav- 
oritism, political  and  personal,  which  now  exists  in  the 
assignments  to  these  positions. 

IHE  EXPENSE  OF  THE  COMMISSION. 

In  view  of  the  improvements  that  have  been  made  in 
the  service  it  may  appear  somewhat  captious  to  criticise 
the  expense  of  running  the  Commission,  but  any  extrava- 
gance in  this  regard  will  be  used  as  an  argument  against 
the  system.  The  President  of  the  Commission,  who  gives 
his  entire  time  to  the  supervision  of  the  work,  and  who 
receives  a  salary  of  $6,000,  is  not  in  any  sense  overpaid; 
but  it  is  unfortunate  that  salaries  have  been  established 
for  the  other  two  Commissioners  which  will  be  regarded 
as  larger  than  are  called  for  properly  to  compensate  them 
for  their  services,  and  which  make  the  places  fall  within 
the  category  of  desirable  political  "plums."  It  has  not 
proved  necessary  for  these  two  Commissioners  to  attend 
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meetings  practically  every  day,  as  was  urged  at  the  time 
the  appropriation  was  pending,  and,  in  fact,  the  minutes 
show  that  meetings  have  been  held  on  an  average  of  less 
than  twice  a  week.  Under  these  circumstances  the  fixing 
of  their  salaries  at  so  large  a  sum  as  $5 ,000  was,  in  our 
opinion,  a  mistake. 

THE   EXAMINING   DIVISION. 

Too  little  heed  has  been  given  to  the  building  up  of 
the  examination  division  of  the  office  and  providing  it 
with  an  adequate  force  so  that  departments  shall  not  be 
hampered  by  delay  in  securing  eligible  lists  from  which 
to  make  needed  appointments.  The  retention  of  certain 
favored  "experts"  to  do  regular  work,  instead  of  making 
appointments  from  the  lists,  although  this  abuse  has  been 
reduced,  is  still  open  to  criticism.  The  recent  resignation 
of  one  of  the  examiners,  after  he  had  been  called  upon  to 
explain  apparent  frauds  in  the  papers  assigned  to  him, 
of  sufficient  importance  to  cause  the  cancellation  of  the 
entire  examination,  calls  attention  to  the  need  for  abol- 
ishing the  class  of  examiners  who  are  allowed  to  do  their 
work  at  home  and  are  paid  at  the  rate  of  $10  per  session, 
and  appointing  a  sufficient  regular  force  to  do  all  ordinary* 
work  at  the  office  of  the  Commission,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Chief  Examiner. 

EXEMPTIONS   FROM   COMPETITIVE   EXAMINATION. 

The  Commission  is,  in  our  opinion,  much  too  lax  in 
granting  the  requests  by  heads  of  departments  for  the 
exemption  of  positions  and  thus  adding  to  the  class  of 
places  which  can  in  practice  be  treated  as  political  spoils. 
This  class  now  numbers  over  700.  Each  request  is  treated 
separately  with  the  result  that  there  are  glaring  incon- 
sistencies in  the  classification  of  the  different  departments. 
The  banner  department  is  the  Department  of  Street 
Cleaning,  in  which  only  two  exempt  places  exist — those 
of  the  Deputy  Commissioner  and  Private  Secretary. 

The  most  important  request  of  this  character  which 
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was  made  during  the  year  was  that  of  the  City  Magis- 
trates for  the  exemption  of  the  position  of  Probation 
Officer  on  the  grounds  that  no  examination  could  ade- 
quately test  the  qualifications  necessary  for  the  position, 
and  that  these  officers  held  a  strictly  confidential  relation 
to  the  judges.  The  Association,  after  careful  considera- 
tion of  the  question  and  study  of  the  precedents,  con- 
batted  both  these  contentions.  The  State  Probation  Com- 
mission appointed  by  Governor  Higgins,  has  reported  in 
favor  of  a  trial  of  the  system  of  appointment  through 
competitive  examination.  The  Municipal  Commission 
originally  granted  the  exemption,  but  their  resolution  was 
returned  without  approval  by  the  State  Board  and  a  com- 
petitive examination  has  been  held,  the  success  of  which 
cannot  as  yet  be  determined.  In  this  matter  the  Associa- 
tion has  had  the  effective  assistance  of  the  Women's 
Auxiliary,  which  submitted  an  extremely  important  report 
upon  the  results  of  its  investigation  of  the  service  of  the 
probation  officers  then  holding  positions. 

In  conclusion,  the  Executive  Committee  desires  to 
thank  the  chairmen  and  members  of  its  active  standing 
and  special  copimittees  for  the  work  that  they  have  carried 
on  during  the  year.  The  entire  matter  of  the  investiga- 
tion of  the  city  service  by  the  State  Commission,  so  far 
as  it  concerned  the  Association,  was  in  charge  of  the 
Committee  on  Administration.  The  Law  Committee  has 
held  regular  meetings  every  two  weeks  during  the  session 
of  the  legislature  to  consider  action  upon  the  bills  intro- 
duced and  in  addition  has  held  a  number  of  special  meet- 
ings. Under  the  instructions  of  the  Correspondence  Com- 
mittee the  Assistant  Secretary  visited  the  cities  of  Bing- 
hamton,  Elmira,  Ithaca,  Auburn,  Geneva  and  Rochester, 
with  the  result  that  a  correspondence  committee  was  or- 
ganized in  each  place.  This  important  work  of  organr 
izing  civil  service  reform  committees  in  the  cities 
throughout  the  State  will  be  continued  in  the  near  future. 
As  the  result  of  the  work  of  the  Membership  Committee, 
the  total  membership  of  the  Association  now  amounts  to 
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862,  an  increase  of  41  over  last  year.  Of  these,  16  are 
life  members,  80  sustaining  members,  and  766  regular 
members.  The  committee  wishes  also  to  express  its  ap- 
preciation of  the  work  for  civil  service  reform  carried  on 
independently  by  the  Women's  Auxiliary,  and  to  thank 
them  at  the  same  time  for  the  assistance  and  support  they 
have  given  to  the  Association  in  its  work.

OF 

THE  NEVir  YORK  CIVIL  SERVICE  REFORM 

ASSOOATION 


CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I. 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  The  Civil  Service 
Reform  Association. 

Article  II. 

The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  establish  a  system 
of  appointment,  promotion,  and  removal  in  the  civil  service, 
founded  upon  the  principle  that  public  ofl&ce  is  a  public  trust, 
admission  to  which  should  depend  upon  proven  fitness.  To 
this  end  the  Association  will  demand  that  appointments  to 
subordinate  executive  offices,  with  such  exceptions  as  may  be 
expedient,  not  inconsistent  with  the  principle  already  men- 
tioned, shall  be  made  from  persons  whose  fitness  has  been  as- 
certained by  competitive  examinations  open  to  all  applicants 
properly  quahfied,  and  that  removals  shall  be  made  for  legiti- 
mate cause  only,  such  as  dishonesty,  negligence,  or  ineffi- 
ciency, but  not  for  political  opinion  or  refusal  to  render 
party  service ;  and  the  Association  will  advocate  all  other  ap- 
propriate measures  for  securing  integrity,  intelligence,  effi- 
ciency, good  order,  and  due  discipline  in  the  civil  service. 

Article  III. 

The  Association  will  hold  meetings,  raise  funds,  publish 
and  circulate  appropriate  information,  correspond  and  co- 
operate with  associations  organized  elsewhere  for  the  objects 
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set  forth  in  this  Constitution,  and  support  all  executive  and 
legislative  action  which  promote  its  purposes. 

Article  IV. 

The  conditions  of  membership  shall  be  wholly  independ- 
ent of  party  preference.  Questions  shall  not  be  discussed  in 
the  debate  or  in  the  publications  of  the  Association  upon 
party  grounds.  Neither  the  name  nor  influence  of  the  Asso- 
ciation shall  be  used  on  behalf  of  any  party,  or  for  procuring 
office  or  promotion  for  any  person.  But  nothing  in  this  ar- 
ticle shall  be  construed  -to  prevent  the  Association  from  op- 
posing any  candidate  when  in  its  opinion,  or  in  that  of 
three-fourths  of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
such  course  is  demanded  by  the  objects  of  the  Association. 

Article  V. 

There  shall  be  a  President,  to  be  elected  by  the  Associa- 
tion at  the  annual  meeting,  who  shall  perform  the  usual  and 
prescribed  duties  of  that  office.  He  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a 
member  of  all  committees,  with  a  casting  vote  only,  and  he 
may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  when- 
ever he  thinks  it  necessary,  and,  with  the  assent  of  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee,  special  meetings  of  the  As- 
sociation. 

There  shall  be  ten  Vice-Presidents,  to  be  annually  elected 
by  the  Association. 

There  shall  be  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  who  shall  per- 
form the  usual  and  prescribed  duties  of  such  officers.  They 
shall  be  respectively  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  may  be  removed  by  them.  The  Treasurer  shall  be,  ex- 
officio,  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  of  twenty-five 
members,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Association.  Subject 
to  these  articles,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  manage  the 
affairs  of  the  Association,  direct  and  dispose  of  its  funds,  and 
from  time  to  time  make  and  modify  by-laws  for  the  Association 
and  for  its  own  action.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  keep 
a  record  of  its  proceedings,  and  shall  make  a  report  to  the 
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Association  at  the  annual  meeting.  No  appropriation  ol 
money  by  the  Executive  Committee  beyond  the  amount  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  at  the  time  shall  bind  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Association,  excepting  those  members  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  who  shall  vote  for  it.  Vacancies  in  the 
Executive  Committee  may  be  filled  by  the  President  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term.  Other  vacancies  may  be  filled  by 
the  Executive  Committee. 

All  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  members  of  the 
several  Standing  Committees  shall  be,  ex-officio,  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Article  VI. 

Each  officer  of  the  Association  shall  continue  to  hold 
office  until  his  successor  has  been  selected  and  is  ready  to 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  office. 

Article  VII. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  on 
the  second  Wednesday  of  May,  at  which  officers  shall  be 
elected  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  other  ap])ropriate  business 
may  be  transacted;  excejjt  in  the  year  1898,  when  the  an- 
nual meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  Jan- 
tiary. 

Article  VIII. 

Any  person  may  be  proposed  in  writing  for  membership 
by  any  member  of  the  Association,  and  shall  be  admitted 
upon  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Members  fail- 
ing to  pay  their  dues  may  be  dropped  from  the  roll  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Article  IX. 
The  annual  dues  of  each  member  shall  be  $5, 
payable  on  the  1st  of  May,  and  each  member  shall  re- 
ceive the  annual  report  and  all  other  publications  of 
the  Association.  Sustaining  members,  on  payment 
of  twenty-iive  dollars  annually,  and  Life  members, 
exempt  irom  annual  dues  on  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  may  be  elected  by  the  executive  Committee 
at  any  regrular  meeting  thereof. 
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Article  X. 

All  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  except  those  relating 
to  the  rights  of  members,  and  the  term  of  officers,  may  be 
suspended  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  either  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  or  at  a  special  meeting  duly  called.  Due  no- 
tice shall  be  given  before  any  such  annual  or  special  meeting 
that  the  approval  of  the  Association  will,  thereat,  be  asked  for 
such  action  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  notice  shall 
clearly  state  the  effect  of  such  suspension  or  amendment  in 
the  text  of  the  Constitution.  Any  member  of  the  Association 
may  propose  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  which  may  be 
approved  under  the  same  conditions. 
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BY-LAWS. 

FOR    THE   GOVERNMENT   OF   THE   ASSOCIATION   AND 

ITS  COMMITTEES. 


§  I.  The  Annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held 
at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  Executive  Committee  shall  de- 
signate. The  election  of  officers  shall  be  by  ballot,  but  any 
member  not  present  may  declare  his  vote  by  letter  to  the  Sec- 
retary and  it  shall  be  counted. 

§  2.  The  meetings  of  each  committee,  unless  otherwise 
especially  provided  for,  shall  be  at  half-past  eight  P.  M.,  at 
which  time  the  chairman  shall  direct  the  call  of  the  names  of 
its  members  and  the  Secretary  shall  record  the  names  of 
those  present  and  others  as  they  appear. 

§  3.  The  order  of  business,  before  each  committee  shall  be : 

1.  The  reading  and  correction  of  the  records  of  the  last 

meeting. 
And,  thereafter,  miless  otherwise  ordered,  as  follows : 

2.  Any  statement  due  from  the  Treasurer. 

3.  Unfinished  business  from  the  last  meeting. 

4.  Report  from  the  Secretary's  office. 

5.  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

6.  Reports  of  special  committees. 

7.  Proposals  of  new  members  and  their  election. 

8.  Miscellaneous  business. 

§  4.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  every  month  except 
July  and  August,  but  if  that  day  be  a  holiday,  then  on  the 
third  Wednesday.  Ten  members  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

§  5.  Neither  in  the  meetings  of  the  Association  nor  of  any 
committee  shall  any  member  speak  more  than  once  on  any 
motion  nor  more  than  ten  minutes  at  one  time,  without 
unanimous  consent,  nor  shall  any  person,  or  his  actions,  be 
characterized  on  party  grounds. 

§  6.  Special  meetings  of  any  committee  may  be  called  by 
its  chairman  or  by  any  three  members,  and  due  notice  thereof 
shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary. 
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§  7.  AH  notices  to  a  member  shall  be  sent  to  his  address 
filed  with  the  Secretary. 

§  8.  On  the  demand  of  one- fifth  of  the  members  present, 
at  any  meeting  of  the  Association  or  of  a  committee,  the  ayes 
and  nays  shall  be  called  and  recorded  on  any  motion. 

§  9.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  chair  unless 
their  selection  shall  be  otherwise  provided  for. 

§  10,  At  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  make  a  statement 
of  the  amount  of  money  in  the  treasury  and  of  the  place  of 
its  deposit,  and,  at  the  annual  meeting,  he  shall  state  the 
source  of  all  moneys  received  and  the  use  made  of  the  same 
during  the  past  year. 

§  II.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Association  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  per- 
form the  other  duties  assigned  him. 

§  12.  Without  the  consent  of  three-fourths  of  the  members 
present,  no  vote  which  will  declare  or  fill  a  vacancy  or  elect  a 
member  of  the  Association  shall  be  deemed  carried,  at  the 
same  meeting  in  which  it  was  first  moved. 

§  13.  It  shall  require  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee  present  to  pass  any  vote  under 
which  more  than  $100  will  be  appropriated  or  the  Associa- 
tion be  pledged  for  more  than  that  amount,  and  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  alone  shall  have  authority  to '  create  any 
charge  upon  the  funds  of  the  Association.  But  neither  said 
committee  nor  any  officer  or  officers  of  the  Association  shall 
be  authorized  to  create  a  personal  liability  against  any  mem- 
bers but  themselves. 

§  14.  There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  Committees, 
of  seven  members  each,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by 
the  Executive  Committee: 

(i)  A  Finance  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  de- 
vise and  carry  into  effect,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  suitable  measures  for  raising  funds, 
and  to  supervise  and  report  upon  the  income  and  expendi- 
tures of  the  Associaton,  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  in 
advance  of  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  appoint 
an  Auditing  Committee  from  among  its  members,  whose  duty 
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it  shall  be  to  examine  all  vouchers  and  audit  the  accounts  of 
the  Treasurer,  and  to  report  thereon  at  the  annual  meeting. 

(2)  A  Publication  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
prepare  and  recommend  matters  suitable  for  publication  by 
the  Association,  and  to  take  charge  of  the  printing  and  dis- 
tribution of  whatever  may  be  ordered  printed. 

(3)  A  Committee  on  Correspondence,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be.  to  promote  the  objects  of  the  Association  through  corre- 
spondence and  co-operation  with  other  organizations. 

(4)  A  Committee  on  Administration,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  administration  of  the  civil 
service  law  and  rules  and  to  consider  and  recommend  suit- 
able methods  of  examination  for  admission  to  and  promotion 
in  the  public  service,  and  suitable  procedure  tending  to  make 
the  system  more  efficient. 

There  shall  also  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Law  of  nine 
members,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the  Executive 
Committee.  Its  duty  shall  be  to  consider  all  legislation 
affecting  the  civil  service,  to  promote  such  as  may  be  ap- 
proved, and  to  oppose  such  as  may  be  disapproved  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  to  prepare  and  recommend  such 
amendments  to  the  law  as  in  their  opinion  will  advance  the 
purposes  of  the  Association.  The  Law  Committee  shall 
have  power  to  represent  the  Association  in  any  legal  proceed- 
ings which  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  or  enforce 
the  laws  affecting  the  State  or  Municipal  civil  service. 

There  shall  also  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Membership 
of  fifteen  members,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  devise  and  cairy 
into  effect  measures  for  increasing  the  membership  of  the 
Association. 

Each  Standing  Committee  shall  be  competent  to  fix  the 
number  of  its  own  quorum ;  but  such  quorum  shall  in  no  case 
be  less  than  three. 

§  15.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended,  or  new  By-Laws 
added,  by  a  four-fifths  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee;  or  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  provided  a  statement  of 
the  proposed  change  had  been  entered  on  the  minutes  at  the 
last  meeting. 

§  16.  Amendments  proposed  under  the  last  clause  of  the 
tenth  section  of  the  constitution  shall  be  first  submitted  to  the 
Executive  Committee.

THE  NEW  YORK  CIVIL  SERVICE  REFORM

Know  All  Men  by  These  Presents  :  That  we,  the  under- 
signed, being  persons  of  full  age  and  all  citizens  of  the  United  States,  a 
majority  of  whom  are  also  citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  being 
now  Directors  of  an  unincorporated  association  known  as  the  New  York 
Civil  Service  Reform  Association,  and  organized  for  the  purposes  here- 
inafter mentioned  ;  being  desirious  of  incorporation  for  the  same  pur- 
poses under  the  Membership  Corpoiations  Law  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  do  hereby,  pursuant  to  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the 
said  Association,  present  and  voting  at  a  regularly  called  meeting  thereof, 
and  pursuant  to  authority  given  by  the  said  unanimous  vote  at  the  said 
meeting,  of  which  meeting  notice  of  the  intention  so  to  incorporate  was 
given  personally  or  by  mail  to  each  member  of  Ruch  Association  whose 
residence  or  Post  Office  address  was  known,  at  least  thirty  days  before 
said  meeting,  and  at  which  meeting  the  corporate  name  stated  in  para- 
graph First  was  by  unanimous  vote  adopted,  do  hereby  certify  as 
follows 

First. — The  name  or  title  by  which  the  Association  in  which  we 
desire  to  form  ourselves  as  aforesaid  shall  be  known  in  law,  shall  be  the 
Civil  Service  Reform  Association. 

Second. — The  territory  in  which  its  operations  are  to  be  principally 
conducted  shall  be  the  City  of  New  York. 

Third. — The  city  in  which  its  principal  office  is  to  be  located  is 
the  City  of  New  York. 

Fourth. — The  objects  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  further  the 
establishment  of  a  system  of  appointment,  promotion  and  removal  in 
the  civil  service,  founded  upon  the  principle  that  public  office  is  a  public 
trust,  admission  to  and  retention  in  which  should  depend  upon  proven 
fitness  ;  and  to  take  such  action  as  may  tend  to  secure  the  honest  and 
efficient  execution  of  laws  and  rules  relating  to  the  civil  service,  and  to 
the  proper  administration  thereof.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

Executive   Committee  of  the  Civil    Service 

Reform  Association. 


It  is  the  sad  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  re- 
port the  death,  during  the  past  year,  of  two  of  the  leaders 
and  pioneers  in  the  civil  service  reform  movement,  who 
as  members  and  officers  of  "^^the  New  York  Association 
from  its  early  years,  by  wise  counsel  and  disinterested 
service  have  contributed  in  large  measure  to  the  success- 
of  its  work.  Carl  Schurz,  who  succeeded  George  William 
Curtis  as  President  of  the  Association  in  1893,  died  May 
14.  Jacob  F.  Miller,  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  since  1897,  died  December  11.  At  meetings 
held  May  16  and  December  12  the  following  minutes 
were  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Executive  Committee: 

MINUTE    IN    MEMORY    OF    HON.    CARL    SCHURZ. 

Great  in  intellect,  pure  in  life,  tender  in  heart,  noble 
of  purpose,  courageous  in  word  and  deed,  courteous  in 
address,  sincere  in  thouglit,  large  of  vision,  gifted  with 
incisive  and  rarely  persuasive  eloquence,  loyal  in  friend- 
ship, loving'  much  and  much  beloved — Carl  Schurz  died  on 
Monday,  the  fourteenth  day  of  May,  1906,  in  his  seventy- 
seventh  year,  leader  in  the  contest  for  freedom  in  two  con- 
tinents in  each  of  which  he  had  wrought  mightily  to  uplift 
his  fellow  men. 

We,  his  friends  and  associates  in  the  New  York  Civil 
Service  Reform  Association,  are  deprived  of  his  wise  lead- 
ership and  constant  co-operation,  but  the  great  cause  for 
which  we  labor  will  find  an  ever  increasing  support  from 
those  to  whom  the  lofty  ideals,  unselfish  patriotism  and 
splendid  achievements  of  his  long  life  devoted  to  the  public 
good  will   appeal  with   compelling  force. 


MINUTE  IN   MEMORY  OF  HON.   JACOB  F.    MILLER. 

In  the  death  of  Jacob  F.  Miller,  December  ii,  1906, 
in  "his  seventieth  year,  the  cause  of  Civil  Service  Reform 
has  lost  one  of  its  most  faithful  friends.  Especially  severe 
is  the  loss  to  the  New  York  Civil  Service  Reform  Asso- 
ciation, and  to  its  Executive  Committee  of  which,  for  nine 
years,  he  had  been  chairman.  To  that  chairmanship  Mr. 
Miller  brought  a  fine,  unvarying  courtesy,  an  excellent 
knowledge  of  parliamentary  law,  and  an  unusual  efficiency 
in  the  transaction  of  business.  To  all  members  of  the 
Committee,  one  distinct  attraction  of  the  recurring  sessions 
was  the  pleasure  of  meeting  their  loved  and  honored  pre- 
siding officer. 

Mr.  Miller's  services  to  Civil  Service  Reform  began 
at  an  early  date.  When  a  candidate  for  state  assembly- 
man in  1882,  he  publicly  declared  his  conviction  of  the  need 
of  a  Civil  Service  Reform  Law  and  after  liis  election  he 
introduced  in  the  leprislature  a  civil  service  bill  the  provisions 
of  which  were  afterwards  incorporated  in  the  Civil  Service 
Law  enacted  in  1883.  The  adoption  of  the  present  civil 
service  system  in  New  York,  which  is  based  upon  this 
original  act  of  1883,  is  due  in  no  small  part  to  his  efforts. 

Mr.  Miller  has  been  an  active  member  of  the  New  York 
Civil  Service  Reform  Association  since  1883.  In  1884,  he 
was  elected  a  member  of  its  Executive  Committee.  In 
1887,  he  was  transferred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Affiliated  Societies,  and  became  chairman  of  that  committee 
in  1888.  In  1891,  he  was  re-elected  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  served  as  its  chairman  from  1897  until  his  death. 
One  montih  before  his  death  he  was  chosen  a  member  of 
the  Council  of  tlhe  National  League,  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  death  of  Carl  Schurz. 

In  Mr.  Miller  were  combined  in  high  degree  the  quali- 
ties of  a  cultured  and  useful  citizen.  A  graduate  of  Wil- 
liams College;  a  sound,  trusted  lawyer;  a  fair-minded,  in- 
dependent member  of  his  political  party;  trustee  of  various 
worthy  institutions;  and  the  light  and  joy  of  his  own  home; 
he  embodied  a  rare  union  of  Christian  virtues  both  private 
and  public. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  New  York  Civil 
Service  Reform  Association,  in  its  own  behalf  and  in  be- 
half of  the  Association  it  represents,  hereby  places  on  record 
its  high  appreciation  of  Mr.  Miller's  worth,  and  its  keen 
sense  of  affliction  by  reason  of  his  death. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  on  Janu- 
ary 9,  Vice-President  Silas  W.  Burt  was  elected  Presi- 


dent  of  the  Association  and  Samuel  H.  Ordway,  Chairman 
of  the  Law  Committee,  was  elected  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

The  Association  has  been  notified  of  a  bequest  of 
$i,ooo  by  the  will  of  Jacob  Meyer  of  New  York,  which 
will  become  available,  however,  only  in  the  future. 

THE  FEDERAL   SERVICE. 

It  is  the  province  of  the  National  Civil  Service  Reform 
League  to  report  on  everything  that  concerns  the  Federal 
civil  service.  This  report  will,  therefore,  refer  to  such 
important  matters  only  as  have  taken  place  since  the 
meeting  of  that  body  in  November  last  and  to  such  other 
matters  as  aflfect  the  administration  of  the  law  in  Federal 
offices  within  New  York  State. 

INCREASE  IN  SALARIES  OF  CIVIL  SERVICE  COMMISSIONERS. 

The  appropriation  bill  passed  by  the  last.  Congress 
carried  an  item  for  the  increase  of  the  salstries  of  the 
Federal  Civil  Service  Commissioners  from  $3,500  to 
$4,000.  Even  with  this  increase  the  salaries  remain  in- 
adequate, when  it  is  considered  that  the  Commissioners  are 
obliged  to  live  in  Washington  and  to  devote  all  of  their 
time  to  the  work.  The  absurd  practice  that  obtained 
for  many  years  of  voting  down  the  entire  appropriation 
for  the  Commission  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  only  to 
restore  it  when  the  votes  were  recorded,  has  been  dis- 
continued, but  Congress  has  not  yet  reached  the  point 
of  appraising  at  its  full  value  the  work  of  the  Commis- 
sion for  efficiency  and  economy  in  the.  public  service. 

EXAMINATION  FOR  THE  CONSULAR  SERVICE. 

Recently  was  held  the  first  examination  for  the  consu- 
lar service  under  the  President's  order  of  June  27,  1906. 
The  examination  was  of  high  standard  and  the  candidates 
who  succeeded  in  passing  should  be  exceptionally  well 
qualified  for  service.  Entrance  to  the  consular  service 
has  by  no  means  been  placed  on  an  open  competitive 
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basis;  only  those  nominated  by  the  President  are  ad- 
mitted, but  if  the  standard  set  in  this  examination  is 
maintained  under  future  administrations,  it  will  unques- 
tionably result  in  a  material  increase  in  the  efficiency  of 
the  service. 

PERNiaOUS    POUTICAL    ACTIVITY    CASES    IN    NEW    YORK. 

Last  Summer,  Collin  H.  Woodward,  who  then  held 
the  competitive  position  of  Deputy  Surveyor  of  the  Port, 
announced  himself  as  a  candidate  for  the  position  of 
Republican  leader  of  the  23rd  Assembly  district  and  pro- 
ceeded to  take  an  active  part  in  the  campaign.  Although, 
by  so  doing  he  violated  no  specific  provision  of  the  civil 
service  law,  he  was  clearly  guilty  of  flagrant  violation 
of  the  Executive  Order  in  regard  to  the  political  ac- 
tivity of  officeholders  and  his  continuance  in  office  led 
Federal  employees  in  New  York  City  to  believe  that  this 
regulation  had  been  permitted  to  lapse.  The  matter  was 
called  to  the  President's  attention  by  the  Association  in 
December  and  a  reply  was  received  that  Woodward  had 
resigned.  A  place  was  found  for  him  in  the  State  service 
— in  which  there  is  no  prohibition  against  political  ac- 
tivity— as  Deputy  Superintendent  of  Elections.  It  is  inter- 
esting to  note  that  the  man  whom  he  succeeded  in  this 
position — another  district  leader — failed  to  secure  ap- 
pointment from  Grovemor  Hughes  as  Superintendent  of 
Elections  and  has  just  been  provided  with  a  position  in 
the  Federal  service  as  secretary  to  the  Naval  Officer  who 
is  himself  a  Republican  district  leader.  The  "pernicious 
activity  order"  has  been  enforced  also  in  the  case  of 
Philip  Leininger,  the  Deputy  Collector  of  Customs  at 
Buffalo.  Mr.  Leininger  was  a  Republican  general  com- 
mitteeman and  took  an  active  part  in  a  contest  for  the 
chairmanship  of  that  committee.  As  he  held  a  competi- 
tive position  the  Treasury  Department  required  his 
resignation. 

REMOVAL  OF  COLLECTOR  SANDERS. 

The  press  has  heralded  the  recent  removal  of  a  Col- 
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lector  of  Internal  Revenue  in  Rochester  as  indicating 
an  intention  on  the  part  of  President  Roosevelt  to  use 
the  Federal  patronage  for  political  purposes  and  in  sup- 
port of  Governor  Hughes.  That  support  gained  by  such 
questionable  methods  would  not  be  welcomed  or  approved 
by  the  Governor  can  be  confidently  asserted  in  view  of 
his  well  known  principles  in  regard  to  the  public  service. 
President  Roosevelt  has  placed  himself  on  record  squarely 
against  such  practices.  In  1895,  he  said  "Removals  for 
political  reasons  in  places  where  the  duties  are  wholly 
non-political  cannot  be  defended  by  any  man  who  looks 
at  public  affairs  from  the  proper  standpoint."  He  has 
done  so  much  to  carry  out  the  principles  of  civil  service 
reform,  that  we  should  regret  to  be  compelled  to  accept 
the  view  of  the  press  as  stated  above. 

NEW  STATE  AND  CITY  CIVIL  SERVICE  LAWS. 

New  civil  service  laws  have  been  enacted  this  year  in 
Porto  Rico  and  Colorado.  The  Colorado  law  applies  to 
the  state  institutions,  but  contains  a  clause  permitting 
cities  to  adopt  its  provisions  by  popular  vote.  Indiana 
has  passed  a  law  requiring  non-competitive  examinations 
for  appointment  to  positions  in  all  state  institutions. 
Since  tie  last  annual  meeting,  the  cities  of  Norfolk,  Va., 
Wheeling,  W.  Va.,  and  Springfield,  111.,  have  voted  to 
2idopt  the  merit  system.  Civil  service  bills  are  still  pend- 
ing in  the  l^slatures  of  Pennsylvania,  Michigan  and 
Illinois.  The  civil  service  bill  in  New  Jersey  was  de- 
feated in  the  Assembly  on  the  last  day  of  the  session 
after  passing  the  Senate  with  only  three  negative  votes. 
This  record  marks  a  year  of  progress  in  civil  service 
reform. 

THE  HKSDER   CASK. 

Considerable  space  in  the  last  report  was  devoted  to 
the  case  of  Harry  H.  Bender,  Fiscal  Supervisor  of  State 
Charities,  who  was  accused  in  evidence  presented  by  the 
Association,  and  substantiated  by  the  itnXinumy  of  hsi 
employees,  of  violating  \}i*'  ]frovWumH  of  the  civil  p 
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law  prohibiting  the  collection  of  political  assessments. 
At  the  time  that  report  was  made,  a  decisive  halt  had 
been  called  in  the  dilatory  tactics  so  long  successfully 
employed  by  Mr.  Bender  to  prevent  the  continuance  of 
the  investigation,  by  the  decision  of  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals maintaining  the  power  of  the  State  Civil  Service 
Commission  to  conduct  investigations.  The  subsequent 
history  of  the  case  commanded  such  general  popular  inter- 
est and  was  so  fully  covered  in  the  public  press  that  it 
calls  for  but  short  comment  here.  In  the  face  of  a  unani- 
mous report  by  the  State  Commission,  after  completing 
the  examination  of  witnesses,  that  Bender  had  clearly  vio- 
lated the  civil  service  law  and  "that  Mr.  Bender  and  Mr. 
Prescott,  acting  with  a  common  purpose  and  understand- 
ing, sat  at  the  receipt  of  custom  for  the  collection  of  politi- 
cal contributions  from  the  employees  in  the  office,*'  Gov- 
ernor Higgins  dismissed  the  charges  and  administered  a 
reprimand  to  Mr.  Bender. 

The  entire  inconsistency  of  such  a  conclusion  in  view 
of  the  evidence  against  Bender  aroused  practically  uni- 
versal criticism  from  the  press  in  all  parts  of  the  State. 
As  the  Governor,  however,  refused  to  reopen  the  case 
or  to  reconsider  his  decision,  the  Association  was  forced 
to  regard  the  case  as  closed  and  on  September  19  the 
following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Committee  the  prac- 
tice of  levying  campaign  contributions  upon  public  em- 
ployees is  a  method  of  extortion,  corrupting  the  political 
health  and  calculated  to  deprive  the  people's  servants  of  their 
right  of  free  choice  in  election.  The  failure  of  the  Governor 
of  the  State  of  New  York  to  uphold  the  State  Civil  Service 
Commission  in  the  findings  of  their  report  on  the  viola- 
tion of  the  Civil  Service  Law  by  Fiscal  Supervisor  Harry  H. 
Bender,  and  Secretary  Herbert  F.  Presco>tt,  and  his  dis- 
missal of  the  charges  with  merely  an  impotent  reprimand 
in  the  face  of  the  evidence  and  of  the  Commission's  report 
was  a  sacrifice  of  the  interests  of  good  government  as 
established  by  legislative  enactment  and  a  check  to  the 
movement  for  the  abolition  of  corrupt  practices  in  elections.

The  Association  has  been  subjected  to  some  criticism 
for  not  requesting  Governor  Hughes,  immediately  upon 
assuming  office,  to  remove  Mr.  Bender.  Your  Commit- 
tee has,  however,  felt  it  would  not  be  justified  in  so 
doing  in  the  absence  of  any  new  charges  against  Mr. 
Binder  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Governor  Higgins 
had  made  a  final  decision  in  the  case  after  considering 
all  the  evidence.  Mr.  Bender's  term  of  office  will  expire 
in  June  and  we  are  confident — without  having  received 
or  asked  for  any  assurance  from  the  Governor — ^that  in 
view  of  his  civil  service  record  he  will  not  be  reappointed. 

THE  EXEMPT  CLASS. 

A  civil  service  law  has  been  on  the  statute  books  of 
this  State  for  twenty-four  years  and  has  unquestionably 
won  the  support  of  public  opinion.  The  Constitution  of 
the  State  provides  for  it.  An  attempt  to  repeal  it  could 
not  receive  serious  consideration.  Under  these  circum- 
stances the  only  danger  by  which  the  system  can  be 
threatened  is  the  lack  of  thorough  and  intelligent  en- 
forcement of  the  law. 

The  Constitution  provides  that  appointments  and  pro- 
motions shall  be  made  for  merit  and  fitness  "to  be  as- 
certained, so  far  as  practicable,  by  examinations  which,  so 
far  as  practicable,  shall  be  competitive."  The  greatest 
difficulty  has  been  met  in  establishing  a  satisfactory  test 
of  practicability  and  the  greatest  menace  to  proper  en- 
forcement lies  in  the  inflated  and  ever  growing  list  of 
positions  which  are  exempt  from  competitive  examination 
on  the  dictum  of  the  commissioners  that  competitive  ex- 
amination is  impracticable. 

This  applies  to  both  the  State  service  and  the  Munici- 
pal service.  The  classification  has  never  been  drawn 
with  a  view  to  adhering  strictly  to  the  letter  of  the  Con- 
stitution in  the  matter  of  practicability.  Other  considera- 
tions have  entered  into  the  determination  since  the  law 
was  first  put  in  force  and  each  position  exempted  from

competition  has  served  as  a  precedent  for  the  exemption 
of  other  positions  of  the  same  general  character.  The 
exempt  class  has  consequently,  and  inevitably,  been 
been  steadily  increasing. 

The  Constitution  requires  that  all  appointments  must 
be  made  for  merit  and  fitness  and  the  civil  service  law 
forbids  appointments  in  any  class  for  political  considera- 
tions, but  it  is  notorious  that  these  provisions  are  violated 
almost  every  day  in  appointments  to  the  exempt  class. 
Positions  are  exempted  because  of  their  confidential  char- 
acter, because  of  personal  responsibility  of  the  head  of 
the  department  for  the  acts  of  his^  subordinates,  because 
they  involve  the  handling  of  large  sums  of  money,  and 
then  are  treated,  in  a  majority  of  cases,  as  mere  party 
spoils.  The  recent  use — or  rather  misuse — of  exempt 
positions  in  a  factional  political  contest  in  New  York 
City,  to  which  reference  will  be  made  later,  gives  added 
emphasis  to  the  need  for  revision  of  the  classification. 

The  figures  showing  the  increase  in  the  exempt  class 
since  the  passage  of  the  White  Law  in  1899  have  been 
carefully  compiled.  While  the  increase  in  the  total  num- 
ber of  exempt  positions  is  due,  to  some  extent,  to  the 
creation  of  new  offices  and  commissions,  such  as,  for 
instance,  the  Boards  of  Water  Supply  which  require  a 
number  of  expert  engineers  who  cannot  be  secured 
through  competition,  yet  glaring  inconsistencies  now 
exist  in  the  classification  which  are  due  to  action  by  the 
Commissioners  on  each  individual  request  for  exemption 
without  regard  to  any  general  rule  or  standard.  All  the 
data  are  being  brought  together  in  the  belief  that  this  is 
a  favorable  time  to  request  the  state  and  city  commis- 
sions to  undertake  a  complete  revision  of  the  exempt 
class  with  a  view  to  its  material  reduction  and  the  es- 
tablishment of  certain  definite  precedents  by  which  future 
requests  for  exemption  can  be  judged. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association  has 
suggested  to  the  State  Commission  the  desirability 
of   making   a    record   of    its    reasons    for    denying   re- 
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quests  for  exemptions,  in  the  hope  that  a  line  of  pre- 
cedents may  thus  be  established  which  will  to  some  ex- 
tent govern  and  control  the  action  of  the  Commission  on 
future  applications  of  this  character. 

THE  STATE  SERVICE. 
THE  ELECTION   OF  GOVERNOR   HUGHES. 

The  election  of  one  of  its  own  members  as  Gov- 
ernor, last  Fall,  was  a  source  of  satisfaction  and  en- 
couragement to  the  Association.  Although  Mr.  Hughes' 
views  were  well  known,  as  he  had  served  for  some  years 
as  a  member  of  the  Association's  law  committee,  the 
usual  custom  was  followed  of  addressing  letters  to  each 
candidate  asking  him  to  place  on  record  his  attitude 
toward  civil  service  reform.  Mr.  Hughes'  reply  was 
strictly  to  the  point : 

"As  a  member  of  your  Association  who  has  served 
upon  fts  Law  Committee  I  am  deeply  interested  in  its  work. 
I  believe  in  the  principles  of  civil  service  reform  and  shall 
do  all  in  my  power  to  see  that  the  Civil  Service  Law  is 
maintained  and  enforced." 

No  reply  was  received  from  Mr.  Hearst,  the  Demo- 
cratic candidate,  nor  are  his  views  on  the  subject  known 
to  the  Association. 

The  party  platforms  contained  no  reference  to  the 
merit  system  and  it  was  not  in  any  sense  an  issue  in  the 
campaign.  The  usual  precaution  of  sending  copies  of  the 
section  of  the  law  prohibiting  political  assessments  to  all 
heads  of  departments  was  followed  and,  in  view  of  the 
Bender  case,  we  believe  these  provisions  were  more 
strictly  observed  than  has  been  customary  in  the  past. 
We  are  particularly  indebted  to  Comptroller  Metz  for  his 
prompt  action  in  suppressing  circulars  asking  for  con- 
tributions from  employees  which  were  issued  over  the 
printed  signatures  of  certain  officials  in  his  department. 

THE    STATE    CIVIL    SERVICE    COMMISSION. 

Governor  Hughes  has  made  no  change  in  the  per- 
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sonnel  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission,  and  it 
has,  consequently,  pursued  the  same  conservative  policy 
and  maintained  the  same  standard  as  in  past  years. 
Its  last  annual  report  shows  that  the  work  of  the  Com- 
mission has  materially  increased  and  that  it  constantly 
demands  more  and  more  of  the  time  and  labor  of  the 
Commissioners,  all  of  whom  are  prominent  newspaper 
editors  in  cities  situated  at  considerable  distances  from 
Albany.  When  it  is  taken  into  account  that  a  municipal 
commission  can  make  no  changes  in  its  rules  or  classifica- 
tion without  the  approval  of  the  State  Commission,  and 
that  the  State  Commission  is  expected  to  conduct  in- 
vestigations into  .the  administration  of  the  law  throughout 
the  State,  the  question  arises  whether  the  time  has  not 
come  when  more  frequent  meetings  of  the  board  have 
become  necessary  and  whether  it  might  not  be  good 
policy  to  provide  for  a  president  resident  in  Albany  to 
supervise  and  direct  the  executive  work. 

The  Commission  has  continued  the  policy  of  sending 
out  its  Secretary  and  Chief  Examiner  to  investigate  and 
report  on  the  work  of  municipal  commissions,  with  ex- 
cellent results.  Local  commissions  err  far  more  often 
through  ignorance  of  proper  methods  than  through  in- 
tent to  defeat  the  purpose  of  the  law  and  these  periodi- 
cal investigations  by  trained  officials  will  do  a  great  deal 
to  bring  about  higher  standards  of  administration,  as  well 
as  to  correct  abuses.  The  Commission  is  also  steadily 
making  progress  in  successfully  applying  competitive 
examinations  to  the  higher  positions  in  the  State  service, 
thus  proving  the  practicability  of  transferring  many  of 
these  positions  from  the  exempt  to  the  competitive  class. 

CONFERENCE    OF    REPRESENTATIVES    OF    COMMISSIONS. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  and  encouraging  events 
of  the  year  was  the  conference  of  representatives  of  civil 
service  commissions  held,  at  the  invitation  of  the  State 
Commission,  in  Albany  on  October  ii  and  12,  at  which 
many  important  and  difficult  problems  of  administration 
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were  discussed.  Such  an  interchange  of  ideas  among 
persons  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  administering 
the  law  cannot  fail  to  have  good  results.  It  is  hoped  that 
meetings  of  this  character  will  be  held  at  frequent  inter- 
vals in  the  future. 

Before  adjourning,  the  conference  adopted  two  reso- 
lutions. One  favored  an  amendment  to  the  civil  service 
la\y  to  require  that  an  employee  should  be  furnished  with 
the  reasons  for  his  removal  and  be  allowed  an  opportunity 
to  make  an  explanation  before  removal  is  made ;  the  other 
recommended  that  the  requirement  that  laborers  in  cities 
should  be  appointed  from  registration  lists,  should  be 
made  optional  in  the  case  of  the  smaller  cities. 

MEASURES  IN  THE  STATE  LEGISLATURE. 
THE    STATE   COMMISSION'S    BILLS. 

The  State  Commission  has  drawn  up  and  intro- 
duced in  both  houses  of  the  legislature  three  bills  amend- 
ing the  civil  service  law.  Two  of  these  carry  out  the 
purpose  of  the  resolutions  passed  by  the  conference  just 
referred  to.  The  third  provides  for  an  annual  statement 
by  each  civil  employee  of  all  contributions  made  by  him, 
directly  or  indirectly,  for  any  political  purpose.  All  three 
bills  have  received  the  approval  of  the  Association's  law 
committee,  which  assisted  in  drafting  them,  and  its  rep- 
resentatives have  appeared  before  committees  of  the 
legislature  to  urge  their  passage.  The  bill  making  labor 
registration  optional  in  third  class  cities,  which  also  pro- 
vides that  the  State  Commission  may  establish  competitive 
registration  of  laborers  in  institutions  and  offices  in  the 
State  service,  has  been  favorably  reported  in  the  As- 
sembly. Owing  to  the  selfish  and  ill-advised  action  of 
the  organizations  of  county  employees  in  New  York  and 
Kings  County,  in  seeking  from  the  legislature  a  limited 
court  review  by  writ  of  certiorari  in  the  case  of  removal 
of  county  employees  in  those  counties  only,  the  State 
Commission's  conservative  removal  bill  for  all  competitive 
employees  has  not  been  reported  in  the  Assembly. 
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BILLS     INTRODUCED     BY     THE     ASSOCIATION. 

The  Association  has  also  had  three  bills  introduced. 
Assemblyman  O'Brian  of  Erie,  a  member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Civil  Service  Reform  Association 
of  Buffalo,  introduced  a  bill  to  prohibit  employees  in  the 
competitive  class  from  serving  as  members  of  political 
conventions  or  committees.  This  is  in  line  with  the  Ex- 
ecutive Order  restricting  the  political  activity  of  office- 
holders in  the  Federal  service,  the  Shem  Law  passed  last 
year  for  Philadelphia  and  the  Burrage  Ordinance  which 
has  been  in  force  in  Boston  since  1892.  It  stands,  how- 
ever, little  chance  of  passage  at  the  hands  of  the  present 
legislature.  Senator  Agnew  and  Assemblyman  Prentice 
introduced  a  bill  to  do  away  with  the  particular  restriction 
on  the  removal  of  persons  who  had  served  as  members 
of  a  volunteer  fire  department.  This  bill,  in  view  of  the 
opposition  it  aroused  among  organizations  of  exempt  vol- 
unteer firemen,  has  been  materially  modified,  and  in  its 
modified  form  has  been  favorably  reported  in  the  As- 
sembly. Senator  Saxe  and  the  late  Assemblyman  Stan- 
ley introduced  a  bill  to  require  that  the  so-called  cor- 
poration inspectors,  who  inspect  on  behalf  of  the  City  the 
work  done  by  corporations  in  making  street  openings, 
should  be  in  fact  City  employees,  paid  by  the  City  and 
appointed  through  competitive  examination. 

The  Assembly  Cities  Committee  has  failed  to  report 
Mr.  Stanley's  bill  although  urged  to  do  so.  In  place  of 
Senator  Saxe's  bill  the  Senate  Cities  Committee,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Law  Committee  of  the  Association,  re- 
ported a  bill  introduced  by  Senator  Fuller  to  accomplish 
the  same  purpose,  which  was  somewhat  more  specific  in 
its  provisions.  This  bill  was  defeated  in  the  Senate  on 
April  25  by  a  vote  of  26  to  19,  all  the  Democrats,  except 
Senator  Fuller,  and  a  number  of  up-State  Republicans 
voting  against  it.  This  must  be  regarded  as  a  victory  for 
the  spoilsmen. 

The  work  of  keeping  watch  of  bills  affecting  the 
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merit  sy^em  has  been  pardcnlarly  ooierous  this  year  in 
vieir  of  their  large  .number.  Briefs  have  been  filed  and 
representatiTes  sent  before  committees  wherever  soch 
'action  was  in  the  opinion  of  the  law  committee  called 
for.  As  die  ]^:is]atnre  will  not  adjotim  for  scHne  wedcs 
it  is  too  early  yet  to  report  on  the  results  of  these  efforts. 

XEW  YORK  CTTY. 
THE   WOKK    OF  THE    ICUmCIPAL    COMMISSION. 

The  administration  of  the  civil  service  law  by  the 
Municipal  Commissicm  has  continued  steadily  to  improve 
and  its  work  is  now  carried  on  w4th  both  efficiency  and 
despatch.  The  relations  existing  between  the  Commission 
and  the  Association  have  been  cordial  and  this  has  made 
it  possible  to  work  together  for  improvements  in  the 
system.  The  amendments  to  the  rules  proposed  by  the 
Commission  have  all  been  made  in  the  interest  of  grater 
simplicity  and  practicability-  or  to  put  a  stop  to  existing 
abuses.  Among  the  more  important  changes  have  been 
the  adoption  of  a  reasonable  and  practical  system  for 
keeping  a  record  of  the  eflBciency  of  employees;  an 
amendment  to  the  rules  to  prevent  discrimination  be- 
tween persons  of  the  same  grade  in  making  promotions 
and  the  adoption  of  an  improved  system  of  numbering 
examination  papers  in  order  completely  to  conceal  the 
identity  of  the  candidate  from  the  examiners.  The  Com- 
mission has  also  regulated  the  examinations  for  promo- 
tion so  that  it  may  hold  them  for  all  departments  once 
a  year  and  has  adopted  a  form  of  application  in  which 
each  candidate  for  promotion  is  required  to  state  in  full 
the  facts  in  regard  to  his  previous  service.  The  practice 
of  employing  "expert  examiners''  without  examination 
to  do  routine  work  has  been  discontinued  and  a  competi- 
tive examination  for  civil  service  examiner  has  recently 
been  held. 

EMPLOYMENT  BY   SPECIAL   CONTRACT. 

Each  year  many  persons  are  employed  without  ex- 
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amination  to  perform  services  for  the  City  by  means  of 
special  contracts  for  services.  While  the  Corporation 
Counsel  has  rendered  an  opinion  that,  under  certain  cir- 
cumstances, such  employment  is  legal  and  not  an  in- 
fringement of  the  civil  service  law,  there  is  no  question 
that  this  practice  has  been  extensively  resorted  to  in  order 
to  avoid  the  necessity  of  making  appointments  from  the 
eligible  lists.  The  Commission  has  been  helpless  in  the 
matter,  and  indeed  has  had  no  means  of  ascertaining  how 
far  the  abuse  has  been  carried,  as  the  bills  rendered  for 
these  services  have  been  sent  directly  to  the  Comptroller 
and  paid  by  him  without  a  certificate  from  the  Civil 
Service  Commission.  This  state  of  facts  led  the  Associa- 
tion to  make  an  investigation  of  the  vouchers  in  the 
Comptroller's  office  and,  in  view  of  the  result,  to  suggest 
a  compromise  to  the  Comptroller  and  the  Commission  by 
which  all  bills  for  services  should  be  sent  to  the  Civil 
Service  Commission,  who  would  certify,  whenever  the 
facts  warranted  it,  that,  in  accordance  with  the  opinion 
of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  the  employment  did  not 
properly  come  under  the  provisions  of  the  civil  service 
law.  Comptroller  Metz  desired  to  put  an  end  to  the 
abuse  and  to  facilitate  the  keeping  of  a  record  of  all 
persons  employed  by  special  contract.  The  plan  sug- 
gested by  the  Association  has  been  accepted  and  is,  we 
understand,  working  satisfactorily. 

USE   OF   THiE    PATRONAGE    IN   THE   MCCLELLAN-MURPHY    FUED. 

The  Commission  is  entitled  to  the  greater  credit  for 
the  improvements  made  in  its  methods  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  there  has  been  an  undoubted  tendency  on  the  part 
of  the  City  administration  to  draw  the  civil  service  into 
politics  and  to  use  the  patronage  of  the  unclassified  and 
exempt  positions  as  weapons  in  the  factional  war  for  the 
control  of  Tammany  Hall  between  Mayor  McClellan  and 
Charles  F.  Murphy.  Immediately  on  his  return  from 
Europe   last   Summer,    Mayor   McClellan    removed   the 
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Commissioner  of  Parks  for  the  Borough  of  the  Bronx 
and  put  in  one  of  his  own  adherents,  and  from  that  time 
on  there  have  been  a  series  of  removals  of  heads  of  de- 
partments, deputies,  secretaries,  cashiers  and  superin- 
tendents. The  Tammanv  boss  has  not  been  without 
means  of  retaliation,  as  he  retained  control  of  the  patron- 
age of  certain  departments,  and  places  have  been  made 
for  his  removed  adherents  tmder  the  Board  of  Coro- 
ners, the  City  Clerk  and.  others. 

Street  Cleaning  Commissioner  Woodbury,  who  con- 
ducted his  department  on  the  strictest  civil  service  lines, 
resigned  because,  as  he  stated  in  his  letter  of  resignation, 
the  Mayor  was  "so  insistent  on  the  injection  of  politics" 
into  his  department.  His  successor,  Commissioner  Cra- 
ven, has  obtained  the  exemption  of  two  Deputy  Commis- 
sionerships,  which  Major  Woodbury,  in  his  desire  to  keep 
his  department  clear  of  politics,  refused  to  ask  for,  one 
of  which  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  a  McCarren 
district  leader. 

That  under  such  disturbing  conditions  the  work  of 
the  Commission  should  have  progressed  is  remarkable; 
but  a  peculiar  combination  of  political  circumstances 
has  given  them  a  freer  hand  than  ever  before  to  institute 
improvements  for  the  competitive  and  labor  services  and 
to  hold  the  departments  to  stricter  accountability.  The 
work  on  these  lines  is  not  open  to  criticism,  but  we  re- 
gret the  readiness  of  the  Commission  to  accede  to  requests 
for  exemption  from  competition,  upon  which  the  more 
conservative  policy  of  the  State  Commission  has  served 
as  a  wholesome  check.  It  would  take  too  much  space  to 
enumerate  all  the  instances  of  this,  but  one  example  may 
be  cited.  Twice  the  Municipal  Commission  has  granted 
requests  for  large  increases  in  the  number  of  exempt 
positions  in  the  Law  Department,  and  in  both  cases,  after 
careful  examination  into  the  organization  of  the  depart- 
ment, the  State  Commission  has  refused  its  approval  on 
the  ground  that  such  additional  exemptions  were  un- 
necessary. 
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COMMISSION    ON    SALARIES    AND    GRADES. 

Last  May,  Mayor  McClellan  made  the  frequent  in- 
creases in  salary  of  city  employees,  and  the  consequent 
growth  of  the  expenses  of  maintaining  the  civil  service, 
the  subject  of  a  special  message.  Subsequently,  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  appointed  a  com- 
mission, composed  of  representatives  of  the  Board,  the 
Borough'  Presidents,  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  the 
Commissioners  of  Accounts  and  the  Corporation  Coun- 
$el  to  revise  the  classification  of  titles  of  positions  and 
grades  of  salary.  The  Commission  has  completed  its 
work  for  positions  in  the  clerical  and  engineering  serv- 
ices. If  its  plan  is  adopted  it  will  not  only  result  in 
greater  economy  but  also  will  provide  a  much  more  satis- 
factory basis  than  in  the  past  for  conducting  competitive 
examinations  for  promotion  from  grade  to  grade  as 
required  by  law.  Their  work  has  been  closely  followed 
by  the  Association's  Committee  on  Administration,  which 
has  from  time  to  time  submitted  suggestions  that  have 
received  courteous  consideration. 

In  closing,  the  Executive  Committee  expresses  its 
thanks  to  the  chairmen  and  members  of  its  standing 
committees,  for  the  attention  they  have  given  to  the  de- 
tails of  the  Association's  work.  Through  the  efforts  of 
the  Assistant  Secretary,  correspondence  committees  have 
been  formed  in  several  new  places,  to  aid  in  the  work  of 
securing  proper  enforcement  of  the  civil  service  law. 
The  total  membership  of  the  Association  numbers  886, 
an  increase  of  24  over  last  year.  Of  these,  16  are  life 
members,  78  sustaining  members  and  792  regular  mem- 
bers. The  Committee  thanks  the  Women's  Auxiliary  for 
their  assistance  and  support  and  takes  this  opportunity  to 
express  its  appreciation  of  the  great  value  of  the  educa- 
tional work  they  have  carried  on.

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ORGANIZATION 

OF 

THE  NEW  YORK  CIVIL   SERVICE  REFORM 

ASSOCIATION 


CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I. 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  The  Civil  Service 
Reform  Association. 

Article  II. 

The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  establish  a  system 
of  appointment,  promotion,  and  removal  in  the  civil  service, 
founded  upon  the  principle  that  public  ofl&ce  is  a  public  trust, 
admission  to  which  should  depend  upon  proven  fitness.  To 
this  end  the  Association  will  demand  that  appointments  to 
subordinate  executive  offices,  with  such  exceptions  as  may  be 
expedient,  not  inconsistent  with  the  principle  already  men- 
tioned, shall  be  made  firom  persons  whose  fitness  has  been  as- 
certained by  competitive  examinations  open  to  all  applicants 
properly  qualified,  and  that  removals  shall  be  made  for  legiti- 
mate cause  only,  such  as  dishonesty,  negligence,  or  ineffi- 
ciency, but  not  for  political  opinion  or  refusal  to  render 
party  service ;  and  the  Association  will  advocate  all  other  ap- 
propriate measures  for  securing  integrity,  intelligence,  effi- 
ciency, good  order,  and  due  discipline  in  the  civil  service. 

Article  III. 

The  Association  will  hold  meetings,  raise  funds,  publish 
and  circulate  appropriate  information,  correspond  and  co- 
operate with  associations  organized  elsewhere  for  the  objects 
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set  forth  in  this  Constitution,  and  support  all  executive  and 
legislative  action  which  promote  its  purposes. 

Article  IV. 

The  conditions  of  membership  shall  be  wholly  independ- 
ent of  party  preference.  Questions  shall  not  be  discussed  in 
the  debate  or  in  the  publications  of  the  Association  upon 
party  grounds.  Neither  the  name  nor  influence  of  the  Asso- 
ciation shall  be  used  on  behalf  of  any  party,  or  for  procuring 
office  or  promotion  for  any  person.  But  nothing  in  this  ar- 
ticle shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  Association  from  op- 
posing any  candidate  when  in  its  opinion^  or  in  that  of 
three-fourths  of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
such  course  is  demanded  by.  the  objects  of  the  Association. 

Article  V. 

There  shall  be  a  President,  to  be  elected  by  the  Associa- 
tion at  the  annual  meeting,  who  shall  perform  the  usual  and 
prescribed  duties  of  that  office.  He  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a 
member  of  all  committees,  with  a  casting  vote  only,  and  he 
may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  when- 
ever he  thinks  it  necessary,  and,  with  the  assent  of  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee,  special  meetings  of  the  As- 
sociation. 

There  shall  be  ten  Vice-Presidents,  to  be  annually  elected 
by  the  Association. 

There  shall  be  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  who  shall  per- 
form the  usual  and  prescribed  duties  of  such  officers.  They 
shall  be  respectively  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  may  be  removed  by  them.  The  Treasurer  shall  be,  ex- 
officio,  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Associa- 
tion. " -" 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  of  twenty-five 
members,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Association.  Subject 
to  these  articles,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  manage  the 
affairs  of  the  Association,  direct  and  dispose  of  its  funds,  and 
from  time  to  time  make  and  modify  by-laws  for  the  Association 
and  for  its  own  action.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  keep 
a  record  of  its  proceedings,  and  shall  make  a  report  to  the 
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Association  at  the  annual  meeting.  No  appropriation  ot 
money  by  the  Executive  Committee  beyond  the  amount  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  at  the  time  shall  bind  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Association,  excepting  those  members  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  who  shall  vote  for  it.  Vacancies  in  the 
Executive  Committee  may  be  filled  by  the  President  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term.  Other  vacancies  may  be  filled  by 
the  Executive  Committee. 

All  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  members  of  the 
several  Standing  Committees  shall  be,  ex-officio,  members  ot 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Article  VI. 

Each  officer  of  the  Association  shall  continue  to  hold 
office  until  his  successor  has  been  selected  and  is  ready  to 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  office. 

Article  VII. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  on 
the  second  Wednesday  of  May,  at  which  officers  shall  be 
elected  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  other  appropriate  business 
maybe  transacted;  except  in  the  year  1898,  when  the  an- 
nual meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  Jan- 
uary. 

Article  VIII. 

Any  person  may  be  proposed  in  writing  for  membership 
by  any  member  of  the  Association,  and  shall  be  admitted 
upon  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  .  Members  fail- 
ing to  pay  their  dues  may  be  dropped  from  the  roll  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Article  IX. 
The  annual  dues  of  each  member  shall  be  $5, 
payable  on  the  1st  of  May,  and  each  member  shall  re- 
ceive the  annual  report  and  all  other  publications  of 
the  Ajssociation.  Sustaining  members,  on  payment 
of  twenty-live  dollars  annually,  and  Life  members, 
exempt  from  annual  dues  on  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  may  be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee 
at  any  regrular  meeting  thereof. 
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Article  X. 

All  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  except  those  relating 
to  the  rights  of  members,  and  the  term  of  officers,  may  be 
suspended  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  either  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  or  at  a  special  meeting  duly  called.  Due  no- 
tice shall  be  given  before  any  such  annual  or  special  meeting 
that  the  approval  of  the  Association  will,  thereat,  be  asked  for 
such  action  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  notice  shall 
clearly  state  the  effect  of  such  suspension  or  amendment  in 
the  text  of  the  Constitution.  Any  member  of  the  Association 
may  propose  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  which  may  be 
approved  under  the  same  conditions.  * 
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BY-LAWS. 

FOR    THE   GOVERNMENT    OF   THE   ASSOCIATION   AND 

ITS  COMMITTEES. 


§  I.  The  Annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held 
at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  Executive  Committee  shall  de- 
signate. The  election  of  officers  shall  be  by  ballot,  but  any 
member  not  present  may  declare  his  vote  by  letter  to  the  Sec- 
retary and  it  shall  be  counted. 

§  2.  The  meetings  of  each  committee,  unless  otherwise 
especially  provided  for,  shall  be  at  half-past  eight  P.  M.,  at 
which  time  the  chairman  shall  direct  the  call  of  the  names  of 
its  members  and  the  Secretary  shall  record  the  names  of 
those  present  and  others  as  they  appear. 

§  3.  The  order  of  business,  before  each  committee  shall  be : 

1.  The  reading  and  correction  of  the  records  of  the  last 

meeting. 
And,  thereafter,  miless  otherwise  ordered,  as  follows : 

2.  Any  statement  due  from  the  Treasurer. 

3.  Unfinished  business  from  the  last  meeting. 

4.  Report  from  the  Secretary's  office. 

5.  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

6.  Reports  of  special  committees. 

7.  Proposals  of  new  members  and  their  election. 

8.  Miscellaneous  business. 

§  4.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  every  month  except 
July  and  August,  but  if  that  day  be  a  holiday,  then  on  the 
third  Wednesday.  Ten  members  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

§  5.  Neither  in  the  meetings  of  the  Association  nor  ol  any 
committee  shall  any  member  speak  more  than  once  on  any 
motion  nor  more  than  ten  minutes  at  one  time,  without 
unanimous  consent,  nor  shall  any  person,  or  his  actions,  be 
characterized  on  party  grounds. 

§  6.  Special  meetings  of  any  committee  may  be  called  by 
its  chainnan  or  by  any  three  members,  and  due  notice  thereof 
•  ^v  the  Secretary. 
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§  y.  All  notices  to  a  member  shall  be  sent  to  his  address 
filed  with  the  Secretary. 

§  8.  On  the  demand  of  one-fifth  of  the  members  present, 
at  any  meeting  of  the  Association  or  of  a  committee,  the  ayes 
and  nays  shall  be  called  and  recorded  on  any  motion. 

§  9.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  chair  unless 
their  selection  shall  be  otherwise  provided  for. 

§  10.  At  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  make  a  statement 
of  the  amount  of  money  in  the  treasury  and  of  the  place  of 
its  deposit,  and,  at  the  annual  meeting,  he  shall  state  the 
source  of  all  moneys  received  and  the  use  made  of  the  same 
during  the  past  year. 

§  II.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Association  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  per- 
form the  other  duties  assigned  him. 

§  12.  Without  the  consent  of  three-fourths  of  the  members 
present,  no  vote  which  will  declare  or  fill  a  vacancy  or  elect  a 
member  of  the  Association  shall  be  deemed  carried,  at  the 
same  meeting  in  which  it  was  first  moved. 

§  13.  It  shall  require  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee  present  to  pass  any  vote  under 
which  more  than  $100  will  be  appropriated  or  the  Associa- 
tion be  pledged  for  more  than  that  amount,  and  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  alone  shall  have  authority  to  create  any 
charge  upon  the  funds  of  the  Association.  But  neither  said 
committee  nor  any  officer  or  officers  of  the  Association  shall 
be  authorized  to  create  a  personal  liability  against  any  mem- 
bers but  themselves. 

§  14.  There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  Committees, 
of  seven  members  each,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by 
the  Executive  Committee: 

(i)  A  Finance  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  de- 
vise and  carry  into  effect,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  suitable  measures  for  raising  funds,  and 
to  supervise  and  report  upon  the  income  and  expenditures  of 
the  Association.  The  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee 
shall,  in  advance  of  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association, 
appoint  an  Auditing  Committee  from  among  the  members  of 
the  Association,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  all  vouchers 
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and  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  and  to  report  thereon 
at  the  annual  meeting. 

(2)  A  Publication  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
prepare  and  recommend  matters  suitable  for  publication  by 
the  Association,  and  to  take  charge  of  the  printing  and  dis- 
tribution of  whatever  may  be  ordered  printed. 

(3)  A  Committee  on  Correspondence,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  promote  the  objects  of  the  Association  through  corre- 
spondence and  co-operation  with  other  organizations. 

(4)  A  Committee  on  Administration,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  administration  of  the  civil 
service  law  and  rules  and  to  consider  and  recommend  suit- 
able methods  of  examination  for  admission  to  and  promotion 
in  the  public  service,  and  suitable  procedure  tending  to  make 
the  system  more  efficient. 

There  shall  also  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Law  of  nine 
members,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the  Executive 
Committee.  Its  duty  shall  be  to  consider  all  legislation 
affecting  the  civil  service,  to  promote  such  as  may  be  ap- 
proved, and  to  oppose  such  as  may  be  disapproved  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  to  prepare  and  recommend  such 
amendments  to  the  law  as  in  their  opinion  will  advance  the 
purposes  of  the  Association.  The  Law  Committee  shall 
have  power  to  represent  the  Association  in  any  legal  proceed- 
ings which  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  or  enforce 
the  laws  affecting  the  State  or  Municipal  civil  service. 

There  shall  also  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Membership 
of  fifteen  members,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  devise  and  carry 
into  effect  measures  for  increasing  the  membership  of  the 
Association. 

Each  Standing  Committee  shall  be  competent  to  fix  the 
number  of  its  own  quorum;  but  such  quorum  shall  in  no  case 
be  less  than  three. 

§  15.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended,  or  new  By-Laws 
added,  by  a  four-fifths  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee ;  or  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  provided  a  statement  of 
the  proposed  change  had  been  entered  on  the  minutes  at  the 
last  meeting. 

§  16.  Amendments  proposed  under  the  last  clause  of  the 
tenth  section  of  the  constitution  shall  be  first  submitted  to  the 
Executive  Committee.

OF 

THE  NEW  YORK  OVIL  SERVICE  REFORM 

ASSOOATION 

[Filed  May  ii,  1900.] 


Know  All  Men  by  These  Presents  :  That  we,  the  under- 
signed, being  persons  of  full  age  and  all  citizens  of  the  United  States,  a 
majority  of  whom  are  also  citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  being 
now  Directors  of  an  unincorporated  association  known  as  the  New  York 
Civil  Service  Reform  Association,  and  organized  for  the  purposes  here- 
inafter mentioned  ;  being  desirous  of  incorporation  for  the  same  pur- 
poses under  the  Membership  Corporations  Law  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  do  hereby,  pursuant  to  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the 
said  Association,  present  and  voting  at  a  regularly  called  meeting  thereof, 
and  pursuant  to  authority  given  by  the  said  unanimous  vote  at  the  said 
meeting,  of  which  meeting  notice  of  the  intention  so  to  incorporate  was 
given  personally  or  by  mail  to  each  member  of  Ruch  Association  whose 
residence  or  Post  Office  address  was  known,  at  least  thirty  days  before 
said  meeting,  and  at  which  meeting  the  corporate  name  stated  in  para- 
graph First  was  by  unanimous  vote  adopted,  do  hereby  certify  as 
follows 

First. — The  name  or  title  by  which  the  Association  in  which  we 
desire  to  form  ourselves  as  aforesaid  shall  be  known  in  law,  shall  be  the 
Civil  Service  Reform  Association. 

Second. — The  territory  in  which  its  operations  are  to  be  principally 
conducted  shall  be  the  City  of  New  York. 

Third. — The  city  in  which  its  principal  office  is  to  be  located  is 
the  City  of  New  York. 

Fourth. — The  objects  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  further  the  , 
establishment  of  a  system  of  appointment,  promotion  and  removal  in 
the  civil  service,  founded  upon  the  principle  that  public  office  is  a  public 
trust,  admission  to  and  retention  in  which  should  depend  upon  proven 
fitness  ;  and  to  take  such  action  as  may  tend  to  secure  the  honest  and 
efficient  execution  of  laws  and  rules  relating  to  the  civil  service,  and  to 
the  proper  administration  thereof. 

Fifth. — The  number  of  its  directors  shall  be  twenty-eight. 
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Sixth. — The  names  of  the  persons  to  be  its  directors  until  its  first 
annual  meeting  are  as  follows  :

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ANNUAL   REPORT 

OF  THE 

Executive   Committee  of  the   Civil   Service 

Reform  Association. 


Twenty-five  years  ago,  on  January  i6th,  1883,  the  first 
real  civil  service  law  in  this  country  was  passed.  It  was 
drafted  by  the  Committee  on  Legislation  of  this  Associa- 
tion, of  which  the  late  Dorman  B.  Eaton  was  the  Chair- 
man, and  was  introduced  by  Senator  Pendleton  of  Ohio, 
by  whose  name  the  law  has  ever  since  been  known.  That 
it  was  drawn  with  rare  judgment  and  with  careful  regard 
to  future  development  is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that 
although  the  number  of  government  employees  subject  to 
its  jurisdiction  has  grown  from  13,000  in  1883  to  approxi- 
mately 200,000  in  1908,  it  has  never  been  amended  and  is 
considered  to-day  by  many  as  the  best  civil  service  law  of 
any  now  in  force.  In  the  same  year,  on  May  4,  the  New 
York  Civil  Service  Law  was  approved  by  Governor  Cleve- 
land. The  Association  which  had  so  much  to  do  with 
their  creation  and  subsequent  adoption  may  well  take 
pride  in  its  achievement. 

Though  the  extension  of  the  classified  service  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  civil  service  lav^  has  progressed 
rapidly,  the  growth  of  public  opinion  in  support  of  the 
merit  system  has  more  than  kept  pace  with  it.  The  suc- 
cess of  the  Pendleton  Act  in  promoting  economy  and 
efficiency  in  the  public  service,  compared  with  the  ex-  » 
travagance  and  waste  resulting  from  fifty  years  of  the 

ils  system,  has  provided  an  unanswerable  argument 

ist  those  who  for  personal  or  political  reasons  wished 

'  the  progress  of  the  merit  system  by  proclaiming  it 


ideal  and  impractical,  and  unfitted  to  American  political 
conditions.  Had  the  law  added  not  a  whit  to  the  efficiency 
of  the  public  service,  it  would,  nevertheless,  have  justified 
itself  many  times  over  by  what  it  has  done  to  purify  those 
political  conditions. 

The  experience  with  the  merit  system  in  the  Federal 
Service  has  been,  in  lesser  degree,  the  experience  in  states 
and  cities  in  which  it  has  been  introduced.  Once  intro- 
duced, it  has,  with  rare  exceptions,  steadily  grown  in 
popular  favor  and  justified  its  existence.  No  one  to-day 
would  seriously  consider  the  possibility  of  the  repeal  of 
the  Federal  Law- — even  those  who  harangue  the  loudest 
against  it  in  legislative  halls,  do  so  with  a  sure  conviction 
that  they  may  safely  so  indulge  themselves  without  run- 
ning any  chance  of  having  the  burden  of  distributing  the 
spoils  thrust  back  upon  them. 

The  Federal  Law  was  followed  in  1883  and  1884  by 
the  New  York  and  Massachusetts  Laws,  which  extend  to 
the  cities  as  well  as  to  the  state  service.  The  merit  system 
is  now  in  force  in  six  states,  and  in  over  a  score  of  cities 
in  addition  to  those  in  New  York  and  Massachusetts.  Ex- 
tension has  been  particularly  rapid  in  the  last  five  years, 
and  each  year  sees  new  jurisdictions  added  to  the  list. 
This  year,  the  State  of  New  Jersey  has  fallen  into  line 
with  a  law  that  is  mandatory  for  the  state  service,  and 
optional  for  cities  and  other  civil  divisions. 

The  adoption  of  civil  service  laws  is,  however,  but  the 
first  step.  Honest,  sane  and  energetic  enforcement  is 
essential  in  order  that  they  may  accomplish  results.  To 
secure  this,  the  Civil  Service  Reform  Association  has 
maintained  its  organization  and  its  activity.  It  is  to-day 
the  main  reliance  of  those  in  this  State  who  are  seeking 
to  administer  the  law  in  accordance  with  its  spirit  in  spite 
of  pressure  to  let  down  the  bars,  and  the  frank  critic  of 
those  who  yield  to  such  pressure,  or  who,  through  fear  of 
bringing  down  upon  themselves  political  disfavor,  seek 
means  of  avoiding  a  full  and  proper  enforcement  of  the 
law. 


Your  Committee  reports  with  deep  regret  the  death, 
during  the  past  year,  of  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  of  the 
Association,  D.  Willis  James,  who  throughout  his  con- 
nection with  the  Association,  which  began  in  1882,  was 
one  of  its  most  faithful  and  generous  supporters. 

THE  FEDERAL   SERVICE. 

In  the  absence  of  any  recent  additions  by  the  President 
to  the  classified  service,  interest  has  chiefly  centred  in 
action  by  Congress  on  the  various  measures  pending  be- 
fore it  affecting  the  administration  of  the  civil  service 
law.  That  body  has  refused  to  consider  favorably  the 
reasonable  request  that  the  salaries  of  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners  should  be  increased  to  $5,000,  merely 
making  provision  for  a  $500  increase  in  the  salary  of  the 
President  of  the  Commission.  It  has  granted,  with  mani- 
fest reluctance,  the  salaries  of  thirteen  additional  clerks, 
much  needed  in  order  that  the  Commission  may  keep  pace 
with  the  demands  made  upon  it. 

A  strong  effort  has  been  made  by  the  civil  service  re- 
formers throughout  the  country  to  defeat  the  provisions  in 
the  bill  for  the  taking  of  the  decennial  census,  that  the 
additional  clerical  force,  numbering  about  4,000,  should 
be  recruited  outside  the  civil  service  law  through  non- 
competitive examinations.  In  a  special  message  to  Con- 
gress the  President  characterized  these  non-competitive 
examinations  as  merely  "a  cloak  to  hide  the  nakedness  of 
the  spoils  system,"  and  called  attention  to  the  extrava- 
gance and  delay  which  had  resulted  from  their  use  in  pre- 
vious censuses.  The  National  Civil  Service  Reform 
League  appealed  to  the  members  of  all  its  constituent  as- 
sociations to  write  to  their  Senators  and  Representatives, 
and  brought  the  matter  forcibly  to  the  attention  of  com- 
mercial organizations  and  the  press.  Although  ths  bill 
was  reported  with  this  vicious  clause  included,  its  pro- 
moters have  not  dared  to  bring  it  to  a  vote,  fearing  the 
effect  upon  public  opinion  that  its  passage  might  have  in 
a  campaign  year.     It  is  not  expected  to  come  up  again 
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during  the  present  session,  but,  in  all  probability,  the  fight 
against  this  clause  will  have  to  be  renewed  with  the  open- 
ing of  the  short  session. 

In  his  annual  message  to  Congress,  the  President 
recommended  legislation  providing  for  the  classification 
of  fourth-class  postmasters,  who  number  nearly  60,000. 
The  recommendation  has,  however,  been  wholly  ignored, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  this  fact  may  lead  the  President  to 
use  his  own  power  to  classify  under  existing  law.  The 
President  has  also  transmitted  to  Congress  a  report  by 
the  Keep  Committee  on  Department  Methods,  recom- 
mending the  passage  of  a  bill  providing  for  the  retirement 
of  government  employees  upon  annuities,  a  certain  pro- 
portion to  be  withheld  from  the  salary  of  every  classified 
employee  each  month.  The  bill  has  been  the  subject  of 
hearings,  and  has  been  amended,  but  not,  as  yet,  reported. 

The  National  Assembly  of  Civil  Service  Commissions 
held  its  second  biennial  meeting  in  Chicago  on  May  7th 
and  8th.  These  meetings  of  representatives  of  commis- 
sions throughout  the  country  are  extremely  valuable  in 
that  they  provide  an  opportunity  for  the  discussion  of  the 
practical  problems  of  administration  and  lead  to  the  adop- 
tion of  new  and  improved  methods  of  examination. 

THE   STATE   SERVICE. 

ATTITUDE    OF    GOVERNOR     HUGHES. 

The  enforcement  of  the  civil  service  law  in  the  State 
Service  reflects  the  favorable  attitude  of  Governor  Hughes 
toward  the  merit  system,  which  he  so  forcibly  expressed 
in  his  address  before  the  National  Civil  Service  Reform 
League  in  Buflfalo  last  November.  Such  unqualified  en- 
dorsement of  the  system  as  a  pre-requisite  of  efficient  pub- 
lic service,  coming  from  the  chief  executive  of  a  state 
in  which  it  has  been  in  force  for  years,  has  given  added 
impetus  to  the  movement  for  its  extension.  A  concrete 
example  of  the  Governor's  stand  in  favor  of  thorough 
enforcement  was  his  refusal  to  re-appoint  Harry  H.  Ben- 
der as  Fiscal  Supervisor  of  State  Charities,  whom  Gover- 


nor  Higgins  had  merely  reprimanded  for  his  notorious 
activity  as  a  collector  of  campaign  assessments  from  state 
•employees. 

THE    STATE    CIVIL     SERVICE    COMMISSION. 

Governor  Hughes  has  made  no  change  in  the  composi- 
tion of  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission.  The  continu- 
ous growth  of  the  service,  and  the  increase  in  the  work  of 
the  Commission  emphasizes  the  desirability  of  the  adop- 
tion of  the  suggestion  made  in  our  last  report  in  favor  of 
more  frequent  meetings  of  the  board  and  of  a  president 
resident  in  Albany  to  supervise  and  direct  the  executive 
work.  The  present  custom  of  the  Commissioners  of  hold- 
ing meetings  in  Albany  only  once  a  month  leads,  we  are 
compelled  to  feel,  to  hasty  and  not  well-considered  action 
in  some  important  cases ;  and  to  an  undue  delay  in  others 
which  may  prove  extremely  embarrassing  to  an  appoint- 
ing officer,  who  is  entitled  to  a  prompt  decision  of  the 
question  at  issue.  Observations  of  the  enforcement  of 
civil  service  laws  elsewhere  have  led  us  to  the  opinion  that 
the  best  results  are  obtained  where  the  Commission,  or  its 
President,  is  in  direct  and  constant  executive  control  of 
the  administration.  That  administration  is  likely  to  work 
much  more  smoothly  and  successfully  if  heads  of  depart- 
ments, when  questions  involving  action  by  the  Civil  Ser- 
vice Commission  arise,  can  confer  with  some  one  posses- 
sing authority  to  act  rather  than  with  subordinate  officers 
who  must  refer  every  important  matter  to  their  superiors 
for  decision. 

INVESTIGATIONS. 

The  investigations  carried  on  by  the  State  Commission 
have  been  of  the  highest  importance  in  securing  enforce- 
ment of  the  law.  During  the  past  year,  the  Commission 
has  inquired  into  the  employment  of  persons  as  unskilled 
laborers,  who  in  the  State  and  County  services  are  not 
required  to  submit  to  examination  or  registration,  and 
their  subsequent  assignment  to  positions  which  the  law 
provides  shall  be  filled  through  competitive  examinations. 
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This  abuse  had  grown  to  large  proportions;  in  the  State 
Engineer's  department  alone  over  four  hundred  of  these 
so-called  laborers  were  found  to  be  thus  illegally  em- 
ployed, and  similar  conditions  were  found  to  exist,  in 
lesser  degree,  in  other  departments,  particularly  in  the 
Kings  County  offices.  The  Commission  with,  in  most 
cases,  the  cooperation  of  the  heads  of  departments  in- 
volved, took  action  to  end  this  abuse,  with  the  result  that, 
by  the  end  of  the  year,  two  hundred  names  had  been 
stricken  irom  the  roster  of  laborers  and  their  places  filled 
from  eligible  lists. 

The  investigations  of  municipal  commissions  by  the 
State  Commissioners  or  by  their  able  Secretary  and  Chief 
Examiner  have  been  continued.  These  have  proved  of 
great  value  in  correcting  abuses,  and  in  establishing  a 
correct  system  of  administration  and  uniform  standards 
of  examination  throughout  the  State. 

EXEMPTIONS     FROM     COMPETITIVE    EXAMINATION. 

The  law,  as  interpreted  by  the  courts  in  their  later 
decisions,  now  gives  very  great  discretion  to  the  Commis- 
sion in  deciding  the  question  of  the  practicability  of  com- 
petitive examinations  for  a  given  position.  Unless  it 
flagrantly  departs  from  what  experience  has  proved  to- 
be  right,  or  from  the  clear  intent  of  the  law,  its  decision 
is  not  subject  to  review. 

The  responsibility  thus  placed  upon  the  state  Com-^ 
missioners  is  great.  It  makes  them  the  final  judge,  in 
practically  every  case,  of  the  classification,  not  only  of 
the  state  and  county  services,  but  of  all  municipal  ser- 
vices as  well.  The  Commission  promises,  in  its  latest 
report,  "a  thorough  and  systematic  reclassification  of  the 
whole  service  to  the  end  that  such  classification  may  be 
made  uniform  as  affecting  different  departments  and  in- 
stitutions and  that  the  proportion  of  exemptions  be  mini- 
mized." 

This  is  official  recognition  of  the  justice  of  the  claim^ 
so  frequently  advanced  by  the  Association,  that  the  ex~

empt  class,  through  the  discretionary  action  of  the  Com- 
mission, has  increased  beyond  its  due  proportion.  Im- 
proved methods  of  examination  now  practised  by  the 
State  and  other  Commissions  have  done  away  with  the 
reason  for  many  exemptions  which  existed  at  the  time 
they  were  granted,  and  we  are  strongly  of  the  conviction 
that  a  thorough  reclassification  along  modern  lines  is  an 
urgent  need. 

A  popular  error  exists  to  the  effect  that  examinations 
must  of  necessity  consist  of  academic  written  tests  and 
that  they  are,  therefor^,  practically  applicable  only  to 
subordinate  positions,  in  which  executive  ability,  trust 
and  confidence,  or  proof  of  character  and  integrity,  are 
not  required.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Commission  may 
apply  precisely  similar  tests  for  the  selection  of  candi- 
dates for  positions  of  this  character  that  a  private  em- 
ployer would  make  use  of,  and  in  so  doing  has  a  much 
wider  scope  of  selection.  As  this  is  the  main  function 
for  which  the  Commission  exists,  it  can,  in  most  cases, 
examine  much  more  thoroughly  into  the  requisite  quali- 
ficatiorrs  than  any  private  employer  or  appointing  officer, 
with  his  other  executive  duties,  could  afford  to,  or  in 
actual  practice  would,  do.  That  this  erroneous  point  of 
view  in  regard  to  the  scope  of  competition  should  be  held 
by  new  and  inexperienced  commissioners  might  perhaps 
be  expected,  but  that  it  is  not  shared  in  by  the  present 
State  Commission  is  made  clear  in  the  following  em- 
phatic statement  in  its  last  report : 

"The  Commission  is  insisting  more  and  more  that  the 
rule  of  competition  which  the  State  constitution  declares 
shail  prevail  in  making  appointments  and  promotions  in 
the  civil  service  is  practicable  for  the  filling  of  all  public 
positions  outside  those  which  the  legislature  in  its  wisdom  ^ 
has  directly  or  by  plain  inference  declared  to  be  exempt. 
It  insists  that  competition  shall  be  the  rule,  exemption  the 
exception,  as  was  clearly  the  intent  of  the  framers  of  the 
constitution  and  of  the  law." 

But  it  is  difficult  to  reconcile  this  positive  declaration 
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of  its  policy  with  the  favorable  action  by  the  State  Com- 
mission upon  requests  for  exemptions  during  the  past 
year,  and  particularly  with  the  granting  at  a  recent  meet- 
ing, from  which  Commissioner  Brown  was  unavoidably 
absent,  of  requests  for  thirty  exempt  positions,  in  addition 
to  those  which  the  legislature  has  declared  to  be  exempt, 
in  the  municipal  courts  of  New  York  City,  and  for  ten 
additional  auditors,  who  handle  no  money,  but  simply 
pass  on  claims,  in  the  Finance  Department,  New  York 
City.  The  State  Commission  has  certainly  laid  itself 
open  to  very  serious  criticism  in  thus  falling  so  far  below 
the  proper  standard  it  had  officially  raised  for  itself. 

APPROPRIATIONS     FOR    THE     STATE    COMMISSION. 

The  State  Commission  justly  complains  of  the  small 
allowance  made  by  the  Legislature  for  the  carrying  on 
of  its  examining  work.  In  securing  the  needed  increase, 
the  Association  will  cooperate  to  the  extent  of  its  power. 
The  Legislature  should  be  made  to  realize  that  to  hamper 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  by  denying  it  the  necessary 
funds  is  false  economy,  which  results  in  hampering  and 
delaying  the  work  of  all  departments  of  the  State  govern- 
ment. 

MEASURES  IN  THE  STATE  LEGISLATURE. 

SPANISH   WAR  VETERAN   PREFERENCE. 

In  the  session  of  the  Legislature  which  closed  on  ApriJ 
23rd,  a  measure  was  introduced,  and  came  very  near 
passing,  which,  if  enacted  into  law,  would  go  far  toward 
setting  aside  the  merit  system  and  substituting  in  its  stead 
a  system  of  appointment  to  office  based  on  military  service. 
This  was  the  concurrent  resolution,  introduced  in  the 
Senate  by  Mr.  Cobb  of  Watertown,  and  in  the  Assembly 
by  Mr.  Fowler  of  Ulster  County,  to  amend  the  civil  ser- 
vice section  of  the  Constitution  by  granting  to  veterans  of 
the  Spanish  War,  the  Philippine  insurrection  and  the 
Boxer  Uprising  a  preference  in  appointment  by  adding 
ten  per  cent  to  their  average  ratings  in  civil  service  ex- 
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aminations.  There  are  approximately  30,000  of  these 
veterans  in  this  State,  and,  under  such  a  handicap,  it 
would  be  practically  useless  for  a  civilian  to  attempt  to 
compete  for  public  office. 

The  influence  behind  the  bill  was  that  of  the  Spanish 
War  Veterans'  organization,  which,  before  the  session 
opened,  had  secured  pledges  from  a  number  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  legislature.  These  members  failed  to  realize 
the  results  which  would  follow  such  legislation,  and  were 
drawn  to  its  support  by  the  plausible  argument  that  this 
would  be  doing  for  the  veterans  of  later  wars  only  what 
had  years  ago  been  done  in  recognition  of  the  services 
of  veterans  of  the  Civil  War.  They  did  not  take  account 
of  the  fact  that  the  Civil  War  preference  was  wholly 
wrong  in  principle,  and  injurious  to  the  service,  but  that 
that  injury  is  reduced  to  a  minimum  as,  owing  to  ad- 
vanced age,  few  of  them  can  undertake  to  compete  for 
public  office.  This  disability  would  not,  of  course,  apply 
to  veterans  of  the  Spanish  War. 

The  Association  was  represented  at  the  hearings  on 
this  bill,  and  in  addition  conducted  an  extensive  campaign 
of  education  through  the  press.  It  had  the  cordial  co- 
operation of  the  Buffalo  Association,  the  State  Civil 
Service  Commission,  which,  in  its  last  report,  condemned 
the  plan  from  the  point  of  view  of  its  effect  upon  the 
administration  of  the  merit  system;  the  New  York  City 
Commission,  the  City  Club  and  the  Citizens'  Union.  The 
attention  of  civil  employees  was  called  to  the  injustice 
which  would  result  from  the  enactment  of  this  measure 
to  all  those  now  in  office  by  placing  them  under  a  serious 
disadvantage  in  competitive  examinations  for  promotion. 
After  being  reported,  it  was  recommitted  in  the  Assembly 
for  a  further  hearing  at  which,  in  addition  to  the  organi- 
zations named  above,  associations  of  patrolmen  and  fire- 
men were  represented  in  opposition. 

Toward  the  close  of  the  session  the  resolution  passed 
the  Senate,  Senators  ^gnew,  Armstrong,  Davis,  Dunn, 
Fancher,  Fuller,  Hinman  and  White  being  the  only  ones 
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recorded  in  the  negative.  It  was  reported  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules  to  the  Assembly  on  the  closing  day,  and 
was  there  defeated  by  the  adoption  of  an  amendment,  at 
too  late  an  hour  to  permit  of  its  reprinting  and  repassage. 
For  this  defeat,  Assemblymen  John  Lord  O'Brian  of 
Erie,  Republican,  and  William  Allaire  Shortt  of  Rich- 
mond, Alfred  E.  Smith  of  New  York,  and  David  C 
Robinson  of  Chemung,  Democrats,  are  entitled  to  great 
credit.  It  is  safe  to  assume,  however,  that  the  measure 
will  again  be  introduced  at  future  sessions  of  the  legisla- 
ture. 

OTHER  BILLS  AFFECTING  THE  CIVIL  SERVICE. 

Every  bill  introduced  was  subjected  to  scrutiny,  and 
measures  of  any  importance  affecting  the  merit  system 
were  either  advocated  or  opposed,  on  the  advice  of  the 
Law  Committee.  The  nurnber  of  these  bills  was  much 
less  than  in  former  sessions.  Of  the  measures  advocated 
by  the  Association,  one  only  secured  passage, — a  bill  to 
prevent  any  but  bona-fide  exempt  volunteer  firemen  from 
securing  any  advantage  under  Section  21  of  the  Civil 
Service  Law.  If  this  bill  is  signed  by  the  Governor,  it 
will  end  an  abuse  of  the  law  under  which  civil  employees 
in  large  numbers  have  joined  volunteer  fire  companies 
immediately  prior  to  their  disbandment,  and  by  this  means 
have  sought  to  gain  an  unmerited  and  improper  security 
against  removal. 

It  is  too  early  as  yet  to  report  the  fate  of  all  the  bills 
opposed  by  the  Law  Committee  of  the  Association,  as 
the  thirty  days  allowed  to  the  Governor  for  action  have 
not  yet  expired.  Many  failed  of  passage,  and  briefs  have 
been  filed  with  the  Governor  in  opposition  to  those  await- 
ing his  action. 

NEW   YORK  CITY. 

THE     MUNICIPAL    CIVIL     SERVICE    COMMISSION. 

On  July  8,  the  Mayor  suddenly  called  for  the  resigna- 
tion of  Commissioner  Alfred  J.  T^lley,  who  was  originally 
appointed  October  5th,  1904,  on  the  recommendation  of 
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former  Corporation  Counsel  Delany,  alleging  neglect  of 
duty.  In  his  place  he  appointed  Frank  L.  Polk,  a  young 
lawyer  of  standing,  a  graduate  of  Yale  and  the  Columbia 
Law  School.  On  January  9,  Hon.  William  F.  Baker, 
President  of  the  Commission,  resigned  to  become  First 
Deputy  Police  Commissioner  of  Brooklyn  and  Queens, 
succeeding  Hon.  Arthur  J.  O'Keefe,  who  was  in  turn  ap- 
pointed Civil  Service  Commissioner.  We  cannot  pass 
over  the  resignation  of  Commissioner  Baker  without  a 
word  of  recognition  of  the  faithfulness,  impartiality  and 
efficiency  with  which  he  administered  his  office  during  his 
three  years  of  service  as  President  of  the  Commission. 
Commissioner  Polk  has  succeeded  him  as  President. 

Since  these  changes  in  the  composition  of  two-thirds 
of  the  Commission  have  taken  place,  too  little  time  has 
elapsed  to  attempt  to  pass  judgment  upon  its  administra- 
tion of  the  law.  Generally  speaking,  the  policy  of  former 
President  Baker  has  been  adhered  to,  but  in  the  matter 
of  the  granting  of  exemptions  of  positions  from  competi- 
tive examination  there  has  been  a  decided  lowering  of  the 
standard.  The  Commission  reports  the  number  of  em- 
ployees in  the  exempt  class  at  the  close  of  1907  as  727. 
Since  that  time,  the  Commission  has  granted  over  sixty 
additional  exemptions,  and  now  has  under  consideration 
the  exemption  of  all  court  interpreters  subject  to  their 
jurisdiction,  in  number  about  forty-three.  What  has 
been  said  above  in  regard  to  exemptions  by  the  State 
Commission,  and  the  urgent  need  for  reduction,  applies 
with  equal  force  to  the  New  York  City  Commission. 

THE    FINANCE    DEPARTMENT. 

During  the  year  new  positions  have  been  added  to  the 
exempt  list  in  the  Finance  Department,  making  a  total 
of  152,  and  the  Comptroller  has  asked  for  twelve  more, 
which  the  Municipal  Commission  has  already  granted. 
The  State  Commission  has  taken  the  stand  that  the  num- 
ber now  existing,  nearly  one  in  four,  (152  to  679),  is 
out  of  all  due  proportion  and,  before  granting  the  addi- 
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tions  requested,  has  asked  the  Comptroller  to  consider  a 
proper  re-classification,  in  accordance  with  the  plans 
formulated  by  the  Comptroller,  with  the  aid  of  the  Bureau 
of  Municipal  Research,  for  a  thorough  reorganization  of 
the  department.  The  matter  has  been  the  subject  of 
conference  between  the  Comptroller  and  the  State  Com- 
mission, but  the  result  has  not  yet  been  announced. 

Under  Comptroller  Grout's  administration,  the  Asso- 
ciation brought  forward  and  published  facts  pointing  to 
the  use  of  these  exempt  positions  in  the  interest  of  the 
Democratic  organization  of  Kings  County,  presided  over 
by  Hon.  Patrick  H.  McCarren.  The  same  charge  has 
been  frequently  heard  against  Comptroller  Metz.  On  the 
day  on  which  the  Spring  primaries  were  held,  he  removed 
from  office  William  E.  Melody,  Deputy  Collector  of  As- 
sessments and  Arrears,  and  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  re- 
volt against  McCarren,  for  "disloyalty.'* 

The  most  flagrant  disregard  for  the  civil  service  law 
was,  however,  shown  in  the  employment  of  so-called  "tem- 
porary expert  clerks"  to  make  up  new  records  of  assess- 
ments and  arrears  in  the  Finance  Department,  for  which 
a  special  appropriation  of  $48,000  had  been  secured.  The 
new  Chief  of  the  Bureau  originally  requested  that  these 
positions  should  be  exempt,  but  after  a  conference,  in 
which  President  Baker  of  the  Municipal  Commission, 
Commissioner  Brown  of  the  State  Commission,  and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Association  took  part,  he  agreed  to  ap- 
point as  many  as  he  could  secure  from  the  existing  eligible 
list  for  Searcher.  He  stated  that  he  would  wish  to  em- 
ploy about  forty  at  an  average  salary  of  $1,200,  and,  in 
view  of  his  assertions  in  regard  to  the  need  for  employing 
experts,  and  that  much  of  the  work  would  have  to  be 
done  at  night,  it  was  agreed  that  he  should  be  allowed  to 
appoint  the  balance  under  Clause  6  of  Rule  12,  permitting 
the  Commission  to  except  from  competition  "any  person 
engaged  in  private  business  who  shall  render  any  pro- 
fessional, scientific,  technical  or  expert  service  of  an  occa- 
sional and  exceptional  character,  to  any  city  officer  and 
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the  amount  of  whose  compensation  in  any  one  year  shall 
not  exceed  $750." 

For  this  service,  twelve  men  were  secured  from  the 
searchers'  list.  The  work  began  in  March,  1907,  and  in 
four  months  the  force  was  increased  to  oyer  one  hundred. 
Subsequent  appropriations  have  been  secured,  and  the 
work  is  not  yet  finished.  A  preliminary  investigation 
shows  that  night  work  was  kept  up  for  a  short  time  only ; 
that  the  duties  performed  by  most  of  these  men  have 
been  of  the  simplest  clerical  nature,  and  that  this  so- 
called  ''expert"  force  was  made  up  in  part  of  saloon 
keepers,  mechanics,  barbers,  laborers,  milk  men,  ice  men, 
deputy  sheriffs,  etc.  Of  144  men  so  employed,  78  were 
appointed  from  Brooklyn.  The  City  Record  enrollment 
transcripts  show  that  107  enrolled  as  Democrats,  6  as 
Republicans,  i  as  an  Independent,  and  that  30  did  not 
enroll.  After  the  matter  had  been  called  to  its  attention 
by  President  Coler  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  the  Com- 
mission ordiered  the  payrolls  of  these  employees  held  up 
on  the  first  of  April,  and  called  upon  the  Comptroller  to 
furnish  proof  of  their  capacity  as  experts ;  but  that  it 
should  have  accepted  appointments  in  such  number,  and 
of  such  character,  is  almost  inconceivable.  The  investi- 
gation by  the  Association  will  be  continued. 

INVESTIGATIONS. 

In  July  last,  the  Association  presented  charges  to  the 
Mayor  against  Joseph  I.  Berry,  Commissioner  of  Parks 
for  the  Borough  of  the  Bronx,  for  violation  of  the  civil 
service  law  in  the  appointment  of  laborers.  At  the  same 
time,  it  sent  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  for  investi- 
gation, a  list  of  irregularities  and  fraudulent  representa- 
tions in  applications  for  laboring  positions  discovered  in 
the  course  of  the  investigation.  The  charges  were  re- 
ferred by  the  Mayor  to  the  Commissioners  of  Accounts,, 
who,  after  a  long  series  of  hearings,  made  a  report  upon 
which  the  charges  were  dismissed  by  the  Mayor.  The 
Civil  Service  Commission  has  not  as  yet  seen  fit  to  take 
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any  positive  action  looking  to  the  annulment  of  the  em- 
ployment of  those  who  received  and  still  retain  their  posi- 
tions through  fraud  and  false  representations. 

Last  summer,  at  the  request  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Health,  the  Secretary  of  the  Association  made  an  investi- 
gation of  the  employment  of  persons  through  noncompeti- 
tive examination  in  the  contagious  disease  hospitals.  A 
number  of  irregularities  and  violations  of  law  were  dis- 
covered, and  reported  to  the  Commissioner  who  replied 
stating  that  he  had  ordered  all  the  charges  made  which 
the  report  recommended. 

The  Executive  Committee  expresses  its  thanks  to  the 
Women's 'Auxiliary  for  the  assistance  and  support  it  has 
so  generously  given  to  the  Association  in  its  work.  It 
reports  that  the  membership  of  the  Association  numbers 
869.  Of  these,  15  are  life  members,  yj  sustaining  mem- 
bers, and  yyy  regular  members.

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ORGANIZATION 

OF 

THE   NEW  YORK  CIVIL   SERVICE  REFORM 

ASSOCIATION 


CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I. 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  The  Civil  Service 
Reform  Association. 

Article  II. 

The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  establish  a  system 
of  appointment,  promotion,  and  removal  in  the  civil  service, 
founded  upon  the  principle  that  public  office  is  a  public  trust, 
admission  to  which  should  depend  upon  proven  fitness.  To 
this  end  the  Association  will  demand  that  appointments  to 
subordinate  executive  offices,  with  such  exceptions  as  may  be 
expedient,  not  inconsistent  with  the  principle  already  men- 
tioned, shall  be  made  from  persons  whose  fitness  has  been  as- 
certained by  competitive  examinations  open  to  all  applicants 
properly  quahfied,  and  that  removals  shall  be  made  for  legiti- 
mate cause  only,  such  as  dishonesty,  negligence,  or  ineffi- 
ciency, but  not  for  political  opinion  or  refusal  to  render 
party  service ;  and  the  Association  will  advocate  all  other  ap- 
propriate measures  for  securing  integrity,  intelligence,  effi- 
ciency, good  order,  and  due  discipline  in  the  civil  service. 

Article  III. 

The  Association  will  hold  meetings,  raise  funds,  publish 
and  circulate  appropriate  information,  correspond  and  co- 
operate with  associations  organized  elsewhere  for  the  objects 
set  forth  in  this  Constitution,  and  support  all  executive  and 
legislative  action  which  promote  its  purposes. 
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Article  IV. 

The  conditions  of  membership  shall  be  wholly  independ- 
ent of  party  preference.  Questions  shall  not  be  discussed  in 
the  debate  or  in  the  publications  of  the  Association  upon 
party  grounds.  Neither  the  name  nor  influence  of  the  Asso- 
ciation shall  be  used  on  behalf  of  any  party,  or  for  procuring 
office  or  promotion  for  any  person.  But  nothing  in  this  ar- 
ticle shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  Association  from  op- 
posing any  candidate  when  in  its  opinion^  or  in  that  of 
three-fourths  of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Corfimittee, 
such  course  is  demanded  by  the  objects  of  the  Association. 

Article  V. 

There  shall  be  a  President,  to  be  elected  by  the  Associa- 
tion at  the  annual  meeting,  who  shall  perform  the  usual  and 
prescribed  duties  of  that  office.  He  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a 
member  of  all  committees,  with  a  casting  vote  only,  and  he 
may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  when- 
ever he  thinks  it  necessary,  and,  with  the  assent  of  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee,  special  meetings  of  the  As- 
sociation. 

There  shall  be  ten  Vice-Presidents,  to  be  annually  elected 
by  the  Association. 

There  shall  be  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary  and  such  other 
officers  as  the  Kxecutive  Committee  may  from  time  to  time 
designate,  who  shall  perform  the  usual  and  prescribed  duties 
of  such  officers.  They  shall  be  respectively  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  may  be  removed  by  them.  The 
Treasurer  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a  member  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee of  the  Association. 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  of  twenty-five 
members,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Association.  Subject 
to  these  articles,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  manage  the 
affairs  of  the  Association,  direct  and  dispose  of  its  funds,  and 
from  lime  to  time  make  and  modify  by-laws  for  the  Association  " 
and  for  its  own  action.  The  Kxecutive  Committee  shall  keep 
a  record  of  its  proceedings,  and  shall  make  a  report  to  the 
Association   at   the  annual  meeting.      No  appropriation   ot 
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money  by  the  Executive  Committee  beyond  Jhc^jaxasuiat  in 
the  hands  of  the  Tn  i  iiii  i  ii  llii  liiT  linn  ^md  any  mem- 
ber of  the  A  fifierijrtPtliiWIMP<-'>»g  those  members  of  the  Ex- 
•,tfaBilM<^gB'iin3l t«'  f  who  shall  vote  for  it.  Vacancies  in  the 
Executive  Committee  may  be  filled  by  the  President  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term.  Other  vacancies  may  be  filled  by 
the  Executive  Committee. 

All  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  members  of  the 
several  Standing  Committees  shall  be,  ex-officio,  members  oi 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Article  VI. 

Each  officer  of  the  Association  shall  continue  to  hold 
office  until  his  successor  has  been  selected  and  is  ready  to 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  office. 

Article  VII. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  on 
the  second  Wednesday  of  May,  at  which  officers  shall  be 
elected  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  other  appropriate  business 
maybe  transacted;  except  in  the  year  1898,  when  the  an- 
nual meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  Jan- 
uary. 

Article  Vlll. 

Any  person  may  be  proposed  in  writing  for  membership 
by  any  member  of  the  Association,  and  shall  be  admitted 
upon  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Members  fail- 
ing to  pay  their  dues  may  be  dropped  from  the  roll  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Article  IX. 

The  annual  dues  of  each  member  shall  be  $5, 
payable  on  the  1st  of  May,  and  each  member  shall  re- 
ceive the  annual  report  and  all  other  publications  of 
the  Association.  Sustainingr  members,  on  payment 
of  twenty-Uve  dollars  annually,  and  JAfe  members, 
exempt  from  annual  dues  on  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  may  be  elected  by  the  Bxecutive  Committee 
at  any  resrular  meetingr  thereof. 
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Article  X. 

All  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  except  those  relating 
to  the  rights  of  members,  and  the  term  of  officers,  may  be 
suspended  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  either  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  or  at  a  special  meeting  duly  called.  Due  no- 
tice shall  be  given  before  any  such  annual  or  special  meeting 
that  the  approval  of  the  Association  will,  thereat,  be  asked  for 
suth  action  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  notice  shall 
clearly  state  the  effect  of  such  suspension  or  amendment  in 
the  text  of  the  Constitution.  Any  member  of  the  Association 
may  propose  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  which  may  be 
approved  under  the  same  conditions.

BY-LAWS. 


FOR    THE    GOVERNMENT    OF    THE    ASSOCIATION    AND 

ITS  COMMITTEES. 


§  I.  The  Annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held 
at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  Executive  Committee  shall  de- 
signate. The  election  of  officers  shall  be  by  ballot,  but  any 
member  not  present  may  declare  his  vote  by  letter  to  the  Sec- 
retary and  it  shall  be  counted. 

§  2.  The  meetings  of  each  committee,  unless  otherwise 
especially  provided  for,  shall  be  at  half-past  eight  P.  M.,  at 
which  time  the  chairman  shall  direct  the  call  of  the  names  of 
its  members  and  the  Secretary  shall  record  the  names  of 
those][|)resent  and  others  as  they  appear. 

§  3.  The  order  of  business,  before  each  committee  shall  be  : 

1.  The  reading  and  correction  of  the  records  of  the  last 

meeting. 

And,  thereafter,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  as  follows : 

2.  Any  statement  due  from  the  Treasurer. 

3.  Unfinished  business  from  the  last  meeting. 

4.  Rei)Ort  from  the  Secretary's  office. 

5.  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

6.  Reports  of  special  committees. 

7.  Proposals  of  new  members  and  their  election. 

8.  Miscellaneous  business. 

§  4.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  every  month  except 
July  and  August,  but  if  that  day  be  a  holiday,  then  on  the 
third  Wednesday.  Ten  members  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee shiUl  constitute  a  quorum.- 
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§  5-  Neither  in  the  meetings  of  the  Association  nor  ot  any 
committee  shall  any  member  speak  more  than  once  on  any 
motion  nor  more  than  ten  minutes  at  one  time,  without 
unanimous  consent,  nor  shall  any  person,  or  his  actions,  be 
characterized  on  party  grounds. 

§  6.  Special  meetings  of  any  committee  may  be  called  by 
its  chairman  or  by  any  three  members,  and  due  notice  thereof 
shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary. 

§  7.  All  notices  to  a  member  shall  be  sent  to  his  address 
filed  with  the  Secretary. 

§  8.  On  the  demand  of  one- fifth  of  the  members  present^ 
at  any  meeting  of  the  Association  or  of  a  committee,  the  ayes 
and  nays  shall  be  called  and  recorded  on  any  motion. 

§  9.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  chair  unless 
their  selection  shall  be  otherwise  provided  for. 

§  10.  At  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  make  a  statement 
of  the  amount  of  money  in  the  treasury  and  of  the  place  of 
its  deposit,  and,  at  the  annual  meeting,  he  shall  state  the 
source  of  all  moneys  received  and  the  use  made  of  the  same 
during  the  past  year. 

§  II.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Association  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  per- 
form the  other  duties  assigned  him. 

§  12.  Without  the  consent  of  three-fourths  of  the  members 
present,  no  vote  which  will  declare  or  fill  a  vacancy  or  elect  a 
member  of  the  Association  shall  be  deemed  carried,  at  the 
same  meeting  in  which  it  was  first  moved. 

§  13.  It  shall  require  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee  present  to  pass  any  vote  under 
which  more  than  $100  will  be  appropriated  or  the  Associa- 
tion be  pledged  for  more  than  that  amount,  and  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  alone  shall  have  authority  to  create  any 
charge  upon  the  funds  of  the  Association.  But  neither  said 
committee  nor  any  officer  or  officers  of  the  Association  shall 
be  authorized  to  create  a  personal  liability  against  any  mem- 
bers but  themselves. 
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§  14*  There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  Committees, 
of  seven  members  each,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by 
the  Executive  Committee: 

(i)  A  Finance  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  de- 
vise and  carry  into  effect,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  suitable  measures  for  raising  funds,  and 
to  supervise  and  report  upon  the  income  and  expenditures  of 
the  Association.  The  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee 
shall,  in  advance  of  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association, 
appoint  an  Auditing  Committee  from  among  the  members  of 
the  Association,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  all  vouchers 
and  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  and  to  report  thereon 
at  the  annual  meeting. 

(2)  A  Publication  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
prepare  and  recommend  matters  suitable  for  publication  by 
the  Association,  and  to  take  charge  of  the  printing  and  dis- 
tribution of  whatever  may  be  ordered  printed. 

(3)  A  Committee  on  Correspondence,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  promote  the  objects  of  the  Association  through  corre- 
spondence and  co-operation  with  other  organizations. 

(4)  A  Committee  on  Administration,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  administration  of  the  civil 
service  law  and  rules  and  to  consider  and  recommend  suit- 
able methods  of  examliiation  for  admission  to  and  promotion 
in  the  public  service,  and  suitable  procedure  tending  to  make 
the  system  more  efficient. 

There  shall  also  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Law  of  nine 
members,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the  Exec  utive 
Committee.  Its  duty  shall  be  to  consider  all  legislation 
affecting  tlie  civil  service,  to  promote  such  as  may  be  ap- 
proved, and  to  oppose  such  as  may  be  disapproved  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  to  prepare  and  recommend  such 
amendments  to  the  law  as  in  their  opinion  will  advance  the 
purposes  of  the  Association.  The  Law  Committee  shall 
have  power  to  represent  the  Association  in  any  legal  proceed- 
ings which  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  or  enforce 
the  laws  affecting  the  State  or  Municipal  civil  service. 

There  shall  also  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Membership 
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of  fifteen  members,  wliich  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  devise  and  carry 
into  effect  measures  for  increasing  the  membership  of  the 
Association. 

Each  Standing  Committee  shall  be  competent  to  fix  the. 
number  of  its  own  quorum;  but  such  quorum  shall  in  no  case 
be  less  than  three. 

§  15.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended,  or  new  By-Laws 
added,  by  a  four-fifths  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee ;  or  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  provided  a  statetnent  of 
the  proposed  change  had  been  entered  on  the  minutes  at  the 
last  meeting. 

§  16.  Amendments  proposed  under  the  last  clause  of  the 
tenth  section  of  the  constitution  shall  be  first  submitted  to  the 
Executive  Committee.

Know  All  Men  by  These  Presents  :  That  we,  the  under- 
signed, being  persons  of  full  age  and  all  citizens  of  the  United  States,  a 
majority  of  whom  are  also  citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  being 
now  Directors  of  an  unincorporated  association  know^  as  the  New  York 
Civil  Service  Reform  Association,  and  organized  for  the  purposes  here- 
inafter mentioned  ;  being  desirous  of  incorporation  for  the  same  pur- 
poses under  the  Membership  Corporations  Law  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  do  hereby,  pursuant  to  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the 
said  Association,  present  and  voting  at  a  regularly  called  meeting  thereof, 
and  pursuant  to  authority  given  by  the  said  unanimous  vote  at  the  said 
meeting,  of  which  meeting  notice  of  the  intention  so  to  incorporate  was 
given  personally  or  by  mail  to  each  member  of  such  Association  whose 
residence  or  Post  Office  address  was  known,  at  least  thirty  days  before 
said  meeting,  and  at  which  meeting  the  corporate  name  stated  in  para- 
graph First  was  by  unanimous  vote  adopted,  do  hereby  certify  as 
follows 

First. — The  name  or  title  by  which  the  Association  in  which  we 
desire  to  form  ourselves  as  aforesaid  shall  be  known  in  law,  shall  be  the 
Civil  Service  Reform  Association. 

Second. — The  territory  in  which  its  operations  are4:obe  principally 
conducted  shall  be  the  City  of  New  York. 

Third. — The  city  in  which  its  principal  office  is  to  be  located  is 
the  City  of  New  York. 

Fourth. — The  objects  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  further  the 
establishment  of  a  system  of  appointment,  promotion  and  removal  in 
the  civil  service,  founded  upon  the  principle  that  public  office  is  a  public 
trust,  admission  to  and  retention  in  which  should  depend  upon  proven 
fitness  ;  and  to  take  such  action  «s-may  tend  to  secure  the  honest  and 
efficient  execution  of  laws  and  rules  relating  to  the  civil  service,  and  to 
the  proper  administration  thereof. 

Fifth. — The  number  of  its  directors  shall  be  twenty-eight. 
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Sixth. — The  names  of  the  persons  to  be  its  directors  until  its  first 
annual  meeting  are  as  follows  :

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ANNUAL   REPORT 

OF    THE      . 

Executive  Committee  of  the  Civil    Service 

Reform  Association. 


The  election  of  President  Taft  and  the  re-election  of 
Governor  Hughes,  pronounced  advocates,  both  in  and  out 
of  office,  of  the  merit  system,  insured  continued  progress 
for  civil  service  reform  in  nation  and  state.  In  the  past 
twelve  months  covered  by  this  report  there  have  been 
important  extensions  in  both  jurisdictions  and,  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  attitude  of  the  national  and  state  administra- 
tions, the  civil  service  laws  have  been  better  enforced 
and  the  merit  principle  has  received  wider  acceptance. 

Before  proceeding  to  review  the  work  of  the  Associa- 
tion during  the  year,  we  desire  to  record  our  deep  regret 
at  the  loss  of  such'staunch  supporters  of  the  merit  sys- 
tem and  former  members  of  the  Association  as  Grover 
Cleveland,  Bishop  Henry  C.  Potter  and  W^illiam  Potts. 

THE  FEDERAL  SERVICE 

A  complete  review  of  the  progress  of  civil  service 
reform  under  President  Roosevelt  was  presented  in  Presi- 
dent Choate's  address  before  the  National  Civil  Service 
Reform  League  at  its  annual  meeting  in  Pittsburgh  last 
December.  Since  the  classification  of  the  fourth-class 
postmasters  in  all  states  north  of  the  Ohio  and  east  of 
the  Mississippi  on  December  i,  1908,  and  the  adoption 
of  regulations  to  govern  the  appointments  on  January  20, 
1909,  no  important  changes  in  the  federal  service  have 
taken  place. 


THE    UNITED    STATES    COMMISSION 

The  change  in  the  national  administration  has  brought 
about  one  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  United  States 
Civil  Service  Commission.  The  resignation  of  Commis- 
sioner Henry  F.  Greene  took  effect  on  May  i,  and  he  has 
been  succeeded  by  James  T.  Williams  of  South  Carolina. 
During  his  six  years  of  service  on  the  Commission,  Mr. 
Greene  had  shown  himself  at  all  times  in  thorough  accord 
with  the  principles  upon  which  the  law  is  based,  and  had 
been  a  constant  advocate  of  enforcement  and  extension. 
Mr.  Williams  is  a  young  newspaper  man  who  served  for 
a  time  as  Secretary  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Republican 
National  Committee  and  later  accompanied  President 
Taft  on  his  campaign  tour.  He  is  without  previous  ex- 
perience in  civil  service  reform  work,  but  the  appoint- 
ment is  understood  to  be  a  personal  selection  by  Presi- 
dent Taft  and  we  are  assured  that  the  new  commissioner 
will  be  found  to  be  in  entire  sympathy  with  the  reform. 

THE  CENSUS  BILL 

Last  year  every  member  of  the  Association  was  asked 
to  write  his  senators  and  representative  in  Congress  to 
vote  against  the  clause  in  the  bill  for  the  taking  of  the 
census  of  1910  providing  for  the  appointment  of  the 
additional  clerical  force,  on  the  recommendation  of  sena- 
tors and  representatives,  after  non-competitive  examina- 
tion. The  faikire  of  the  bill  to  pass  in  1908;  its  subse- 
quent passage  in  the  early  part  of  1909  and  the  veto  of 
President  Roosevelt  on  February  5,  are  past  history; 
but  the  subsequent  course  of  census  legislation  is  not  so 
well  known.  At  the  opening  of  the  special  session  called 
for  the  purpose  of  revising  the  tariff,  a  new  census  bill 
providing  for  appointment  of  the  additional  force  after 
compctitiuc  examination  was  introduced  and  immediately 
j)assed  the  House.  The  Senate  amended  the  bill  further 
to  safeguard  competition  and  to  regulate  the  apportion- 
ment of  appointments  under  the  civil  service  law.  The 
conference  committee,  at  the  request  of  the  House  con- 


ferees,  struck  out  the  amendment  in  regard  to  the  appor- 
tionment, on  the  ground  that  it  was  an  attempt  to  amend 
the  general  law  through  a  special  act,  and,  because  of 
this  action,  the  report  of  the  conference  committee  was 
rejected  in  the  Senate  and  sent  back.  As  the  House  is 
not  disposed  to  consent  to  this  amendment,  the  bill  will 
in  all  probability  remain  in  committee  until  the  tariff 
legislation  is  disposed  of. 

THE  STATE  SERVICE 

THE   CAMPAIGN 

In  the  state  campaign  which  resulted  in  the  election 
of  Governor  Hughes,  civil  service  reform  was  not  an 
issue.  The  Republican  platform  was  silent  on  the  sub- 
ject; the  Democratic  platform  demanded  the  enforcement 
of  the  law.  Both  candidates  for  Governor  thoroughly 
endorsed  the  merit  system.  •  The  Association  addressed 
letters  to  candidates  of  both  parties  for  Senate  and  As- 
sembly asking  them  to  state  their  attitude  upon  the  pro- 
posed constitutional  amendment  granting  to  Spanish  War 
veterans  a  ten  per  cent  preference  in  rating  in  civil  ser- 
vice examinations.  The  Association  also  called  the  atten- 
tion of  heads  of  departments  to  the  provision  of  the  civil 
service  law  prohibiting  political  assessments  and  sent 
notices  to  be  posted  in  the  offices.  Governor  Hughes  is- 
sued a  warning  against  violations  of  this  provision,  and 
the  State  Commission  sent  out  a  circular  requesting  in- 
formation as  to  violations.  A  few  cases  were  brought 
to  light,  in  one  of  which  the  evidence  was  sufficient  to 
warrant  the  presentation  of  the  matter  to  the  District 
Attorney  of  Monroe  County  for  prosecution. 

THE    STATE    CIVIL    SERVICE    COMMISSION 

The  personnel  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission 
remains  the  same  as  for  several  years  past.  The  Presi- 
dent is  Hon.  Charles  F.  Milliken  of  Canandaigua,.  the 
other  Republican  member  is  Hon.  Roscoe  C.  E.  Brown  of 
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New  York  and  the  minority  member  is  Hon.  John  E. 
Kraft  of  Kingston.  All  three  are  newspaper  editors. 
Through  this  corriposition  the  Commission  loses  the  de- 
cided advantage  of  having  a  lawyer  as  a  member  of 
the  board  to  aid  in  the  solution  of  the  many  legal  prob- 
lems which  must  inevitably  arise  in  the  construction  and 
enforcement  of  the  civil  service  law  and  rules.  As  none 
of  the  commissioners  is  resident  in  Albany  and  all  are 
actively  engaged  in  private  business  in  places  at  a  con- 
siderable distance  from  the  Capital,  the  executive  direc- 
tion of  the  office  work  has  been  confided  to  the  secretary 
and  chief  examiner. 

REORGANIZATION   OF  POSITIONS  IN  THE  OFFICE 

In  Alarch  Mr.  Charles  S.  Fowler,  who  had  been  the 
Chief  Examiner  of  the  State  Commission  since  1896, 
resigned  to  become  a  Deputy  Superintendent  of  the  In- 
surance Department.  Mr.  Fowler  was  originally  selected 
through  competitive  examination.  In  addition  to  being  a 
graduate  of  Cornell,  Mr.  Fowler  had  received  a  legal 
training  and  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  during  his 
thirteen  years  of  service  showed  great  ability  in  conduct- 
ing the  work  of  this  most  important  division  of  the  Com- 
mission's duties. 

In  anticipation  of  a  new  appointment,  the  Commis- 
sion secured  the  introduction  of  a  bill  amending  the  civil 
service  law  so  as  to  make  the  secretary  the  chief  execu- 
tive officer  under  the  Commission.  In  so  doing  they 
struck  out  the  clause  providing  for  a  chief  examiner  at 
a  fixed  salary  of  $3,600.  The  object  was  to  avoid  the 
possibility  of  future  conflict  of  authority  between  the 
chief  examiner  and  the  secretary.  To  correspond  with 
this  bill  the  appropriation  bill  carried  an  increase  in  the 
salary  of  the  secretary  to  $4,000,  and  reduced  the  salary 
of  the  chief  examiner  to  $3,000. 

To  your  Committee  this  seemed  a  serious  error  in 
judgment.  The  chief  examiner  is  the  key  to  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Commission's  work.     His  position  and  salary 


should  not  be  subject  to  the  annual  whims  of  an  appro- 
priation committee.  The  position  requires  the  services  of 
an  expert  and  a  man  of  high  educational  attainments.  To 
subordinate  the  position  to  that  of  the  secretary,  who 
need  not  and,  in  the  long  run,  will  not  possess  these 
qualifications  is  to  degrade  the  chief  examinership  and 
make  it  less  attractive  to  the  right  kind  of  candidates. 

These  arguments  were  presented  to  the  Commission. 
It  was  pointed  out  that  by  regulation,  and  without  amend- 
ment to  the  law,  the  Commission  could  fix  authority  as 
they  saw  fit,  and  that  in  other  commissions  the  possibility 
of  conflict  was  met  by  the  commission  itself,  or  its  presi- 
dent, taking  executive  control  of  the  office.  This  plan 
would  require  more  frequent  meetings  or  the  residence 
of  the  President  in  Albany,  but  the  Association  has  been 
urging  these  changes  for  some  years  past.  As  the  Com- 
mission was  unwilling  to  withdraw  its  bill,  a  memo- 
randum in  opposition  to  it  has  been  filed  by  the  Associa- 
tion with  the  Governor  who  has  not  acted  upon  it  as 
yet.  If  the  bill  is  signed  we  fear  difficulty  in  securing  a 
properly  qualified  person  to  fill  the  chief  examinership. 

CONFERENCE  OF   CIVIL   SERVICE   COMMISSIONERS 

At  the  invitation  of  the  State  Commission,  the  sec- 
ond conference  of  representatives  of  civil  service  com- 
missions throughout  the  State  was  held  in  Albany,  Octo- 
ber I  and  2.  Practical  questions  of  administration  were 
discussed  and,  before  adjourning,  the  conference  adopted 
a  resolution  in  favor  of  fixed  terms  of  office  for  civil 
service  commissioners,  so  arranged  that  the  terms  should 
overlap,  in  order  that  the  commission  should  be  a  con- 
tinuous body.  These  conferences  are  of  great  value  in 
standardizing  the  examinations  and  bringing  about  uni- 
formity in  the  enforcement  of  the  law. 

RECLASSIFICATION 

The  State  Commission  took  action  in  December,  1907, 
looking  to  a  reclassification  and  a  reduction  in  the  num- 
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ber  of  positions  in  the  exempt  class.  Its  work  was  fin- 
ished last  August  and  received  the  approval  of  the  Gov- 
ernor, with  but  slight  changes,  on  December  28th.  A 
number  of  positions  paid  wholly  by  fees  were  dropped 
from  the  classification  altogether.  Thirty-nine  positions 
in  the  state  service  and  131  in  the  county  services  were 
transferred  from  the  exempt  to  the  competitive  class. 
Commissioner  Kraft  opposed  24  out  of  the  39  transfers 
in  the  state  service,  and  106  out  of  the  131  in  the  county 
services.  One  hundred  and  forty-six  positions  were  trans- 
ferred from  the  non-competitive  to  the  competitive  class. 

Full  credit  should  be  given  to  the  Commission, — or,  in 
this  case,  to  Commissioners  Milliken  and  Brown, — for 
this  progressive  action.  The  result  is  to  leave  650  posi- 
tions in  the  state  service  exempt  and,  approximately, 
4,000  competitive.  In  the  state  and  county  services 
combined  there  remain  1,182  exempt  positions. 

With  the  approval  of  the  Governor  the  State  Com- 
mission has  extended  the  competitive  classification  to 
the  position  of  county  superintendent  of  highways  in 
all  counties  of  the  state,  thus  establishing  a  new  prece- 
dent for  extension  to  particular  positions  instead  of  by 
civil  divisions.  It  has,  in  addition,  decided,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  extend  the  classification 
to  the  counties  of  Niagara,  Oneida,  Orange,  Oswego  and 
Ulster. 

INVESTIGATIONS 

The  Commission  during  the  past  twelve  months  has, 
through  its  own  members  and  its  secretary  and  chief 
examiner,  inspected  the  methods  of  administration  of 
the  municipal  commissions  in  twenty-one  cities.  The 
need  for  such  investigations  is  strikingly  shown  by  the 
case  of  Plattsburg,  where  the  representatives  of  the  State 
Commission  found  that  the  municipal  commission  had 
held  no  meetings  and  conducted  no  examinations  in  the 
course  of  a  year.  The  failure  to  secure  results  in  small 
cities  is  more  often  due  to  ignorance  of  methods  of  ad- 
ministration than  to  bad  intentions.     There  are  48  cities 
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in  the  state  all  subject  to  the  civil  service  law  and  pos- 
sessing local  commissions.  This  Association  would  be 
glad  to  see  the  State  Commission  in  a  position  to  make 
inspections  of  the  work  in  all  cities  at  least  once  a  year. 

ADMINISTRATIVE    METHODS    OF    STATE   COMMISSION 

Since  the  passage  of  the  White  Law  in  1899,  the 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  State  Commission  have 
largely  increased.  The  efficiency  and  success  of  the 
work  of  municipal  commissions  is  dependent  to  a  large 
extent  upon  the  State  Commission,  for  no  change,  how- 
ever slight,  in  rules  or  classification  can  be  made  without 
the  consent  of  the  State  Commission,  and  the  municipal 
commission  in  all  it  does  is  subject  to  the  supervision 
and  investigation  of  the  State  Commission.  This  plan 
leads  to  uniformity  and  stability  and  prevents  the  up- 
setting of  the  local  service  with  a  change  of  administra- 
tion. 

We  submit,  however,  that  in  order  to  avoid  hamper- 
ing the  work  of  local  commissions,  and  in  order  to  meet 
its  increased  responsibilities,  the  State  Commission  should 
hold  more  frequent  meetings,  and  we  renew  our  previous 
recommendation  that  there  should  be  a  President  residing 
in  Albany  to  take  executive  control  of  the  work.  The 
Commission  is  by  law  required  to  meet  at  least  once  a 
month  in  Albany,  except  in  August.  In  1905  it  held  16 
meetings,  in  1906  13  meetings,  in  1907  16  meetings. 
During  the  past  twelve  months  it  has  held  19  meetings. 

The  Commission  has  no  fixed  dates  for  its  Albany 
meetings,  but  meetings  are  held  to  suit  the  convenience 
of  the  commissioners.  No  notice  of  matters  to  come 
before  the  meeting  is  published,  and  frequently  local 
commissions  have  only  a  few  days'  notice  before  a  meet- 
ing is  held.  The  time  is  often  inadequate  to  get  import- 
ant matters  approved  by  the  mayor  and  arrange  for  the 
appearance  of  the  officials  .interested.  Moreover,  the 
State  Commission  seldom  acts  on  an  important  matter 
at  the  same  meeting  at  which  it  is  presented,  but  it  is 
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laid  over  for  further  consideration  at  the  next  meeting. 
This  almost  invariably  means  a  delay  of  from  two  weeks 
to  a  month.  In  this  connection  some  comparisons  with 
the  practice  of  other  commissions  is  valuable. 

The  New  York  City  Commission  holds  stated  meet- 
ings on  Wednesday  morning  of  each  week.  All  matters 
involving  change  of  rules  or  classification  are  set  down 
for  public  hearing  and  are  advertised  in  advance  in  the 
City  Record,  It  holds  such  additional  meetings  as  it 
finds  necessary  and  publishes  its  minutes.  Its  presiden^ 
is  in  executive  control  of  the  office  work  and  visits  the 
office  daily.  In  the  last  twelve  months  54  meetings  have 
been  held. 

The  New  Jersey  State  Commission  meets  once  a  week. 

The  Massachusetts  Commission  holds  stated  meetings 
on  Tuesday  and  Friday  afternoons  of  each  week,  and  on 
Monday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  one  of  the  commis- 
sioners visits  the  office.  In  1908  there  were  99  regular 
meetings  and  at  least  one  commissioner  was  in  attend- 
ance at  the  office  on  86  other  days. 

The  Chicago  Commission  holds  regular  meetings 
every  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday,  and  special  meet- 
ings are  frequently  held  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday.  The 
president  devotes  all  of  his  time  to  the  work  of  the 
Commission.     During  1908,  194  meetings  were  held. 

The  delay  in  the  determination  of  executive  matters 
which  may  result  from  the  custom  of  the  State  Commis- 
sion of  holding  meetings  only  at  long  intervals  and  lay- 
ing things  over  from  meeting  to  meeting  is  strikingly 
exemplified  in  the  case  of  the  investigation  of  the  Finance 
Department  in  New  York  City: 

The   Association's  letter   specifying  the   abuses  and 
requesting  a  general  investigation  was  sent  under  date  of 
July  I.     The  first  meeting  held  thereafter  was  on 
31,  when  a  reply  by  the  Deputy  Comptroller  waft; 
sented    by   counsel.      Action   was   postponed   v 
gust  13. 

On  August  13,  the  Commission  met  f 
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City.  The  Comptroller  was  present  and  argued  for  dis- 
missal. Action  was  postponed  in  order  to  permit  the 
Comptroller  to  file  a  further  answer. 

The  Commission  met  again  on  September  17.  The 
Comptroller's  answer  was  presented.  Action  was  post- 
poned until  the  next  meeting. 

On  October  7  the  Commission  voted  to  conduct  an 
investigation. 

On  November  13  Secretary  Birdseye  came  to  New 
York  City  to  investigate  records  and  witnesses. 

On  December  3  the  Commission  began  taking  testi- 
mony, continued  the  hearing  on  the  next  day  and  com- 
pleted the  taking  of  testimony  on  December  9. 

The  report  was  published  on  January  11,  six  months 
after  the  presentation  of  the  complaint. 

INVESTIGATION   OF   THE  FINANCE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  request  of  the  New  York  Association  that  the 
State  Commission  should  investigate  the  administration 
of  the  civil  service  law  and  rules  in  the  Department  of 
Finance,  New  York  City,  was  based  on  specifications 
showing : 

(i)  That  of  6s  appointments  by  the  Comptroller  to  exempt 
positions,  54  of  the  appointees  were  enrolled  as  Demo- 
crats, of  whom  42  resided  in  Brooklyn,  and  5  were  district 
leaders.  Appointment  for  political  considerations  is  a  vio- 
lation of  section  24  of  the  civil  service  law. 

(2)  That  144  persons  had  been  appointed  as  "expert  searchers" 

without  examination  under  pretense  that  the  work  was 
temporary,  expert  in  character,  and  had  to  be  carried  on 
at  night.  Political  appointments  had  been  made  to  these 
positions.  The  work  required  of  these  men  was,  in  fact, 
of  a  simple,  clerical  character,  little  night  work  had  been 
demanded,  the  employment  had  continued  over  a  year, 
and  the  work  was  not  completed. 

(3)  That    II   cashiers   had  been   illegally  transferred    from   the 

exempt  class  to  competitive  positions,  and  the  vacancies 
thus  created  had  been  filled  by  political  appointees  without 
examination. 

(4)  That  certain  removals  had  been  made  for  political  reasons. 

afion  of  witnesses,  Mr.  Joseph  P.  Cot- 
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ton,  Jr.,  of  the  Law  Committee,  acted  as  counsel  for  the 
Association,  and  every  opportunity  was  given  to  him,  as 
well  as  to  counsel  for  the  Comptroller,  to  cross-examine. 
The  Comptroller  himself  was  frank  in  admitting  ap- 
pointments on  party  recommendations.  The  testimony 
fully  bore  out  the  allegations  of  the  Association  in  regard 
to  the  appointments  of  ^'expert  searchers"  and  cashiers, 
and  indicated  that  political  considerations  had  weight  in 
the  matter  of  the  removals.  The  report  of  the  Com- 
mission, however,  was  a  compromise. 

Commissioners  Milliken  and  Brown  signed  the  re- 
port. Commissioner  Kraft,  the  minority  member,  made 
a  dissenting  report  exonerating  the  Comptroller  alto- 
gether. The  majority  report  was  interpreted  by  the 
newspapers  at  will  for  one  side  or  the  other  on  every 
question  considered.  In  the  face  of  the  records 
and  testimony  as  to  political  appointments  to  exempt 
places,  the  report  excused  the  Comptroller  on  the  ground 
that  many  other  heads  of  departments,  both  in  the  state 
and  city  service,  were  doing  the  same  thing.  For  the 
appointments '  without  examination  of  expert  searchers 
and  cashiers  no  one  was  to  be  dismissed  or  reprimanded, 
but  the  Commission  proposed,  as  a  panacea,  a  thorough 
investigation  and  reclassification  of  positions  in  the 
Comptroller's  office  by  the  Municipal  Commission.  This, 
while  of  undoubted  advantage  for  the  future,  and  there- 
fore having  the  support  of  the  Association,  will  result 
at  present  in  "covering  in"  to  the  competitive  class  with- 
out examination  many  whose  title  to  office  was  seriously 
questioned  in  this  investigation. 

MEASURES  IN  THE  STATE  LEGISLATURE 

The  Association  secured  the  introduction  of  a  number 
of  bills  this  year  designed  to  strengthen  and  perfect  the 
civil  service  law.  All  the  Association's  bills,  with  the 
exception  of  one,  the  purpose  of  which  was  to  limit  the 
political  activity  of  employees  in  the  classified  service, 
received  the  endorsement  of  the  State  Commission  in  its 
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last  annual  reports  Only  one  bill  was  reported  from 
committee;  a  bill  to  grant  all  municipal  commissions 
the  same  powers  of  investigation  that  are  now  possessed 
by  the  State  Commission  and  by  the  New  York  City 
Commission  under  the  Charter.  This  passed  the  As- 
sembly and  was  favorably  reported  by  the  Senate  Judi- 
ciary Committee,  but  was  defeated  on  third  reading  in 
the  Senate,  receiving  only  ten  votes  in  its  favor.  The 
Legislature  this  year  did  not  prove  favorably  disposed 
toward  bills  intended  only  to  improve  the  pubHc  service 
and  limit  the  scope  of  patronage. 

The  Association  has  pursued  its  usual  course  in  care- 
fully scrutinizing  all  bills  introduced  in  the  Legislature 
and  filing  memoranda  with  the  appropriate  committees 
in  the  case  of  all  bills  affecting  the  civil  service  law  or 
its  administration.  It  is  too  early  yet  to  speak  of  results 
as  a  number  of  these  bills  are  still  awaiting  action  by 
the  Mayor  or  Governor.  Notable  among  them  is  a  bill 
providing  for  a  crude  system  of  retirement  on  pension  of 
employees  of  the  City  of  Buffalo  which  has  received  the 
approval  of  the  mayor  of  that  city.  Its  enactment  into 
law  would  serve  as  an  unfortunate  precedent. 

The  Constitutional  amendment  providing  for  a  ten 
per  cent,  preference  in  rating  in  all  civil  service  examina- 
tions for  veterans  of  the  Spanish  War,  the  Philippine 
Insurrection  and  the  Boxer  Uprising,  which  came  so 
close  to  passage  last  year,  was  not  reported  from  com- 
mittee in  either  house  during  the  last  session.  Hearings 
were  held  before  both  committees  at  which,  in  addition 
to  the  President  of  the  Buffalo  Association  and  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  New  York  Association,  representatives  of 
the  State  and  New  York  City  Commissions  and  of  the 
civil  employees  in  New  York  and  Buffalo  appeared  in 
opposition. 

PROPOSED    NEW    CHARTER   FOR    NEW    YORK    CITY 

At  the  request  of  Commissioner  McAneny,  of  the 
New  York  Charter  Commission,  the  Association,  through 
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its  Law  Committee,  prepared  and  submitted  a  number 
of  amendments  to  the  charter,  almost  all  of  which  were 
accepted  by  the  Commission.  The  Law  Committee  was 
then  requested  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Charter  Commis- 
sion to  draft  a  civil  service  chapter  for  the  new  charter, 
including  therein  ail  the  scattered  civil  service  provisions 
of  the  present  charter  which  it  considered  desirable  to 
retain.  This  was  also  done;  but  the  Legislature  failed 
to  act  on  the  charter  after  it  was  introduced. 

NEW  YORK  CITY 

THE  MUNICIPAL  aVIL  SEBVICE  COMMISSION 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  Municipal  Commis- 
sion. The  results  of  more  than  a  year's  work  under  the 
presidency  of  Hon.  Frank  L,  Polk,  who  succeeded  Presi- 
dent Baker  as  executive  head  of  the  Commission  in  Janu- 
ary, 1908,  show  steadily  increased  efficiency  and  an 
ability  to  cope  with  new  problems.  The  fullest  publicity 
is  given  to  all  that  the  Commission  does  or  proposes  to  do. 

NEW   PROMOTION   BUREAU 

There  is  no  more  difficult  problem  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  civil  service  system  than  the  question  how  to 
regulate  promotions  so  as  to  exclude  pohtics  and  at  the 
same  time  get  the  best  results.  Some  of  those  who 
heartily  subscribe  to  the  principle  of  competition  for 
original  appointment  believe  that  this  principle  cannot  be 
practically  applied  in  selecting  candidates  for  promotion, 
becavise  so  much  depends  on  the  spirit  and  manner  in^ 
which  the  candidate  performs  his  work.  Neverthelesa^. 
the  New  York  Constitution  provides  for  competitive  pro- 
motions and  the  civil  service  law  requires  that  the  exam- 
ination shall  take  into  account  the  record  of  performance 
of  duty  and  seniority  of  service  as  well  as  tlie  ratii 
written  papers. 

The  Commission  has  done  what  it  ■ 
proper  grading  of  salaries  as  a  neces 
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lated  promotions.  In  view  of  the  difficulty  encountered 
in  securing  proper  records  of  efficiency  and  conduct  from 
the  departments,  the  Commission  established  a  promo- 
tion bureau  and  placed  in  charge  one  of  its  ablest  exam- 
iners, Mr.  Thomas  C.  Murray.  Mr.  Murray  revised  the 
rules  governing  the  keeping  of  efficiency  records,  called 
together  all  the  department  officers  engaged  in  marking 
efficiency  and  thoroughly  explained  the  system  to  them, 
established  standards  for  marking  and  provided  for 
boards  of  promotion  in  each  department  in  order  to  se- 
cure uniformity  in  the  marking  of  different  bureaus. 
The  Association  aided  in  this  work.  It  is  not  too  much 
to  say  that  the  New  York  City  Commission  has  done 
more  than  any  other  in  the  country  toward  solving  the 
problem  of  promotion  through  competition. 

FOREMAN    AND    ASSISTANT    FOREMAN    MADE    COMPETITIVE. 

The  Commission  took  another  important  step  to  place 
the  service  on  a  higher  plane  when  it  adopted  the  plan, 
which  the  Association  has  been  advocating  for  years  past, 
of  transferring  the  positions  of  foreman  and  assistant 
foreman  from  the  labor  to  the  competitive  class. 
Hitherto  assignments  to  these  positions  had  been  matters 
of  favor  or  political  influence.  In  crder  to  provide 
against  being  swamped  by  the  number  of  candidates  in 
open  competitive  examination  for  these  positions,  the 
Commission  has  arranged  for  the  filling  of  these  posi- 
tions by  promotion  from  laborer,  under  proper  safe- 
guards. In  certain  other  cases  the  Commission,  in  its 
discretion,  allows  promotion  from  the  labor  class  to  the 
lowest  grade  of  the  competitive  class  after  three  years 
of  service  upon  competitive  examination  and,  although 
this  plan  has  been  severely  criticised  and  is  open  to  some 
theoretical  objections,  it  has  worked  well  in  practice. 

CLASSIFICATION   OF   FERRY    SERVICE 

A  further  improvement  was  made  by  transferring 
pilots  from  the  non-competitive  to  the  competitive  class. 
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The  new  municipal  ferry  service  has  been  graded  to  pro- 
vide for  promotions,  and  the  Commission  now  proposes 
to  classify  as  competitive  the  positions  of  superintendent 
and  assistant  superintendent  of  ferries.  With  this 
change  the  entire  ferry  service,  from  superintendent  to 
deckhand  and  stoker,  will  be  removed  from  political  in- 
fluence; a  matter  of  immense  importance  to  the  thou- 
sands of  citizens  who  are  daily  dependent  upon  the  mu- 
nicipal ferry  for  transportation. 

RECLASSIFICATION  OF  EXEMPT   POSITIONS 

The  State  Commission,  in  its  report  upon  the  investi- 
gation of  the  Finance  Department,  recommended  to  the 
Municipal  Commission  a  reclassification  of  the  exempt 
positions  in  the  department.  The  Municipal  Commission 
decided  to  take  this  up  on  a  broader  basis  and,  so  far 
as  possible,  to  eliminate  from  the  exempt  class  in  all 
departments  the  positions  which  can  practically  be  filled 
through  competition.  It  is  unfortunate  that  this  could 
not  have  been  done  before  so  as  to  avoid  the  inevitable 
charge  that  these  changes  in  the  last  year  of  an  admin- 
istration were  for  the  purpose  of  "covering  in"  political 
favorites,  but  the  proposed  transfers  are  justified  on  their 
merits,  and  the  Commission  is  prepared  to  consider  them 
with  sole  regard  to  the  duties  performed  and  the  prac- 
ticability of  competition,  entirely  aside  from  the  wishes 
of  present  incumbents.  The  first  hearing  on  changes  in 
eleven  departments  and  offices  involving  the  transfer  of 
57  positions  from  the  exempt  to  the  competitive  class  was 
held  May  5 ;  the  second,  affecting  an  equal  number  of 
positions  in  12  other  departments  and  offices  was  held 
May  10.  The  Finance  Department  will  probably  be  con- 
sidered separately  next  week.  The  full  plan  involves  the 
transfer  of  over  140  positions  from  the  exempt  to  the 
competitive  class. 

NEW  FORM   OF  PAYROLLS 

The  segregated  budget  and  the  new  forms  of  pay- 
rolls— both  results  of  the  far-reaching  work  of  the  Bu-

reau  of  Municipal  Research — have  brought  to  light  many 
violations  of  the  civil  service  law  of  long  standing. 
Month  after  month  for  years  past,  appointing  officers 
have  been  certifying — contrary  to  the  facts  in  many  cases 
— that  employees  were  performing  the  duties  of  the  posi- 
tions legally  held  by  them,  when  in  fact  many  of  them 
have  been  illegally  assigned  to  perform  entirely  different 
duties.  The  best  that  can  be  said  in  their  excuse  is  that 
they  were  ignorant  of  what  was  going  on  in  their  own 
departments  and,  before  attaching  their  signatures,  did 
not  take  the  pains  to  inquire  as  to  the  facts  to  which  they 
made  certification.  As  soon  as  these  cases  were  brought 
to  light  an  outcry  was  raised  against  the  new  payrolls 
as  impracticable.  They  have  been  continued,  however, 
and  even  strengthened,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Associa- 
tion, by  including  in  all  forms  of  payrolls  instead  of  only 
in  that  form  used  for  the  labor  service,  a  column  in 
which  the  appointing  officer  should  be  required  to  state 
the  precise  duties  performed  by  each  person  on  the  pay- 
roll during  the  time  for  which  he  seeks  pay.  The  Com- 
mission has  required  the  dismissal  or  reassignment  of 
many  employees  improperly  employed  and  is  engaged  in 
making  the  necessary  readjustments  in  classification.  At 
the  hearings  and  in  the  inspections  of  departments  the 
Association  has  taken  part.  The  results  have  shown  a 
necessity  for  a  bureau  of  inspection  in  the  Civil  Service 
Commission. 

REAPPOINTMENT  OF  BRIDGE  EMPLOYEES 

The  action  of  the  Municipal  Commission  in  permit- 
ting the  reappointment  of  twenty-two  former  employees 
of  the  New  York  and  Brooklyn  Bridge  who  had  been 
out  of  the  city  service  for  eleven  years  is  open  to  severe 
criticism.  The  Association  has  brought  the  matter  to  the 
attention  of  the  State  Commission,  with  a  request  that 
they  should  rescind  their  approval  of  the  resolution  of 
the  Municipal  Commission  allowing  reappointment.  The 
State    Commission   has   questioned   the   legality   of   the 
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adoption  of  this  resolution.     The  men  are  now  at  work 
and  no  definite  action  has  been  taken. 


CRITICISMS  OF  CIVIL  SERVICE  LAW 

In  speeches  at  the  Budget  Exhibit  held  at  135  Broad- 
way last  Fall,  certain  department  heads, — notably  the 
Comptroller, — showed  a  disposition  to  attribute  dereliction 
of  duty  and  failure  to  get  results  to  the  operation  of  the 
civil  service  law.  It  was  stated  that  civil  service  em- 
ployees could  not  be  kept  at  work  after  four;  that  they 
could  not  be  removed  for  inefficiency  except  after  a  trial, 
and  removal  generally  resulted  in  reinstatement  through 
the  courts;  that  it  was  impossible  to  lay  oflf  civil  service 
men  in  case  of  lack  of  work  or  lack  of  appropriation. 

An  opportunity  to  reply  to  these  charges  at  a  later 
meeting  was  given  to  the  advocates  of  the  law,  and  the 
representatives  of  the  Commission  and  the  Association 
showed  them  to  be  wholly  baseless.  The  civil  service 
law  does  not  fix  the  hours  of  labor,  which  are  subject 
to  ordinance  and  the  will  of  the  head  of  department;  it 
places  no  restriction  on  removal  of  city  employees  and 
provides  for  no  appeal  to  the  courts  except  in  the  case 
of  veterans  and  veteran  volunteer  firemen,  and  it  per- 
mits the  utmost  freedom  in  laying  off  men  for  lack  of 
work  or  lack  of  appropriation.  The  New  York  City 
Charter  contains  special  provisions  regulating  the  removal 
of  policemen  and  firemen  and  certain  other  employees^ 
but  in  the  case  of  ordinary  civil  service  employees  places 
the  power  of  removal  in  the  head  of  department,  and  re- 
quires him  only  to  present  and  record  his  reasons  for 
removal  and  allow  the  employee  a  reasonable  opportunity 
to  reply  in  writing.  This  procedure  complied  with,  the 
head  of  department  is  free  to  act  as  he  sees  fit  and,  unless 
the  reasons  were  mere  generalizations  or  utterly  frivo- 
lous on  their  face  the  employee  has  no  room  for  hope 
of  reinstatement  through  the  courts.  The  right  of  ap- 
pointing officers  to  make  removals,  as  above  described^ 
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has  been  placed  beyond  all  question  by  frequent  decisions 
of  the  courts. 

LITIGATION 

Only  one  important  case  has  engaged  the  attention 
of  the  Law  Committee  this  year,  and  in  its  presentation 
the  Association  had  no  part.  In  Flaherty  vs.  Milliken 
the  Court  of  Appeals  reversed  the  decision  of  the  Appel- 
late Division  and  held  that  the  employees  of  the  Sheriff, 
who  were  in  any  way  connected  with  the  civil  side  of  the 
Sheriff's  duties,  were  his  personal  appointees,  responsible 
solely  to  him,  and,  therefore,  not  subject  to  the  civil 
service  law.  The  effect  will  be  to  withdraw  from  the 
classification  a  large  majority  of  the  positions  under  the 
Sheriff's  in  every  county. 

The  Executive  Committee  expresses  its  appreciation 
of  the  work  for  civil  service  reform  performed  by  the 
Women's  Auxiliary,  and  thanks  the  members  of  the 
standing  committees  of  the  Association  for  the  attention 
they  have  given  to  the  details  of  the  Association's  work. 
The  membership  of  the  Association  numbers  894,  against 
869  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.  There  are  16  life 
members,  yj  sustaining  members  and  801  regular 
members.

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ORGANIZATION 

OF 

THE   NEW  YORK  dVX   SERVICE  REFORM 

ASSOCIATION 


CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I. 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  The  Civil  Service 
Reform  Association. 

Article  II. 

The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  establish  a  system 
of  appointment,  promotion,  and  removal  in  the  civil  service, 
founded  upon  the  principle  that  public  office  is  a  public  trust, 
admission  to  which  should  depend  upon  proven  fitness.  To 
this  end  the  Association  will  demand  that  appointments  to 
subordinate  executive  offices,  with  such  exceptions  as  may  be 
expedient,  not  inconsistent  with  the  principle  already  men- 
tioned, shall  be  made  from  persons  whose  fitness  has  been  as- 
certained by  competitive  examinations  open  to  all  applicants 
properly  quahfied,  and  that  removals  shall  be  made  for  legiti- 
mate cause  only,  such  as  dishonesty,  negligence,  or  ineffi- 
ciency, but  not  for  political  opinion  or  refusal  to  render 
party  service ;  and  the  Association  will  advocate  all  other  ap- 
propriate measures  for  securing  integrity,  intelligence,  effi- 
ciency, good  order,  and  due  discipline  in  the  civil  service. 

Article  III. 

The  Association  will  hold  meetings,  raise  funds,  publish 
and  circulate  appropriate  information,  correspond  and  co- 
operate with  associations  organized  elsewhere  for  the  objects 
set  forth  in  this  Constitution,  and  support  all  executive  and 
legislative  action  which  promote  its  purposes. 
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Article  IV. 

The  conditions  of  membership  shall  be  wholly  independ- 
ent of  party  preference.  Questions  shall  not  be  discussed  in 
the  debate  or  in  the  publications  of  the  Association  upon 
party  grounds.  Neither  the  name  nor  influence  of  the  Asso- 
ciation shall  be  used  on  behalf  of  any  party,  or  for  procuring 
office  or  promotion  for  any  person.  But  nothing  in  this  ar- 
ticle shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  Association  from  op- 
posing any  candidate  when  in  its  opinion,  or  in  that  of 
three-fourths  of  the  mrmbers  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
such  course  is  demanded  by  ihe  objects  of  the  Association. 

Article  V. 

There  shall  be  a  President,  to  be  elected  by  the  Associa- 
tion at  the  annual  meeting,  who  shall  perform  the  usual  and 
prescribed,  duties  of  that  office.  He  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a 
member  of  all  committees,  with  a  casting  vote  only,  and  he 
may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  when- 
ever he  thinks  it  necessary,  and,  with  the  assent  of  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee,  special  meetings  of  the  As- 
sociation. 

There  shall  be  ten  Vice-Presidents,  to  be  annually  elected 
by  the  Association. 

There  shall  be  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary  and  such  other 
officers  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  from  time  to  time 
de^ignate,  who  shall  perform  the  usual  and  prescribed  duties 
of  such  officers.  They  shall  be  respectively  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  may  be  removed  by  tliem.  The 
Treasurer  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a  member  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee of  the  Association. 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  of  twenty  five 
members,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Association.  Subject 
to  these  articles,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  manage  the 
affairs  of  the  Association,  direct  and  dispose  of  its  funds,  and 
from  time  to  time  make  and  modify  by-laws  for  the  Association 
and  for  its  own  action.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  keep 
a  record  of  its  proceedings,  and  shall  make  a  report  to  the 
Association   at    the  annual  meeting.      No  appropriation    of 
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money  by  the  Executive  Committee  beyond  the  amount  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  at  the  time  shall  bind  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Association,  excepting  those  members  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  who  shall  vote  for  it.  Vacancies  in  the 
Executive  Committee  may  be  filled  by  the  President  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term.  Other  vacancies  may  be  filled  by 
the  Executive  Committee. 

All  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  members  of  the 
several  Standing  Committees  shall  be,  ex-officio,  members  ot 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Article  VI. 

Each  officer  of  the  Association  shall  continue  to  hold 
office  until  his  successor  has  been  selected  and  is  ready  to 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  office. 

Article  VII. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  on 
the  second  Wednesday  of  May,  at  which  officers  shall  be 
elected  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  other  appropriate  business 
may  be  transacted ;  except  in  the  year  1898,  when  the  an- 
nual meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  Jan- 
uary. 

Article  VIII. 

Any  person  may  be  proposed  in  writing  for  membership 
by  any  member  of  the  Association,  and  shall  be  admitted 
upon  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Members  fail- 
ing to  pay  their  dues  may  be  dropped  from  the  roll  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Article  IX. 

The  annual  dues  of  each  member  shall  be  $5, 
payable  on  the  1st  of  May,  and  each  member  shall  re- 
ceive the  annual  report  and  all  other  publications  of 
the  Association.  Sustaining^  members,  on  payment 
of  twenty-five  dollars  annually,  and  lAfe  members, 
exempt  from  annual  dues  on  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  may  be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee 
at  any  regrular  meeting:  thereof.

Articlk  X. 

AH  provisions  of  this  ConsdnitioD,  except  those  relating 
to  the  n'ghts  of  members,  and  the  term  of  officers,  may  be 
suspended  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  either  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  or  at  a  special  meeting  duly  called.

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BY-LAWS. 


FOR    THE    GOVERNMENT    OF    THE    ASSOCIATION    AND 

ITS  COMMITTEES. 


§  I.  The  Annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held 
at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  Executive  Committee  shall  de- 
signate. The  election  of  officers  shall  be  by  ballot,  but  any 
member  not  present  may  declare  his  vote  by  letter  to  the  Sec- 
retary and  it  shall  be  counted. 

§  2.  The  meetings  of  each  committee,  unless  otherwise 
especially  provided  for,  shall  be  at  half-past  eight  P.  M.,  at 
which  time  the  chairman  shall  direct  the  call  of  the  names  of 
its  members  and  the  Secretary  shall  record  the  names  of 
those  present  and  others  as  they  appear. 

§  3.  The  order  of  business,  before  each  committee  shall  be  :

meeting. 

And,  thereafter,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  as  follows : 

2.  Any  statement  due  from  the  Treasurer. 

3.  Unfinished  business  from  the  last  meeting. 

4.  Report  from  the  Secretary's  office. 

5.  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

6.  Reports  of  special  committees. 

7.  Proposals  of  new  members  and  their  election. 

8.  Miscellaneous  business. 

§  4.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  every  month  except 
July  and  August,  but  if  that  day  be  a  holiday,  then  on  the 
third  Wednesday.  Ten  members  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
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§  5-  Neither  in  the  meetings  of  the  Association  nor  of  any 
committee  shall  any  member  speak  more  than  once  on  any 
motion  nor  more  than  ten  minutes  at  one  time,  without 
unanimous  consent,  nor  shall  any  person,  or  his  actions,  be 
characterized  on  party  grounds. 

§  6.  Special  meetings  of  any  committee  may  be  called  by 
its  chairman  or  by  any  three  members,  and  due  notice  thereof 
shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary. 

§  7.  All  notices  to  a  member  shall  be  sent  to  his  address 
filed  with  the  Secretary. 

§  8.  On  the  demand  of  one-fifth  of  the  members  present, 
at  any  meeting  of  the  Association  or  of  a  committee,  the  ayes 
and  nays  shall  be  called  and  recorded  on  any  motion. 

§  9.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  chair  unless 
their  selection  shall  be  otherwise  provided  for. 

§  10.  At  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Conmiit- 
tee,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  make  a  statement 
of  the  amount  of  money  in  the  treasury  and  of  the  place  of 
its  deposit,  and,  at  the  annual  meeting,  he  shall  state  the 
source  of  all  moneys  received  and  the  use  made  of  the  same 
during  the  past  year. 

§  II.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Association  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  per- 
form the  other  duties  assigned  him. 

§  12.  Without  the  consent  of  three-fourths  of  the  members 
present,  no  vote  which  will  declare  or  fill  a  vacancy  or  elect  a 
member  of  the  Association  shall  be  deemed  carried,  at  the 
same  meeting  in  which  it  was  first  moved. 

§  13.  It  shall  require  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee  present  to  pass  any  vote  under 
which  more  than  $100  will  be  appropriated  or  the  Associa- 
tion be  pledged  for  more  than  that  amount,  and  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  alone  shall  have  authority  to  create  any 
charge  upon  the  funds  of  the  Association.  But  neither  said 
committee  nor  any  officer  or  officers  of  the  Association  shall 
be  authorized  to  create  a  personal  liability  against  any  mem- 
bers but  themselves. 
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§  14.  There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  Committees, 
of  seven  members  each,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by 
the  Executive  Committee: 

(i)  A  Finance  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  de- 
vise and  carry  into  effect,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  suitable  measures  for  raising  funds,  and 
to  supervise  and  report  upon  the  income  and  expenditures  of 
the  Association.  The  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee 
shall,  in  advance  of  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association, 
appoint  an  Auditing  Committee  from  among  the  members  of 
the  Association,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  all  vouchers 
and  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  and  to  report  thereon 
at  the  annual  meeting. 

(2)  A  Publication  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
prepare  and  recommend  matters  suitable  for  publication  by 
the  Association,  and  to  take  charge  of  the  printing  and  dis- 
tribution of  whatever  may  be  ordered  printed. 

(3)  A  Committee  on  Correspondence,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  promote  the  objects  of  the  Association  through  corre- 
spondence and  co-operation  with  other  organizations. 

(4)  A  Committee  on  Administration,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  administration  of  the  civil 
service  law  and  rules  and  to  consider  and  recommend  suit- 
able methods  of  examination  for  admission  to  and  promotion 
in  the  public  service,  and  suitable  procedure  tending  to  make 
the  system  more  efficient. 

There  shall  also  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Law  of  nine 
members,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the  Executive 
Committee.  Its  duty  shall  be  to  consider  all  legislation 
affecting  the  civil  service,  to  promote  such  as  may  be  ap- 
proved, and  to  oppose  such  as  may  be  disapproved  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  to  prepare  and  recommend  such 
amendments  to  the  law  as  in  their  opinion  will  advance  the 
purposes  of  the  Association.  The  Law  Committee  shall 
have  power  to  represent  the  Association  in  any  legal  proceed- 
ings which  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  or  enforce 
the  laws  affecting  the  State  or  Municipal  civil  service.

CONSTITUTION, 

Article  I. 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  The  Civil  Service 
Reform  Association. 

Article  II. 

The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  establish  a  system 
of  appointment,  promotion,  and  removal  in  the  civil  service, 
founded  upon  the  principle  that  public  oflSce  is  a  public  trust, 
admission  to  which  should  depend  upon  proven  fitness.  To 
this  end  the  Association  will  demand  that  appointments  to 
subordinate  executive  offices,  with  such  exceptions  as  may  be 
expedient,  not  inconsistent  with  the  principle  already  men- 
tioned, shall  be  made  from  persons  whose  fitness  has  been  as- 
certained by  competitive  examinations  open  to  all  applicants 
properly  quahfied,  and  that  removals  shall  be  made  for  legiti- 
mate cause  only,  such  as  dishonesty,  negligence,  or  ineffi- 
ciency, but  not  for  political  opinion  or  refusal  to  render 
party  service ;  and  the  Association  will  advocate  all  other  ap- 
propriate measures  for  securing  integrity,  intelligence,  effi- 
ciency, good  order,  and  due  discipline  in  the  civil  service. 

Article  III. 

The  Association  will  hold  meetings,  raise  funds,  publish 
and  circulate  appropriate  information,  correspond  and  co- 
operate with  associations  organized  elsewhere  for  the  objects 
set  forth  in  this  Constitution,  and  support  all  executive  and 
legislative  action  which  promote  its  purposes. 
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Article  IV. 

The  conditions  of  membership  shall  be  wholly  independ- 
ent of  party  preference.  Questions  shall  not  be  discussed  in 
the  debate  or  in  the  publications  of  the  Association  upon 
party  grounds.  Neither  the  name  nor  influence  of  the  Asso- 
ciation shall  be  used  on  behalf  of  any  party,  or  for  procuring 
office  or  promotion  for  any  person.  But  nothing  in  this  ar- 
ticle shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  Association  from  op- 
posing any  candidate  when  in  its  opinion,  or  in  that  of 
three-fourths  of  the  mrml)ers  of  the  Executive  Committee,, 
such  course  is  demanded  by  ihe  objects  of  the  Association. 

Article  V. 

There  shall  be  a  President,  to  be  elected  by  the  Associa- 
tion at  the  annual  meeting,  who  shall  perform  the  usual  and 
prescribed,  duties  of  that  office.  He  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a 
member  of  all  committees,  with  a  casting  vote  only,  and  he 
may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  when- 
ever he  thinks  it  necessary,  and,  with  the  assent  of  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee,  special  meetings  of  the  As- 
sociation. 

There  shall  be  ten  Vice-Presidents,  to  be  annually  elected 
by  the  Association. 

There  shall  be  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary  and  such  other 
officers  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  from  time  to  time 
designate,  who  shall  perform  the  usual  and  prescribed  duties 
of  such  officers.  They  shall  be  respectively  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  may  be  removed  by  them.  The 
Treasurer  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a  member  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee of  the  Association.

The  annual  dues  of  each  member  shall  be  $5» 
payable  on  the  1st  of  May,  and  each  member  shall  re- 
ceive the  annual  report  and  all  other  publications  of 
the  Association.  Sustaining^  members,  on  payment 
of  twenty-five  dollars  annually,  and  Life  members, 
exempt  from  annual  dues  on  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  may  be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee 
at  any  regular  meeting  thereof. 
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Article  X. 

All  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  except  those  relating 
to  the  rights  of  members,  and  the  term  of  officers,  may  be 
suspended  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  either  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  or  at  a  special  meeting  duly  called.  Due  no- 
tice shall  be  given  before  any  such  annual  or  special  meeting 
that  the  approval  of  the  Association  will,  thereat,  be  asked  for 
such  action  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  notice  shall 
clearly  state  the  effect  of  such  suspension  or  amendment  in 
the  text  of  the  Constitution.  Any  member  of  the  Association 
may  propose  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  which  may  be 
approved  under  the  same  conditions.

§  13.  It  shall  require  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee  present  to  pass  any  vote  under 
which  more  than  $100  will  be  appropriated  or  the  Associa- 
tion be  pledged  for  more  than  that  amount,  and  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  alone  shall  have  authority  to  create  any 
charge  upon  the  funds  of  the  Association.  But  neither  said 
committee  nor  any  officer  or  officers  of  the  Association  shall 
be  authorized  to  create  a  personal  liability  against  any  mem- 
bers but  themselves. 
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§  14.  There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  Committees, 
of  seven  members  each,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by 
the  Executive  Committee: 

(i)  A  Finance  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  de- 
vise and  carry  into  effect,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  suitable  measures  for  raising  funds,  and 
to  supervise  and  report  upon  the  income  and  expenditures  of 
the  Association.  The  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee 
shall,  in  advance  of  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association, 
appoint  an  Auditing  Committee  from  among  the  members  of 
the  Association,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  all  vouchers 
and  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  and  to  report  thereon 
at  the  annual  meeting. 

(2)  A  Publication  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
prepare  and  recommend  matters  suitable  for  publication  by 
the  Association,  and  to  take  charge  of  the  printing  and  dis- 
tribution of  whatever  may  be  ordered  printed. 

(3)  A  Committee  on  Correspondence,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  promote  the  objects  of  the  Association  through  corre- 
spondence and  co-operation  with  other  organizations. 

(4)  A  Committee  on  Administration,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  administration  of  the  civil 
service  law  and  rules  and  to  consider  and  recommend  suit- 
able methods  of  examination  for  admission  to  and  promotion 
in  the  public  service,  and  suitable  procedure  tending  to  make 
the  system  more  efficient. 

I'here  shall  also  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Law  of  nine 
members,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the  Executive 
Committee.  Its  duty  shall  be  to  consider  all  legislation 
affecting  the  civil  service,  to  promote  such  as  may  be  ap- 
proved, and  to  oppose  such  as  may  be  disapproved  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  to  prepare  and  recommend  such 
amendments  to  the  law  as  in  their  opinion  will  advance  the 
purposes  of  the  Association.  The  Law  Committee  shall 
have  power  to  represent  the  Association  in  any  legal  proceed- 
ings which  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  or  enforce 
the  laws  affecting  the  State  or  Municipal  civil  service. 

There  shall  also  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Membership 
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of  fifteen  members,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  devise  and  carry 
into  effect  measures  for  increasing  the  membership  of  the 
Association. 

Each  Standing  Committee  shall  be  competent  to  fix  the 
number  of  its  own  quorum ;  but  such  quorum  shall  in  no  case 
be  less  than  three. 

§  15.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended,  or  new  By-Laws 
added,  by  a  four-fifths  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee ;  or  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  provided  a  statement  of 
the  proposed  change  had  been  entered  on  the  minutes  at  the 
last  meeting. 

§  16.  Amendments  proposed  under  the  last  clause  of  the 
tenth  section  of  the  constitution  shall  be  first  submitted  to  the 
Executive  Committee.

THE  NEW  YORK   CIVIL  SERVICE  REFORM 

ASSOOATION 

[Filed  May  ii,  1900.] 


Know  All  Men  by  These  Presents:  That  we,  the  under- 
signed, being  persons  of  full  age  and  all  citizens  of  the  United  States,  a 
majority  of  whom  are  also  citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  being 
j;iow  Directors  of  an  unincorporated  association  known  as  the  New  York 
Civil  Service  Reform  Association,  and  organized  for  the  purposes  here- 
inafter mentioned  ;  being  desirous  of  incorpoiat'on  for  the  same  pur- 
poses under  the  Membership  Corporations  Law  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  do  hereby,  pursuant  to  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the 
said  Association,  present  and  voting  at  a  regularly  called  meeting  thereof, 
and  pursuant  to  authority  given  by  the  said  unanimous  vote  at  the  said 
meeting,  of  which  meeting  notice  of  the  intention  so  to  incorporate  was 
given  personally  or  by  mail  to  each  member  of  such  Association  whose 
residence  or  Post  Office  address  was  known,  at  least  thirty  days  before 
said  meeting,  and  at  which  meeting  the  corporate  name  s;ated  in  para- 
graph First  was  by  unanimous  vote  adopted,  do  hereby  certify  as 
follows  : 

First. — The  name  or  title  by  which  the  Association  in  which  we 
desire  to  form  ourselves  as  aforesaid  shall  be  known  in  law,  shall  be  the 
Civil  Service  Reform  Association. 

Second. — The  territory  in  which  its  operations  are  to  be  principally 
conducted  shall  be  the  City  of  New  York. 

Third. — The  city  in  which  its  principal  office  is  to  be  located  is 
the  City  of  New  York. 

Fourth. — The  objects  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  further  the 
establishment  of  a  system  of  appointment,  promotion  and  removal  in 
the  civil  service,  founded  upon  the  principle  that  public  office  is  a  public 
trust,  admission  to  and  retention  in  which  should  depend  upon  proven 
htness  ;  and  to  take  such  action  as  may  tend  to  secure  the  honest  and 
efficient  execution  of  laws  and  rules  relating  to  the  civil  service,  and  to 
the  proper  administration  thereof. 

Fifth. — The  number  of  its  directors  shall  be  twenty-eight. 
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ANNUAL    REPORT

Before  reviewing  the  work  of  the  year,  the  Committee 
records  its  sense  of  deep  loss  in  the  death  of  Richard 
Watson  Gilder,  long  a  member  of  the  Association  and  for 
eight  years  a  member  of  this  Committee. 

As  evidence  of  popular  support,  the  Committee  has 
pleasure  in  reporting  an  increase  in  the  Association's 
membership,  which  numbers  948  against  894  at  the  end 
of  the  previous  year.  There  are  84  sustaining  members, 
16  life  members  and  848  regular  members. 

In  December  the  Association  had  the  pleasure  of  en- 
tertaining the  National  Civil  Service  Reform  League  on 
the  occasion  of  its  annual  meeting.  The  meeting  was  a 
memorable  one  and  the  public  banquet  to  the  delegates 
was  one  of  the  most  successful  in  the  history  of  the 
League. 

THE  FEDERAL  SERVICE 

The  Association  takes  cognizance  of  the  progress  of 
the  reform  in  the  federal  service  only  in  so  far  as  it  re- 
lates to  the  federal  offices  within  the  state.  To  review 
the  progress  made  throughout  the  federal  service  is  the 
province  of  the  National  Civil  Service  Reform  League. 

FOURTH  CLASS  POSTMASTERS 

The  success  of  the  movement  inaugurated  by  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's  order  of  December,  1908,  which  placed 
under  competition  the  fourth  class  postmasters  in  states 
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north  of  the  Ohio  and  east  of  the  Mississippi,  while  of 
general  interest,  has  a  special  interest  for  this  Association, 
for  the  most  marked  success  has  been  in  this  state.  In 
New  York,  Illinois,  Massachusetts  and  Ohio  all  positions 
paying  less  than  $500  a  year  are  filled  after  examination 
by  postoffice  inspectors,  while  those  fourth  class  offices 
paying  over  $500  are  filled  subject  to  competitive  examin- 
ations conducted  by  the  civil  service  commission.  In  thfe 
first  year  under  the  operation  of  the  new  order,  27  com- 
petitive examinations  were  held  in  New  York  State, 
through  which  all  vacancies  have  been  filled.  There  were 
119  applicants  in  these  examinations,  of  whom  91  passed 
and  of  whom  28  have  been  appointed.  There  has  been  an 
average  of  over  four  applicants  for  each  position,  thus  in- 
suring real  competition.  In  only  five  cases  has  there  been 
but  one  applicant,  and  in  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  hold 
more  than  one  examination  to  secure  a  qualified  post- 
master. The  people  of  New  York  have  become  accustomed 
to  the  merit  system  as  a  means  of  entering  public  service. 
Although  the  statistics  for  the  other  states  under  the  new 
order  are  not  so  favorable  to  competition  as  in  New  York, 
nevertheless  they  show  that  the  system  has  worked  suc- 
cessfully and  has  not  placed  too  great  a  burden  upon  the 
civil  service  commission. 

CUSTOM   HOUSE  FRAUDS 

Although  a  number  of  competitive  employees  were  in- 
volved in  the  recent  weighing  frauds  in  the  customs  serv- 
ice at  New  York  City,  in  justice  to  the  merit  system  it 
should  be  kept  in  mind  that  the  executive  officers  in  charge 
of  the  customs  service  were  the  products  of  the  spoils  sys- 
tem. And  that  this  was  largely  responsible  for  the  frauds 
has  apparently  been  recognized  by  the  surveyor  of  the 
port,  General  J.  S.  Clarkson,  who,  as  first  assistant  post- 
master-general under  President  Harrison,  gained  an  un- 
enviable reputation  as  a  spoilsman,  for  in  a  manifesto 
issued  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  he  stated : 

The  customs  service  will  never  attain  its  rightful  and  pos- 


sible  efficiency  until  it  is  completely  separated  from  political  in 
fluence  and  entirely  removed  from  partisan  politics,  and  personal 
ambition. 

James  F.  Vail,  the  deputy  surveyor  in  charge  of  the 
weighing  division,  was  promoted  to  that  position  by  Sur- 
veyor Clarkson  without  examination,  by  special  dispensa- 
tion of  President  Roosevelt.  Mr.  Vail  was  dismissed  for 
negligence  and  incompetency  because,  while  there  were 
no  proofs  of  any  actual  corruption  on  his  part,  "he  was 
in  charge  of  the  weighing  division  during  the  time  that 
the  extensive  underweighing  frauds  were  perpetrated." 
John  M.  Bishop,  the  deputy  surveyor  in  charge  of  the 
inspection  division,  was  also  promoted  by  Surveyor 
Clarkson  through  a  special  waiver  of  the  rules.  Col- 
lector Loeb  insisted  that  he  be  transferred,  which  led 
to  his  resignation.  Within  a  few  weeks,  serious  frauds 
dating  back  to  his  administration  had  been  dis- 
covered. In  the  Appraiser's  Department,  likewise 
concerned  in  the  frauds,  the  chief  officials  are  political 
henchmen  and  leaders.  Where  the  spoils  system  in  the 
selection  of  executive  officers  thus  dominates  the  service, 
the  failure  of  subordinates  to  remain  honest  and  efficient 
cannot  fairly  be  charged  to  the  merit  system. 

FEDERAL  APPOINTMENTS 

Certain  appointments  by  President  Taft  to  federal 
offices  have  come  as  a  distinct  surprise  to  the  Committee. 
In  Brooklyn,  Edmund  W.  Voorhies,  a  minor  Republican 
district  leader,  was  appointed  postmaster  to  succeed 
George  H.  Roberts,  whose  second  term  of  office  had  ex- 
pired. Mr.  Voorhies  at  the  time  of  his  appointment  was 
serving  as  private  secretary  to  Naval  Officer  Frederick 
J.  H.  Kracke,  a  more  powerful  Republican  district  leader 
in  Kings  County.  In  Yonkers,  Dr.  Nathan  A.  Warren, 
practicing  physician,  active  politici^in  and  defeated  Re- 
publican candidate  for  mayor,  was  appointed  postmaster 
to  succeed  John  N.  Parsons.  William  J.  Maxwell  was 
appointed  collector  of  internal  revenue  to  succeed  Edward 
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V.  Jordan  of  Brooklyn.  All  the  displaced  officials  had 
made  conspicuously  creditable  records.  It  is  reported 
that  Mr.  Maxwell's  appointment  was  made  at  the  sugges- 
tion of  Congressman  Calder,  who  wished  by  such  ap- 
pointment to  remove  a  dangerous  candidate  for  his  own 
position.  Recently,  Naval  Officer  Kracke  was  reappoint- 
ed, for  obvious  political  reasons. 

Another  outright  political  appointment  is  that  of  J.  B. 
H.  Mongin,  the  Republican  boss  of  Seneca  County,  who 
was  removed  from  the  position  of  court  and  trust  fund 
examiner  by  State  Comptroller  Williams.  Immediately 
upon  his  removal  a  federal  position  was  found  for  him 
as  postmaster  of  Seneca  Falls. 

THE  STATE  SERVICE 

EXTENSION  OF  THE  SYSTEM 

A  notable  extension  of  the  competitive  system  has 
been  made  during  the  past  year.  On  March  23d,  under 
power  given  by  the  civil  service  law,  the  state  commis- 
sion by  resolution,  subsequently  approved  by  Governor 
Hughes,  extended  the  civil  service  rules  to  the  seven  vil- 
lages of  Batavia,  Canandaigua,  Ossining,  Peekskill,  Port- 
chester,  Saratoga  Springs  and  White  Plains.  This  is  the 
first  attempt  made  to  apply  the  comprehensive  principle 
of  the  state  constitution  to  civil  divisions  of  the  state 
other  than  cities  and  counties  and  is  comparable  to  the 
action  taken  by  the  commission  under  Governor  Roose- 
velt, which  first  extended  the  civil  service  rules  to 
counties. 

There  are  47  cities  in  the  state,  each  with  a  local  civil 
service  commission.  In  only  19  of  these  cities  is  the  com- 
petitive service  larger  than  in  the  largest  of  the  villages. 
Opportunity  will  therefore  be  aflforded  for  comparing  the 
administration  of  the  civil  service  law  in  villages  by  the 
state  commission,  with  the  administration  of  the  same 
law  in  cities  by  local  commissons. 


SUCCESSFUL  COMPETITIVE  EXAMINATIONS 

The  past  year  has  seen  in  the  state  service  the  success- 
ful application  of  competitive  examinations  to  the  filling 
of  responsible  and  important  positions.  The  commission 
in  its  reports  has  constantly  testified  to  the  fallacy  of  ex- 
cluding, from  the  realm  of  competition  positions  of  a  so- 
called  "confidential''  nature.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  while 
in  every  request  for  exemption  the  confidential  nature  of 
the  position  is  urged  as  a  reason  for  exemption,  there  are 
extremely  few  requiring  such  confidence  as  to  preclude 
competition.  By  its  conduct  of  high  class  and  advanced 
examinations  for  positions  involving  more  than  the  ordi- 
nary amount  of  ability  and  discretion,  the  commission 
has  removed  any  real  basis  of  opposition  to  competition 
for  the  great  majority  of  positions  now  exempt  or  filled 
through  special  exception.  Illustrative  of  positions  of 
responsibility  filled  through  competition  are,  among 
others,  those  of  transfer  tax  appraiser,  deputy  attorney- 
general  and  superintendent  of  the  new  state  institution  for 
the  epileptic  and  feeble-minded. 

That  employees  obtained  through  comnetitive  exam- 
ination are  efficient  and  trustworthy  has  been  amply 
proved  in  the  state  service.  Perhaps  the  most  notable 
instance  was  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  the 
insolvent  Binghamton  Trust  Company.  Upon  the  failure 
of  this  company,  the  state  banking  department  undertook 
the  administration  of  the  bank's  assets.  Over  $1,500,000 
was  collected  in  five  months  as  a  cost  of  two-thirds  of 
one  per  cent  of  the  amount  collected.  Contrasted  with 
the  cost  of  other  methocis  of  winding  up  insolvent  banks 
the  result  is  striking.  Official  figures  show  that  during 
a  period  of  ten  years  preceding  1902  the  cost  of  liquidat- 
ing insolvent  banks,  other  than  national  banks,  had  ranged 
from  20  to  90  per  cent  of  the  receipts  and  that  in  the  case 
of  national  banks  the  ratio  was  8.7  per  cent.  Yet  the 
administration  of  the  aflfairs  of  the  Binghamton  company 
was  entirely  in  charge  of  an  examiner  selected  through 
competitive  examination. 
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Unexpected  approval  of  the  competitive  system  came 
from  the  chairman  of  the  state  highways  commission, 
Hon.  S.  Percy  Hooker,  a  former  state  senator.  Mr. 
Hooker  at  first  had  objected  to  the  competitive  classifi- 
cation of  the  county  superintendents  of  highways,  but 
was  so  pleased  with  the  results  of  the  examination  that 
he  wrote  to  the  state  civil  service  commission : 

I  had  at  ftrst  some  hesitation  about  endorsing  the  view  taken 
by  your  commission  that  this  position  was  properly  a  civil  service 
position.  *  *  *  After  meeting  these  gentlemen  [the  superin- 
tendents selected  from  the  eligible  listsj  ♦  ♦  ♦  i  feel  that  I 
must  cordially  endorse  your  position  in  regard  to  the  examina- 
tion. ♦  *  ♦  The  examination  in  its  result  has  done  much  to 
remove  from  my  mind  the  fear  of  competitive  examination. 

ADMINISTRATIVE   METHODS  OF   THE   COMMISSION 

In  its  last  report  the  Executive  Committee  urged  the 
necessity  for  more  frequent  and  regular  meetings  of  the 
state  commission.  We  are  glad  to  note  that  since  the 
first  of  the  year  the  commission  has  decided  to  meet 
regularly  twice  a  month.  The  more  expeditious  transac- 
tion of  business  resulting  from  this  arrangement  justifies 
the  position  taken  by  the  Committee.  The  commission's 
work  has  grown  to  such  proportions  that  the  original 
plan  of  administration  is  inadequate.  The  commission 
not  only  has  immediate  jurisdiction  over  the  state  service 
but  also  the  services  of  seventeen  counties  and  seven 
villages,  with  prospects  of  further  extensions.  Under  a 
recent  opinion  of  the  attorney-general  it  has  also  imme- 
diate jurisdiction  over  the  classified  service  of  the  board 
of  education  of  the  city  of  New  York.  It  has  supervisory 
jurisdiction  over  the  municipal  commissions  in  47  cities 
and  this  requires  extensive  investigation-  Believing  that 
there  should  be  a  president  residing  in  Albany  to  take 
executive  charge  of  the  work,  this  Committee  caused 
to  be  introduced  at  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature 
a  bill  amending  the  civil  service  law  by  increasing  the 
salary  of  the  president  from  $3,000  to  $5,000  and  specific- 
ally providing  that  he  should  take  executive  charge.  The 
Association's  bill  also  provided  for  overlapping  terms  of 
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six  years  for  each  of  the  commissioners  and  for  their  re- 
moval only  after  stated  reasons  and  an  opportunity  to 
reply.  These  amendments  would  secure  a  continuity  in 
administrative  policy  and  prevent  an  entire  change,  for 
political  reasons,  in  the  commission  upon  a  change  of 
state  administration.  This  bill  was  reported  from  the 
Ways  and  Means  Committee  of  the  Assembly  but  was 
subsequently  recommitted- 

The  Committee  urges  upon  the  Legislature  that  it 
make  increased  and  adequate  appropriation  for  the  state 
commission,  which  is  now  hampered  in  its  administration 
by  lack  of  funds. 

INVESTIGATIONS  INTO  ADMINISTRATION   OF  THE  LAW. 

The  Committee  has  had  occasion  in  previous  reports  to 
refer  to  the  partisan  attitude  of  commissioners  in  investi- 
gations into  the  administration  of  the  civil  service  law. 
This  attitude  was  again  shown  by  Commissioner  Kraft 
in  connection  with  the  investigation  of  the  Utica  munici- 
pal civil  service  commission,  which  was  ordered  to  ap- 
pear before  the  state  commission  to  show  cause  why 
it  should  not  be  removed  for  failure  to  observe  the 
provisions  of  the  civil  service  law.  The  new  Utica 
administration  was  Democratic,  and  was  found  by  the 
majority  of  the  state  commission  to  have  violated  the 
civil  service  law  persistently  since  January  ist,  and  the 
evidence  seems  amply  to  warrant  this  finding.  As  it  re- 
quires the  unanimous  vote  of  the  state  commission  to 
remove  a  municipal  commission.  Commissioner  Kraft  by 
his  vote  prevented  the  removal  of  the  Utica  commission. 

During  the  year  covered  by  this  report  the  state 
commission  investigated  the  charge  made  by  one  Earl 
H.  Gallup  that  he  had  been  removed  by  State  Comp- 
troller Gaus  for  political  reasons.  Comptroller  Gaus 
was  a  Republican  and  Commissioner  Kraft  experi- 
enced no  difficulty  in  joining  in  a  majority  report  which 
found  that  Mr.  Gallup  had  been  removed  for  political 
reasons,  a  fact  which  was  subsequently  substantiated  by 
the  finding  of  a  jury  in  the  courts.     In  spite  of  the  clear 
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evidence  Commissioner  Milliken,  the  Republican  presi- 
dent, found  in  a  minority  report  that  Mr.  Gallup  had  not 
been  removed  for  political  reasons  and  announced  the 
doctrine  that  since  Mr.  Gallup  had  been  originally  ap- 
pointed for  political  reasons  "he  should  be  precluded  from 
invoking  for  his  own  protection  the  law's  prohibition 
against  removal  on  account  of  political  opinions  or  affili- 
ations." 

LEGISLATION 

In  addition  to  the  bill  reorganizing  the  state  com- 
mission, the  Committee  secured  the  introduction  of  a 
number  of  bills  to  strengthen  and  perfect  the  civil  serv- 
ice law.  One  of  these,  giving  powers  of  investigation 
to  municipal  commissions,  has  passed  the  Assembly  and 
is  now  before  the  Senate.  The  other  bills  have  not  been 
reported  from  committee-  The  Association's  bill  extend- 
ing to  competitive  employees  throughout  the  state,  the 
method  of  removal  now  obtaining  in  the  services  of  New 
York  City  and  the  counties  comprised  therein,  was  de- 
feated through  the  selfish  opposition  of  the  organized 
employees  of  New  York  City.  This  organization  at- 
tempted to  force  an  amendment  which  would  give  to 
competitive  employees  who  had  served  five  years  the  right 
to  a  formal  trial  before  removal.  As  a  provision  for  a 
formal  trial  before  removal  has  been  found  in  practice 
to  make  it  impossible  to  maintain  discipline  the  Associa- 
tion could  not  accept  the  proposed  amendment. 

Except  for  this  opposition,  there  was  no  open  objec- 
tion made  to  the  legislation  proposed  by  the  Association, 
other  than  by  the  various  members  of  legislative  commit- 
tees. The  refusal  to  pass  our  proposed  legislation  may 
be  ascribed  to  a  general  disinclination  to  strengthen  the 
civil  service  law. 

An  ill-considered  pension  plan  for  civil  employees  of 
New  York  City  was  introduced  by  Assemblyman  Conklin 
on  behalf  of  the  organization  of  New  York  City  em- 
ployees. The  bill  was  crudely  drawn  and  its  defects  werQ 
obvious.    It  proposed  a  retirement  fund  made  up  by  con- 
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tributions  from  the  employees  themselves,  without  any 
contribution  from  the  city.  Advocates  of  the  bill  con- 
tended that  this  fund  would  be  self-supporting,  but  a  re- 
port of  an  actuary  obtained  by  the  Association  showed 
that  the  fund  would  be  hopelessly  bankrupt  from  the  out- 
set, as  in  order  to  be  self-supporting,  it  would  be  neces- 
sary for  870  employees  out  of  every  1,000  contributing 
to  forfeit  their  contributions  either  by  death  or  other 
separation  from  the  service.  This  bill  was  defeated  by 
the  opposition  of  the  Association. 

The  movement  to  pension  employees  is  rapidly  grow- 
ing in  favor.  In  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  the 
main  reason  for  a  retirement  system  for  civil  employees 
is  the  resulting  improvement  of  the  public  service.  This 
will  be  accomplished  if  a  retirement  plan  attracts  a  higher 
class  of  applicants  and  through  its  operation  provides  for 
retiring  superannuated  employees  and  thus  facilitates 
earlier  promotion.  We  believe,  however,  that  it  is  of  high 
importance  to  oppose  retirement  systems  which  instead 
of  accomplishing  these  results  tend  to  the  contrary. 

The  Association  has  been  able  to  do  important  con- 
structive work  in  connection  with  the  proposed  revision 
of  the  New  York  City  charter.  Recommendations  for 
improvements  were  submitted  to  the  committee  in  charge 
of  drafting  the  charter  and  we  found  them  anxious  to 
accept  the  suggestions  and  meet  our  views.  The  charter 
as  presented  to  the  legislature  represents  a  decided  im- 
provement in  civil  service  details  over  the  present  one  and 
in  many  cases  signal  advances. 

THE  CITY  SERVICE 

THE  NEW  ADMINISTRATION 

The  attitude  of  the  new  administration  appears  to  be 
highly  favorable  toward  the  merit  system.  In  response 
to  letters  sent  by  the  Association,  Comptroller  Prender- 
gast,  President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  Mitchel  and 
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Borough  Presidents  McAneny,  Miller,  Steers  and  Crom- 
well expressed  their  approval  and  support  of  the  merit 
system. 

With  the  change  of  administration  came  a  change  in 
the  personnel  of  the  civil  service  commission.  Hon. 
John  C.  McGuire  was  appointed  president  and  Messrs. 
R.  W.  G.  Welling  and  Alexander  Keogh  the  other  com- 
missioners. Mr.  Welling  has  long  been  a  member  of  this 
Association  and  an  active  advocate  of  the  merit  system 
during  its  earlier  years.  The  new  commission  has  re- 
ceived the  representatives  of  the  Association  with  marked 
cordiality  and  is,  we  believe,  in  thorough  sympathy  with 
the  principles  for  which  we  stand. 

MAYOR  GAYNOR^S  ATTITUDE. 

In  his  appointment  of  heads  of  departments  Mayor 
Gaynor  has,  to  a  remarkable  degree,  disregarded  parti- 
san affiliations,  more  so,  perhaps  than  any  other  mayor 
in  recent  years-  From  the  outset,  he  has  shown  a  de- 
termination to  abolish  political  influence  in  appointments 
to  the  civil  service.  In  a  letter  to  his  commissioner  of 
parks  for  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  the  Mayor  ordered 
that  the  prior  practice  in  that  department  of  coercing 
employees  to  join  political  clubs  be  stopped.  The  Asso- 
ciation had  called  this  practice  to  the  attention  of  Mayor 
McClellan  without  effect.  In  his  letter.  Mayor  Gaynor 
stated : 

No  political  interference  or  influence  whatever  shall  here- 
after be  suffered  in  any  department  of  the  government  of  the 
city  of  New  York. 

The  mayor  also  ordered  the  fire  commissioner  to  pre- 
vent political  influence  in  the  filling  of  positions  in  that 
department  and  recommended  the  appointment  of  eligibles 
in  the  order  of  their  rating.  Your  Committee  adopted 
a  resolution  commending  this  attitude  and  in  acknowledg- 
ing its  receipt  the  mayor  "declared  that  this  was  the  policy 
of  his  administration  in  all   departments. 
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THE  PRIOR  ADMINISTRATION 

Under  the  prior  administration  during  the  period  cov- 
ered by  this  report  two  important  advances  were  made. 
The  Association  has  long  advocated  a  considerable  re- 
duction of  the  exempt  class  and  the  commission,  after 
careful  investigation,  during  the  early  summer  transferred 
over  80  positions  to  the  competitive  class.  Among  the 
positions  thus  transferred  were  many  of  a  highly  respons- 
ible character.  A  careful  regrading  of  the  various  posi- 
tions of  the  city  service  was  also  made,  which  placed  in 
the  graded  service  subject  to  competitive  examinations 
for  promotion  over  100  positions  previously  in  the  un- 
graded service.  Besides  this,  a  comprehensive  classifica- 
tion of  grades  for  the  purposes  of  promotion  was  adopted. 
This  classification  established  primary  grades  based  upon 
the  relative  duties  of  the  positions  and  secondary  grades 
based  upon  salaries.  The  number  of  additional  employees 
who  have  thus  been  brought  under  an  orderly  classifica- 
tion of  grades  is  estimated  at  over  10,000.  This  action 
of  the  Commission  makes  for  good  administration  and, 
if  carried  into  effect,  will  simplify  the  difficult  problem 
of  promotions. 

This  regrading  has  been  attacked  in  a  suit  brought  in 
the  interest  of  certain  city  employees  who  find  their 
chances  for  increases  of  salary  through  favoritism  cur- 
tailed. The  case  is  being  vigorously  defended  by  the  cor- 
poration counsel's  office  which  has  cordially  received  the 
suggestions  of  your  Committee- 

THE   SKELLY   INCIDENT 

Too  much  importance  should  not  be  attached  to  the 
letters  to  a  political  boss  written  by  the  assistant  secretary 
of  the  municipal  commission,  which  were  published  in 
the  New  York  American.  While  these  letters  reflected 
seriously  upon  the  integrity  of  the  commission,  investiga- 
tions by  both  the  municipal  and  state  commissions 
showed  that  there  had  l)een  nothing  improper  actually 
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done  except  by  the  assistant  secretary,  who  explained 
that  the  letters  were  written  in  a  humorous  vein.  The 
publication  of  the  letters,  however,  created  public  dis- 
trust in  the  work  of  the  commission  and  as  successful 
administration  of  the  merit  system  depends  largely  upon 
popular  confidence  in  its  integrity,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that 
only  a  suspension  of  a  few  days  without  pay  was  im- 
posed upon  Mr.  Skelly. 

THE  EXEMPT  CLASS 

The  great  number  of  positions  in  the  exempt  class  is 
a  serious  obstacle  to  separating  purely  administrative 
functions  of  the  city  government  from  political  influence. 
It  is  a  matter  of  common  notoriety  that  these  positions 
are  used  in  the  majority  of  cases  as  political  spoil  in  spite 
of  the  prohibition  of  the  civil  service  law.  Figures  com- 
piled by  the  Association  show  that  the  salaries  of  these 
positions  amount  to  about  $2,500,000  a  year,  at  least,  and 
constitute  a  patronage  fund  of  cogent  incentive  in  a 
municipal  election.  More  far-reaching  even  than  the  cash 
value  of  these  positions  is  the  control  and  sinister  influ- 
ence exerted  through  them  over  the  entire  civil  service. 
An  important  function  of  the  Committee  is  to  oppose 
unwarranted  requests  for  further  exemptions  and  in  this 
opposition  the  Committee  has  made  no  distinction  be- 
tween good  and  bad  officials,  believing  that  the  character 
of  men  appointing  or  appointed  under  an  exemption  is 
not  the  proper  criterion.  It  is  difficult,  however,  to  con- 
vince an  official,  who  sincerely  wishes  for  the  public  good 
to  make  an  appointment  exempt  from  examination,  that 
in  opiX)sing  the  exemption  the  Association  is  not  trying  to 
hamper  the  efficient  administration  of  his  department. 

POLITICAL  ACTIVITY 

During  the   recent   campaign   the  activity   of  office- 
holders was  notorious.    The  most  conspicuous  exani^es 
were  in  the  finance  department  among  the  holders  of 
tions  exempted  from  competition  because  of  their  % 
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confidential  and  responsible  duties.  From  the  deputy 
comptroller  down,  the  campaign  witnessed  the  activity  of 
officeholders  in  all  departments,  from  running  as  candi- 
dates for  elective  offices  to  acting  as  election  district  cap- 
tains and  street  spellbinders.  That  officeholders  paid  by 
the  entire  body  of  taxpayers  should  engage  in  working  to 
defeat  the  wishes  of  at  least  a  very  large  minority  of  these 
taxpayers,  justifies  the  Association  in  its  efforts  to  pro- 
hibit by  law  such  activity. 

The  growing  demand  of  the  average  citizen  to  be  rep- 
resented in  party  management  is  a  hopeful  augury  for  the 
full  development  of  democratic  government.  But  the 
average  citizen  in  trying  to  engage  in  party  activity  is  met 
by  the  fact  that  the  party  machinery  is  run  almost  entirely 
by  officeholders,  who  can  devote  all  their  time  outside  of 
office  hours,  and  even  a  considerable  portion  of  their 
office  hours,  to  partisan  work.  No  movement  to  give  to 
the  average  citizen  a  fuller  participation  in  party  man- 
agement can  be  successful  until  public  officeholders,  who 
have  more  or  less  selfish  interest  in  party  success,  arc 
forbidden  to  engage  in  partisan  activity. 

CORPORATION  INSPECTORS 

An  unalloyed  form  of  political  patronage  is  the 
anomalous  position  of  "corporation  inspector."  Corpora- 
tion inspectors  are  designated  by  a  borough  president  to 
inspect  the  restoration  of  streets  and  pavements  removed 
by  various  public  service  corporations,  but  are  paid  by  the 
corporations  whose  work  they  are  supposed  to  inspect. 
The  commissioners  of  accounts  in  the  last  administration 
characterized  this  system  as  "licensed  blackmail."  For 
many  years  the  Association  has  urged  the  passage  of  leg- 
islation to  remedy  this  situation,  and  again  this  year  such 
legislation  was  introduced.  Letters  were  sent  to  the  vari- 
ous borough  presidents,  asking  their  views  as  to  selecting 
these  inspectors  under  civil  service  rules.  Favorable  re- 
plies were  received  from  Borough  Presidents  Cromwell 
of  Richmond  and  McAneny  of  Manhattan.     President 
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Miller,  of  The  Bronx,  disapproved  of  the  plan,  alleging 
that  these  inspectors  were  confidential  agents.  The  pro- 
posed legislation  has  not  been  enacted. 

In  its  successful  work  along  educational  lines  and  in 
stimulating  public  interest,  the  Women's  Auxiliary  has 
contributed  in  no  small  measure  to  the  progress  of  the  re- 
form and  the  Executive  Committee  thanks  the  Auxiliary 
heartily  for  its  work  in  this  direction,  as  well  as  for  gen- 
erous financial  support. 

The  Committee  records  its  appreciation  of  the  public 
spirit  shown  by  Senators  Newcomb  and  Wainwright  and 
Assemblymen  Bates  and  Bennet  in  introducing  in  the 
Legislature  the  various  bills  of  the  Association. 

The  Executive  Committee  reports  with  regret  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Charles  B.  Marble,  who  has  been  sec- 
ond assistant  secretary  for  over  two  years.  Mr.  Marble 
has  served  the  Association  faithfully  and  intelligently  and 
bears  with  him  the  best  wishes  of  this  Committee.

OF 

THE  NEW  YORK  OVIL  SERVICE  REFORM 

ASSOCIATION 


CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I. 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  The  Civil  Service 
Reform  Association. 

Article  II. 

The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  establish  a  system 
of  appointment,  promotion,  and  removal  in  the  civil  service, 
founded  upon  the  principle  that  public  office  is  a  public  trust, 
admission  to  which  should  depend  upon  proven  fitness.  To 
this  end  the  Association  will  demand  that  appointments  to 
subordinate  executive  offices,  with  such  exceptions  as  may  be 
expedient,  not  inconsistent  with  the  principle  already  men- 
tioned, shall  be  made  firom  persons  whose  fitness  has  been  as- 
certained by  competitive  examinations  open  to  all  applicants 
properly  qualified,  and  that  removals  shall  be  made  for  legiti- 
mate cause  only,  such  as  dishonesty,  negligence,  or  ineffi- 
ciency, but  not  for  political  opinion  or  refusal  to  render 
party  service ;  and  the  Association  will  advocate  all  other  ap- 
propriate measures  for  securing  integrity,  intelligence,  effi- 
ciency, good  order,  and  due  discipline  in  the  civil  service. 

Article  III. 

The  Association  will  hold  meetings,  raise  funds,  publish 
and  circulate  appropriate  information,  correspond  and  co- 
0{>erate  with  associations  organized  elsewhere  for  the  objects 
sel  tosA  in  this  Constitution,  and  support  all  executive  and 

-bich  promote  its  purposes. 
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Article  IV. 

The  conditions  of  membership  shall  be  wholly  independ- 
ent of  party  preference.  Questions  shall  not  be  discussed  in 
the  debate  or  in  the  publications  of  the  Association  upon 
party  grounds.  Neither  the  name  nor  influence  of  the  Asso- 
ciation shall  be  used  on  behalf  of  any  party,  or  for  procuring 
office  or  promotion  for  any  person.  But  nothing  in  this  ar- 
ticle shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  Association  from  op- 
posing any  candidate  when  in  its  opinion,  or  in  that  of 
three-fourths  of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
such  course  is  demanded  by  the  objects  of  the  Association, 

Article  V. 

There  shall  be  a  President,  to  be  elected  by  the  Associa- 
tion at  the  annual  meeting,  who  shall  perform  the  usual  and 
prescribed  duties  of  that  office.  He  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a 
member  of  all  committees,  with  a  casting  vote  only,  and  he 
may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  when- 
ever he  thinks  it  necessary,  and,  with  the  assent  of  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee,  special  meetings  of  the  As- 
sociation. 

There  shall  be  ten  Vice-Presidents,  to  be  annually  elected 
by  the  Association. 

There  shall  be  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary  and  such  other 
officers  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  from  time  to  time 
designate,  who  shall  perform  the  usual  and  prescribed  duties 
of  such  officers.  They  shall  be  respectively  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  may  be  removed  by  them.  The 
Treasurer  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a  member  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee of  the  Association. 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  of  twenty-five 
members,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Association.  Subject 
to  these  articles,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  manage  the 
affairs  of  the  Association,  direct  and  dispose  of  its  funds,  and 
from  time  to  time  make  and  modify  by-laws  for  the  Association 
and  for  its  own  action.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  keep 
a  record  of  its  proceedings,  and  shall  make  a  report  to  the 
Association   at   the  annual  meeting.      No  appropriation   ^■■.'^i^ 
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money  by  the  Executive  Committee  beyond  the  amount  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  at  the  time  shall  bind  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Association,  excepting  those  members  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  who  shall  vote  for  it.  Vacancies  in  the 
Executive  Committee  may  be  filled  by  the  President  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term.  Other  vacancies  may  be  filled  by 
the  Executive  Committee. 

All  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  members  of  the 
several  Standing  Committees  shall  be,  ex-officio,  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Article  VI, 

Each  officer  of  the  Association  shall  continue  to  hold 
office  until  his  successor  has  been  selected  and  is  ready  to 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  office. 

Article  VII. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  on 
the  second  Wednesday  of  May,  at  which  officers  shall  be 
elected  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  other  appropriate  business 
maybe  transacted;  except  in  the  year  1898,  when  the  an- 
nual meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  Jan- 
uary. 

Article  VIII. 

Any  person  may  be  proposed  in  writing  for  membership 
by  any  member  of  the  Association,  and  shall  be  admitted 
upon  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Members  fail- 
ing to  pay  their  dues  may  be  dropped  from  the  roll  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Article  IX. 

The  annual  dues  of  each  member  shall  be  $5, 
payable  on  the  1st  of  May,  and  each  member  shall  re- 
ceive the  annual  report  and  all  other  publications  of 
the  Association.  Sustaining  members,  on  payment 
of  twenty-five  dollars  annually,  and  Life  members, 
exempt  firom  annual  dues  011  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  may  be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee 
^  nyiw  •!       dyp  meeting  thereof. 
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Article  X. 

All  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  except  those  relating 
to  the  rights  of  members,  and  the  term  of  officers,  may  be 
suspended  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  either  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  or  at  a  special  meeting  duly  called.  Due  no- 
tice shall  be  given  before  any  such  annual  or  special  meeting 
that  the  approval  of  the  Association  will,  thereat,  be  asked  for 
such  action  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  notice  shall 
clearly  state  the  effect  of  such  suspension  or  amendment  in 
the  text  of  the  Constitution,  Any  member  of  the  Association 
may  propose  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  which  may  be 
approved  under  the  same  conditions. 


BY-LAWS. 


FOR    THE   GOVERNMENT    OF   THE   ASSOCIATION    AND 
ITS  COMMITTEES. 


^  I.  The  Annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held 
at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  Executive  Committee  shall  de- 
signate. The  election  of  officers  shall  be  by  ballot,  but  any 
member  not  present  may  declare  his  vote  by  letter  to  the  Sec- 
retary and  it  shall  be  counted. 

5  2.  The  meetings  of  each  committee,  unless  otherwise 
especially  provided  for,  shall  be  at  half-past  eight  P.  M.,  at 
which  lime  the  chairman  shall  direct  the  call  of  the  names  of 
its  members  and  the  Secretary  shall  record  the  names  of 
those  present  and  others  as  they  appear. 

§  3.  The  order  of  business,  before  each  committee  shall  be  ; 
J.  The  reading  and  correction  of  the  records  of  the  last 


And,  thereafter,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  as  follows : 

2.  Any  statement  due  from  the  Treasurer. 

3.  Unfinished  business  from  the  last  meeting. 

4.  Report  from  the  Secretary's  office. 
J.  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

6.  Reports  of  special  committees. 

7.  Proposals  of  new  members  and  their  election. 

8.  Miscellaneous  business. 

5  4.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  every  month  except 
J.uly  and  August,  but  if  that  day  be  a  holiday,  then  on  the 
thim  Wednesday.    Ten  members  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
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§  5'  Neither  in  the  meetings  of  the  Association  nor  of  any 
committee  shall  any  member  speak  more  than  once  on  any 
motion  nor  more  than  ten  minutes  at  one  time,  without 
unanimous  consent,  nor  shall  any  person,  or  his  actions,  be 
characterized  on  party  grounds. 

§  6.  Special  meetings  of  any  committee  may  be  caUed  by 
its  chairman  or  by  any  three  members,  and  due  notice  thereof 
shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary. 

§  7.  All  notices  to  a  member  shall  be  sent  to  his  address 
filed  with  the  Secretary. 

§  8.  On  the  demand  of  one- fifth  of  the  members  present, 
at  any  meeting  of  the  Association  or  of  a  committee,  the  ayes 
and  nays  shall  be  called  and  recorded  on  any  motion. 

§  9.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  chair  unless 
their  selection  shall  be  otherwise  provided  for. 

§  10.  At  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  make  a  statement 
of  the  amount  of  money  in  the  treasury  and  of  the  place  of 
its  deposit,  and,  at  the  annual  meeting,  he  shall  state  the 
source  of  all  moneys  received  and  the  use  made  of  the  same 
during  the  past  year. 

§  II.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  thfc  proceedings 
of  the  Association  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  per- 
form the  other  duties  assigned  him. 

§  12.  Without  the  consent  of  three-fourths  of  the  members 
present,  no  vote  which  will  declare  or  fill  a  vacancy  or  elect  a 
member  of  the  Association  shall  be  deemed  carried,  at  the 
same  meeting  in  which  it  was  first  moved. 

§  13.  It  shall  require  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee  present  to  pass  any  vote  under 
which  more  than  $100  will  be  appropriated  or  the  Associa- 
tion be  pledged  for  more  than  that  amount,  and  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  alone  shall  have  authority  to  create  any 
charge  upon  the  funds  of  the  Association.  But  neither  said 
committee  nor  any  officer  or  officers  of  the  Association  shall 
be  authorized  to  create  a  personal  liability  against  any  mem- 
bers but  themselves. 
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§  14*  There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  Committees, 
of  seven  members  each,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by 
the  Executive  Committee: 

(i)  A  Finance  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  de- 
vise and  carry  into  effect,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  suitable  measures  for  raising  funds,  and 
to  supervise  and  report  upon  the  income  and  expenditures  of 
the  Association.  The  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee 
shall,  in  advance  of  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association, 
appoint  an  Auditing  Committee  from  among  the  members  of 
the  Association,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  all  vouchers 
and  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  and  to  report  thereon 
at  the  annual  meeting. 

(2)  A  Publication  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
prepare  and  recommend  matters  suitable  for  publication  by 
the  Association,  and  to  take  charge  of  the  printing  and  dis- 
tribution of  whatever  may  be  ordered  printed. 

(3)  A  Committee  on  Correspondence,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  promote  the  objects  of  the  Association  through  corre- 
spondence and  co-operation  with  other  organizations. 

(4)  A  Committee  on  Administration,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  administration  of  the  civil 
service  law  and  rules  and  to  consider  and  recommend  suit- 
able methods  of  examination  for  admission  to  and  promotion 
in  the  public  service,  and  suitable  procedure  tending  to  make 
the  system  more  efficient. 

There  shall  also  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Law  of  nine 
members,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the  Executive 
Committee.  Its  duty  shall  be  to  consider  all  legislation 
aflfecting  the  civil  service,  to  promote  such  as  may  be  ap- 
proved, and  to  oppose  such  as  may  be  disapproved  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  to  prepare  and  recommend  such 
amendments  to  the  law  as  in  their  opinion  will  advance  the 
purposes  of  the  Association.  The  Law  Committee  shall 
have  power  to  represent  the  Association  in  any  legal  proceed- 
ings which  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  or  enforce 
the  laws  aflfecting  the  State  or  Municipal  civil  service. 

There  shall  also  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Membership 
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of  fifteen  members,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  devise  and  carry 
into  effect  measures  for  increasing  the  membership  of  the 
Association. 

Each  Standing  Committee  shall  be  competent  to  fix  the 
number  of  its  own  quorum ;  but  such  quorum  shall  in  no  case 
be  less  than  three. 

§  15.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended,  or  new  By-Laws 
added,  by  a  four-fifths  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee ;  or  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  provided  a  statement  of 
the  proposed  change  had  been  entered  on  the  minutes  at  the 
last  meeting. 

§  16.  Amendments  proposed  under  the  last  clause  of  the 
tenth  section  of  the  constitution  shall  be  first  submitted  to  the 
Executive  Committee.

Know  All  Men  by  These  Presents  :  That  we,  the  under- 
signed, being  persons  of  full  age  and  all  citizens  of  the  United  States,  a 
majority  of  whom  are  also  citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  being 
now  Directors  of  an  unincorporated  association  known  as  the  New  York 
Civil  Service  Reform  Association,  and  organized  for  the  purposes  here- 
inafter mentioned ;  being  desirous  of  incorporation  for  the  same  pur- 
poses under  the  Membership  Corporations  Law  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  do  hereby,  pursuant  to  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the- 
said  Association,  present  and  voting  at  a  regularly  called  meeting  thereof, 
and  pursuant  to  authority  given  by  the  said  unanimous  vote  at  the  said 
meeting,  of  which  meeting  notice  of  the  intention  so  to  incorporate  was 
given  personally  or  by  mail  to  each  member  of  such  Association  whose 
residence  or  Post  Office  address  was  known,  at  least  thirty  days  before 
said  meeting,  and  at  which  meeting  the  corporate  name  stated  in  para- 
graph First  was  by  unanimous  vote  adopted,  do  hereby  certify  as 
follows : 

First. — The  name  or  title  by  which  the  Association  in  which  we 
desire  to  form  ourselves  as  aforesaid  shall  be  known  in  law,  shall  be  the 
Civil  Service  Reform  Association. 

Second. — The  territory  in  which  its  operations  are  to  be  principally 
conducted  shall  be  the  City  of  New  York. 

Third. — The  city  in  which  its  principal  office  is  to  be  located  is 
the  City  of  New  York. 

Fourth. — The  objects  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  further  the 
establishment  of  a  system  of  appointment,  promotion  and  removal  in 
the  civil  service,  founded  upon  the  principle  that  public  office  is  a  public 
trust,  admission  to  and  retention  in  which  should  depend  upon  proven 
fitness  ;  and  to  take  such  action  as  may  tend  to  secure  the  honest  and 
efficient  execution  of  laws  and  rules  relating  to  the  civil  service,  and  to 
the  proper  administration  thereof. 

Fifth. — The  number  of  its  directors  shall  be  twenty-eight.    '

.  The  work  of  the  Association  since  its  last  Annual 
Meeting  on  May  ii,  1910,  divides  itself  sharply  into 
two  parts.  Until  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  both 
the  personnel  and  the  policy  of  the  administration  of  the 
civil  service  law  in  New  York  State  and  New  York  City 
remained  unchanged.  That  policy  was  in  the  main  dis- 
tinctly favorable  to  the  advancement  of  the  merit  system 
and  its  conservative  extension  to  new  branches,  and  to  the 
growth  of  public  confidence  in  the  fairness  of  its  ad- 
ministration and  public  recognition  of  its  fundamental 
usefulness.  The  activity  of  the  Association  was  there- 
fore largely  confined  to  encouraging  and  suggesting  im- 
proved methods  of  examination  and  administration  and 
bringing  violations  or  evasions  of  the  law  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  proper  authorities.  Since  the  advent  on 
January  i,  191 1,  of  a  new  party  control  in  State  ad- 
ministration the  whole  atmosphere  has  changed ;  the  merit 
system  is  no  longer  advancing  but  distinctly  retrograd- 
ing, and  the  Association  has  been  engaged  in  a  bitter 
struggle  to  hold  as  much  as  possible  of  the  ground 
gained  in  the  past.  Before,  however,  entering  upon  a 
discussion  of  the  detailed  work  done  by  the  Associa- 
tion in  this  State  and  City,  this  Committee  desires  to 
call  attention  to  the  marked  progress  which  the  merit 
system  has  made  in  other  parts  of  the  country.

THE  FEDERAL  SERVICE  AND  OTHER  STATES. 

By  the  attitude  which  within  the  past  year  President 
Taft  has  publicly  assumed  toward  the  merit  system 
he  has  placed  the  federal  service  on  a  higher  plane  than 
it  has  ever  before  reached.  By  order  of  September  30, 
the  President  extended  the  competitive  service  to  include 
the  high  grade  positions  of  assistant  postmasters.  In  his 
message  to  Congress  last  December,  after  stating  that  of- 
ficers responsible  for  the  policy  of  the  administration  and 
their  immediate  personal  assistants  or  deputies  should 
not  be  included  in  the  classified  service,  he  declared  in 
favor  of  the  classification  of  all  purely  administrative 
positions.  This  program  for  extension,  he  did  Jiis 
utmost  to  carry  into  effect  by  securing  the  introduction  of 
bills  in  Congress  to  give  to  the  President  power  to  clas- 
sify all  postmasters,  collectors  of  customs  and  internal 
revenue  and  similar  officers  whose  appointment  is  now 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Senate.  None  of  these 
bills  secured  passage,  but  that  could  not  have  reasonably 
been  expected  on  the  first  announcement  of  so  far  reach- 
ing a  program  for  extension  and  at  a  short  session  of 
Congress.  That  this  program  met  with  such  wide-spread 
public  approval  and  with  so  little  expressed  criticism 
even  from  Senators  and  Representatives  is  an  indication 
of  how  strong  the  hold  of  the  merit  system  as  the  nec- 
essary basis  of  decent  public  administration  has  become. 

An  even  more  striking  illustration  of  this  popular 
support  of  the  merit  system  is  to  be  found  in  the  major- 
ities by  which  it  has  been  carried  wherever  submitted 
to  the  people  by  referendum.  Nowhere  when  sub- 
mitted as  a  separate  issue  has  it  been  defeated.  Last 
fall  a  proposition  for  a  state  wide  civil  service  law 
was  submitted  to  the  voters  of  Illinois  and  propositions  for 
the  adoption  of  the  competitive  system  in  municipal  gov- 
ernment to  the  voters  of  Detroit,  Michigan,  Newark, 
East  Orange  and  Essex  County,  New  Jersey.  These,  in 
every  case,  were  carried  by  large  majorities.     Civil  ser- 


vice  bills  were  presented  this  year  in  the  legislatures  of 
California,  Michigan,  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania,  while  the 
rapid  extension  of  city  government  by  commission  has, 
in  most  cases,  carried  with  it  the  merit  system  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  plan. 

A  change  in  party  control  is  recognized  as  meaning 
a  critical  period  for  the  merit  system.  But  whether 
at  such  a  critical  period  the  merit  system  will  advance 
or  retreat  depends  on  the  attitude  that  the  chief  executive 
takes  toward  it  on  assuming  office.  In  our  neighbor 
state  of  New  Jersey  there  has  been  no  retrograde  move- 
ment such  as  has  occurred  on  a  like  change  in  party 
control  in  New  York ;  Governor  Wilson  made  no  change 
ifi  the  §tate  Civil  Service  Commission  until  recently 
when  the  term  of  one  member  who  was  unwilling  to 
serve  again,  expired,  while  by  the  legislation  which  he 
has  advocated  he  has  increased  the  scope  of  the  commis- 
sion's jurisdiction.  No  disturbance  of  the  administration 
of  the  federal  civil  service  law  has  followed  a  change  in 
party  control  in  the  House  of  Representatives;  on  the 
contrary,  the  Democratic  majority  has  started  out  with  a 
particularly  noteworthy  act,  in  the  nature  of  a  self- 
denying  ordinance,  by  making  a  decided  reduction  in  the 
amount  of  House  patronage. 

The  administration  of  the  federal  offices  in  New  York 
has  been  less  affected  by  outside  political  influences  than 
in  former  years.  Marked  improvements  in  method  of 
administration  have  been  introduced.  But  few  changes 
in  heads  of  local  offices  have  occurred.  The  recent  ap- 
pointment of  Hon.  Francis  W.  Bird  as  Appraiser  of  the 
Port  of  New  York  is  particularly  to  be  commended. 
To  the  members  of  this  Committee,  in  which  he  has  been 
an  active  worker  for  some  years,  he  is  known  by  his 
record  both  in  the  United  States  District  Attorney's 
office  and  in  politics  as  able  and  energetic  and  in  thorough 
accord  with  the  principles  of  the  merit  system  and  of 
efficient  administration.

THE  STATE  SERVICE. 

THE   NEW  YORK  STATE  CIVIL  SERVICE   COMMISSION. 

The  Democratic  platform  in  the  last  state  ^  election 

was  unequivocal  in  its  support  of  civil  service  reform. 

"We  believe  that  for  the  promotion  of  greater  efficiency  in 
the  public  service,  the  merit  system  should  be  extended  wherever 
it  is  found  practical  and  protection  given  to  civil  service  em- 
ployees from  unjust  dismissal." 

The  Republican  platform  was  silent  on  the  subject. 
Both  candidates  declared  themselves  in  favor  of  the 
merit  system;  Governor  Dix  had  been  a  member  of  the 
Association,  Mr.  Stimson  as  U.  S.  District  Attorney,  had 
in  the  absence  of  legal  requirement,  applied  the  princi- 
ples of  merit  and  fitness  in  the  selection  of  his  imme- 
diate subordinates.  The  maintenance  and  support  of  the 
merit  system  was  not,  therefore,  considered  to  be  at  issue 
in  the  campaign. 

Just  prior  to  election  Governor  Dix  authorized  the 
following  statement  in  reply  to  questions  as  to  his  atti- 
tude: 

Q.  Are  you  in  sympathy  with  the  policy  of  maintaining 
the  civil  service  as  now  constituted  and  of  promoting  the  reason- 
able extension  thereof? 

A.  I  am  in  complete  sympathy  with  the  policy  of  main- 
taining the  civil  service  as  now  constituted  and  of  promoting 
the  reasonable  extension  thereof. 

Q.  Are  you  in  favor  of  retaining  in  their  present  positions 
faithful  employees  of  the  state,  now  in  the  classified  service? 

A.    Decidedly  so. 

Q.  If  elected  governor,  would  it  be  your  policy,  as  has  been 
stated,  to  exempt  from  the  civil  service  positions  now  under  its 
protection  and  would  you  be  disposed  to  appoint  as  civil  service 
commissioners  men  in  S3mipathy  with  such  a  purpose? 

A.  No  such  statement  has  been  made  with  my  consent  or 
knowledge.  If  I  am  elected  governor,  the  cizHl  service  commis- 
sion appointed  by  me  will  be  in  complete  sympathy  with  the 
letter  and  spirit  of  the  civil  sermce  law  and  the  merit  system. 

After  election  the  Association  made  use  of  every  le- 
gitimate means  in  its  power  for  calling  the  attention  of 
Governor  Dix  to  the  importance  of  securing  a  strong  and 


efficient  civil  service  commission,  thoroughly  in  sympathy 
with  the  principles  underlying  the  civil  service  law.  In 
view  of  all  these  facts  it  was  with  intense  surprise  that 
the  public  heard  the  announcement  on  February  7  of 
the  new  Commission,  composed  of  former  Commissioner 
John  E.  Kraft  of  Kingston,  Ex-Senator  Walter  C.  Bur- 
ton of  Brooklyn  and  Elek  John  Ludvigh  of  New  York. 
To  accomplish  these  changes  the  resignations  of  Com- 
missioners Milliken  and  Brown  had  been  called  for  in 
January. 

Commissioner  Kraft  has  seen  long  service  in  the  com- 
mission, but  his  course  in  office  has  not  commended 
him  favorably  to  those  who  watch  the  administration 
of  the  law.  When  Colonel  Silas  W.  Burt,  now  Presi- 
dent of  the  Association,  was  summarily  removed  from 
the  commission  by  Governor  Odell  on  assuming  office  in 
January,  1901,  Mr.  Kraft  was  selected  to  succeed  him. 
He  has  never  displayed  any  real  sympathy  with  the  merit 
system  and  this  Committee  has  frequently  had  occasion 
in  previous  reports  to  call  attention  to  the  petty  and  parti- 
san attitude  assumed  by  him  on  important  matters. 

Commissioner  Burton  was  appointed  at  the  behest 
of  the  Democratic  organization  of  Brooklyn,  of  which 
John  H.  McCooey  is  the  leader.  An  investigation  of 
the  Senate  Journal  for  the  years  1903  and  1904  during 
which  he  served  in  the  State  Senate  disclosed  the  fact 
that  he  had  been  recorded  as  voting  in  favor  of ^  every 
bill  which  the  Association  opposed,  on  the  ground  that 
they  would  injure  the  merit  system,  that  passed  the 
Senate  during  these  years.  There  were  five  of  these 
bills,  all  of  which  were  vetoed  either  by  the  Governor  or 
the  Mayor. 

Commissioner  Ludvigh,  the  minority  member,  had 
never  held  public  office  nor  had  he  been  identified  in  any 
way  with  the  movement  for  the  merit  system.  The 
courageous  stand  he  has  taken  in  opposition  to  his  col- 
leagues on  requests  for  wholesale  exemptions  from  com- 
petition entitle  him  to  great  credit. 


lO 
THE  RAID  ON  THE  STATE  SERVICE. 

The  Commission  held  its  first  meeting  on  February 
21  and  organized  by  the  election  of  Commissioner  Kraft 
as  President.  Much  of  their  subsequent  action  must  be 
attributed  to  him  personally,  for  the  other  members,  lack- 
ing previous  experience,  have  relied  largely  on  his  judg- 
ment. At  this  first  meeting  they  were  confronted  with 
requests  for  the  exemption  from  competition  of  54 
positions  in  the  offices  of  the  State  Comptroller,  the 
State  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  the  Attorney-General 
representing  a  total  annual  patronage  value  of  $117,000. 
All  of  these  requests  have  since  been  granted  by  the 
Commission. 

Forty-nine  of  these  exemptions  were  requested  by 
State  Comptroller  William  Sohmer,  a  representative  of 
Tammany  Hall.  They  covered  22  transfer  tax  apprais- 
ers, with  salaries  ranging  from  $1,000  to  $4,000,  13 
stock  transfer  tax  examiners,  $1,700;  8  court  and  trust 
fund  examiners,  $8  per  day;  3  prison  clerks,  $2,000 
to  $2,500;  3  assistant  prison  clerks,  $1,500  to  $1,800. 
All  of  these  positions  had  been  placed  in  the  competitive 
class  (with  the  assent  of  Commissioner  Kraft,  except 
in  the  case  of  the  prison  clerks)  during  1909  and  1910 
at  the  request  of  Comptroller  Clark  Williams,  a  banker 
of  high  reputation  who  had  never  taken  an  active  part 
in  politics,  who  was  appointed  by  Governor  Hughes  in 
November,  1909,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death 
of  Comptroller  Gaus.  For  all  these  positions  except 
the  prison  clerks  successful  competitive  examinations  had 
been  held  and  in  four  cases  appointments  had  been 
made  from  them  of  men  who  have  proved  satisfactory 
and  who  are  still  in  the  service.  Comptroller  Sohmer 
attacked  neither  the  competency  of  the  men  in  office, 
whom  he  had  not  had  time  to  become  acquainted  with, 
nor  the  eligible  lists  created  for  the  filling  of  vacancies, 
but  made  use  of  the  time-worn  and  barnacled  plea  of 
confidentiality. 


II 

The  Constitution  of  the  State  makes  practicability 
of  competition  the  only  question  which  the  State  Com- 
mission has  the  right  to  consider  in  classifying  any  posi- 
tion or  acting  on  any  request  for  exemption.  The  prac- 
ticability of  competition  in  these  cases, — if  indeed  any 
question  could  be  raised  as  to  it  in  the  face  of  successful 
eligible  lists  drawn  up  as  the  result  of  competition, — has 
been  pointed  out  to  the  Commission  at  public  hearings 
and  in  the  public  press.  So  have  also  the  real  reasons 
underlying  the  plea  of  confidentiality, — if  indeed  the 
majority  of  the  ^Commission  can  be  presumed  to  have 
been  ignorant  of  it.  Nevertheless,  the  Commission,  on 
March  14,  Commissioner  Ludvigh  dissenting,  granted 
the  exemption  of  all  but  the  transfer  tax  appraisers. 
The  appraisers,  forming  the  choicest  and  most  desired 
patronage,  were  held  over  until  the  senatorial  fight  was 
settled  and  then  were  granted  on  April  5,  Commissioner 
Ludvigh  again  voting  in  the  negative. 

A  barefaced  attempt,  which  as  sbon  as  discovered 
proved  abortive,  was  made  to  increase  the  value  of  the 
patronage  thus  granted.  Although  after  its  meeting 
of  March  14  the  Commission  announced  that  they  had 
exempted  8  court  and  trust  •  fund  examiners  and 
13  examiners  of  transfers  of  stock,  at  the  request  of  the 
Comptroller  the  resolution  sent  to  the  Governor  for  ap- 
proval provided  for  the  exemption  of  16  court  and  trust 
fund  examiners  and  26  examiners  of  transfers  of  stock. 
When  this  was  discovered  by  the  Association  the  resolu- 
tion was  hastily  recalled  from  the  Governor  by  author- 
ity of  the  Democratic  members  of  the  Commission  and 
retransmitted,  with  the  original  numbers  restored. 

All  these  resolutions  of  the  State  Commission  pro- 
viding for  exemptions  are  now  in  the  hands  of  Governor 
Dix  awaiting  his  action.  He  has  very  courteously  ac- 
ceded to  a  request  for  a  hearing  which  has  not  as  yet 
been  held  as  the  Governor  has  been  understood  to  be 
awaiting  the  outcome  of  a  suit  brought  in  behalf  of 
one  of  the  examiners  of  transfers  of  stock  by  Albert  de 
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Roode,  formerly  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Association, 
but  acting  in  this  case  solely  as  private  counsel  retained 
by  the  examiners.  Although  the  Court  of  Appeals  in 
the  leading  case  of  People  ex  rel.  Schau  v.  McWil- 
liams  stated  that  a  writ  of  mandamus  would  not  be 
granted  to  review  the  action  of  the  Commission  on  a 
classification  as  to  which  reasonable  men  might  differ, 
the  classification  by  the  majority  of  the  Commission  of 
the  position  of  examiner  of  transfers  of  stock  as  exempt 
was  so  clearly  against  reason  that  Justice  Rudd  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  Albany  County,  in  a  carefully  considered 
opinion  has  granted  the  writ,  and  commanded  the  Com- 
mission to  rescind  its  action.  The  Governor  has  set  the 
hearing  for  May  5. 

The  complaisant  attitude  of  the  majority  of  the  Com- 
mission toward  demands  from  Democratic  officeholders 
for  increased  patronage  has  encouraged  further  requests. 
State  Commissioner  of  Excise  W.  W.  Farley  has  re- 
cently asked  for  the  exemption  of  all  the  excise  agents, 
basing  his  plea  on  the  confidential  character  of  the  posi- 
tion. By  law,  not  more  than  60  such  agents  are  to  be 
employed  and  there  were  on  January  i,  191 1,  59  in 
office,  all  but  two  or  three  receiving  a  salary  of  $1,500, 
so  that  this  request  involves  between  eighty  and  ninety 
thousand  dollars  of  patronage  annually.  This  position 
was  created  in  1896.  That  same  year  it  was  placed 
in  the  competitive  class  and  of  the  59  serving  on  January 
I,  191 1,  57  were  appointed  as  the  result  of  competitive 
examination  and  only  2  entered  the  service  under 
non-competitive  examination  prior  to  the  position  being 
classified  as  competitive.  Better  proof  of  practicability 
of  competition  cannot  reasonably  be  asked  than  15  years 
of  its  successful  operation  under  a  number  of  different 
appointing  officers.  The  request  has  not  been  acted  on 
as  yet. 

No  extensions  of  the  competitive  service  have  been 
made  by  the  new  Commission  and  no  action  has  been 
taken  looking  in  any  way  toward  material  improvement 
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in  the  administration  of  the  law.  The  attitude  of  the 
majority  of  the  Commission  has  indicated  so  clearly  a 
lack  of  sympathy  with  the  spirit  and  purpose  of  the 
civil  service  law  and  so  marked  a  willingness  to  use 
their  powers  to  further  partisan  ends  ^that  this  Com- 
mittee has  felt  fully  justified  in  publishing  resolutions 
calling  for  the  removal  of  Commissioners  Kraft  and 
Burton. 

This  Committee  has  not  instituted  or  encouraged  any 
suit  to  interfere  with  the  exercise  of  the  discretion 
lodged  in  the  commission  and  the  governor  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  civil  service  law.  It  believes  in  resort- 
ing to  such  action  only  when  it  is  made  clear  that  those 
charged  with  the  administration  of  the  law  have  failed 
to  enforce  it.  In  these  cases,  in  spite  of  the  action  of  his 
Commissioners,  this  Committee  has  preferred  to  await 
the  action  of  Governor  Dix  and  to  place  its  main  reliance 
on  his  unequivocal  pledge  to  maintain  the  merit  system, 
to  promote  its  reasonable  extension,  and  to  retain  faith- 
ful employees  now  in  the  classified  service. 

ACTION  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION  OF  CIVIL  EMPLOYEES* 

In  its  efforts  to  maintain  the  integrity  of  the  merit 
system  in  the  state  service  the  Association  has  had  the 
hearty  co-operation  and  assistance  of  the  recently  formed 
organization  of  civil  employees  which  originated  in  New 
York  City  and  has  now  developed  into  a  state  associa- 
tion with  constituent  organizations  in  the  various  cities 
of  the  state.  That  organization  has  adopted  a  three 
fold  program:  the  extension  of  the  merit  system,  pro- 
tection against  unjust  removal,  and  civil  pensions.  Dif- 
ferences of  opinion  as  to  the  proper  method  and  legisla- 
tion by  which  the  last  two  objects  should  be  accomplished 
have  not  prevented  a  cordial  working  together  for  the 
primary  object  of  civil  service  reformers  and  employees 
alike — the  maintenance  and  extension  of  the  merit  system. 
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WORK  OF  THE  LAST  STATE  COMMISSION. 

During  the  last  eight  months  of  1910,  the  State 
Commission  made  comparatively  few  changes  of  classi- 
cation.  The  important  extensions  to  additional  counties 
and  to  seven  villages  made  prior  to  the  last  report  of 
this  Committee  carried  the  classified  service  as  far  as 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Commission  it  was  practicable  to 
apply  it  at  present.  Its  report  shows  that  during  the  six 
years  it  had  been  retained  in  office  the  classified  service 
under  its  immediate  jurisdiction  had  grown  to  over  16,000 
positions,  an  increase  of  45  per  cent,  the  number  of 
competitive  positions  had  increased  from  4,080  to 
7,720  and  the  number  of  candidates  in  examinations  from 
6,923  to  13,658.  Many  important  improvements  in 
methods  of  examination  and  administration  were  adopted 
under  this  regime.  This  Committee  desires  to  express  its 
appreciation  of  the  energy  and  devotion  of  purpose  of 
Commissioner  Roscoe  C.  E.  Brown  of  New  York  City, 
who  took  the  lead  in  measures  for  strengthening  and 
extending  the  administration  of  the  merit  system  and 
with  whom  Commissioner  Charles  F.  Milliken  of  Canan- 
daigua,  with  but  few  exceptions,  worked  in  entire  accord. 

LEGISLATION. 

None  of  the  bills  introduced  by  the  Association  at 
the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  secured  passage,  but 
the  Association  was  instrumental  in  defeating  a  number 
of  measures  detrimental  to  the  administration  of  the 
merit  system  as  well  as  an  inexcusably  crude  civil  pen- 
sion bill.  Upon  its  pointing  out  defects  in  a  bill  for  a 
new  charter  for  the  city  of  Amsterdam  by  which  the 
Legislature,  in  defiance  of  the  constitutional  provision, 
had  attempted  to  classify  certain  positions  as  non-com- 
petitive. Governor  Hughes  vetoed  the  measure.  One 
measure  for  extending  the  privileges  of  a  trial  on  removal 
to  veterans  of  the  regular  army  in  the  Spanish  War  was 
signed  by  the  Governor  although  opposed  by  the  Asso- 
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ciation  on  the  ground  that  all  such  class  privileges  in  the 
civil  service  are  detrimental  to  good  administration.  In 
the  case'  of  the  Minor  Criminal  Courts  Bill  for  New  York 
City,  which  was  opposed  by  the  Association  because  it 
contained  a  clause  declaring  probation  officers  to  be  the 
confidential  agents  of  the  justices,  Governor  Hughes  at- 
tached to  his  approval  a  memorandum  stating  that  in  his 
opinion  the  use  of  such  language  was  insufficient  to  re- 
quire the  classification  of  these  positions  in  the  exempt 
class.  This  went  far  toward  meeting  the  only  objection 
which  the  Association  had  raised  to  the  bill. 

This  year  the  Association  has  introduced  but  three 
bills;  a  bill  to  increase  the  right  of  a  taxpayer  to  bring 
suit  to  set  aside  appointments  made  in  violation  of  law ; 
a  bill  to  extend  the  power  of  the  civil  service  commission 
to  prevent  payment  of  salary  to  employees  assigned  to 
positions  to  which  they  are  not  entitled  and  a  bill  to 
extend  the  protection  against  unjust  removal,  now  granted 
to  employees  in  New  York  City  and  the  counties  in- 
cluded therein,  to  competitive  employees  in  all  other 
parts  of  the  state.  The  taxpayers  action  bill  has  passed 
the  Assembly  and  there  is  ground  for  believing  that  the 
Association's  second  bill  may  also  secure  passage.  The 
Association  of  Civil  Employees  objects  to  the  third  bill 
as  not  giving  sufficient  protection  against  unjust  removal 
and  has  introduced  its  own  bill  providing  for  a  trial  in 
case  of  removal,  with  a  right  to  review  by  the  courts. 
This  our  Association  has  felt  it  necessary  to  oppose  and, 
as  a  result,  probably  neither  bill  will  pass. 

Our  Association  has  also  found  it  necessary  to  oppose 
the  pension  bill  introduced  on  behalf  of  the  civil  em- 
ployees as  not  in  accord  with  sound  principles  for  re- 
tirement legislation.  Assemblyman  Smith  of  New  York, 
the  floor  leader,  also  opposes  the  bill  and  has  advocated 
the  appointment  of  a  commission  to  make  a  thorough 
investigation  of  the  subject  and  to  draft  legislation.  This 
coincides  precisely  with  the  view  expressed  in  the  report 
of  the  Association's  special  committee   on   Retirement 
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Legislation.  The  Association  is  closely  following,  through 
its  special  counsel,  Mr.  Albert  de  Roode,  the  progress  of 
a  considerable  number  of  bills  which,  intentionally  or  un- 
intentionally, would  be  detrimental  to  the  administration 
of  the  merit  system.  None  of  these  has  as  yet  secured 
passage. 

THE    NEW    CHARTER. 

The  proposed  new  charter  for  New  York  City  which 
i«  popularly  known  as  the  "Gaynor  Charter,"  although 
the  Mayor  has  pointed  out  that  he  took  but  little  part  in 
the  actual  drafting  of  it,  was  introduced  by  Senator 
Cullen  and  Assemblyman  Foley  on  March  31.  The  fact 
that  the  charter  is  not  Mayor  Gaynor's  own  work  may 
account  for  its  startling  civil  service  provisions  which  are 
so  diametrically  opposed  to  the  views  he  has  hitherto 
expressed  on  the  merit  system.  The  Association  is 
utterly  opposed  to  the  proposed  charter  in  its  present 
form  and  its  Law  Committee  has  been  authorized  to  act 
for  it  in  conjunction  with  other  civic  bodies  in  the  effort 
to  defeat  it  unless  the  objectionable  civil  service  provisions 
are  eliminated.  They  are  wholly  destructive  of  the  merit 
system  as  it  has  been  built  up  through  a  long  series  of 
years  in  this  city. 

The  avowed  object  of  the  clauses  under  the  headings 
"Municipal  civil  service  commission"  and  "The  classi- 
fied service"  is  to  eliminate  the  supervision  and  control 
now  exercised  by  the  state  civil  service  commission  over 
the  local  commission.  Such  supervision  is  absolutely 
essential  to  prevent  the  merit  system  from  becoming  the 
football  in  the  game  of  local  politics.  Experience  else- 
where,— in  Philadelphia,  at  the  present  time,  for  in- 
stance,— has  shown  this  beyond  any  doubt.  Massachu- 
setts and  New  Jersey  have  but  one  commission  appointed 
by  the  governor,  exercising  jurisdiction  in  all  classified 
cities.  State  supervision  does  not  seriously  interfere  with 
local  administration  and  does  not  impair  local  initiative. 
The  state  has  an  absolute  right  to  provide  for  the  carry- 
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ing  out  of  a  general  policy  established  by  general  law 
and  founded  on  a  provision  of  the  Constitution  embracing 
all  cities  and  other  civil  divisions.  Such  supervision 
is  no  more  obnoxious  to  the  theory  of  home  rule  than 
supervision  over  local  authorities  by  sta,te  boards  of  edu- 
cation, health  and  charities  and  is  equally  necessary  to 
uniform  and  efficient  administration.  It  extends  to  every 
city  of  the  State,  but  the  new  charter  would  make  it 
inoperative  in  New  York  City  alone.  This  is  the  re- 
ductia  ad  absurdum  of  Home  Rule. 

But  the  Charter  goes  much  further  than  this  in 
demolishing  the  merit  system  in  New  York  City.  In 
their  attempt  to  eliminate  the  supervision  of  the  state 
civil  service  commission  its  framers  have  found  it  nec- 
essary to  destroy  entirely  the  authority  of  the  civil  service 
law  itself.  Should  they  succeed  in  this,  nothing  would 
remain  in  the  way  of  civil  service  reform  regulations 
but  the  brief  and  general  mandate  contained  in  the  Con- 
stitution and  a  set  of  mere  administrative  rules  founded 
on  it  but  supported  by  no  statute  and  established  by  the 
mayor  and  the  civil  service  commission  appointed  and 
removed  at  will  by  the  mayor.  These  rules  would  be. 
changeable  at  will  by  like  authority ;  complete  changes 
might  be  expected  with  each  change  in  party  adminis- 
tration and  incidental  changes  whenever  the  shoe  pinched 
the  appointing  officer.  In  the  chapter  on  school  admin- 
istration also,  while  the  board  of  examiners  is  retained, 
the  appointment  of  teachers  is  placed  in  the  hands  of 
a  paid  board  of  education  appointed  by  the  mayor  in- 
stead of  in  the  expert  educator,  the  superintendent  of 
schools,  and  the  present  provision  requiring  competitive 
examination  for  appointment, — the  provision  that  re- 
quires the  appointment  of  one  of  the  three  standing  high- 
est on  the  eligible  list, — has  been  eliminated. 

The  Association  also  opposes  the  pension  and  retire^ 
ment  provisions  of  the  proposed  Charter  because  they  do 
not  properly  safe-guard  the  interests  of  the  taxpayers  on 
the  one  hand  and  the  employees  on  the  other.     They 
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eliminate  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  the 
proper  body  to  decide  what  financial  burdens  should  be 
placed  upon  the  taxpayers,  and  contain  no  requirement 
for  a  thorough  preliminary  investigation  and  ascertain- 
ment of  the  cost  of  any  new  system  of  pensions.  A 
board  of  retirement  and  pensions,  of  which  the  mayor 
and  his  appointees  constitute  a  majority,  is  given  power, 
subject  only  to  approval  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  to 
establish  new  pension  systems  and  to  give  pensionable 
status  to  individual  employees  as  well  as  to  administer 
existing  systems.  The  requirement  of  a  flat  2  per  cent 
deduction  from  the  salary  of  every  employee  interested 
in  a  pension  fund  is  wholly  unscientific  as  the  rate  of 
deduction  has  no  relation  to  the  cost  of  pensions,  and  is 
manifestly  unfair  in  that  persons  not  now  required  to 
contribute  at  all,  or  required  to  contribute  i  per  cent 
only,  are  all  alike  to  be  required  to  contribute  2  per  cent, 
without  receiving  in  return  any  increased  benefits.  The 
investment  of  this  board  of  retirement  and  pensions  with 
power  to  pass  finally  upon  all  applications  for  pensions 
and  to  reduce  or  terminate  any  pension  seems  to  open 
the  door  wide  for  the  arbitrary  exercise  of  power. 

REPORT  OF   SPECIAL  COMMITTEE   ON   RETIREMENT 

LEGISLATION. 

The  Association  is  not  opposed  to  the  creation  of  a 
retirement  system  for  civil  employees;  on  the  contrary, 
it  will  lend  its  aid  in  securing  retirement  legislation  which 
without  imposing  an  undue  burden  on  the  taxpayers  will 
tend  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  public  service  by 
the  elimination  of  the  superannuated  and  the  consequent 
opening  of  the  way  to  promotion  for  efficient  and  ener- 
getic younger  men.  The  matter  has  been  the  subject  of 
careful  study  by  a  special  committee  on  Retirement  Legis- 
lation which  has  recently  made  its  report  in  favor  of  what 
is  known  as  the  contributory  system,  providing  for  a 
separate  account  to  be  kept  with  each  employee  and  re- 
quiring each  new  entrant  to  the  service  to  contribute  to 
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that  account  a  sufficient  percentage  of  his  monthly  salary 
to  secure  to  him,  at  a  reasonable  rate  of  interest,  annually 
compounded,  an  adequate  retirement  allowance,  or  an- 
nuity, upon  reaching  the  retirement  age.  Provision  is 
made  for  the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  so  contributed 
on  separation  from  the  service  before  reaching  the  age 
of  retirement.  The  question,  however,  of  how  to  deal 
with  those  already  in  the  service  who  have  made  no  con- 
tributions in  the  past  is  a  distinct  and  difficult  problem. 
The  committee  recommends  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mission with  an  adequate  staff  of  competent  assistants 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  cost  of  establishing 
upon  a  sound  actuarial  basis  a  retirement  system  applica- 
ble to  employees  already  in  the  public  service  and  re- 
porting its  recommendations  for  retirement  legislation. 
The  report  of  the  special  committee  is  printed  in  full 
as  an  appendix  to  this  report. 

NEW  YORK  CITY. 

THE  MUNICIPAL  CIVIL  SERVICE  COMMISSION. 

No  change  has  occurred  in  the  membership  of  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  until  within  the 
last  week,  when  Mayor  Gaynor  announced  the  appoint- 
ment of  Hon.  John  C.  McGuire,  President  of  the  Com- 
mission, as  a  city  magistrate  and  the  selection  of  Hon. 
James  Creelman,  a  well  known  war  correspondent  and 
newspaper  and  magazine  writer  on  political  and  other 
subjects,  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Mr.  Creelman  becomes  the 
President  of  the  Commission. 

ADMINISTRATION    OF    THE    CIVIL    SERVICE    LAW. 

The  firm  and  advanced  attitude  of  Mayor  Gaynor 
in  favor  of  thorough  enforcement  of  the  civil  service 
law  in  accordance  with  the  principles  underlying,  it  has 
been  maintained.  Hi?  civil  service  commissioners  are 
manifestly  to  be  considere.i  as  \n  entire  ?y!n;  -^thy  with 
the   purposes   of   the   law    and   the   faults   whiv..    have 
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come  to  light  in  their  administration  of  it  are  in  the  main 
to  be  attributed  to  a  lack  of  experience  with,  and  knowl- 
edge  of,  its  working  prior  to  their  assuming  office. 

Through  its  standing  committee  on  Administration 
the  Association  has  conducted  a  thorough  investigation 
into  the  Commission's  work  during  1910,  the  results  of 
which  have  been  transmitted  to  the  Commission  for  their 
consideration.  The  report  commends  the  new  work 
undertaken  for  the  better  keeping  and  inspection  of 
efficiency  record,  the  effective  operation  of  the  system  of 
investigating  statements  of  candidates  as  to  previous 
employment  and  experience  and  the  marked  success 
which  has  followed  the  extension  of  practical  examina- 
tions to  new  branches  of  skilled  labor.  It  finds,  however, 
grounds  for  just  criticism  in  the  lax  and  vacillating 
policy 'of  the  Commission,  particularly  in  the  matter  of 
the  classification  of  probation  officers,  in  the  delay  in 
holding  examinations  and  making  up  eligible  lists  and 
in  the  enormous  increase  in  the  number  of  appointments 
without  examination  to  positions  classified  as  competitive. 

The  Minor  Criminal  Courts  Bill  was  passed  in  June, 
19 10.  It  provided  for  the  appointment  of  probation 
officers  in  the  Courts  of  Special  Sessions  and  the  Magis- 
trates' Courts  on  September  i.  Both  Mayor  Gaynor 
and  Governor  Hughes  in  signing  the  bill  had  expressed 
the  opinion  that  the  peculiar  language  used  in  regard  to 
the  probation  officers,  declaring  them  to  be  the  confi- 
dential agents  of  the  justices,  did  not  of  itself  require 
the  classification  of  the  positions  as  exempt.  The  Com- 
mission, after  a  hearing  at  which  both  sides  of  the 
question  were  fully  presented,  announced  a  competitive 
examination  for  August  11.  This  they  cancelled  after 
the  applications  had  been  received  and  then  held  another 
hearing  on  August  31.  No  further  action  was  taken  until 
October  5,  when  the  Commission  reversed  itself  and 
sent  to  the  Mayor  a  resolution  exempting  the  positions. 
The  resolution  was  vetoed  by  the  Mayor  on  October  21 
and  the  Commission  then  proceeded  with  the  examination

on  December  i,  but  the  list  was  not  promulgated  until 
March  22.  Meanwhile,  however,  the  justices  had  been 
compelled  by  mandamus  to  make  appointments,  pending 
the  preparation  of  the  list,  and  now  suits  have  been  in- 
stituted on  behalf  of  these  appointees  which  will  require 
a  decision  by  the  highest  court  before  the  question  of 
classification  and  proper  method  of  appointment  is  settled. 
It  is  a  fair  presumption  that  this  question  would  not 
have  been  raised  had  not  the  justices  been  driven  to  the 
point  of  exasperation  by  the  inexcusable  failure  of  the 
Commission  to  provide  an  eligible  list  within  a  reasonable 
time. 

A  clause  in  the  rules  which  permits  appointment  with- 
out examination  of  "some  designated  person  of  high  and 
recognized  attainments"  to  a  competitive  position  de- 
manding "peculiar  and  exceptional  qualifications  of  a 
scientific,  professional  or  educational  character"  and  then 
only  "upon  satisfactory  evidence  that  competition  in  such 
special  case  is  impracticable"  was  resorted  to  by  the 
Commission  to  cover  23  appointments  in  19 10,  as  against 
3  in  1909  and  3  in  1908.  Such  positions  as  in- 
terpreter, telephone  operator  and  statistician,  investigator, 
assistant  medical  superintendent  and  auditor  have  been 
filled  without  examination  under  this  clause.  By  resort 
to  this  rule  the  Commission  avoided  the  necessity  for 
the  approval  of  their  action  by  the  Mayor  and  the  State 
Commission  which  would  have  been  essential  to  the  plac- 
ing of  these  positions  in  the  exempt  class.  The  most 
flagrant  case  of  the  abuse  of  this  rule  was  in  the  appoint- 
ment of  Dr.  Daniel  C.  Potter  as  Director  of  the  Am- 
bulance Service.  So  far  was  Dr.  Potter  from  being  a 
person  of  "high  and  recognized  attainments,"  that  the 
board  itself  which  appointed  him  was  not  unanimous 
and  the  Civil  Service  Commission  in  order  to  justify  its 
action  thought  it  advisable  to  compel  him  to  submit  to  a 
non-competitive  examination  in  order  to  ascertain 
whether  in  fact  he  possessed  a  claim  to  "high  and  rec- 
ognized attainments." 
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The  report  of  the  committee  on  Administration  also 
criticises  the  number  of  appointments  to  competitive  posi- 
tions without  examination  under  the  clause  of  the  rules 
permitting  the  commission  to  except  from  competition  a 
person  engaged  in  private  business  who  shall  render 
professional,  scientific,  technical  or  expert  services  of  an 
occasional  and  exceptional  character.  There  were  559 
such  appointments  during  1910,  as  compared  with  263 
in  1909  and  275  in  1908.  Eighty-three  of  these  excep- 
tions were  for  positions  carrying  a  salary  of  more  than 
$750  and  it  is  difficult  to  understand  why  in  many  cases, 
particularly  of  those  positions  with  higher  salaries,  ap- 
pointment could  not  have  been  made  from  the  eligible 
lists.  Attention  is  called  to  the  practice  of  permitting 
reinstatements  from  the  preferred  list  for  one  day,  not 
because  there  is  actual  need  for  the  services  of  the  em- 
ployee, but  merely  in  order  to  continue  his  name  upon 
the  preferred  list  for  an  additional  year.  Such  rein- 
statements were  not  contemplated  by  Section  1543  of  the 
Charter  and  are,  in  fact,  a  fraud  upon  the  law. 

CONTROVERSY    BETWEEN    THE    MAYOR    AND    THE 

COMPTROLLER. 

Last  November  the  Association  requested  the  Munici- 
pal Commission  to  transfer  a  large  number  of  positions 
in  the  Finance  Department  from  the  exempt  to  the  com- 
petitive class,  basing  its  request  on  the  fact  that  experi- 
ence with  competitive  examinations  for  similar  positions 
in  New  York  State  and  elsewhere  had  proved  the  prac- 
ticability of  competition  and  exemption  was  therefore 
no  longer  justifiable.  These  positions  were  24  auditors, 
3  deputy  auditors,  13  examining  inspectors,  17  expert 
accountants,  10  bank  messengers,  5  deputy  collectors  of 
assessments  and  arrears,  10  deputy  receivers  of  taxes, 
20  cashiers  and  7  examiners  of  accounts  of  institu- 
tions; 109  positions  in  all.  Action  was  postponed  at 
the  request  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Association  and  the 
matter  did  not  come  up  for  consideration  until  April  5, 
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when  the  Comptroller  appeared  and  opposed  the  trans- 
fers in  the  case  of  the  auditors,  deputy  auditors,  deputy 
collectors  of  assessments  and  arrears  and  deputy  re- 
ceivers of  taxes.  A  week  later  the  Commission  adopted 
a  resolution  which  they  transmitted  to  the  Mayor,  trans- 
ferring 88  of  the  positions  to  the  competitive  class.  This 
resolution  the  Mayor  vetoed  and  at  the  same  time  issued 
a  public  statement  in  which  he  severely  criticised  the 
Comptroller  for  making  political  removals  and  appoint- 
ments and  attempting  by  this  means  to  cover  his  political 
appointees  into  the  protected  -  service.  Comptroller 
Prendergast  issued  a  hot-tempered  reply. 

That  the  Comptroller  has  made  both  political  re- 
movals and  political  appointments  this  Association  has 
been  well  aware.  In  a  case  recently  brought  by  Peter 
J.  Garvey,  a  deputy  city  paymaster  removed  by  Comp- 
troller Prendergast,  a  jury  decided  that  the  removal  was 
for  political  purposes  and  the  court  ordered  his  rein- 
statement. Since  assuming  office  on  January  ist,  19 lo, 
the  Comptroller  has  made  114  new  appointments  to  posi- 
tions in  the  exempt  class.  An  investigation  of  the  en- 
rollment books  shows  19  of  these  appointees  enrolled 
as  Democrats,  63  as  Republicans,  6  as  members  of  the 
Independence  League  and  26  whose  enrollment  was  not 
found.  In  initiating  the  request  for  the  transfer  of 
exempt  positions  to  the  competitive  class  the  Association 
took  the  most  practical  method  for  putting  a  stop  to  a 
grave  abuse  by  making  political  appointments  to  these 
positions  impossible  in  future.  The  Association  recog- 
nizes a  certain  degree  of  injustice  in  giving  to  personal 
or  political  appointees  a  competitive  status  without  re- 
quiring them  to  submit  to  competitive  examination,  but 
it  is  an  injustice  that  is  remedied  in  a  comparatively 
short  time,  and  is  far  preferable  to  leaving  the  positions 
subject  to  the  same  abuse  with  each  recurring  change  in 
party  administration.  There  is  no  requirement  of  law 
for  the  examination  of  persons  legally  holding  an  office 
at  the  time  the  commission  transfers  it  from  the  exempt 
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to  the  competitive  class  nor,  in  our  judgment,  can  the 
commission  compel  them  to  submit  to  examination  as 
a  condition  of  continuing  in  their  positions.  Whether  the 
law  should  be  amended  to  include  such  a  requirement 
is  debatable.  The  Association  desires  to  see  a  reconsid- 
eration and  readjustment  of  the  whole  matter  with  a 
view  solely  to  the  best  interests  of  the  city  service. 

On  February  i,  Mr.  Albert  de  Roode  resigned  as 
Assistant  Secretary  after  six  years  of  continuous,  faith- 
ful and  efficient  service  to  enter  the  practice  of  the 
law  in  which  this  Committee  wishes  him  success.  Dur- 
ing the  winter  he  has  acted  as  counsel  for  the  Association 
in  matters  of  legislation  under  the  direction  of  the 
Law  Committee  which  has  had  occasion  to  give  careful 
consideration  to  many  difficult  questions  of  litigation  and 
legislation. 

The  Association  during  the  past  year  has  increased 
its  membership  to  957,  of  whom  15  are  life  members,  88 
sustaining  members  and  854  regular  members.  Its  stand- 
ing committees  on  Law,  Administration  and  Membership 
have  been  active  and  the  Executive  Committee  thanks 
their  members  for  the  services  they  have  performed  for 
the  Association  at  considerable  sacrifice.  It  also  thanks 
the  Women's  Auxiliary  for  the  support  and  assistance 
it  has  rendered  in  furthering  the  movement  for  civil 
service  reform.

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APPENDIX 

Report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Retire- 
ment Legislation. 


To  the  Executive  Committee : 

Your  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  subject  of 
retirement  legislation  in  this  state  herewith  submits  its 
report. 

If  a  retirement  system  can  be  devised,  and  it  seems 
to  your  committee  that  one  can  be  devised,  which  with- 
out imposing  an  undue  burden  upon  the  taxpayers  will 
tend  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  public  service 
through  caring  for  the  old  age  of  those  who  have  served 
long  and  faithfully,  the  New  York  Civil  Service  Reform 
Association  should  heartily  favor  the  establishment  of 
such  a  system  and  should  aid  in  securing  the  necessary 
legislation  to  that  end.  In  so  far,  however,  as  any  pro- 
posed retirement  system  fails  either  to  increase  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  public  service  or  to  be  just  and  fair  to  the 
employees,  or  to  be  just  and  fair  to  the  taxpayers,  the 
Association  should  oppose  the  proposal.  And  this,  be- 
cause unless  a  retirement  system  does  increase  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  service  it  has  no  excuse  for  existence,  and 
because  a  retirement  system  that  imposes  unjust  or  un- 
fair burdens  either  upon  the  employees  or  upon  the  tax- 
payers who  employ  them  will  prove  progressively  de- 
moralizing in  its  operation. 
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ApfMroadiing  the  subject  from  this  point  of  view 
makes  clear  and  sharp  the  distinction  between  a  straight 
pension  and  a  retiring  allowance  for  superannuated 
employees.  The  former  should  be  confined  to  civil 
employees  engaged  in  hazardous  occupations  who  suffer 
injury  or  death  in  the  performance  of  duty.  The 
entire  expense  of  allowances  or  annuities  granted  in  such 
cases  should  be  paid  out  of  the  public  treasury.  They 
should  be  regarded  as  a  part  of  the  legitimate  cost  to  the 
public  of  conducting  a  hazardous  business.  The  ordin- 
ary civil  employee  is  in  a  very  different  situation.  He 
should  be  paid  a  proper  and  adequate  compensation  for 
the  services  he  performs,  and  there  would  seem  no  valid 
reason  why  government  employees  who  have  been  in 
receipt  of  such  compensation  should  be  erected  into  a 
special  class  to  be  supported  in  their  old  age  at  public 
expense.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  public  employee  is 
not  paid  a  proper  and  adequate  compensation  for  his  ser- 
vices, any  method  which  seeks  to  supply  the  deficiency 
by  pensioning  him  when  superannuated  is  unjust  to  the 
employee,  economically  wasteful,  politically  demoralizing 
and  detrimental  to  the  efficiency  of  the  service. 

A  retiring  pension  provided  in  whole  or  in  part  at 
the  public  expense  as  a  reward  for  long  and  faithful 
services  inadequately  paid  for  at  the  time  they  are  ren- 
dered is  inevitably  regarded  as  merely  the  deferred  pay- 
ment of  moneys  already  earned.  This  works  a  double 
injustice;  for  it  helps  to  make  and  keep  the  pay  for  cur- 
rent work  inadequate  and  the  death  of  the  employee  be- 
fore his  superannuation  will  prevent  his  ever  receiving 
the  deferred  portion  of  his  compensation.     It  is  equally 
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unfair  to  the  public,  for  it  has  been  shown  by  experience 
that  each  year  an  employee  remains  in  the  service  with 
a  portion  of  his  pay  held  back  until  he  shall  reach  the 
age  of  superannuation  is  an  added  obstacle  to  his  dis- 
charge though  his  v/ork  may  have  sensibly  deteriorated. 
It  would  be  far  better  from  every  point  of  view  for  the 
government  to  pay  adequately  and  contemporaneously  for 
the  services  as  rendered  than  to  weaken  the  discipline  aiid 
impair  the  efficiency  of  the  public  service  by  deferring  the 
payment  of  any  portion  of  the  earnings  of  its  employees 
on  the  promise  that  if  they  desired  to  remain  and  were 

not  discharged  before  they  reached  the  age  of  super- 
annuation they  would  thereafter  be  pensioned. 

Your  Committee  is  unreservedly  in  favor  of  the  fol- 
lowing propositions: 

Each  employee  in  the  civil  service  of  the  govern- 
ment should  receive  proper  and  adequate  compensa- 
tion for  his  services  at  the  time  the  services  are  ren- 
dered ; 

If  the  salaries  of  the  government's  civil  employees 
are  adequate,  as  compared  with  salaries  for  similar 
employment  outside  the  public  service,  so  that  the 
employees  can  properly  be  expected  to  lay  by  a  suffi- 
cient amount  year  by  year  to  provide  for  their  own 
old  age,  it  is  not  reasonable,  nor  does  it  tend  towards 
personal  thrift  and  economy  for  the  government  to 
add  to  such  salary  a  pension  for  life,  at  great  expense 
to  the  taxpayers. 

It  is  quite  possible  and,  indeed,  probable,  that  in  cer- 
tain cases  the  salary  remaining  to  the  employee  after 
deduction  has  been  made  to  provide  for  his  support  in 
old  age  will  not  be  sufficient  to  permit  him  to  maintain 
the  standard  of  living  to  which  his  position  entitles  him.

In  such  cases,  however,  it  is  clear  that  the  salaries  as 
now  fixed  are  inadequate  and  your  committee  therefore 
recommends  that  all  such  cases  be  inquired  into  and  the 
necessary  advances  in  salary  made. 

That  some  private  corporations  have  of  late  been 
establishing  various  pension  systems  represented  to  be 
wholly  or  in  part  at  the  expense  of  the  employing  corpora- 
tion does  not  seem  to  your  Committee  a  convincing  or 
even  a  strong  argument  for  introducing  such  a  system 
in  the  public  service.  In  the  first  place,  assuming  it  to 
be  honestly  believed  that  the  expense  of  these  pensions  is 
borne  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  employing  corporation, 
we  may  be  very  sure  that,  if  it  turns  out  that  any  part  of 
the  pension  is  paid  out  of  the  capital  of  the  corporation, 
that  part  of  the  pension  will  stop.  We  may  be  equally 
sure  that,  by  so  much  as  the  payment  of  any  part  of  the 
pension  diminishes  the  normal  return  upon  capital,  the 
pension  will  stop.  In  the  second  place,  in  each  of  these 
instances  a  private  corporation  is  simply  risking  its  own 
money  to  try  an  experiment  that  may  or  may  not  prove 
to  be  successful  as  the  years  go  on ;  while  the  government 
has  neither  savings  nor  investments  nor  earnings  of  its 
own  and,  if  it  ventures  upon  such  an  experiment  must 
pay  the  expense  out  of  forced  contributions  from  the 
taxpayers.  The  government  lacks  the  stimulus  to  keen 
watchfulness  and  economical  management  constantly 
present  when  one  who  fails  in  either  respect  must  bear 
the  loss  occasioned.  It  would  be  rashly  imprudent  in 
these  circumstances  to  create  a  large*  dependent  class  of 
voters  directly  interested  in  influencing  legislation  for  its 
pecuniary  profit. 
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Your  committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  fol- 
lowing principles  be  observed  in  drafting  retirement  legis- 
lation applicable  to  employees  in  the  civil  service : 

1.  A  system  of  retiring  annuities  based  upon 
length  of  service  and  an  attained  age  of  retirement 
should  be  provided  by  compulsory  contributions  from 
the  employee's  salary  which,  invested  by  or  under  the 
supei;vision  of  the  government  at  a  reasonable  rate 
of  interest,  compounded  annually,  will  be  sufficient 
to  provide  the  annuity  at  the  age  of  retirement.  The 
safety  of  the  contributions  and  the  reasonable  rate 
of  interest  should  be  guaranteed  by  the  government. 

2.  An  individual  and  separate  account  should  be 
Tcept  of  the  contributions  of  each  employee.  In  case 
of  his  voluntary  separation  from  the  service  before 
the  age  of  retirement,  these  should  be  repaid  to  him. 

3.  In  order  that  the  retirement  system  should 
increase  the  stability  of  the  service  and  add  an  in- 
ducement to  capable  men  to  remain  in  it,  those  who 
separate  themselves  from  the  service  prior  to  the  age 
of  retirement  should  receive  somewhat  less  than  the 
full  accumulation  of  interest  upon  their  deposits  with 
the  government. 

It  is  apparent  that  a  system  of  retiring  annuities  em- 
bodying the  principles  favored  in  this  report  can  be  made 
to  rest  upon  a  sound  actuarial  basis  and  in  the  case  of  a 
new  entrant  into  the  civil  service  need  not  require  the 
contribution  of  an  undue  proportion  of  his  salary  in  order 
to  secure  the  benefits  sought.  At  the  present  time,  how- 
ever, the  data  are  almost  wholly  lacking  for  devising  a 
sound  plan  for  retiring,  at  reasonable  cost  to  the  taxpay- 
ers, the  civil  employees  already  in  the  public  service. 
Those  who  are  still  young  enough  to  provide  for  their  own 
retiring  annuities  without  contributing  an  unreasonable 
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amount  of  their  salaries  should  be  required  to  do  so;  but 
it  is  obvious  that  those  already  above  a  certain  age  cannot 
afford  to  contribute  from  their  salaries  an  amount  suffi- 
cient to  provide  an  adequate  annuity  on  retirement.  In 
the  opinion  of  the  committee,  the  government  should 
make  up  the  balance  between  what  such  employees  may 
reasonably  be  called  upon  to  contribute  and  the  amount 
needed  to  secure  them  an  adequate  annuity  on  retirement. 
Such  investigations  as  have  already  been  made  into  the 
conditions  of  employment  in  the  federal  service  lead  us 
to  hazard  the  opinion  that  a  thorough  investigation  of 
the  problem  here  will  show  that  the  amount  which  the 
government  is  called  upon  to  contribute  in  order  to  carry 
out  this  plan  will  not  much  exceed  the  loss  to  the  govern- 
ment occasioned  by  the  retention  of  superannuated  em- 
ployees and  the  consequent  loss  in  efficiency  all  along  the 
line  through  the  blocking  of  the  way  to  promotion. 

What  is  needed  at  the  present  time  is  a  thorough  in- 
vestigation which  shall  ascertain  and  set  forth  accurately 
the  facts  essential  to  determining  the  cost  to  the  tax- 
payers of  establishing  upon  a  sound  actuarial  basis  a  re- 
tirement system  applicable  to  employees  already  in  the 
public  service.  We  need  to  know,  for  example,  the 
length  of  service  and  the  age  of  each  such  employee, 
his  salary  at  entrance,  all  increases  since  and  his  present 
salary.  It  is  not  necessary  to  emphasize  the  unwisdom 
of  enacting  any  retiring  system  into  law  without  the  prior 
official  collation  and  publication  of  such  necessary  statis- 
tical information.  Your  Committee,  therefore,  recom- 
mends the  creation  of  a  Commission  to  be  appointed  by 
the  governor  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  thorough  study 
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and  investigation  of  the  entire  subject  and  to  report 
thereon  with  its  recommendations.  The  Commission 
should  have  power  to  subpoena  and  examine  witnesses  and 
have  an  adequate  staff  of  competent  experts.

CONSTITUTION.. 

Article  I. 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  The  Civil  Service 
Reform  Association. 

Article  II. 

The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  establish  a  system 
of  appointment,  promotion,  and  removal  in  the  civil  service, 
founded  upon  the  principle  that  public  office  is  a  public  trust, 
admission  to  which  should  depend  upon  proven  fitness.  To 
this  end  the  Association  will  demand  that  appointments  to 
subordinate  executive  offices,  with  such  exceptions  as  may  be 
expedient,  not  inconsistent  with  the  principle  already  men- 
tioned, shall  be  made  from  persons  whose  fitness  has  been  as- 
certained by  competitive  examinations  open  to  all  applicants 
properly  qualified,  and  that  removals  shall  be  made  for  legiti- 
mate cause  only,  such  as  dishonesty,  negligence,  or  ineffi- 
ciency, but  not  for  political  opinion  or  refusal  to  render 
party  service ;  and  the  Association  will  advocate  all  other  ap- 
propriate measures  for  securing  integrity,  intelligence,  effi- 
ciency, good  order,  and  due  discipline  in  the  civil  service. 

Article  III. 

The  Association  will  hold  meetings,  raise  funds,  publish 
and  circulate  appropriate  information,  correspond  and  co- 
operate with  associations  organized  elsewhere  for  the  objects 
set  forth  in  this  Constitution,  and  support  all  executive  and 
legislative  action  which  promote  its  purposes. 
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Article  IV. 

The  conditions  of  membership  shall  be  wholly  independ- 
ent of  party  preference.  Questions  shall  not  be  discussed  in 
the  debate  or  in  the  publications  of  the  Association  upon 
party  grounds.  Neither  the  name  nor  influence  of  the  Asso- 
ciation shall  be  used  on  behalf  of  any  party,  or  for  procuring 
office  or  promotion  for  any  person-.  But  nothing  in  this  ar- 
ticle shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  Association  from  op- 
posing any  candidate  when  in  its  opinion,  or  in  that  of 
three-fourths  of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
such  course  is  demanded  by  the  objects  of  the  Association. . 

Article  V. 

There  shall  be  a  President,  to  be  elected  by  the  Associa- 
tion at  the  annual  meeting,  who  shall  perform  the  usual  and 
prescribed  duties  of  that  office.  He  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a 
member  of  all  committees,  with  a  casting  vote  only,  and  he 
may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  when- 
ever he  thinks  it  necessary,  and,  with  the  assent  of  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee,  special  meetings  of  the  As- 
sociation. 

There  shall  be  ten  Vice-Presidents,  to  be  annually  elected 
by  the  Association. 

There  shall  be  a  Ti*easurer  and  Secretary  and  such  other 
officers  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  from  time  to  time 
designate,  who  shall  perform  the  usual  and  prescribed  duties 
of  such  officers.  They  shall  be  respectively  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  may  be  removed  by  them.  The 
Treasurer  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a  member  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee of  the  Association. 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  of  twenty-five 
members,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Association.  Subject 
to  these  articles,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  manage  the 
affairs  of  the  Association,  direct  and  dispose  of  its  funds,  and 
from  time  to  time  make  and  modify  by-laws  for  the  Association 
and  for  its  own  action.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  keep 
a  record  of  its  proceedings,  and  shall  make  a  report  to  the 
Association  at  the  annual  meeting.      No  appropriation   of 
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money  by  the  Executive  Committee  beyond  the  amount  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  at  the  time  shall  bind  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Association,  excepting  those  members  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  who  shall  vote  for  it.  Vacancies  in  the 
Executive  Committee  may  be  filled  by  the  President  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term.  Other  vacancies  may  be  filled  by 
the  Executive  Committee. 

All  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  members  of  the 
several  Standing  Committees  shall  be,  ex-officip,  members  oi 
the  Executive  Committee.  y 

m 

Article  VI. 

Each  officer  of  the  Association  shall  continue  to  hold 
office  until  his  successor  has  been  selected  and  is  ready  to 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  office. 

Article  VII. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  on 
the  second  Wednesday  of  May,  at  which  officers  shall  be 
elected  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  other  appropriate  business 
may  be  transacted;  except  in  the  year  1898,  when  the  an- 
nual meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  Jan- 
uary. 

Article  VIII. 

Any  person  may  be  proposed  in  writing  for  membership 
by  any  member  of  the  Association,  and  shall  be  admitted 
upon  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Members  fail- 
ing to  pay  their  dues  may  be  dropped  from  the  roll  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Article*  IX. 

The  annual  dues  of  each  member  shall  be  $5» 
payable  on  the  1st  of  May,  and  each  member  shall  re- 
ceive the  annual  report  and  all  other  publications  of 
the  Association.  Sustaining^  members,  on  payment 
of  twenty-live  dollars  annually,  and  Life  members^ 
exempt  fk*om  annual  dues  on  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  may  be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee 
at  any  regular  meeting:  thereof. 
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Article  X. 

All  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  except  those  relating 
to  the  rights  of  members,  and  the  term  of  officers,  may  be 
suspended  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  either  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  or  at  a  special  meeting  duly  called.  Due  no- 
tice shall  be  given  before  any  such  annual  or  special  meeting 
that  the  approval  of  the  Association  will,  thereat,  be  asked  for 
such  action  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  notice  shall 
clearly  state  the  effect  of  such  suspension  or  amendment  in 
the  text  of  the  Constitution.  Any  member  of  the  Association 
may  propose  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  which  may  be 
approved  under  the  same  conditions. 
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BY-LAWS. 


FOR    THE   GOVERNMENT   OF   THE   ASSOCIATION    AND 

ITS  COMMITTEES. 


§  I.  The  Annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held 
at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  Executive  Committee  shall  de- 
signate. The  election  of  officers  shall  be  by  ballot,  but  any 
member  not  present  may  declare  his  vote  bjr  letter  to  the  Sec- 
retary and  it  shall  be  counted. 

§  2.  The  meetings  of  each  committee,  unless  otherwise 
especially  provided  for,  shall  be  at  half-past  eight  P.  M.,  at 
which  time  the  chairman  shall  direct  the  call  of  the  names  of 
its  members  and  the  Secretary  shall  record  the  names  of 
those  present  and  others  as  they  appear. 

§  3.  The  order  of  business,  before  each  committee  shall  be : 

1.  The  reading  and  correction  of  the  records  of  the  last 

meeting. 

And,  thereafter,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  as  follows : 

2.  Any  statement  due  from  the  Treasurer. 

3.  Unfinished  business  from  the  last  meeting. 

4.  Report  from  the  Secretary's  office. 

5.  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

6.  Reports  of  special  committees. 

7.  Proposals  of  new  members  and  their  election. 

8.  Miscellaneous  business. 

§  4.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  every  month  except 
July  and  August,  but  if  that  day  be  a  holiday,  then  on  the 
third  Wednesday.  Ten  members  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
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§  5*  Ndther  in  the  meetings  of  the  Association  nor  of  any 
committee  shall  any  member  speak  more  than  once  on  any 
motion  nor  more  than  ten  minutes  at  one  time,  without 
unanimous  consent,  nor  shall  any  person,  or  his  actions,  be 
characterized  on  party  grounds. 

§  6.  Special  meetings  of  any  committee  may  be  called  by 
its  chairman  or  by  any  three  members,  and  due  notice  thereof 
shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary. 

§  7.  All  notices  to  a  member  shall  be  sent 'to  his  address 
filed  with  the  Secretary. 

§  8.  On  the  demand  of  one-fifth  of  the  members  present, 
at  any  meeting  of  the  Association  or  of  a  committee,  the  ay$s 
and  nays  shall  be  called  and  recorded  on  any  motion. 

§  9.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  chair  unless 
their  selection  shall  be  otherwise  provided  for. 

§  10.  At  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Conunit- 
tee,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  make  a  statement 
of  the  amount  of  money  in  the  treasury  and  of  the  place  of 
its  deposit,  and,  at  the  annual  meeting,  he  shall  state  the 
source  of  all  moneys  received  and  the  use  made  of  the  same 
during  the  past  year. 

§  II.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Association  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  per- 
form the  other  duties  assigned  him. 

§  12.  Without  the  consent  of  three-fourths  of  the  members 
present,  no  vote  which  will  declare  or  fill  a  vacancy  or  elect  a 
member  of  the  Association  shall  be  deemed  carried,  at  the 
same  meeting  in  which  it  was  first  moved. 

§  13.  It  shall  require  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
of  Uie  Executive  Committee  present  to  pass  any  vote  under 
which  more  than  $100  will  be  appropriated  or  the  Associa- 
tion be  pledged  for  more  than  that  amount,  and  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  alone  shall  have  authority  to  create  any 
charge  upon  the  funds  of  the  Association.  But  neither  said 
committee  nor  any  officer  or  officers  of  the  Association  shall 
be  authorized  to  create  a  personal  liability  against  any  mem- 
bers but:  thfemselves.   : 
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§  14*  There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  Committees^ 
of  seven  members  each,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by 
the  Executive  Committee: 

(i)  A  Finance  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  de- 
vise and  carry  into  effect,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  suitable  measures  for  raising  funds,  and 
to  supervise  and  report  upon  the  income  and  expenditures  of 
the  Association.  The  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee 
shall,  in  advance  of  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association, 
appoint  an  Auditing  Committee  from  among  the  members  of 
the  Association,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  all  vouchers 
and  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  and  to  report  thereon 
at  the  annual  meeting. 

(2)  A  Publication  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
prepare  and  recommend  matters  suitable  for  publication  by 
the  Association,  and  to  take  charge  of  the  printing  and  dis- 
tribution of  whatever  may  be  ordered  printed. 

(3)  A  Committee  on  Correspondence,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  promote  the  objects  of  the  Association  through  corre- 
spondence and  co-operation  with  other  organizations. 

(4)  A  Committee  on  Administration,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  administration  of  the  civil 
service  law  and  rules  and  to  consider  and  recommend  suit- 
able methods  of  examination  for  admission  to  and  promotion 
in  the  public  service,  and  suitable  procedure  tending  to  make 
the  system  more  efficient. 

There  shall  also  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Law  of  nine 
members,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the  Executive 
Committee.  Its  duty  shall  be  to  consider  all  legislation 
affecting  the  civil  service,  to  promote  such  as  may  be  ap- 
proved, and  to  oppose  such  as  may  be  disapproved  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  to  prepare  and  recommend  such 
amendments  to  the  law  as  in  their  opinion  will  advance  the 
purposes  of  the  Association.  The  Law  Committee  shall 
have  power  to  represent  the  Association  in  any  legal  proceed- 
ings which  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  or  enforce 
the  laws  affecting  the  State  or  Municipal  civil  service. 

There  shall  also  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Membership 
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of  fifteen  members,  which  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  devise  and  carry 
into  effect  measures  for  increasing  the  membership  of  the 
Association. 

Each  Standing  Committee  shall  be  competent  to  fix  the 
number  of  its  own  quorum ;  but  such  quorum  shall  in  no  case 
be  less  than  three. 

§  15.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended,  or  new  By-Laws 
added,  by  a  four-fifths  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee;  or  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  provided  a  statement  of 
the  proposed  change  had  been  entered  on  the  minutes  at  the 
last  meeting. 

§  16.  Amendments  proposed  under  the  last  clause  of  the 
tenth  section  of  the  constitution  shall  be  first  submitted  to  the 
Executive  Committee.

Know  All  Men  by  These  Presents:  That  we,  the  under- 
signed, being  persons  of  fall  age  and  all  citizens  of  the  United  States,  a 
majority  of  whom  are  also  citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  being 
now  Directors  of  an  unincorporated  association  known  as  the  New  York 
Civil  Service  Reform  Association,  and  organized  for  the  porposes-bere- 
inafter  mentioned  ;  being  desirous  of  incorporation  for  tbe^  same  pur- 
poses under  the  Membership  Corporations  Law  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  do  hereby,  pursuant  to  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the 
said  Association,  present  and  voting  at  a  regularly  called  meeting  thereof, 
and  pursuant  to  authority  given  by  the  said  unanimous  vote  at  the  said 
meeting,  of  which  meeting  notice  of  the  intention  so  to  incorporate  was 
given  personally  or  by  mail  to  each  member  of  such  Association  whose 
residence  or  Post  Offlce  address  was  known,  at  least  thirty  days  before 
said  meeting,  and  at  which  meeting  the  corporate  name  stated  in  para- 
graph First  was  by  unanimous  vote  adopted,  do  hereby  certify  as 
follows : 

First. — The  name  or  title  by  which  the  Association  in  which  we 
desire  to  form  ourselves  as  aforesaid  shall  be  known  in  law,  shall  be  the 
Civil  Service  Reform  Association. 

Second. — The  territory  in  which  its  operations  are  to  be  principally 
conducted  shall  be  the  City  of  New  York. 

Third. — The  city  in  which  its  principal  office  is  to  be  located  is 
the  City  of  New  York. 

Fourth. — The  objects  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  further  the 
establishment  of  a  system  of  appointment,  promotion  and  removal  in 
the  civil  service,  founded  upon  the  principle  that  public  office  is  a  public 
trust,  admission  to  and  retention  in  which  should  depend  upon  proven 
fitness  ;  and  to  take  such  action  as  may  tend  to  secure  the  honest  and 
efficient  execution  of  laws  and  rules  relating  to  the  civil  service,  and  to 
the  proper  administration  thereof. 

Fifth. — The  number  of  its  directors  shall  be  twenty-eight.
